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ANNUAL ADDRESS OF MAYOR 
JOHN F. COLLINS TO THE HONORABLE 
THE CITY COUNCIL, JANUARY 1, 1962. 


Honorable Members of the City Council, School Committee, 
Distinguished Guests, Ladies and Gentlemen. 


Our first task this first day of the new year 1962 
must be to protect, preserve, and promote the reputation 
of our beloved City of Boston. 

The people of Boston have labored hard in the 
last two years to earn a good reputation for their city — 
and they have earned it. 

I know of no period in Boston’s history to compare 
with the last two years, in terms of the prodigious 
and unstinting efforts of every element of our population 
to move Boston forward in every desirable direction — 
in every possible area of civic and municipal betterment 
and accomplishment. 

Examples of successful achievement resulting from 
our cooperative and unselfish effort abound, and have 
not gone unnoticed either in this nation or abroad. 

Yet recently publicized events demonstrate only 
too sadly how difficult it is to earn a good reputation 
a how easily that good reputation may be damaged 
or lost. 

The moral is that, just as in the case of liberty itself, 
eternal vigilance is the price of good repute. 

Let me say to you—and to all who hear or may 
read my words — wherever they may be, and whoever 
they may be: 

I am proud of Boston and proud of the people of 
Boston. Boston is on the march. Boston is not on 
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the edge — but in the midst — of its revival, its res- 
toration to the forefront of the cities of the world — 
an international leader in industry, finance, education, 
the cultural arts, and, above all, in civic spirit. 

Boston has the heart, the courage, and the con- 
viction — the faith, the determination, and the drive — 
to do the job. 

We will do that job — we’re doing it now — it will be 
concluded. 

And, in a few short years, when our goals are attained 
and our renaissance is complete, delegations of citizens 
from all over this country and all over the world will 
be visiting us to see for themselves and to learn how 
we did it. 

I congratulate the members of our new City Council 
and School Committee, and I thank all those whose 
service has been rewarded by re-election for great 
and public-minded cooperation during the last two years. 

I look forward to working with your Honorable 
Bodies during the coming two years in a spirit of mutual 
cooperation and dedication to maintaining and strength- 
ening the social, educational, economic, and moral 
integrity of our community. 

Let us — you and I— match with our own efforts 
the zeal, the energy, and the generosity of our citizens 
themselves — the unselfish contributions of time and 
money which the people of Boston have made to their 
city in the past two years. 

A review of the accomplishments of the last year, and 
a view ahead of activities during the coming year, 
logically may be put under the headings ‘People,’ 
‘“‘Pocketbooks,”’ ‘‘Programs,”’ and ‘‘Public and Private 
Improvements.” 

‘“PEOPLE”’ 

Whatever else this city is, it is a city of people, with 
whose safety, health, education, and welfare we are and 
must constantly be concerned—people entitled to the 
best that we can possibly provide in the municipal 
services for which they pay. 

I would like to review briefly some of our activities 
in these areas, working not only for the people, but 
with the people. 


Protection of Lives and Property 


Boston’s leadership in fire prevention activities was 
nationally recognized in 1961, when our Fire Depart- 
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ment was recognized by the National Fire Protection 
Association as first in this field in the Commonwealth of 
Massachusetts and third among all cities in the nation 
over 500,000 population. Our firefighters richly deserve 
our gratitude and commendation. 


During the year the department furnished instruction 
in fire prevention and protection not only to 2,700 
members of the police force, but to key personnel of 
hospitals, schools, industrial plants, and naval and 
military installations. 


To enhance our fire protection, contracts have been 
awarded for ten new pumping engines, four 100-foot 
and two 85-foot ladder trucks, to replace old and 
obsolete equipment. 


Matching, and even keeping ahead of, federal and state 
advances in the field, our Civil Defense Department has 
been reorganized and its activities greatly expanded in 
depth and quality. Additional equipment and person- 
nel have been acquired, a basic Disaster Plan has been 
developed, and public education and information services 
vastly increased. 


To deal more efficiently with communication during 
emergency snow conditions, an Emergency Snow Re- 
moval Center has been set up in the Civil Defense 
Department, coordinating the activities of representa- 
tives of all city departments and public utilities involved. 


The Traffic Department, in turn, has accelerated its 
programs of establishing one-way streets and of in- 
stalling permanent street information signs, to facilitate 
snow removal and street-cleaning work. In addition, it 
is about to embark on a complete modernization of all 
traffic signals in the Back Bay system, installed over 
thirty years ago, and has just finalized arrangements for 
traffic signal control at the dangerous intersection near 
the Boston University Bridge. 


Protection of Health 


Internal reorganization of the Hospital Department 
was intensified in 1961, and progress is steadily being 
made in implementing expert consultant advice for 
improving efficiency at minimal cost. I am confident 
that the next few years will show a noteworthy decrease 
in the cost to the city of this essential service. 

The Long Island Hospital was inspected and ac- 
credited in 1961 by the Joint Commission of Accredita- 
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tion of Hospitals, the highest national rating a hospital 
can receive. 

The Health Department is a continuing source of 
pride, its activities in all directions being maintained 
with improving standards of efficiency. Well publicized, 
but still noteworthy, was its role in the highly successful 
program of rodent control in the Back Bay, an outstand- 
ing example of cooperation between municipal depart- 
ments, the Neighborhood Associations of the Back Bay, 
and property owners and residents of the area, many of 
whom paid a share of the cost of the program. 


Streets and Public Works 


Another example of successful cooperation between 
public agencies and private citizens is the better and 
cleaner appearance of our streets, resulting from the 
coordinated efforts of the Mayor’s Office, the Public 
Works Department, the Health Department, private 
citizens from every walk of life, and news, radio, and 
television media. Antilitter equipment has been in- 
creased, ordinances have been proposed and a nonprofit 
Citizens Committee for a Cleaner Boston has been 
incorporated to raise funds for a permanent educational 
program in this field, for reasons of sanitation, cleanli- 
ness, and improved civic appearance. 

When the first blizzard of 1960 struck, the city’s 
arsenal of snow-fighting equipment consisted of a fleet 
of vehicles which matched Boston’s cowpath look 
of years ago in age, performance, and appearance — 
better suited as museum pieces than as operating 
apparatus. 

Kighteen pieces of front-rank equipment were more 
than ten years old, of which seven were acquired prior 
to World War II. 

Inadequate equipment coupled with unusual winter 
storm conditions resulted in increases in 1960 snow 
removal costs. A start was made in correcting this 
situation, even as 1961 made its frosty appearance, 
with the result that, through expenditures of over 
$1,000,000 since 1960, we have acquired sixty-two 
new pieces of snow-fighting equipment as well as 
numerous new sweepers, trucks, plows, spreaders, and 
other mechanical and motor vehicle equipment. We 
therefore face the seasonal fluctuations of 1962 with 
greater confidence of our ability to deal with all emer- 
gencies and service requirements. 
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A crash program has been undertaken to catch 
up with previously deferred street repair of unpatched 
water excavation, and the department vigorously pur- 
sues the “scrubbed clean look’’ for our streets, with 
fifty-six five-man crews and fifty individual workers 
assigned full time to this work. 

Until recently this program operated under discour- 
aging conditions, as a result of the indifference of 
automobile parkers and the lack of advisory traffic signs. 
But, as a result of the clean-up educational program 
and the cooperation of the Traffic Department in the 
matter of signs, operating conditions are already 
improving. 

The 1961 accomplishments of the Water Division 
are notable. As a conservation measure, water meters 
have for the first time been installed in all public build- 
ings; 150 miles of waterworks were surveyed, as a 
result of which underground breaks were repaired, 
through which we were losing 2,440,000 gallons of water 
per day; and faulty meters were corrected, which 
had been delivering 1,150,000 gallons daily without 
charge to customers. 


Cultural and Recreational Activities 


In 1961 we were fortunately able to restore to the 
Library Department substantially all of the appropri- 
ations which we were sadly forced to cut in 1960, 
with the happy result services could be furnished to 
ne public more nearly in accordance with our universal 

esire. 

Demolition on land acquired in the rear of the Central 
Library was begun in November, and the cleared site 
will be available for a much needed future addition. 

A splendid new branch library building was opened 
at Roslindale Square, and sites were obtained and 
architects’ plans are in preparation for two new branch 
library buildings for two of Boston’s oldest districts — 
the West End and the North End. 

The Boston Arts Festival — only partly supported 
with public funds — again added to our cultural pleasure 
and reputation, amid that kind of healthy controversy 
that only proves once more how fervently dedicated 
Boston’s citizens are to the nine muses. 

I am inordinately proud of and impressed by the 
successful efforts of a group of private citizens, or- 
ganized as the ‘‘Boston Opera Association,’ to raise

more than $375,000 to enable the city to provide 
stage facilities in the new civic auditorium for operatic 
and ballet productions. We are indeed grateful to 
them and to all those citizens who are always ready 
to demonstrate their affection for Boston with more 
than mere words. 

I wish time permitted a full summary of the work 
of our Parks and Recreation Department, all the way 
from the improved appearance of the approaches to 
City Hall and Faneuil Hall to its outstanding recreation 
program for young and old. Suffice it to say that its 
myriad activities are quietly and efficiently conducted, 
and always within the budget. 


Public Welfare 


Because of numerous federal and state legislative 
changes and directives, Boston’s gross expenditures in 
1961 for public assistance increased $2,600,000 to 
$39,740,000. For example, travel allowances and leisure 
time activity allowances were increased by the state; 
medical and nursing home expense increased both 
intrinsically and as a result of federal legislation; and 
coverage of Aid to Dependent Children was broadened 
by the federal government. 

In addition, I was gratified to grant the Board of 
Overseers’ urgent request for a 20 per cent increase in 
general relief, as well as a rental increase to Old Age 
Assistance recipients whose rental ceiling grant was 
inadequate to provide suitable living accommodations. 

Needless to say, it is our position that all welfare 
costs should and must be borne in full by the state and 
federal governments. 

While we await this eventual result, however, some 
light pierces through the darkness. A fairly steady 
decline is being noted in Old Age Assistance cases, as 
the Federal Social Security System matures in years, 
and the net cost of welfare assistance to the city is 
tending to decrease, because of increasing federal and 
state grants to communities, especially since the state 
has assumed 25 per cent of cost of welfare administrative 
expenditures. 


‘*POCKETBOOKS”’ 


The Tax Rate and Budgetary Control 


Where money matters are concerned, our burdensome 
tax rate is not only a constant threat to the city’s 
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financial integrity, but to the economic well-being of 
every Boston businessman and inhabitant. 

While we have been able with great effort to make 
two successive reductions in the tax rate, I shall never 
be content—either as Mayor or as private citizen—with 
a tax rate as high, or with a tax structure as archaic, 
as the state government persists in foisting upon us. 

Nevertheless, until the Commonwealth meets its 
responsibilities in this regard, we shall have to make do, 
by nursing our resources, by making one dollar do the 
job of two, and by relying on our municipal ingenuity, 
at the risk that we may have to defer needed improve- 
ments, to the ultimate public disadvantage. 

We therefore must continue to eliminate waste, to 
confine expenditures to the essential, and resolutely 
to postpone the unnecessary, however desirable or 
justifiable it may appear to be. 

But, at the very least, we must be granted absolute 
budgetary control over the expenditures of every city 
department for which we are required to provide the 
operating funds. Otherwise we face fiscal anarchy. 

Until the Legislature grants full control over all 
municipal budgets to the city, I shall insist that all 
departments not directly under the Mayor’s jurisdiction 
shall exercise budgetary self-control, and caution them 
not to look to year-end transfers from other depart- 
mental appropriations to cure their own budgetary 
excesses. 

For example, I shall urge that the School Committee 
provide for all projected expenditures in its initial 
budget. However, it is my expectation that the School 
Committee will put an end to this annually recurring 
problem in its area by accepting 1957 legislation to such 
effect, as the four newly-elected members of the School 
Committee are publicly pledged to do. 


Public Employees and Pay Adjustments 

Boston’s public servants are a faithful, hard-working 
lot. Their work often goes unappreciated, and, in some 
cases, no amount of money could adequately compensate 
them for the loyalty, fidelity, and constancy of their 
services. 

It is only natural that they should aspire to wages, 
working conditions, and benefits equivalent to those 
available in private industry. 

There can be no doubt that employees in the lower 
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grades of compensation, including family heads with 
many years’ service, have had difficulty in making 
both ends meet. 

Accordingly, increases of $5 per week have been 
granted, effective this week, to 2,600 labor service 
employees in Grades 8 to 11, who receive up to $73.75 
per week maximum after eleven years; and of $2.50 
per week to 1,500 workers in Grades 12 to 15, who re- 
ceive up to $83.75 per week. 

These increases will cost us about $875,000 per year, 
and will not increase the 1962 tax rate, because we will 
have the money in the till. 

In addition, and effective in 1962, the city will pay 
50 per cent of the cost of a contributory health and 
welfare insurance plan for all city employees. This will 
cost us about $1,000,000 in 1962 and $2,000,000 an- 
nually thereafter, and, again, will not increase the 1962 
tax rate, because we will have the money in the till. 

Moreover, the city will undertake, through outside 
independent experts, a review of job classifications and 
rates with a view to correcting any inequities found to 
exist, assuming our ability to pay equals our desire so 
to do. 

However, if all of the general salary increases cur- 
rently requested were to be granted, the city would 
face a substantial tax increase for 1962 and an even 
greater tax increase in 1963—in which year we will be 
faced with certain uncontrollable budgetary increases 
approximating $8,000,000 in excess of 1962. 

Nonetheless, I say to all city employees affected—you 
have kept faith with the city, and the city intends to 
keep faith with you as our resources permit. 


The City’s Debt, Credit Rating, and Interest Cosis 


I am very pleased to report that the city’s gross debt 
was reduced $7,525,000 in 1961 to $147,300,000—a two- 
year reduction in gross debt of $13,230,000. 

A corresponding reduction of $4,420,000 was made in 
1961 in the city’s net debt, reducing the same to $96,- 
600,000, for a total two-year reduction of $6,815,000. 

Temporary loans issued by the city in 1961 were the 
lowest since 1947, and were $10,000,000 lower than in 
1960, and $20,000,000 lower than in 1959. 

Interest cost on temporary loans was also the lowest 
since 1947—notwithstanding an appreciable rise in the 
interest rate since that year—and was only slightly more 
than half the interest cost for 1960. 
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Under legislation successfully sought by the city, and 
effective in 1960, the city was permitted to invest tempo- 
rarily idle funds in United States Treasury bills. In 
1960 the city earned more than $73,500, and in 1961 
more than $137,500 in this manner, thus offsetting cost 
of temporary loans to these extents. 

Interest on refunds of taxes, which amounted to 
$236,000 in 1959 and $218,000 in 1960, was reduced 
to $50,300 in 1961 as a result of a policy of insisting on 
waiver of interest in the settlement of tax abatement 
cases, a saving of obvious importance to the city. 

The only permanent financing done by the city in 
1961 occurred on October 24, when $4,450,000 various 
purpose bonds were sold at a net interest cost to the 
city of 3.14 per cent, as compared with 3.38 per cent on 
October 25, 1960, and 3.83 per cent on November 17, 
1959, thus reflecting the increasing confidence of in- 
vestment bankers and the investing public in Boston’s 
credit. 

Our surplus revenue balance, technically known as 
the “Excess and Deficiency Account,’’ increased by 
$9,130,000 in the two-year period, to $17,500,000 as 
of the close of 1961. This account, I regret to say, 
despite this major improvement, is not available for 
expenditure on tax relief until such time as further 
substantial reductions are made in the account for 
uncollected taxes. 


Operating Surplus and Collections of Revenues 


The percentage of real estate and personal property 
tax collections increased in 1961, and the city’s actual 
revenues exceeded estimated revenues by $4,000,000. 

Doubtless this was facilitated by the fact that for the 
first time in many years the tax rate was determined in 
time to enable all tax bills to be mailed before August 31. 

As of December 31, 1959, the city had an accumulated 
operating deficit of $2,880,000. As of December 31, 1961, 
the accumulated operating surplus was approximately 
$4,500,000. 

In 1962 it is expected that the sewer use charge, 
recently authorized by the past City Council, will 
bring in about $3,600,000 — a direct benefit to the 
taxpayer, because the sewer use charge is assessed 
upon tax-exempt properties which formerly contributed 
nothing to the installation, maintenance, and operation 
of our sewer system. 

In 1961 the Real Property Department realized 
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$639,000 from sales of foreclosed property, an increase 
of $110,000 over 1960, and of $500,000 over 1959. 
This is exclusive of the recent sale for $800,000 of 
property on Franklin and Pearl Streets, which had 
an acquisition cost to the city of about $400,000. 

During the year, the Tax Title Division of the Law 
Department foreclosed 720 tax-delinquent properties, 
and closed 242 cases by payment in full of $1,656,000. 
Together with the book value of the foreclosed proper- 
ties, the city realized $2,870,000 from this source, 
an increase of $1,260,000 over 1959. 

On welfare reimbursement suits brought against 
other cities and towns the Law Department collected 
$170,300, or about $8,000 more than in 1960, and 
$140,000 more than in 1959. 

On claims for welfare reimbursement against the 
Commonwealth the Law Department collected more 
than $296,000 in 1961, while the city received $1,344,000 
from the Commonwealth as reimbursement for veterans’ 
benefits expenditures, or $490,000 more than in 1960, 
and $630,000 more than in 1959. 


Economies Effected 


One year ago I was able to report that, as a result of 
strict implementation of a “no hire, no fire’ policy, 
the city had been able to eliminate some 760 positions, 
excluding the School Department. This compared 
with a reduction in the work force of 363 between 
November 1, 1957, the date of the so-called ‘‘White 
Paper,” to December 31, 1959. It was not to be ex- 
pected that we could maintain such a rate of decrease 
during 1961, and indeed the 1961 rate slowed in pace, 
as many departments approached a leveling off point as 
to necessary complement of working forces. Never- 
theless, we have effected further reduction of approxi- 
mately 200 positions during the year just past and we 
shall continue to maintain, in spirit and in fact, the 
‘no hire, no fire’ policy. 

The city departments under the Mayor’s jurisdiction 
not only operated within their budgets but sufficiently 
below their budgets to enable us to transfer $365,000 
at the year’s end for the purpose of paying salary in- 
creases granted in the School Department in the absence 
of budgetary provision therefor. 

Numerous special economies have been effected in 
various departments, as by the consolidation of facilities 
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and the elimination of unnecessary facilities, but I 
am constantly impressed, and intrigued, by the econo- 
mies effected through the Purchasing Division as a 
result of the application of intelligent and perspicacious 
business ingenuity in the purchase of supplies for the 
City of Boston. 

By an ‘‘open door policy” to all sales representatives, 
sufficient information has been received to enable us to 
buy such items as adjustable seats, formerly costing 
$29.90 each, at $14.28 each. 

By revising specifications but maintaining standards 
of quality, uniform cloth was purchased at $4.29 per 
yard as compared with $5.96 per yard previously paid. 

By purchasing in larger quantities, parking meter 
and traffic posts costing $2.98 each in 1960 were pur- 
chased for $1.75 each in 1961, and electrocardiograph 
paper for the City Hospital was purchased at $2.10 
per roll as compared with a previous price of $3.50 
per roll. 

In addition, the Supply Department put to very good 
use the laundry equipment formerly at the Dover 
Street Laundry by transferring the same to the Boston 
City Hospital and Deer Island, effecting savings of 
$32,500 for equipment. 


“PROGRAMS” 


Because of the obvious benefits derived from the 
policy on which it embarked, the city has continued 
its program of departmental surveys and reorganiza- 
tions, with a view to increasing efficiency of city services. 
In addition it has stimulated interdepartmental co- 
operation and coordination, a good example of which 
is the extension of the use of the Auditing Department’s 
data-processing equipment in the preparation of 1961 
tax bills for the Assessing Department, and in the 
preparation of retirement deduction records for the 
Boston Retirement Board. 

The reorganization of the Assessing Department — 
stemming from recommendations of a survey spon- 
sored by the city but paid for by private citizens — 
appears so far to be highly successful and well received 
by assessing employees and the public. Significantly, 
the present Commissioner of Assessing, his two Asso- 
ciate Commissioners, and the Chairman of the Board 
of Review are all men promoted from the ranks, and 
solely on the basis of their experience and acknowledged 
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abilities. It is hoped that the city and taxpayers 
alike will benefit greatly from the streamlining and 
increased efficiency of this department. 

Currently under study for adoption are reeommenda- 
tions of a survey of Building Department organization 
and procedures, made by a private consultant whose 
services were paid for by a citizen’s committee appointed 
by the Mayor. It is expected that additional definite 
proposals will be made for adoption early this year. 

In the Health Department, reviews and surveys 
have been conducted under state and federal govern- 
mental sponsorship in numerous areas of activity, 
preparatory to submission of reorganization recommen- 
dations, a final report as to which is expected very soon. 

In addition, an intensive review of the records, 
forms, and procedures of the Vital Statistics Bureau 
has been made which will result in the installation of 
business machine equipment to modernize the Bureau’s 
activities, records, and planning. 

It is appropriate, under the heading “Programs,” 
to make brief reference to our legislative program 
for 1962. 

Thirty-eight legislative proposals have been filed 
on behalf of Boston and none of them seeks the selfish 
preferment of Boston over any other city or town, 
nor does Boston seek by any of them to avoid any of 
its proper responsibilities. The program as a whole 
can be characterized as a serious and sincere effort on 
the part of the City of Boston, on its behalf and on 
behalf of all cities and towns in like situation, to 
obtain from the Governor and the Legislature that 
measure of equity and justice and common sense that 
is necessary to enable Boston and the other cities 
and towns to accomplish their municipal purposes 
expeditiously, economically, and with proper facilities. 

Foremost among these measures is a renewed effort 
to have the state fill in the stagnant waters of upper Fort 
Point Channel, and to install a conduit system, thus 
eliminating a public health menace and source of con- 
stant complaint from residents of the South End. Under 
the proposal the improved land would be turned over 
to the city for purposes of urban redevelopment. 

Other proposals are based on the home rule principle 
of budgetary control by the city of departmental 
expenditures for which it has the responsibility to pro- 
vide the money. 
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Other measures, founded on good sense and reason, 
request the state to assume 50 per cent of the cost of 
administering veterans’ benefits, and to furnish partial 
reimbursement, at least, for expenditures for general 
relief, as well as for facilitating the transfer of the 
Boston Sanatorium to the Commonwealth. 


Other important measures seek the allocation to the 
Commonwealth of a portion of the expenses for extraor- 
dinary repairs to the Suffolk County Court House 
and for the assumption by the Commonwealth of 50 per 
cent of the expense of maintaining and operating the 
Suffolk County Court House. 


This administration will never be satisfied with the 
status quo. Ours will be an endless quest for superiority 
in city performance and service. Boston enjoys a well- 
deserved reputation as the Athens of America in culture 
and education. Our aim is to make this city the Athens 
of America in municipal excellence and attractiveness 
as well. 


As indicated, we have made good starts already in 
reorganization of several departments—Assessing, Build- 
ing, and Collecting. We shall extend this systematic 
soul searching to the Administrative Services Depart- 
ment, the city’s most important central control and 
housekeeping agency. 

After seven years of operation, it is time to re-examine 
the role and activities of the Administrative Services 
Department. We need to know how it may be strength- 
ened as my strong right arm in budgeting, personnel, 
management improvement, and purchasing. 


I have requested the Boston Municipal Research 
Bureau to conduct a survey of the Administrative 
Services Department to be undertaken with the co- 
operation of its Director and with the active assistance 
of several of my key staff members. 


“PUBLIC AND PRIVATE IMPROVEMENTS” 


As we look back to New Year’s Day just one year ago, 
how overjoyed we would have been to be certain that 
just one year later we would be assured of the Prudential 
Center, the Government Center, and the numerous 
other public and private projects for the City of Boston 
that are on the planning board and even on the brink 
of actual construction. 
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Most of these blessings to the city are of such recent 
public announcement that a detailed review is hardly 
necessary. | 

But I ask you to look back four or five years and ask 
yourselves, would we dared have dreamed of so much, 
so soon? 

Yet that’s what you get, when you plan for it, work 
for it, earn it by the amalgamation of all dedicated 
forces—the shoulder-to-shoulder efforts of private citi- 
zens, private industry, public officials, and city, state, 
and federal agencies. 

The favorable decision by the Supreme Judicial 
Court in the Prudential Center matter has a significance 
going far beyond that particular project. It is a mile- 
stone in the social and economic progress of—indeed, 
it means the economic rebirth of—the Commonwealth 
of Massachusetts itself. It will enable not only Boston, 
but all of the hard-hit cities of Massachusetts, to meet 
the 1970’s renewed, remade, and reawakened. 

The dead hand of outmoded and outworn legal 
and economic concepts will no longer drag us down 
into the bitter dust. 

I shall summarize only briefly what is now or soon 
to be realized. 

In the Prudential Center: A 52-story office building, 
the foundation for which is already complete and 
construction of which may commence as early as 
March; a 25-story hotel, to be known as the Hotel 
America; a bank headquarters building for one of 
Boston’s largest banks; a 3,000 car parking facility; 
a municipal auditorium with exposition and convention 
facilities to equal the best, and with stage facilities that 
will enable the residents of Boston to view the finest 
operatic, stage, and ballet productions. 

In the Government Center: A new federal building, 
plans for which are being drawn; a state office building 
already about to commence, and three additional 
state buildings, architects for which are now being 
selected; a new $20,000,000 City Hall, the architects 
for which will be selected in the coming months from 
more than 1,500 architects throughout the country 
who are submitting designs in a prize contest for the 
purpose. 

Through private financing: A complex of office 
and commercial facilities in the Government Center, 
widespread interest in which is already evident from 
numerous sources. 
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Also, through private sources who have already put 
their money on the barrelhead: A new 30-story office 
building to be erected on the site recently sold by the 
city to a group of British investors, on Franklin and 
Pearl streets. 

And, only recently announced: A 25-story mercan- 
tile and residential building on Tremont street, with 
internal parking and recreational facilities, which I 
have no doubt will mean the rebirth of the Tremont 
Street shopping area, which, notwithstanding the post- 
war inflation, has deteriorated in present land value to 
20 per cent of its former value. 

On Commonwealth avenue and Clarendon street: A 
new $3,000,000 residential structure, privately financed. 

And I can assure you that there are numerous other 
privately sponsored commercial, industrial, and resi- 
dential projects ready to go, announcement of which at 
this time would be premature. 

We can therefore thank the Almighty, each in our 
own way, for the bounties bestowed and about to 
be granted to our beloved city, and each in our own 
way pray once more for the continued good welfare 
of our city, for the health and happiness of each other 
and our children, and indeed for peace, good health, 
and prosperity for all of mankind.

Dear Mr. Mayor: 

In accordance with the provisions of Chapter 3, 
Section 25, of the Revised Ordinances of 1961, we are 
pleased to submit herewith the ninth annual report 
of the Administrative Services Department for the 
year commencing January 1, 1962, and ended Decem- 
ber 31, 1962. 

Under the provisions of Chapter 4, Section 1, of the 
Revised Ordinances of 1961, the Administrative Serv- 
ices Department is in charge of a Board, known as the 
Administrative Services Board, consisting of an officer 
known as the Director of Administrative Services, who 
is the Chairman of said Board, an officer known as the 
Supervisor of Budgets, an officer known as the Super- 
visor of Personnel, an officer known as the Purchasing 
Agent, and the Commissioner of Assessing, the City 
Auditor, and the Collector-Treasurer, ex officiis. 

Under Section 2 of the previously mentioned ordi- 
nances, it is the duty of the Board, and more especially 
of the Director of Administrative Services, to make, 
under the Mayor, studies and recommendations with 
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respect to the organization, activities, policies, and pro- 
cedures of all departments, boards, and officers of the 
city government, so that the administration thereof 
shall be economical and efficient. 

The following Board membership changes took place 
during the year because of transfers, promotions, or 
new appointments: 

Appointment of Henry T. Brennan as Supervisor of Budg- 
ets on January 10, 1962, vice John T. Leonard, who 
transferred to the Auditing Department as a Principal 
Budget Analyst in a permanent capacity and who was ap- 
pointed on the same day as Temporary City Auditor. 


Transfer of Joseph P. Lally from City Auditor, from 
which position he was granted a leave of absence to accept 
the position as Deputy Superintendent of Finance in the 
Hospital Department, on January 10, 1962. 


The above resulted in the Board losing the services 
temporarily of Joseph P. Lally and acquiring the services 
of a new Supervisor of Budgets, Henry T. Brennan, 
while retaining the services of John T. Leonard, who, 
by virtue of his office as Temporary City Auditor, re- 
mained as a member of the Board. 

The city and this Board were most fortunate, through 
your selection, in securing another competent and ca- 
pable official to serve both as member of the Board and 
as Supervisor of Budgets. Mr. Brennan, who attended 
Boston College and Boston College Law School, has had 
extensive experience in the fields of budgeting and 
auditing, having been engaged for a period of 16 years 
as an auditor of city and town accounts in the State 
Department of Corporations and Taxation. We are 
certain that his experience and training in these areas, 
in addition to his training in the legal profession, will 
prove most beneficial to the Board and to the over-all 
operations of the department. We are.pleased to have 
such a qualified and competent civil servant associated 
with us. 


The practice of holding formal meetings of the Board 
was discontinued temporarily during the past year for 
the reason that several plans for the expansion and 
reorganization of the department had not been finalized 
to a point where it would be possible to submit clear 
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and definite programs for consideration of the full 
Board. At a formal meeting of the Board, held in 
January last, the Director furnished Board members 
with a notice to the effect that a reorganization study 
of the department was in progress and suggested that 
every courtesy and complete cooperation be extended 
to those undertaking the study. During the course of 
the year many conferences were held with heads of the 
divisions involved with the Director present. This 
study, to which reference is made, has not been com- 
pleted to the present time due to several factors which 
interrupted and delayed progress in the development of 
the over-all picture. 

The Jacobs Classification and Salary Survey for City 
and County Employees, which has been in progress 
since May to the end of the year, has tended to retard 
definite action on the reorganizational structure of the 
department, the results of which may throw a different 
light on previous and present planning. The results of 
this survey have not been accepted or approved to the 
present time. 

The establishment of an Organization and Methods 
Section within the Administrative Services Division, 
which has been under consideration for several years 
under previous and present Administrative Services 
Boards, has been explored and reviewed by the Reor- 
ganization Committee, but nothing has been resolved 
in the way of a definite recommendation on this issue 
to date. However, a systems and organizations man 
has been assigned to the department to implement the 
various departmental organizations and systems studies 
which are being conducted in several departments to 
improve efficiency in operations. This consultant is 
under contract with the Boston Government Center 
Commission, which agency was established by the 
Legislature to provide for the construction of a new 
City Hall and for the equipping and furnishing of same. 
His studies are still in the planning and exploratory 
Stage, as are the plans for a new City Hall, and, until 
such time as definite recommendations are prepared for 
submission to this Board, no formal action by the Board 
is required or necessary. 
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REVENUE ACCOUNTING DATA PROCESSING 


Becker and Becker Associates of New York, who con- 
ducted a space study for the Government Center Com- 
mission in connection with the erection of the new City 
Hall, recommended in August of 1959 that a Central 
Electronic Data Processing Unit be established under 
the control of the Administrative Services Department, 
which would operate as a “Service Bureau” for the 
using departments. This recommendation, with which 
the Government Center Commission concurred, in- 
volves the consolidation of all data processing and bill- 
ing operations at one location. While it is not antici- 
pated that the data-processing operations of the various 
departments will be fully integrated at the outset, cen- 
tralization, however, will permit eventual functional 
integration if desired. In addition, centralization will 
permit consolidation of special power, air-conditioning, 
and floor-loading requirements in the new City Hall. 

It is reasonable to expect the use of electronic data- 
processing equipment to increase in the future. The 
old City Planning Board, now associated with the 
Boston Redevelopment Authority, for example, sub- 
mitted a report back in 1959 outlining the benefits it 
would derive from adapting data-processing techniques 
to the performance of some of its duties. Several other 
departments have indicated a desire to apply these 
techniques to their own work. 

We have been heavily engaged in planning and de- 
veloping new and improved methods and systems for 
performing certain of the city’s revenue accounting, 
billing, and collecting functions. The objectives of the 
program are and continue to be as follows: 


1. To increase the yield from existing revenue sources by 
improved control and by reducing interest paid on 
short-term borrowing; and, 

2. To achieve gradual cost reduction through improved 
procedures and mechanization. 


The principal features of the program, which is de- 
signed to achieve the above ends, are: 


1. Considerable changes in the functions of some of the 
clerical personnel in the Assessing Department, brought 
about by changes in the record-keeping system and files. 
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2. Changes in the method of commitment sheet listings 
from alphabetic, in the case of real estate, to a parcel 
number type of control. 

3. Use of punched card source documents for the prepa- 
ration of poll tax bills and commitments. 


4, With respect to sewer and water billing, the use of 
typical punched card utility billing approaches, with 
apparent substantial clerical cost savings once the 
conversion and transition periods have been completed. 


5. In connection with all tax billing and with water and 
sewer billing, the use of a punched card bill which 
will eventually free personnel from the tasks of manual 
posting by permitting mechanical cash posting by 
machine. 


As the program planning was developed during 1962, 
it became apparent that it could not be developed and 
implemented fully during the year, due to the fact that 
rather extensive changes in existing methods of opera- 
tion would be required for the total development of an 
integrated system. Hence, a partial implementation in 
1962 was agreed upon, with continued expansion 
through 1963 and a target date of 1964 for complete 
implementation. It was further agreed that, since the 
work on water and sewer charge billing was farthest 
along, these two functions should be initiated during 
the last quarter of 1962 and the first quarter of 1963. 


Accordingly, space was made ready on the fourth 
floor of City Hall Annex, and, in October, equipment 
was delivered. Since that time the master accounting 
files for water service and sewer use, some 120,000 items, 
have been converted to punched cards, and the meter 
reading information has been keypunched, in prepara- 
tion for water billing in the first quarter of 1963. In 
addition, the sewer use charge assessment for 1963 has 
been prepared, and commitments and bills are presently 
being completed. 

During 1963 the Data-Processing Unit will be con- 
cerned with the conversion of the files used for the 
preparation of the Police and Voting Lists, and will 
prepare, with the concurrence of the Assessor, the poll 
tax bills and commitments, and will begin the conver- 
sion of the city’s real estate billing files, subsequent to 
the 1963 real estate tax billings. 
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In addition, we have been actively concerned with the 
development of data-processing requirements for other 
agencies which will be occupying space within the new 
City Hall. Listings of equipment are being prepared 
for the use of the Government Center Commission and 
the architects, who will shortly be reviewing the layouts 
and arrangements recommended for the building. 

Appropriations for the Data-Processing Unit for 1962 
were $52,000, based on a relatively short period of 
operation. For 1963 the sum of $258,000 is being re- 
quested, and is based on a full year with a complete 
staff. It is anticipated that this sum, of which $115,000 
is for personnel, will be adequate for the completion of 
the program as it is now defined, although nonpersonnel 
items may be required to improve processing methods. 


An informal meeting was held early in the year to 
acquaint Board members with data-processing plans, 
and, in order to expedite the operation, the staff re- 
quired to initiate the system were placed on the payroll 
of the Administrative Division rather than creating a 
new division at this time. It is planned, however, to 
create a unit in the early part of 1963 to centralize con- 
trol and segregate costs of operations. 

It remains our belief that substantial reductions in 
clerical costs will be made through attrition, although 
these reductions are not the major justification for the 
program. It is reasonable to suppose that, as soon as 
the necessary changes in method have been made, it 
will be possible to shift employees to other work, per- 
haps even to other departments of the city. 

More importantly, in addition to the routine data- 
processing functions presently being performed or being 
proposed, this installation will provide the type of serv- 
ice capability to other city departments which is pres- 
ently a requirement for effective management of a 
modern city government. 


GROUP LIFE AND HEALTH INSURANCE 


In conjunction with the acceptance of Chapter 32B, 
exclusive of Sections 9A and 114A, of the General Laws, 
which concerns contributory group general or blanket 
insurance for persons in the service of the city and their 
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dependents, a committee of five, representing various 
city organizations, was appointed by you to review the 
various plans available and make recommendations as 
to their findings. As a result of both actions, a life- 
health insurance plan, considered to be one of the finest 
and most attractive available in the Commonwealth, 
with the city sharing one half of the total cost, was 
placed in effect on August 1. 

In order to place the selected plan in effect at the 
earliest possible date, it was necessary to implement the 
staff of the Administrative Division with two additional 
employees — one at the outset, and an additional em- 
ployee later in the year. It is difficult to ascertain at 
this time just how many employees will be required to 
handle operations in the future, and, rather than estab- 
lishing a new division for this specific purpose, it was 
deemed desirable and advisable to absorb the expense 
within a division already established. 

Since the inception of the plan only five months ago, 
16,500 employees have been enrolled with payments for 
hospitalization totaling in the vicinity of $700,000. In 
addition, thirty death claims have been processed in 
the amount of $2,000 each in the same period of time, 
while accidental death payments, under the double 
indemnity clause, in the amount of $4,000 each, were 
paid to beneficiaries in four of these cases. 


When one considers that total payments for hospital- 
ization and deaths amounted to over $771,000 in a five- 
month period, it is quite clear that your action in ini- 
tiating this program has not only been a godsend for 
the many employees and families of the employees in- 
volved but it has contributed substantially to the 
security and morale of all employees who are enrolled 
in this wonderful program. The indications are that, 
as time goes on, the work load in administering the 
program will increase and expand. When the present 
contract expires and negotiations are under way for re- 
newal of the existing contract, in all probability new 
types of plans may be available, and, in accordance with 
your wishes, we shall again endeavor to procure the 
best type of plan obtainable at the lowest cost to both 
the employee and the city government. 
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We will continue our studies in several other areas of 
administration with a view to applying modern methods 
and techniques to our daily operations. We are hopeful 
that sometime prior to our moving to the new City 
Hall, we will have explored every avenue of adminis- 
trative planning which, as an integral part of municipal 
operations, has been recognized only in very recent 
years and by a relatively small number of cities. 


ADMINISTRATIVE DIVISION 


This division, which has been functioning since its in- 
ception with limited personnel, has been handling many 
phases of municipal administration in various fields 
and has been the key division in carrying out a major 
portion of administration policies emanating from the 
Director. During the past year some thirty-five direc- 
tives and/or memoranda were issued concerning various 
administrative subjects, namely:

SPECIAL MEMORANDA 


1. Filing of Annual Reports

In reviewing the above directives or memoranda, cer- 
tain subjects or issues which are not of a routine nature 
are referred to below in a more detailed form. 


In Directive No. 1 it was announced that a new form 
(General Form 69) had been established to tighten con- 
trol over the filling of permanent vacancies caused by 
promotion, transfer, resignation, retirement, or death. 
It was customary in the past to carry vacancies and 
request appropriations for the monies involved from 
year to year without any logical reason ever being 
given by a department head. In many cases positions 
would be vacant for several years without being filled, 
and the funds involved amounted to a substantial sum 
each year. This policy has been discontinued, and 
department heads at the present time and in the future 
will have to indicate their intentions regarding future 
activation of such vacant positions, thereby minimizing 
personnel costs and resulting in a more accurate picture 
of projected personnel requirements. 


Directive No. 3, which requires that all service orders 
be forwarded to the Supervisor of Budgets prior to 
transmittal to the City Auditor, has resulted in the 
tightening of control over the expenditure of funds for 
various purposes. This new procedure affords the 
Budget Division an opportunity to review such orders 
prior to their being processed by the Auditor to ascer-

tain whether or not funds are being spent under the 
correct program and whether or not funds are available 
in a certain program to cover the expenditure involved. 
It serves also as a double check on the expenditure of 
large sums of money and eliminates to a large extent 
embarrassing situations when it is found that monies 
are not available and programs not established for 
specific purposes. 

Directive No. 6, another expenditure or cost control 
procedure, requires approval by the Supervisor of Bud- 
gets before advertising of all work projects for repairs, 
construction or otherwise, involving bids exceeding 
$2,000. This procedure eliminates the possibility of 
departments requesting bids for projects for which they 
have no funds or requesting bids on projects when funds 
they assume available are already encumbered. 


Directive No. 11 concerns the compilation of an up- 
to-date municipal directory, and, although one of the 
employees of this division was engaged in this work for 
several months, he was obliged to interrupt progress 
already made in order to assist the editor of the City 
Record in administrative functions. We hope to revive 
this all-important project soon and are hopeful that a 
new municipal directory with a modern format will be 
published before the end of the year. 


Directive No. 28 concerned legislation enacted during 
1962 pertaining to the definition of employer in the law 
relative to unlawful discrimination. This directive is 
being reprinted for the edification of all concerned.

To AtL BOARDS AND OFFICERS OF THE CITY OF BOSTON AND 
COUNTY OF SUFFOLK 


Chapter 627 of the Acts of 1962 prompts me to call to 
your attention that under Chapter 151B of the General 
Laws, as amended, it is unlawful for you: 

A. Because of the race, color, religious creed, national 
origin, age, or ancestry of any individual, to refuse to 
hire or employ or to bar or to discharge from employ- 
ment such individual or to discriminate against such 
individual in compensation or in terms, conditions, or 
privileges of employment, unless based upon a bona 
fide occupational qualification. 
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B. To print or circulate or cause to be printed or circu- 
lated any statement, advertisement or publication, or 
to use any form of application for employment or to 
make any inquiry or record in connection with em- 
ployment, which expresses, directly or indirectly, any 
limitation, specification, or discrimination as to race, 
color, religious creed, national origin, age, or ancestry 
or any intent to make any such limitation, specifica- 
tion, or discrimination, or to discriminate in any way 
on the ground of race, color, religious creed, national 
origin, age, or ancestry, unless based upon a bona fide 
occupational qualification. 

C. To aid, abet, incite, compel, or coerce the doing of any 
of the foregoing practices, or to attempt to do so; or to 
discharge or expel or otherwise discriminate against 
any person because he has opposed any of the fore- 
going practices or because he has filed a complaint, 
testified, or assisted in any proceeding respecting such 
a practice. 


Notwithstanding the foregoing, it is not unlawful to 
inquire of an applicant for employment as to whether or 
not he or she is a veteran or a citizen. 


The Executive Secretary of the Massachusetts Commis- 
sion Against Discrimination advises me: 


1. That such commission has the sole authority to grant 
exemptions based on a bona fide occupational qualifica- 
tion. 


2. That no person may now be denied employment be- 
cause of age, whether the position is subject to the civil 
service laws or not; and 


3. That by age is meant forty-five to sixty-five years.

The activities of the division, which, in the main, are 
strictly administrative in character, have expanded 
during the past year by the initiation of new functions, 
such as the administration of the health-life insurance 
program and the installation of a data-processing sys- 
tem which, in all probability, may be established as 
separate units at some later date. In addition to the 
routine work of compiling statistical and analytical 
reports concerning the activities of various departments 
and agencies of city government, many functions in the 
field of public relations were either initiated during the 
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year or continued from previous years. A breakdown 
of some of the more important acomplishments of the 
division are submitted below: 


1. A review and survey was conducted in the Building 
Department covering job descriptions of all personnel, 
prior to the time the Jacobs Survey group initiated 
their project. 

2. Assistance was rendered to the Jacobs Survey group 
by a member of the staff on a full-time basis from 
May until the end of the year. 


3. Another member of the staff was engaged in activities 
as a member of the Northeastern Planning Board for 
the programming of the Annual Motor Vehicle Fleet 
Supervisors Course held at the Henderson House, 
Weston, from May 14 to 18. His services have also 
been made available as a lecturer at Northeastern 
University on this particular subject at any time 
requested. 


4. Cooperation was extended to the Boston Traffic and 
Parking Department in their promotion of Public 
Safety Education Week held on Boston Common in 
June. Transcribed radio talks were prepared explain- 
ing the aims and motivations of the city in the build- 
ing of a safe city. 

5. The annual Conferama was organized and held, fea- 
turing Boston’s cultural assets, at the Museum of 
Fine Arts, to which further reference is made later in 
this report. 


6. Monthly meetings of the Public Safety Commission 
were held in accordance with the provisions of Chap- 
ter 203, Acts of 1959, as amended by Chapter 194, 
Acts of 1961. 


7. Services were rendered to the Greater Boston United 
Fund 1963 Campaign, in which a staff member served 
in a dual capacity, namely, as Co-Chairman of the 
City of Boston Employees Campaign and as District 
Director of the City Hall District, General Business 
Division, Commerce and Industry Section. As a 
result of this assistance, a sum of $29,961 was donated 
by city employees as against a sum of $27,904 donated 
during the previous year, while a sum of $10,000 was 
collected from the General Business Division of the 
City Hall District. A commendation for the work 
performed by this staff member was forwarded to you 
by Mr. John 8. Howe, Chairman of the 1963 United 
Fund Campaign. 


8. The installation of a Data-Processing Unit. 
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9. The establishment of a Life-Health Insurance Unit. 


10. The handling of all correspondence addressed to the 
Director and/or the Board. 


11. The compilation of annual reports of the department, 
which includes the activities of the Public Safety 
Commission. 


1962 CONFERAMA PRESENTATION 


For the first time since the inception of the annual 
Conferama idea, we veered from the policy of featuring 
subjects closely associated with the operations of munic- 
ipal government and selected a theme of not only 
local significance and interest but national as well. As 
a report is to be published in the near future on the 
actual presentation, we would only like to mention 
here that the 1962 program to date was the most suc- 
cessful and most popular of all. 


Featuring education, entertainment, fine arts, medi- 
cine, music, and sports, with well-known figures in 
each category participating, was an innovation for the 
members of our municipal family and the public gen- 
erally. The time and energy expended by the Director 
and staff of this division in making the arrangements 
necessary for the presentation required several months 
of concentrated effort in procuring the best talent avail- 
able in the fields of art and culture. Out of a total of 
some fifty people contacted by phone, correspondence, 
and/or personal interview, some thirty-six speakers were 
procured. This required a tremendous amount of cor- 
respondence between the speakers and staff members in 
addition to personal calls on each and every speaker for 
briefing on our format of presentation and discussions 
on the various approaches that would be made by the 
various speakers in presenting their remarks. 


In the preparation and printing of the official pro- 
gram; the arranging for the use of the facilities of the 
Museum of Fine Arts; the arranging of catering service 
for the distribution of refreshments during the course of 
the Conferama; the printing of name and subject plac- 
ards for the panel presentations; the handling of public- 
ity; the printing of pamphlets containing information 
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on reading matter pertaining to the subjects being fea- 
tured; the compilation of the official report; and many 
incidental services rendered, we received excellent co- 
operation from employees from the following agencies 
and are exceedingly grateful: Office of the Mayor; 
Printing Section of the Administrative Services De- 
partment; Boston Redevelopment Authority; Library 
Department; and last, but not least, the management 
and employees of the Museum of Fine Arts. 


Your presence and active participation in the open- 
ing hours of proceedings was another innovation wel- 
comed by all present. Your inspiring talk at the open- 
ing of the Conferama, which will be included in the 
report of the proceedings, set the tone for a most enjoy- 
able and successful meeting. 


In addition to your participation as Honorary Chair- 
man, the Director of Administrative Services as Gen- 
eral Chairman, and the Administrative Secretary to 
the Board as Coordinator, the following experts in their 
respective fields of endeavor made a tremendous con- 
tribution to the over-all program, for which we are also 
deeply grateful and to whom we are all deeply indebted:

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BUDGET DIVISION 


As is customary in the early part of the year, the 
Budget Division is involved in the preparation of your 
budget allowances for submission to the City Council 
on the first Monday in February, which is a statutory 
requirment under the provisions of the City Charter as 
amended. 


It was noteworthy that the 1962 budget, as sub- 
mitted, showed a decrease under the previous year of 
slightly more than $2,000,000 for city departments. 
This decrease was offset, to some degree, by the county 
budget’s reflecting an increase of $107,000. It might 
have been possible, however, to ‘“‘hold the line’ on 
county expenditures if it were not for legislative action 
making it mandatory for the city to increase expendi- 
tures in specific areas of county government. 


The original departmental budget requests, after 
careful study by the Budget Division and in consulta- 
tion with the Director of Administrative Services, under 
your direction, were reduced by $8,134,423. 


The use of ‘“‘Available Funds” in 1962 allowed for an 
early announcement of the tax rate, which resulted in 
revenue being available to reduce temporary borrowing 
to $25,000,000. In previous years a supplementary 
budget was submitted to the City Council which de- 
layed the tax rate declaration for many months. 


The subsequent appropriations for snow removal, 
down payments on loans authorized, a new health and 
insurance program, and many others were made possi- 
ble by the appropriating of available funds. These 
appropriations exceeded, in the aggregate, more than 
$1,500,000. 


The experience of the budget analysts with the de- 
partments and their activities has resulted in a marked 
increase in cooperation between all concerned. A fur- 
ther benefit derived by the city from this closer unity 
has been the acceptance by the departments of the 
recommendations for savings suggested by the Budget 
Division. 
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Emphasis was stressed on revenue due the city from 
all activities, resulting in a substantial increase in in- 
come in the City Treasury for 1962 over previous years. 
With a declining tax base due to loss of valuation by 
urban renewal projects, and the extension of the Massa- 
chusetts Turnpike into downtown Boston, these in- 
creased revenues will be a tremendous aid to stabilize 
the financial structure of the city. 

It can be anticipated that with the acceptance of a 
new personnel survey during 1963 expenditures for per- 
sonal services will rise, with a resultant upward trend 
in personnel costs. 

It has been most encouraging to note, however, that 
as a result of the economic and businesslike manner in 
which budgetary matters have been handled under your 
direction, the image of Boston has risen to new heights. 
The Budget Division is proud to be playing such an 
important roll in your ambitious and progressive pro- 
eram. 

It is hoped that through constant surveillance and 
more thorough inspections of each and every expendi- 
ture, which policy was improved upon during the past 
year in various categories, it should be possible to con- 
tinue to render maximum services at a minimum cost. 
This is and has been our goal and, with stricter observ- 
ance during the course of the current year to all areas of 
disbursements and collections, we are certain that the 
results will reflect favorably upon the future of our city 
and our municipal plant. 


COMPLAINTS DIVISION 


This division has been serving a most useful purpose 
in the adjudicating of complaints registered by the 
public for various reasons. It has been and shall con- 
tinue to be our policy to treat the public with every 
courtesy regardless of how serious or minor a com- 
plaint may be. 

The number and variety of complaints registered con- 
cerning the unsanitary conditions of streets and alleys 
have been decreasing considerably during the past few 
years due primarily to your establishment of the Office 
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of Neighborhood Improvement within the structure of 
the Mayor’s office staff. However, we still receive a 
great many complaints and requests for more adequate 
lighting and complaints of a routine nature, many of 
which are now registered in person because of the prox- 
imity of the office to the street. 

The investigation and processing of complaints has 
been speeded up to a large degree by the excellent co- 
operation received from the departments involved, more 
especially the Police, Fire, Building, Public Works, 
Parks and Recreation, Health, Traffic, and Civil De- 
fense agencies. Your Office of Neighborhood Improve- 
ment and certain divisions of the Boston Redevelop- 
ment Authority have been most helpful in providing 
information and aid concerning proposed urban renewal 
programs, plans for redeveloping and rehabilitating cer- 
tain districts, and in educating certain segments of the 
population in the rudiments of keeping a city clean and 
improving neighborhood surroundings. 


From a public relations standpoint this division has 
been serving another useful purpose by supplying in- 
formation to tourists concerning every type of inquiry 
pertaining to our historical past and by offering sug- 
gestions regarding facilities available for lodgings, din- 
ing, sports and recreation, hospitalization, education, 
etc. This particular phase of operations has proven to 
be most interesting and challenging, and, with the 
cooperation of our own Public Library, the Greater 
Boston Chamber of Commerce, and several other pri- 
vate and state organizations, we have been able to pro- 
vide this service with little or no cost to the city govern- 
ment. 


PERSONNEL DIVISION 


The year 1962 brought increased activities in the 
various programs administered by the Personnel Divi- 
sion. 

The facilities of our statistical information function 
have been steadily improved, and we are better able to 
provide considerable data whenever requested by many 
agencies from all over the country. 
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The pre-employment and health medical program is 
operating on a more efficient basis due to the assign- 
ment of a physician from the City Hospital on a full- 
time basis. 


A contract was made with J. L. Jacobs & Company 
of Chicago, for a review of the Compensation and Classi- 
fication Plan for the City of Boston and County of 
Suffolk. 

This concern made extensive surveys involving ap- 
proximately 8,000 positions, and as a result presented 
recommendations for the establishment of new rules, 
salary schedules, and certain classification changes. 


During the period of the survey the services of the 
employees of the Personnel Division were enlisted to a 
considerable degree in the typing of the many letters 
and forms prepared by the Jacobs & Company repre- 
sentatives for distribution to city and county employees. 
The final results of the survey will be determined early 
in 1963. 

Under the provisions of Chapter 322 of the Acts of 
1962, effective as of April 5, 1962, the appointment of 
the Police Commissioner was placed under your juris- 
diction. As a result, all personnel actions involving 
Police Department employees became subject to ap- 
proval by the Supervisor of Personnel and the Director 
of Administrative Services. 


The records of all these employees, numbering ap- 
proximately 3,000, were permanently installed in the 
files of the Personnel Division, and all personnel re- 
quests submitted by the Police Commissioner are now 
processed by this division before final approval. 


During 1962 there was a gradual leveling off in the 
city working forces. However, an over-all reduction of 
103 was accomplished in the twelve-month period. 


PURCHASING DIVISION 


A review of the 1962 purchasing statistics will show a 
continuation of the policies established in 1960 and 1961. 
Substantial savings made by effective procurement of 
supplies and materials during the past year and the 
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previous two years should clearly point out to our tax- 
conscious public the capabilities and recognition of the 
Purchasing Division as a profit-making function of the 
city. The cooperative efforts of the employees of the 
Purchasing Division and the assistance of personnel 
from various departments make such savings possible. 
The policy of the Purchasing Division has been one of 
unrestricted listings of prospective bidders, thereby cre- 
ating greater competition with resulting savings to the 
city. Market trends and new methods to streamline 
operations with using departments are constantly being 
studied and revised in order that buyers can intelli- 
gently discuss and service said departments. Bulk 
buying is the keystone of good purchasing, and con- 
stant attempts are being made to have various depart- 
ments anticipate their future needs in advance to enable 
the Purchasing Division to buy commodities in this 
manner. Policy of ‘‘open door” bidding brings new and 
valuable sources of supply. 


Since April 5, 1962, when the Police Department 
came under your jurisdiction, substantial savings have 
been made, some of which are listed below:

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On our laboratory and surgical bid, eleven additional 
manufacturers have been added to this bid, which 
means that it is now possible for thousands of items to 
be purchased at the manufacturer’s lowest price which 
were previously purchased through dealers. Parts and 
accessories for anesthesia and inhalation therapy equip- 
ment, previously purchased at a net list price, are now 
being purchased less 18 per cent of list price. Ether, 
formerly purchased at $.676 a can, is now being pur- 
chased at $.52 a can. Flu vaccine, formerly purchased 
at $4.97 per vial, is now purchased for $2.40 per vial. 
On a program which was started in 1960 concerning the 
reclaiming of silver nitrate from X-ray solutions at the 
Boston City Hospital, the cost has been reduced consid- 
erably. As an example, during the year 1961-62 the 
total purchase price of X-Omat solutions was $14,732.08. 
On the 1962-63 bids, the award totaled $9,664.50. The 
purchase of X-ray film in cartons of 500 rather than in 
smaller quantities has made substantial savings. One 
example of this is the cost of 14 x 17 film, which in 1959 
was $.626 as compared to the 1962 price of $.569 each. 
The total amount of film bought in 1962 for this single- 
size film was 200,000, which is 12,500 more than was 
purchased in 1959, thus making the price reduction 
even more significant. 


Another example of the constant search by buyers for 
new products to be used by city departments is the dis- 
covery of a product to replace skim milk, which re- 
sulted in a saving of approximately 25 per cent without 
any nutritive loss. In the case of ice cream, a saving of 
approximately 10 per cent has been realized by solicit- 
ing new bidders. In the purchase of beef hearts used 
by the Boston City Hospital for research, a savings of 
approximately 25 per cent has been made. 


A routine function of this office is the continual 
checking of specifications to determine if the city is 
getting the desired product at the lowest price. For 
example, the specifications for tea and coffee were modi- 
fied after a careful check, and costs were lowered ap- 
proximately 10 per cent without any sacrifice in quality. 
As a result of changing our method of purchasing Ford 
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replacement parts, a contract was initiated at a saving 
to the city of approximately 13 per cent over prices pre- 
viously paid. 


Approximately 2,500,000 cubic feet of liquid oxygen, 
formerly purchased for the Boston City Hospital at a 
price of $.50 per cubic foot, is now being purchased at 
$.40 per cubic foot. The approximate saving on this 
item alone is $2,500 as a result of soliciting new vendors. 
An original offer for floor maintainers was made to the 
Boston City Hospital at a price of $3,267.73, but after 
solicitation of additional bidders and public opening of 
bids by the Purchasing Division they were purchased at 
a price of $2,717.90. As a result of closer inventory 
control, savings of approximately 20 per cent to 25 per 
cent have been realized on purchases of bituminous 
products and cement, and savings of 15 per cent to 20 
per cent on cemetery supplies. Price on loam and ferti- 
lizer has been reduced from 10 per cent to 15 per cent. 


As a result of research and coordination with the 
University of Massachusetts and the Massachusetts De- 
partment of Agriculture a radical change resulted in our 
specifications used in previous years. Additional bids 
were received from leading national growers and sup- 
pliers, resulting in a savings of approximately 20 per 
cent of our cost. By consolidation of bids and stock 
piling of lumber, savings in the amount of 15 per cent 
were realized when we obtained direct bids from New 
England mills. As a result of an appreciable reduction 
in the volumes of hardware and paint products, a sav- 
ings of approximately 20 per cent has been realized. 


Once again a repeat of what was said in our 1960 an- 
nual report appears to be in order: 


“The Purchasing Division is at present operating 
on a limited basis and until the legislature and 
community as a whole realize that funds are lost 
by not functioning as a central purchasing division, 
that is, purchasing supplies, materials, and equip- 
ment for all departments whose budgets are appro- 
priated from the tax dollar, savings will only be of 
a limited nature.” 
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SURPLUS PROPERTY UNIT 


The establishment of this unit in 1954 to centralize 
recordings, distributions, and disposals of surplus prop- 
erty has proven to be another important function of 
municipal operations. The results to date have been 
most gratifying in every respect, and the adoption of 
procedures in reporting, transferring, storing, and dis- 
posing of surplus property in a businesslike manner 
was a worth-while move. 


Prior to the establishment of this unit it was custom- 
ary for many departments to retain surplus property 
over a long period of time without giving any consider- 
ation to whether or not such property could be used 
elsewhere or disposed of while it had some intrinsic 
value. When the unit was established it was found 
that many items declared as surplus in one department 
could be used to advantage by another department or 
departments, thereby obviating the necessity for in- 
cluding such items in annual or supplementary budgets. 


At the present time every channel of disposal within 
city departments is explored before any item is stored 
or disposed of by sale. For example, during the past 
year, some 125 requests were made by various depart- 
ments for desks, chairs, filing cabinets, tables, and 
other office furniture, and we were successful in honoring 
a majority of these requests by delivering surplus and 
serviceable equipment which we had stored in the depot 
established in the laundry building on Dover Street. 
When we were unable to furnish some specific type of 
furniture or equipment, a visit was made by a repre- 
sentative of the unit to the Massachusetts Surplus 
Property Depot in Taunton, Massachusetts, where, in 
most cases, we were successful in securing the item or 
items requested. 


Surplus property classified as ‘‘junk’’ was disposed of 
to the highest bidder, with a representative of the unit 
present to observe removal and weighing. As a result 
of the disposal of this type of material, we were success- 
ful in securing for the city a sum of over $7,000, which, 
if this unit were not functioning, would never be realized. 
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When the new City Hall is ready for occupany, this 
unit will be most active for the six months or so prior 
to moving in order to dispose of all property that will be 
declared as ‘“‘surplus” at the time. Our experience and 
training in this field during the past eight years should 
prove most beneficial when the time arrives for this unit 
to accelerate these activities. 


OFFICE MACHINE REPAIR UNIT 


This unit, now in its seventh year of operation, has 
also proved most valuable as a centralized administra- 
tive function of city government. 


In 1962 some 2,100 inspections of office machines 
were made, consisting of cleaning, oiling, and adjusting, 
with any necessary repairs, for which outside contractors 
would charge from $8 to $12 per inspection. In several 
cases departments requested service for machines which 
required a complete overhaul, and, in approximately 35 
cases, it was found that machines were beyond reason- 
able repair and departments were advised to trade in 
the old for new equipment. The unit received 690 emer- 
gency calls for immediate repairs which were handled 
promptly and efficiently. Parts for equipment are pur- 
chased at wholesale prices, and savings up to 300 per 
cent on certain parts were realized. 

It is estimated that the cost of service rendered if 
performed by outside contractors would approximate 
over $25,000 annually, and, with the cost of operations 
for the year 1962 totaling in the vicinity of $11,000, 
and with savings averaging $9,000 for the past seven 
years, savings of $63,000 over the 7-year period not 
only justifies this operation but warrants consideration 
for expanding it with additional help, additional equip- 
ment, and the possibility of serving the School Depart- 
ment and other city and county agencies that are 
located in areas remote from the center of the city and 
which are presently being serviced by outside firms. 


In addition to the savings realized from this opera- 
tion, the prompt and efficient servicing of machines has 
also been an important factor in eliminating delays in 
production in the departments presently being serviced. 
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PRINTING SECTION 


The Printing Section has continued to abide by the 
“No-Hire No-Fire”’ policy of your administration and 
has effected economies in every area possible. With an 
absolute minimum of help, we have managed to produce 
during the past year an unusually elaborate report for 
the Superintendent of Schools which has attracted wide- 
spread attention, produced the lengthy and complicated 
Probate Index, and have continued the production of a 
monthly issue of the B.P.L. News, which function was 
taken over from the Library Department in 1961. 
This was work performed over and above our regular 
workload, which consists of meeting the printing needs 
of all city departments, including the production of 
Police and Voting Lists. 


Despite the fact that payroll costs have actually in- 
creased since 1959, due mainly to a 10 per cent raise to 
eighty-three per cent of the Printing Plant employees 
who are union members, theoretically they have de- 
ereased. In other words, if we had not reduced the 
number of employees since 1959, our payroll costs for 
1962 would have been $658,000 rather than $561,000, 
as indicated by the following table:

By adhering strictly to the ‘‘No-Hire No-Fire’’ policy 
we have actually realized a savings of some $97,000. 

It is contemplated during the current year to elimi- 
nate the addressograph operation at the plant in the 
production of Police and Voting Lists and to transfer 
these functions to the Police Department and the Data- 
Processing Unit of the Administrative Services Depart- 
ment where IBM installations have been established. 


When the addressograph offset system was installed 
in 1955 there were differences of opinion among Board 
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members as to whether or not an IBM or addressograph 
installation should be considered for the production of 
Police and Voting Lists. It was the vote of the majority 
at that time to acquire the addressograph equipment, 
which, it was believed, would serve our purposes at a 
minimum cost. However, the operation has not worked 
out satisfactorily for the reason that labor costs for its 
proper functioning have been rising steadily far and 
above costs that were established and projected at the 
time of installation. Because of the union requirement 
that union men perform the work involved, this resulted 
in utilizing the services of union men receiving wages 
ranging from $98 a week in 1955 to $124 a week in 
1962, while female operators of the addressograph 
system in private industry receive at the present time in 
the vicinity of $70-$75 weekly. Other factors that 
prompted reconsideration were the delays experienced in 
producing the routine printing work of the plant, which 
has been attributed directly to the work involved in the 
printing of Police and Voting Lists by the addresso- 
graph method, coupled with the fact that the routine 
printing work of the plant would sometimes interfere 
with the production of Police and Voting Lists within 
legal time limits. 


It is our belief that the abolishment of the addresso- 
graph operation and the adoption of IBM procedures 
should result in the following: 


1. The prompt and efficient production of all printing re- 
quirements of city departments and the possible addi- 
tion of other printing work that is presently being per- 
formed by outside firms for several county agencies. 

2. A reduction in costs for printing the Police and Voting 
Lists. 

3. More efficient handling of Police Lists through the 
proximity of the printing operations to the Police files. 

4. More efficient handling of Voting Lists through the 
proximity of the printing operations to the Election 
Department records. 

5. The elimination of unnecessary delays in producing 
Police and Voting Lists within legal time limits, with 
Police Lists being made available in April and Voting 
lists in July of each year. 
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We believe the above action will solve in some degree 
several of the problems with which we have been faced 
for several years in improving the efficiency of opera- 
tions at the Printing Plant. 


ART COMMISSION 


Although the Art Commission is not subject to the 
supervision or control of the Administrative Services 
Board or any member thereof, however, under the pro- 
visions of the existing ordinance the annual report or 
any other report of the Art Commission is obliged to be 
made through the Board, and, in accordance therewith, 
we submit the annual report of this commission. 

The members of the commission include the following:

David McKibbon, 105 Beacon Street, Boston, employed 
as a clerk on a part-time basis. 


As you are aware, the commission has the custody 
and care of all works of art owned by the city. No 
work of art can be accepted by the city, erected, or 
placed in any public way without the approval of the 
Art Commission. In addition, it is also responsible for 
the upkeep of monuments in public squares and the 
care of existing paintings owned by the city. 

The activities of the commission have been more or 
less limited over recent years because of budgetary 
limitations and other factors which prevent large ex- 
penditures of public funds. 

During the past year the War Memorial in the Fen- 
way was cleaned and restored to a condition of respecta- 
bility by the removal of paint, tar, and indelible inks 
from the tablets and the bronze figure in front, and the 
Robert Burns statue in the Fenway received similar 
treatment. 
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Many requests were made to the commission during 
the past year for permission to use the Healey painting 
of Daniel Webster’s ‘“‘Reply to Hayne,’’ which is hung 
in Faneuil Hall. This painting, incidentally, continues 
to be one of the most popular for the illustration of 
history textbooks. 

This department is privileged in having associated 
with it such outstanding individuals who comprise the 
membership of the Art Commission and who contribute 
their services to the city. 

Boston has always enjoyed a high standing among the 
large cities of the country and the world in its apprecia- 
tion of the arts, as was so well demonstrated at our 
1962 Conferama presentation, and it is comforting to 
know that personages of such high calibre in this par- 
ticular field have been selected to take charge of this 
important phase of governmental operations. 


SUMMARY 


The Administrative Services Department, as the key 
management agency of the city government, has the 
responsibility of carrying out administration policies 
and complying with the provisions of the ordinances as 
set forth in the beginning of this report. This responsi- 
bility involves all phases of public administration, in- 
cluding administrative, financial, personnel, and fiscal 
management. 

To carry out part of these functions and responsi- 
bilities eight divisions and/or commissions have been 
established or included within the department structure, 
namely, Administrative, Budget, Personnel, Complaints, 
Purchasing, Printing, Art Commission, and Public 
Safety Commission, with the operations of all these 
divisions, excepting the Art Commission, under the 
general supervision of the Director. We have endeay- 
ored to cover in this report a detailed account of the 
activities of these various divisions, commissions, and 
units of divisions for the past year and have noted that 
possibly one or two more units may be established dur- 
ing the current year. A report of the activities of the 
Public Safety Commission is contained in Section 2 of 
this document. 
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When the department was organized in 1954, only 
three divisions and one section were established, with 
the Art Commission included as a separate entity within 
the department. Since that time the following divisions, 
commissions, and/or units have been added to the 
organizational structure either by ordinance, statute, or 
Board action. Complaints Division, Budget Division, 
Public Safety Commission, Surplus Property Unit, and 
the Office Machine Repair Unit. Actually, we now 
have ten divisions or units within the framework of our 
organization, if we include the Data Processing Unit 
and the Health-Life Insurance Unit which are presently 
functioning within the Administrative Division, and 
the indications are that the department will continue 
to expand until control and coordination of many other 
administrative functions have been achieved. 

During the past year we have made tremendous 
strides in our plans to streamline and improve tech- 
niques in operations. As stated previously, we have 
embarked on a plan to centralize billing procedures, 
and, as this operation is only in the first stage of several 
other operations that we intend to incorporate in this 
new function, it is reasonable to assume that prior to 
our moving to the new City Hall we will have perfected 
this operation to a degree where automation, which was 
suggested originally at our 1957 Conferama presenta- 
tion, and has been discussed on several occasions since 
that time, will be substituted for many antiquated and 
obsolete methods of procedure which have been in 
existence since the turn of the century. 

We are keenly aware of the tremendous tasks ahead 
and the many problems with which we will be faced in 
the future, but we are always open to suggestions, 
recommendations, or constructive criticism, if war- 
ranted, not only from the public or civic organizations 
interested in better management but from the depart- 
ment head and the city employee who are members of 
the vast organization to which we refer as our municipal 
government. To meet each problem as it occurs and 
to solve it in a manner that will reflect credit upon you 
and your administration is our first and foremost desire. 
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We trust that our endeavors will result in Boston’s 
attaining a position in the municipal management field 
that will be second to none in efficient and economical 
administration.

In accordance with the provisions of Chapter 3, 
Section 25, of the Revised Ordinances of 1961, we are 
pleased to submit herewith the ninth annual report of 
the Public Safety Commission for the year commencing 
January 1, 1962, and ended December 31, 1962. 


This is the third Public Safety Commission annual 
report that is submitted as part of the Administrative 
Services Department annual report, all other previous 
annual reports having been submitted as part of the 
Building Department annual report. 


The chief function of this commission under legisla- 
tion enacted in 1959 (Chapter 203, Acts of 1959, as 
amended by Chapter 194, Acts of 1961) is to coordinate 
the work of all departments of the city concerned with 
public safety, to the end that there may be efficient and 
concerted action by said departments, particularly in 
times of emergency and/or disaster. 

The members of this commission, including the secre- 
tary to the commission, serve without compensation 
and without an appropriation of any character, thereby 
obviating the necessity of submitting a financial state- 
ment in accordance with the provisions of the ordinances. 


Under date of July 15, 1962, Dr. F. Robert Freckleton 
resigned as Health Commissioner and as a member of 
this commission to accept an assignment with the fed- 
eral government, and, under date of July 16, 1962, Dr. 
John T. Foley, appointed by you as Temporary Health 
Commissioner, became a member of the commission 
by virtue of his appointment. 

After returning from military service in the European 
area, Brigadier-General Charles W. Sweeney was sworn 
in as Director of Civil Defense on September 5, 1962, 
which automatically returned him to his previous mem- 
bership as a member of the Board. During his absence 
Fire Commissioner Thomas J. Griffin, who was ap- 
pointed by you as Acting Director of Civil Defense, 
served in a dual capacity on the Board, both as Fire 
Commissioner and Acting Director of Civil Defense. 
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However, in many instances, the Deputy Director of 
Civil Defense, Waldo Pisco, was present at many of the 
monthly meetings to assist and advise in matters per- 
taining to Civil Defense activities. 

Under date of March 15, 1962, Police Commissioner 
Leo J. Sullivan resigned as Police Commissioner, and, 
during the period from March 15, 1962, to April 5, 1962, 
the Superintendent of Police, Francis J. Hennessy, 
served as Acting Police Commissioner and a member of 
this commission. Under date of April 6, 1962, Edmund 
L. McNamara was appointed as Temporary Police 
Commissioner and was sworn in as the official Police 
Commissioner on May 1, 1962, under the provisions 
of Chapter 41, Section 61A, of the General Laws, as 
amended, which action by the Legislature returned to 
Boston the control of its Police Department. 

In accordance with statutory requirements, meetings 
were held at least monthly during the year 1962 on the 
following dates at Room 43, City Hall: 


January 16 July 26 
February 27 August 9 
March 20 September 20 
April 24 October 25 
May 29 November 15 
June 26 December 13 


Although the Committee on Licenses is a subcom- 
mittee of the Public Safety Commission, its functions 
and operations are carried on within the Building De- 
partment in accordance with the provisions of Chapter 
203, Section 2, of the Acts of 1959, and a report on its 
activities for the year will be included in the annual 
report of the Building Department. 


SNOW COORDINATING TABLE 


One of the most important accomplishments of the 
commission during the past year was the establishment 
of a more efficient type of operation in the handling of 
various hazards that occur during and subsequent to a 
major snowstorm. The first real test of the value of 
the Snow Coordinating Table was demonstrated during 
the storm which occurred on Christmas Eve and Christ- 
mas Day of 1961, the results of which were not divulged 
until January of 1962. 
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Mr. John Flaherty, Deputy Commissioner of the 
Public Works Department and Chairman of the Snow 
Coordinating Table, reported at the January meeting 
that the over-all operation was most satisfactory and 
successful. However, he recommended a few minor ad- 
justments in the original plan of operations which the 
commission agreed to place in effect when the city was 
again visited with a heavy snowfall. We have been 
most fortunate during the past year insofar as major 
snowstorms are concerned, but we are prepared and 
ready to meet the situaton when and if we are faced 
with either a major snowstorm or a major disaster of 
any character. During a minor snowfall on Decem- 
ber 26, 1962, alternate members of the Snow Coordi- 
nating Table reported to the Snow Center and handled 
the situation without requiring the presence of com- 
mission members. 


New equipment acquired by the so-called public 
safety departments will certainly improve and speed up 
previous operations to a large degree. At the present 
time the Public Works Department is considering the 
possible acquisition of a snow melter, which is to be 
demonstrated to Public Works officials upon the advent 
of our first major storm of the season. 


Under new rules and regulations of the Traffic and 
Parking Department which can be put into effect by the 
Traffic Commissioner in the event of a major snow- 
storm or disaster another contribution to the efficiency 
of operations can be realized. 


The delegating of alternate representatives from each 
public safety department to serve on the Snow Coordi- 
nating Table in the event a designated member of the 
Table finds it impossible to report during an emergency 
is another factor that will guarantee full representation 
of all departments involved at all such times. 


The assurance of transportation by the Traffic and 
and Parking Department for all members or alternate 
members of the Table who find it impossible to reach 
headquarters by other means during emergencies will 
eliminate problems of transportation experienced by 
designated members in the past. 
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We believe it can be truthfully stated that this is the 
first time in the history of the city that a workable and 
methodical plan has ever been adopted for the safety 
and protection of our population during times of emer- 
gency. With the cooperation of the Administrative 
Services Department, the Traffic and Parking Depart- 
ment, the Health Department, the School Department, 
the Fire Department, the Public Works Department, 
the Metropolitan Transit Authority, the Police Depart- 
ment, the Civil Defense Department, and the Building 
Department, together with the coordination of their 
specific functions and duties, one can visualize the 
potential of all these safety departments acting as a 
team rather than operating on an individual basis in 
times of distress and emergency. The plan has worked 
out favorably to the satisfaction of all concerned, and, 
with further experience and continued improvements, 
we predict that the operations of this Table will result 
in a pattern which many other large cities will copy in 
the future. 


FIRE ALARM SYSTEMS IN THE PUBLIC 
SCHOOLS 


As there appeared to be some conflict of opinion as to 
whether or not the School Department or the Fire De- 
partment was vested with the responsibility of inspect- 
ing and maintaining the fire alarm systems in public 
schools, coupled with the fact that the Board of Com- 
missioners of School Buildings unanimously passed a 
motion to have the function transferred to the Fire De- 
partment, a request was made to the Corporation 
Counsel for an opinion concerning the vote and the 
question of responsibility. The opinion of the Corpora- 


tion Counsel is submitted below: —

You have asked my opinion concerning a vote of the 
Board of Commissioners of School Buildings in which the 
Board asks that the responsibility for inspecting, testing, 
and maintaining the fire alarm systems in the public schoole 
be transferred to the Fire Department. 
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In my opinion the change desired by the Board of Com- 
missioners would require legislative action. The Depart- 
ment of School Buildings of the City of Boston is governed 
by St. 1929, c. 351, as amended. Section 7 of that Act reads 
as follows: 


“The school committee of the city of Boston shall sub- 
mit all proposed budgets and appropriation orders for 
the construction and furnishing of new school buildings 
both temporary and permanent, including the taking of 
land therefor, and for school yards and the preparing of 
school yards for use, and for the rent of hired school 
accommodations, and for the alteration and repair of 
school buildings, and for furniture, fixtures and means 
of escape in case of fire, and for fire protection for exist- 
ing buildings, and for improving existing school yards, 
to the board of commissioners who shall make written 
report thereon to the school committee after such 
examination and investigation as said board of commis- 
sioners may desire to make, and no appropriation of 
money for any of the above-named purposes shall be 
made by the school committee until such report shall 
have been made to the school committee by said board 
of commissioners. All such reports of the board of com- 
missioners shall be incorporated in full in the minutes 
of the school committee meeting next following the re- 
ceipt thereof.” 


It could appear that the clear implication of that Act is 
that the appropriation of money for “fixtures and means of 
escape in case of fire, and for fire protection for existing 
buildings” is the duty and responsibility of the School Com- 
mittee and that these items are the duty and responsibility 
of the Department of School Buildings for operations. 

It is my opinion, therefore, that the matter of fire protec- 
tion, having been imposed upon the Department of School 
Buildings by legislative mandate, would require a similar 
mandate to change this responsibility. 

The transfer of duty to maintain fire protection systems 
from the School Buildings Department to the Fire Depart- 
ment is not part of the city’s current legislative program.

After receipt of the above opinion and after it was 
directed to the attention of the commission, the School 
Department placed in effect a new system whereby 
responsibility for fire protection in the public schools 
would be shared by head masters and principals in the 
Boston school system. A new form was adopted (Form

482), which presently is being filed monthly, covering a 
report for each school building concerning fire drills and 
fire alarm systems.

After these reports are filed monthly with the Super- 
intendent of Schools, they are carefully reviewed, and, 
in the event corrective action is necessary in any specific 
instance, the matter is handled promptly and efficiently 
at the direction of the Superintendent of Schools, a 
member of this commission, Dr. Frederick J. Gillis. 
This new system, inaugurated during 1962, will result 
in a more centralized control over these important 
facets of safety and protection for our children and will 
minimize and actually eliminate the possibility of such a 
catastrophe as occurred during a parochial school fire 
in Chicago in 1958. Both the Fire and School Depart- 
ments have been coordinating their activities to insure 
maximum safety for our school population, both public 
and private, through the means of periodic fire drills, 
education in the field of fire protection, and the monthly 
inspection of fire alarm systems. 


DEMOLITION 


This commission, since its establishment in 1954, has 
taken more than ordinary interest in the city’s various 
demolition programs for obvious reasons and, in its 
desire to coordinate the demolition programs of the 
Boston Redevelopment Authority with that of the 
Building and Health Departments, requested an opinion 
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from the Corporation Counsel as to its powers in this 
respect and received the following opinion under date of 
February 8, 1962: —

Dear Mr. CostTELLo: 


By letter dated February 2, 1962, you inquire whether the 
Public Safety Commission may properly exercise its coordi- 
nating function over the Boston Redevelopment Authority. 

St. 1959, c. 204, s. 1, so far as material to the question 
presented, reads as follows: 


“Tt shall be the duty of said commission to coordinate 
the work of all departments of said city concerned with 
public safety to the end that there may be efficient and 
concerted action by said departments, particularly in 
times of emergency and disaster.” 

Redevelopment authorities exist by virtue of the pro- 
visions of G. L. (Ter. Ed.) c. 121,s. 26QQ and s. 26RR. Sec- 
tion 26QQ provides, in part, that: 

“There is hereby created in each city and town in the 
Commonwealth a public body politic and corporate to 
be known as the ‘Redevelopment Authority’ of such 
city or town. 


This language is denen with G. L. (Ter. Ed.) c. 121, s. 
26K, which establishes housing authorities, except for the 
substitution of the word “Redevelopment” for the word 
‘“‘Housing.”’ 

In the case of Johnson-Foster Co. v. D’ Amore Construc- 
tion Co., 314 Mass. 416, 419, in considering the legal status 
of housing authorities, the court said: 


“The statutes establishing housing authorities make it 
plain that such an authority, although organized by 
and in each city and town in cooperation with the State, 
is nevertheless, when organized, a complete corporate 
entity in itself, distinct from the municipal corporation 
within whose territory it is set up, and exercising its 
powers in its own independent right.” 

In my opinion, the language of the court is equally appli- 
cable to redevelopment authorities. 

Since the authority of the Public Safety Commission is 
confined to “all departments of the city concerned with 
public safety,’ I conclude that the Commission may not 
include the Boston Redevelopment Authority in its coordi- 
nating function.

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In view of the Corporation Counsel’s ruling, we were 
unable to take the action desired. 

Under Building Department jurisdiction, a total of 
129 structures were razed during the past year at a cost 
of $114,316, while thirty-four structures required repairs 
at a cost of $27,037.61. Other charges, including the 
costs for taking photographs, the recording of liens, 
title research, and other contractual services, amounted 
to $5,916.94, or a grand total of $147,270.55. 

Programs of the Boston Redevelopment Authority 
were accelerated to such an extent during the past year 
that it obviated the necessity for appropriating city 
funds for demolition projects under Health Department 
jurisdiction. Many of the rundown areas where struc- 
tures ordinarily would require condemnation proceed- 
ings by the Health Department were either acquired or 
are in the process of being rehabilitated by the Boston 
Redevelopment Authority, thereby saving the city the 
direct expense of demolition costs in these specific areas. 

The demolition of dilapidated structures within the 
various sections of the city has been a program of deep 
concern to this commission not only because of the 
hazards they create but the eyesores they contribute to 
areas that are considered to be in the category of pre- 
ferred residential districts. 

Direct costs for our demolition program in 1961 totaled 
in the vicinity of $195,000, while in 1962 direct costs, as 
set forth above, totaled $147,000, or a saving, due pri- 
marily to Boston Redevelopment Authority takings, of 
some $48,000. An important factor in the rebuilding of 
an old city is the razing of structures that have seen 
better days and substituting, wherever possible, new 
properties that will bring additional tax revenue into 
the city. Part of the costs of demolition are recovered 
when properties are disposed of, and these costs can be 
very well considered as sound investments for future 
expansion of the tax base. Insofar as this commission is 
concerned, our prime interest is in the elimination of 
hazards in the interests of public safety while at the 
same time contributing to the elimination of blight in 
many of the better sections of the city. 
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REORGANIZATION OF THE POLICE 
DEPARTMENT 


Pursuant to the enactment of legislation in March 
transferring control of the Police Department to the 
city, an invitation was extended Mr. Tamm and Mr. 
Leonard of the International Association of Chiefs of 
Police, who were conducting a study and survey of the 
Police Department, to attend our April meeting. In 
their absence from the city, Mr. Francisco, a member 
of the survey staff, attended our April meeting and 
briefed the members of this commission on the studies 
of the staff to date. Since that time the survey group 
completed their studies and submitted their report as to 
their findings. 


At the meeting attended by Mr. Francisco the matter 
of enforcement by the Police Department of city ordi- 
nances, codes, and other various departmental rules 
and regulations was accorded more than ordinary inter- 
est because of the laxity in the past of strict enforcement 
in certain areas when the Police Commissioner was an 
appointee of the Governor. The newly appointed 
Police Commissioner, a member of this commission, was 
most emphatic in his determination to increase coopera- 
tion and improve coordination between and among the 
various city departments in the matter of enforcement, 
and requested that violations of any character, more 
especially concerning public safety matters, be directed 
to his personal attention so that he could see to it that 
such cases were adjudicated or corrected and justice 
meted out when required or necessary. For the past 
six months this system has worked out to the satisfac- 
tion of all concerned, and further improvements are 
contemplated during the current year. 


As a result of the Tamm Survey many improvements 
in police operations have already been put into effect 
and many additional ones are being considered for im- 
mediate or future implementation of police efficiency. 
The streamlining of operations through the elimination 
of a surplus working force by attrition; the consolida- 
tion of divisions where it is found one division can 
handle the functions of two divisions more efficiently; 
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the acquisition of new and modern equipment; the 
hiring of women to handle traffic at school grade crossings 
to relieve police officers from this duty for more impor- 
tant assignments; and several other major improve- 
ments for the safety of the public are in the process of 
being incorporated into reorganization plans. During 
the latter part of December sixty women were appointed 
to handle traffic at school grade crossings, and it 1s con- 
templated to appoint an additional 120 during the 
current year. 


The prospects of the Police Department’s returning 
to its prior rating as one of the most efficient police 
agencies in the country are very bright, and we pre- 
dict that before the end of the current year this goal 
will be achieved. 


TRAFFIC AND PARKING 
As a result of new legislation enacted on July 1, 1962 
(Chapter 338 of the Acts of 1962), the name of the 
Trafic Department was changed to the ‘Traffic and 
Parking Department” under the supervision of a five- 
member board now known as the Traffic and Parking 
Commission. 


Under this new legislation the Commissioner of 
Traffic and Parking can now make rules and regulations 
without requiring a commission hearing. This has re- 
sulted in the expediting of many traffic problems which 
required commission action in the past and unnecessary 
delays which impeded the type of action which the 
public expects in times of emergencies. 


This legislation gives the Traffic and Parking Com- 
mission authority to approve sites for off-street parking 
garages, which was previously under the jurisdiction of 
the Real Property Department. No longer can off- 
street parking garages be erected until traffic engineers 
have checked for ingress and egress requirements. An- 
other feature of this legislation is that the Commissioner 
of Traffic and Parking is now the sole licensing authority 
of all privately owned open-air parking lots in the city. 
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This now allows the Traffic and Parking Department 
to tighten controls of these operators by daily inspec- 
tions. 


A so-called jay-walking law was enacted by the Legis- 
lature in May of 1962 (Chapter 409, Acts of 1962), 
which is still pending in the City Council for acceptance 
by the city. Steps have been taken to establish educa- 
tional programs featuring the important provisions of 
this legislation in the School, Traffic, and Police De- 
partments, and, after acceptance by the City Council, 
it is planned to utilize every advertising medium, in- 
cluding radio, TV, newspapers, etc., to acquaint the 
general public with its requirements before strict en- 
forcement is adopted. It is the belief of this commis- 
sion that after the public becomes accustomed to com- 
plying with the safety measures contained in this new 
legislation, a substantial decrease in the number of 
pedestrian deaths and accidents should result through- 
out the entire city. 


CIVIL DEFENSE ACTIVITIES 


This particular agency has been of tremendous value 
to our over-all safety program through its ability and 
authority to acquire much needed equipment from the 
federal government at astounding savings to the city. 
Such departments as the Public Works, Fire, Police, 
Hospital, and Welfare Departments have been the 
beneficiaries of equipment secured through the Boston 
Civil Defense Agency. 


The telephone system at Civil Defense Headquarters 
has been implemented with three additional phones to 
handle snow emergencies and other types of emergen- 
cies that might arise. A radiological program was 
initiated during the year, with one of the key employees 
of the department attending the OCDM Chemical, 
Biological, and Radiological Defense Course at the 
Eastern Training Center in Brooklyn, New York, at no 
cost to the city, the expense being borne by the federal 
government. Approximately seventy-five radiological 
monitoring stations have been located at police divi- 
sions, fire stations, the United States Public Health 
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Hospital in Brighton, the Employers Liability Insur- 
ance buildings, etc. These stations are fully equipped 
with kits containing Geiger counters, survey meters, 
dosimeters, chargers, and gas masks, all furnished by 
the federal government. 


Surveys have been conducted covering all siren, bell, 
and light warning systems, some 156 in all, throughout 
the city, and widespread distribution has been made of 
printed material explaining warning signals and what 
the public should do in the event of a warning. 


As a result of the Cuban crisis, the shelter program 
was accelerated in October with the marking and stock- 
ing of existing public and private buildings in conform- 
ance with federal and state directives progressing at a 
fast pace. At the end of the year 188 buildings in 
various sections of Boston have already been marked as 
shelter areas. Supplies are arriving daily, and within 
the next two or three weeks these supplies will be deliv- 
ered to the buildings already marked and licensed as 
shelter areas. 


It is estimated that the number of shelter spaces 
available in Boston will approximate 1,440,000 square 
feet in some 1,200 buildings and should be more than 
adequate for the protection of the daytime popwation 
of the city, which is in the vicinity of 1,200,000. 


Consideration is being given to the possibility of 
equipping some of our larger buildings with emergency 
power to cope with the risks of commercial power 
failure, which was experienced in the City of New York 
during the past year for a period of six hours. 


A basic guide line for a natural disaster plan was 
developed by the Civil Defense agency and is presently 
under study by this commission. We have had such 
excellent results with the Snow Table operation in the 
handling of several emergencies during the past two 
years which were outside the area of snowstorm emer- 
gencies that we are contemplating the integration of 
the important phases of the Civil Defense natural 
disaster plan in the Snow Coordinating Table operation. 
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MISCELLANEOUS 


A proposal of the Court House Commission to remove 
from the cupola of the Court House certain radio trans- 
mitter facilities utilized by the Metropolitan Transit 
Authority, Fire and Police Departments to a space 
located on the fifteenth floor of said Court House 
prompted the Court House Commission to recommend 
that separate meters be installed for the respective 
agencies for billing purposes. After it was learned 
that the billing recommendation of the Court House 
Commission would require the extension of cables from 
the basement to the fifteenth floor at a cost to the city 
in the vicinity of $7,000 and, coupled with the fact that 
the entire monthly charge for the three agencies in- 
volved amounted to less than $50, it was considered not 
only impractical but a waste of money for this commis- 
sion to agree to such an arrangement. 


In the course of deliberations at our May meeting 
the attention of the commission was directed to the 
excellent work of a humanitarian nature being per- 
formed by ‘‘The One Hundred Club of Massachusetts, 
Inc.,’’? which was established when our chairman was 
Fire Commissioner. The chairman’s remarks concern- 
ing this fine organization are included herein for the 
purpose of emphasizing the point that men risking life 
and limb daily in the performance of their duties are 
not entirely forgotten by the civic-minded leaders of 
our community. Mr. Scagnoli’s remarks follow here- 
with: 


“The One Hundred Club of Massachusetts, Inc., consists 
mainly of some 100 businessmen in the Boston area (from 
which the Club derives its name) who contribute $250 
annually, $25 of which is placed aside for two social 
gatherings of members each year, the balance of $225 
being placed in a revolving fund to be used for the benefit 
of those members of a family left behind through the 
death of a fireman killed in the line of duty. To the 
present time, there were two firemen killed in action, and, 
only the other day, the family of Patrolman John J. 
Gallagher of the Police Department, who was killed in the 
performance of his duties, were the recipients of this fine 
organization’s financial assistance. 
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“T have had the opportunity of joining with these men 
when they visited the homes of widows of firemen. The 
set procedure is to present $1,000 to the widow and to 
assume any mortgage payments up to and _ including 
$10,000; also, they absorb any extraordinary expenses 
that may be outstanding, such as doctors or nursing fees, 
automobile payments, etc. I believe, as members of the 
Boston Public Safety Commission, we should go on record 
as approving these humanitarian acts, thereby indicating 
our appreciation for their extraordinary concern for the 
families of those who have given their lives for the safety 
and protection of others.” 


As a result of the Chairman’s suggestion, the following 
resolution was passed and sent along to the president of 
the organization. 


Resolved, That the City of Boston Public Safety Commission 
commend the membership of The One Hundred Club for the 
extraordinary assistance it is rendering to the families of 
firemen and policemen killed in the line of duty, more 
specifically in the case of the family of Patrolman John J. 
Gallagher who was killed recently as a result of a holdup 
in the Kenmore Square district of Boston. 

The civie-minded enterprise of The One Hundred Club is 
to be commended, for not only is the organization of 
assistance in hours of great distress but it also reflects 
acts of charity and kindness in keeping with the precepts 
of the Fatherhood of God and the Brotherhood of man. 


The following letter was received from the president 
of the organization upon receipt of the above resolution:

SUMMARY 


One of the most important accomplishments of this 
commission, as stated previously, can be attributed to 
the splendid teamwork displayed by the various public 
safety agencies of government in the operation of the 
Snow Coordinating Table. With the officials of Civil 
Defense, Police, Fire, Public Works, Traffic, School, 
Health, Metropolitan Transit Authority, and the Build- 
ing Department combining their energies and thinking, 
it has been possible to come up with an operation which, 
after a year and a half of trial and testing, has proven 
to be one of the most efficient and methodical disaster 
relief agencies that can be found either in the Common- 
wealth or perhaps in the country. The confusion and 
duplication of effort which was evidenced many times 
in the past during emergencies of not only major signifi- 
cance but minor as well have been eliminated. Modern 
equipment has been and is being procured as speedily 
as possible to augment the efficiency of our public safety 
programs. 


For the first time since the installation of traffic 
signals in Boston in 1929 a major installation of a modern 
electronic traffic control system for the entire Back Bay 
area has been effected to replace an obsolete and out- 
moded system. Other areas for modernization in the 
traffic control field are being explored, and it is expected 
that when work proceeds in the Government Center 
area another modern installation will cover the needs of 
the downtown area. 


Through the joint efforts of the Public Works De- 
partment and the Traffic and Parking Department, our 
street sign program has been accelerated. A contract 
has been awarded for the furnishing of modern reflective 
street name signs for the downtown area, and it is 
planned to replace many of the old street name signs 
throughout the remainder of the city during the current 
year. 


Of tremendous importance to the effectiveness of 
emergency operations was the enactment of legislation 
which permitted the establishment of a new schedule of 
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fines for parking violations and the adoption of a sys- 
tem placing visible tags on vehicles for illegal parking. 
The results of these two items alone, to which the Traffic 
and Parking Department devoted a great deal of time 
and effort, should reflect favorably upon the over-all 
safety program of the city during the current year. 

The creation of a new organizational structure for 
the Police Department. 

Improvements in and possible expansion of Metro- 
politan Transit Authority operations. 

Public works plans for improving their many opera- 
tions in the fields of engineering, highway construction 
and repairs, sanitation, sewerage and drainage, snow 
removal, etc. 

Plans for expediting the issuance of licenses and per- 
mits under the jurisdiction of the Building Department, 
without decreasing safety hazards, to speed up the 
many construction projects planned and contemplated in 
various sections of the city. 

The constant vigilance being kept by the Health 
Department over the health of our community at all 
times. 

The alertness of the officials of the School Department 
in all matters pertaining to the safety and protection of 
the children attending their many institutions. 

The long-range plans of our Civil Defense Agency. 

The modernization of fire-fighting techniques, the 
acquisition of new equipment, and improved technical 
training. 

Traffic and Parking Department planning mentioned 
previously. 

The coordination of all these efforts and plans by the 
chairman of this commission can only result in the 
public receiving the maximum of protection during all 
times of emergency, catastrophe, or distress. 

We have endeavored to systematize our operations in 
such a manner as to be prepared and ready to meet any 
type of emergency requiring speed and concerted action. 

In addition to several severe snowstorms experienced 
during the past three years, we have been visited by a 
tornado scare, two MTA strikes, a major hurricane, 
and the Cuban crisis, all of which have aided us in

evaluating and analyzing Boston’s needs in the safety 
field. We believe that as a result of these various ex- 
periences we are well on the road to producing for 
Boston one of the most efficient teams in the field of 
public safety that can be found anywhere in the country.

Moror VEHICLE ExcisE Tax 


The motor vehicle excise tax was orginally created by 
the passage of Chapter 379 of the Acts of 1928, which 
law became effective as of January 1, 1929. This act 
provided that an excise tax should be assessed on all 
registered motor vehicles, in lieu of the local tax formerly 
assessed on this class of property. This law, which 
became Chapter 60A of the General Laws, was amended 
April 23, 1930, by the passage of Chapter 244 of the 
Acts of 1930, and further amended by Acts of 1938, 
Chapter 480. Two recent amendments are contained 
in the Acts of 1950, Chapters 666 and 731. 

The tax is levied at an average state rate, and valua- 
tions at which these vehicles are assessed are determined 
by the State Tax Commissioner and forwarded to all 
assessors of the various cities and towns throughout 


the Commonwealth. All valuations are therefore 
uniform. 
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The number of motor vehicles assessed in the year 
1961 was 249,139, of which 125,490 were for the levy 
of 1960 committed in 1961. The total amount of the 
tax levied and warrants sent to the Collector-Treasurer 
was $9,150,920.87, of which $4,658,299.25 was for the 
levy year of 1960. State rate for 1960 was $66.96, and 
for 1961 was $66.00.

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FOR ANNUAL REPORT-1961 


Other than the usual routine of determining the 
valuation of our city the most important development 
in the department-:embraced the implementation of the 
reorganization plan which was approved by the Council 
on April 24, 1961. 


Fundamentally the plan incorporated the two follow- 
ing major changes: 
1. Eliminated the single Assessor and replaced 
him with a board consisting of a Commissioner and 
two Associate Commissioners. 


2. Revised the Board of Review to the extent 
that both the assessing and abating functions are 
now under the supervision of the Commissioner. 


Under the direction of the Commissioner and after 
a study and report made by the Edward N. Hay As- 
sociates of Philadelphia, the functioning of the depart- 
ment has been changed to the following extent: 


1. The city is now divided into four separate 
districts, each of which is under the control of a 
District Director, who assumes direct responsibility 
for all activity within his district. Within his juris- 
diction he is responsible for the proper performance 
of work assignments of his field men, as well as the 
clerical functions relating to title changes, property 
descriptions, betterments, etc. 


2. A Statistical and Research Division has been 
established wherein all data relating to sales and 
other pertinent information is recorded. The division 
is also responsible for the correction of income and 
expenses data and the application of standards as 
established under the Equalization Survey. 


3. The Deputy Assessors have been relieved of 
many of the duties now being performed by the 
District Directors, so that their efforts can be directed 
wholly toward preparation and appearance as experts 
in the defense of valuations coming before the Ap- 
pellate Tax Board. 
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At the present time the reorganization is functioning 
according to plan, and it is expected that the immediate 
benefits will be noted in the earlier determination of 
values and tax rate. 

Another important feature under the plan allows a 
more intensive study of abatement applications and 
more concise reports from the local assessors on cases 
pending before the Appellate Tax Board. Eventually 
this should have the effect of reducing the case load of 
applications. Although not directly attributable to the 
reorganization it is worthy of note that abatement 
applications on the 1961 levy were reduced by about 
20 per cent over the average of the past few vears.

The Retirement Board is composed of three members, 
Walter J. Malloy, City Clerk, appointed by the Mayor,

J. McGrimley, elected by the membership. Mr. Malloy 
was elected chairman by Mr. Lally and Mr. McGrimley. 
The City Treasurer is the custodian of the funds, and 
Mr. Paul L. Carty is secretary and executive officer.

SECTION I 
STATE-BOSTON RETIREMENT SYSTEM 


With the acceptance by the Mayor and the City 
Council on June 5, 1946, of chapter 658 of the Acts of 
1945, as amended by chapter 166 of the Acts of 1946, 
the State-Boston Retirement System for employees of 
the City of Boston and County of Suffolk was estab- 
lished on October 1, 1946. 


By the operation of that law, persons entering the 
employment of the City of Boston and County of Suffolk 
after September 30, 1946, whose compensation is paid 
by the City of Boston, automatically became members 
of the State-Boston Retirement System, unless in- 
eligible under its provisions, and the Boston Retirement 
System, which was established on February 1, 1923, by 
chapter 521 of the Acts of 1922, was closed to new mem- 
bers. 


Every person whose employment began prior to Octo- 
ber 1, 1946, whether he was a member of the Boston 
Retirement System or had other pension rights or no 
pension rights at all, was given an opportunity, under 
certain conditions of make-up payments, to join the 
State-Boston Retirement System during the three-month 
period between October 1, 1946, and December 31, 1946. 


By chapter 520 of the Acts of 1947 the employees were 
given an additional year and a half to join the State- 
Boston Retirement System. 


By chapter 355 of the Acts of 1950 the State-Boston 
Retirement System was reopened for a sixty-day period, 
for another period of sixty days by chapter 379 of the 
Acts of 1952, and for another ninety-day period by chap- 
ter 684 of the Acts of 1954. 


Chapter 391 of the Acts of 1958 reopened the State- 
Boston Retirement System, effective October 1, 1957, 
and provided for the acceptance of membership for non- 
members and Boston Retirement System members for 
an indefinite period. 
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The following tables show in detail the receipts and 
payments of the State-Boston Retirement System for the 


fiscal year ending December 31, 1961.

INFORMATION RELATIVE TO PROVISIONS OF 
THE STATE-BOSTON RETIREMENT SYSTEM 


CoNDITIONS FOR RETIREMENT 
(Member in Service) 


1. Superannuation Retirement—At any time between 
ages fifty-five and seventy, or at any time before age fifty- 
five after having completed twenty or more years of 
creditable service. 


2. Compulsory Retirement — Group I, last day of the 
month in which the member attains age seventy. Officials 
and general employees including clerical, administrative, 
and technical workers, laborers, mechanics, and all others 
not otherwise classified. 


Group II, last day of the month in which the member 
attains age sixty-five. Members of Police and Fire De- 
partments not classified in Group I. Members whose 
regular and major duties require them to have the care 
and custody of prisoners or insane persons or of defective 
delinquents. 


3. Ordinary Disability — A member of the retirement 
system who has not attained age fifty-five and who has 
completed fifteen or more years of creditable service, or 
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a member who is a veteran, as defined by law, who has 
completed ten or more years of creditable service, and 
while under the maximum age for his group, may be re- 
tired by the Retirement Board subject to whatever proof 
of disability it may require. Such a member must be 
permanently incapacitated for further duty. 

4. Accidental Disability —In order to be eligible for 
retirement under this provision a member must be totally 
and permanently incapacitated for further duty through 
an injury sustained or a hazard undergone in the per- 
formance of his duties, before attaining the maximum age 
for his group, and retirement will be allowed only if (a) 
notice was given to the Retirement Board within ninety 
days of the occurrence or (b) application for such retire- 
ment is filed within two years of the occurrence or (c) the 
member received workmen’s compensation for the same 
injury or, if a member of Group II, a record of the injury 
is on file in his department. Such a member must be 
permanently incapacitated for further duty. 

In case of application for either form of disability re- 
tirement, a physician’s report stating the nature of the 
disability, its cause and likelihood of being permanent, 
should accompany the application. 

Determination of eligibility for either form of disability 
retirement is made by a medical panel consisting of a 
physician appointed by the State Commissioner of Public 
Health, one appointed by the Retirement Board, and the 
third representing the employee member. The Retire- 
ment Board will act upon the recommendation of this 
panel. 


RE-EXAMINATION OF MEMBERS RETIRED FOR 
DISABILITY 


The Retirement Board may require the re-examination 
at stated intervals of any member under age sixty pre- 
viously retired for disability. If the re-examination 
shows that the retired member is engaged or able to en- 
gage in a gainful occupation, the amount of his allowance 
may be reduced. If the member’s physical condition 
after such examination permits, the Retirement Board 
may order his reinstatement with the approval of the 
head of his department. 


Report oF INCOME 


In accordance with chapter 684 of the Acts of 1958, 
all members retired due to disability shall report to the

retiring authority any income received from gainful occu- 
pation. The law further provides that if the mcome from 
gainful occupation added to the pension payment exceeds 
the regular compensation which would have been paid 
to the member had he continued in service, such excess 
shall be refunded to the Retirement Board. 


SERVICE RETIREMENT ALLOWANCE 


Upon retirement at age fifty-five or over, the retire- 
ment allowance is based on age, number of years of credit- 
able service, and salary. An additional sum of $15 per 
year, or any fraction thereof, not to exceed $300, is al- 
lowed if the member is a veteran. In no event shall the 
retirement allowance exceed 80 per cent of either the 
highest five-consecutive-year average or the highest two- 
consecutive-year average salary, whichever is applicable 
in individual cases. 


ORDINARY DISABILITY RETIREMENT ALLOWANCE 


Upon retirement after ten or more years of creditable 
service, a member who is a veteran will be paid a retire- 
ment allowance which consists of a pension equal to one 
half of the regular compensation for one year immedi- 
ately preceding date of retirement, plus an annuity based 
on his accumulated deductions. 

Upon retirement after fifteen or more years of credit- 
able service but at an age under fifty-five years, a non- 
veteran will receive a retirement allowance based on 
years of creditable service and salary, without regard to 
age of the member but on a basis of age fifty-five. 


ACCIDENTAL DISABILITY RETIREMENT ALLOWANCE 


Retirement allowance paid under this provision con- 
sists of a pension equal to two thirds of the annual rate 
of regular compensation on the date of the accident or 
the average rate of the last twelve months during which 
regular compensation was received, whichever is greater. 
In addition, $312 per annum is payable for each surviving 
dependent child under age eighteen, or for each surviving 
child over age eighteen, if unmarried and physically or 
mentally incapacitated from earning; plus an annuity 
based on the member’s accumulated deductions, provid- 
ing that such pension and annuity shall not increase the 
total allowance to more than the annual rate on which 
the pension is based. 
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TERMINATION RETIREMENT ALLOWANCE 


Any member who upon completing twenty or more 
years of creditable service before attaining age fifty-five 
resigns or voluntarily terminates his service may receive 
a superannuation retirement allowance. 

Such superannuation retirement allowance is deter- 
mined by the age and contributions of the member. 

Any member who after attaining age fifty-five resigns, 
fails of re-election, fails of reappointment, or is removed 
or discharged from his office or position without moral 
turpitude on his part, or any such member whose office 
or position is abolished, may receive a superannuation 
retirement allowance. 

Such retirement allowance is calculated on the basis 
of age, years of creditable service, and salary. 

Any member, after completing twenty or more years 
of creditable service, whose office or position is abolished 
and any member who has completed thirty or more 
years of creditable service before attaining age fifty-five 
may receive a retirement allowance. 

Such retirement allowance consists of a pension equal 
to at least one third of the highest two consecutive years’ 
average salary, plus an annuity based on his age and ac- 
cumulated deductions. 


OPTIONS AT RETIREMENT 


Option (a): Retirement allowance under this option 
is the largest amount possible and payments cease at 
death. 

Option (b): Retirement allowance under this option 
contains a refund annuity and is smaller than Option (a). 
This allowance is so calculated that in the event of death 
before the total payments under the annuity portion of 
the allowance equals the amount of the accumulated total 
deductions to the member’s credit at the date of retire- 
ment, the balance is paid to the beneficiary. 

Option (c): Retirement allowance under this option is 
smaller than Option (a) and is so calculated that upon 
the death of the member two thirds of such smaller allow- 
ance is payable to the beneficiary. This allowance is so 
calculated that the age and sex of the beneficiary will 
affect the amount. Such beneficiary may be the spouse, 
child, father, mother, brother, or sister. If the beneficiary 
dies before the effective date of retirement, member may 
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make a new election of either of the three options. After 
the retirement allowance becomes effective, the death of 
the beneficiary, before the death of the member, elected 
under Option (c) does not alter the allowance. 

Any member retired for either ordinary or accidental 
disability may elect to receive his retirement allowance 
paid in accordance with Option (a) or Option (6). 

No payment shall be made if a retirement allowance is 
computed to be less than $360 per year. In such cases 
a member will receive a refund of his total deductions 
and interest. 

If any retirement allowance is computed to be more 
than $360 but less than $600 per year, the member may 
elect to receive the retirement allowance or a cash refund 
of his total deductions and interest. 

If any retirement allowance is computed to be more 
than $600 per year, the retirement allowance must be 
paid. 


OTHER BENEFICIARIES 


. Other beneficiaries who are eligible to receive a sur- 
vivorship allowance are: child, father, mother, brother, or 
sister, providing one is named on a prescribed form and 
such form is on file at the Retirement Board at the time 
of the death of the member in service. 

A member may name any person as beneficiary to 
receive a lump sum payment. The lump sum payment 
shall include the total contributions made by the mem- 
ber and the interest applied thereto. 


ACCIDENTAL DEATH BENEFIT 


Upon proper proof that any member in service died 
as the natural and proximate result of a personal injury 
sustained or a hazard undergone as a result of and in the 
performance of his duties, without serious and wilful 
misconduct on his part, the Board shall grant accidental 
death benefits to his beneficiary or beneficiaries, as the 
case may be. 

The allowance granted under this section consists of a 
pension equal to two thirds of the annual rate of regular 
compensation on the date of such injury or equal to two 
thirds of the average annual rate of regular compensation 
for the twelve-month period for which he last received 
regular compensation immediately preceding the date of 
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death, whichever is greater, and an additional pension at 
the rate of $312 yearly for each dependent child under 
age eighteen, or if over said age and physically or men- 
tally incapacitated for earning. 

In no event shall the total yearly amount of pension 
exceed the annual rate on which the pension is based. 

In addition, a lump sum payment of the member’s 
total contributions and interest shall be paid to his sur- 
viving beneficiary or beneficiaries entitled thereto. 


REFUNDS 


Upon withdrawal because of resignation or dismissal 
at any time before attaining age fifty-five years, a mem- 
ber shall receive a refund of his total contributions and 
interest, or, 1f otherwise eligible, a retirement allowance. 


VETERANS 


A veteran, as defined by the retirement statutes, who 
was employed before July 1, 1939, and has a total period 
of thirty years in the aggregate, shall, at his own request, 
with the approval of the retiring authority, be retired 
from active service at 65 per cent of the highest annual 
rate of compensation, including any bonuses or tempo- 
rary wage increase and including any maintenance allow- 
ance payable to him while he was holding the grade held 
by him at his retirement, and payable from the same 
source. 

A veteran, as stated above, who has less than thirty 
years of service and who becomes incapacitated for 
further active service shall be retired at one half of the 
highest annual rate of compensation, including any 
bonuses, or temporary wage increase, and including any 
allowance for maintenance, payable to him while he was 
holding the grade held by him at his retirement and pay- 
able from the same source; provided he had been in said 
service for at least ten years, with a further allowance of 
1 per cent of said annual compensation for each addi- 
tional year of service, but not to exceed 65 per cent m 
any case. 

In addition, the veteran shall be refunded the amount 
of his total contributions and interest. 

The above sections apply also to members of the Bos- 
ton Retirement System and those veterans who are mem- 
bers of the Non-Contributory System. 
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FINANCING 


Contributions made by members of the State-Boston 
Retirement System are at the rate of 5 per cent of salary, 
not including overtime or bonuses. Additional contribu- 
tions may be made at the rate of 5 per cent of salary, not 
to exceed a salary of $3,600 per year. 


All assets of the State-Boston Retirement System are 
held in one of the five following funds: annuity savings 
fund, annuity reserve fund, pension fund, special fund 
for military service credit, and the expense fund. 


The annuity savings fund is the fund providing for 
the accumulation of the regular deductions, additional 
deductions, and make-up payments of the members of 
the system, and to which regular interest is transferred 
to be credited to the account of each member. 


Annuity reserve fund is the fund to which the ac- 
cumulated total deductions and interest of a member are 
transferred from his account in the annuity savings fund 
when a retirement allowance becomes effective for the 
member. Also transferred to this fund are any amounts 
standing to the credit of the member in the special fund 
for military service. The total amounts so transferred 
on account of any member shall thereby establish the 
initial annuity reserve for the annuity portion of his 
retirement allowance. 


Pension fund is the fund into which go all amounts 
appropriated from the city for the purpose of providing 
for the cost of operation of the system exclusive of the 
administration except those amounts as may be appro- 
priated for the special fund for military service credit. 
All pensions to members or to beneficiaries are paid from 
this fund. 


The special fund for military service credit is the fund 
establishing the amounts which would have been paid 
into the system as regular deductions by members thereof 
on military leaves of absence had these members re- 
mained in the active service of the City of Boston. 


The expense fund is the fund to which is credited the 
amount appropriated for any fiscal year for the purpose 
of providing for the payment of all expenses of adminis- 
tration of the system for the fiscal year and from which 
all such expenses are paid. 
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STATISTICAL DATA 


During the year the Board retired 485 members from 
active service; of this number 344 were for service, 19 for 
ordinary disability, 34 for accidental disability, and 8 
were termination retirements. Survivorship allowances 
granted amounted to 69, and 11 accidental death benefits 
were granted. 


The number of withdrawals from membership was 
1,224, of which 485 were retirements, 607 were due to 
resignations, dismissals, and transfers to other retirement 
systems, 75 were due to veteran retirements, and 57 were 
due to death. 


Members enrolled in the system during 1961 amounted 
to 1,170, of which 62 were former members of the Boston 
Retirement System who joined the State-Boston Retire- 
ment System in accordance with chapter 391 of the Acts 
of 1958, and 83 temporary teachers who were allowed 
to become members in accordance with chapter 578 of 
the Acts of 1958. This brought the net amount of active 
members to 19,847. The amount of cash refunded as a 
result of resignations, dismissals, deaths, veteran retire- 
ments, and transfers to other systems throughout the 
Commonwealth was $1,108,030.39 for the fiscal year 
ending December 31, 1961. 
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Boston Houstinc AUTHORITY 


Under the provisions of chapter 507 of the Acts of 
1948, the employees of the Boston Housing Authority 
became eligible for membership in the State-Boston Re- 
tirement System as provided by sections 1-28 of chapter 
32 of the Massachusetts General Laws. 


During the year the Board retired 14 male members 
and 1 female member due to superannuation, 1 for acci- 
dental disability, and 4 survivorship allowances were 
granted. 


Withdrawals from membership amounted to 24; of this 
number 20 were due to resignations and 4 due to death. 


New members enrolled during 1961 amounted to 72, 
bringing the net number of active members to 781. 


The amount of cash refunded as a result of resignations 
and death was $22,466.03. 


Boston REDEVELOPMENT AUTHORITY 


Chapters 150 and 415 of the Acts of 1957 established 
the Boston Redevelopment Authority and further pro- 
vided employees who transferred from the Boston Hous- 
ing Authority and other eligible employees membership 
in the State-Boston Retirement System under the pro- 
visions of sections 1-28 of chapter 32 of the Massachu- 
setts General Laws. 


During the year 94 new members were employed. 
Withdrawals from membership amounted to 7, leaving 
a total net membership of 154. The amount of cash re- 
funded due to resignations was $6,921.02 for the year 
ending December 31, 1961. 


MassacHusetrts TURNPIKE AUTHORITY 


Chapter 598 of the Acts of 1958 provided for the 
transfer of the Sumner Tunnel from the City of Boston 
to the Massachusetts Turnpike Authority. 


All employees who were members of the Boston Retire- 
ment System or of the State-Boston Retirement System 
on the date of the transfer retained all their retirement 
rights. Any person who became an employee of the Mas- 
sachusetts Turnpike Authority after said date of transfer 
was not eligible for membership. 
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During the year 1 member was retired for superannua- 
tion, 1 member transferred to another retirement system, 
and 1 was retired in accordance with the so-called veter- 
ans law. This'brought the net active membership to 75. 


The amount of cash refunded due to transfers and vet- 
eran retirements was $4,967.92 for the year ending De- 
cember 31, 1961.

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SECTION Ii 
BOSTON RETIREMENT SYSTEM 


Prior to February 1, 1923, there were in force a number 
of non-contributory retirement plans for employees of 
the City of Boston and the County of Suffolk. These 
provided for veterans, laborers, firefighters, policemen, 
police matrons, school teachers, school Janitors, attend- 
ance officers, prison officers, court officers, probation of- 
ficers, and judges. 

Chapter 521 of the Acts of 1922 created on February 1, 
1923, a system of retirement for employees of the City 
of Boston and County of Suffolk. This system became 
known as the Boston Retirement System. 

The system went into effect on February 1, 1928, and 
was optional for all persons who were in the employ of 
the City of Boston and County of Suffolk on that date. 
All employees who were not eligible for a pension under 
any existing law became members, without any action on 
their part, unless they waived this right. All persons 
who became employees after February 1, 1923, became 
members of the Boston Retirement System and could 
not receive any other pension or retirement allowance 
from the city or county. In order to secure credit for 
service prior to February 1, 1928, employees must have 
become members within one year after February 1, 1923. 


INFORMATION RELATIVE TO PROVISIONS OF 
THE BOSTON RETIREMENT SYSTEM 


SUPERANNUATION RETIREMENT 


A member reaching the age of sixty years may be re- 
tired on his own request, or on 'the request of the head of 
his department; and at the age of seventy he is auto- 
matically retired. 

Upon retirement, a member receives a retirement al- 
lowance which will consist of an annuity based on the 
value of his accumulated deductions, and, in addition, 
a pension provided by the city which will be equal to the 
annuity, but the city’s part or pension shall not exceed 
one half of the employee’s average salary for five years 
immediately preceding retirement. 

If a member has been an employee for a period of fif- 
teen or more years, the total retirement allowance shall 
not be less than $480 a year. 
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ORDINARY DISABILITY RETIREMENT 


For ordinary disability, due to any cause except an 
accident occurring during the performance of duty, a 
member under age sixty who has completed fifteen years 
of service in the city or county may be granted a retire- 
ment allowance. 

The retirement allowance consists of an annuity based 
on the value of his accumulated deductions, and, in ad- 
dition, a pension equal to nine tenths of the pension 
which the city would have granted if the member had 
remained in service until sixty years of age without an 
increase in salary. 


Mepicat Boarp 

. The Medical Board consists of three physicians, a sur- 
geon, a medical practitioner, and a neurologist. The 
Medical Board is appointed by the trustees of the Boston 
City Hospital on nominations made by the senior medical 
staff. The Medical Board shall arrange for and pass upon 
all medical examinations and report in writing to the 
Retirement Board its conclusions and recommendations 
thereon. 


ACCIDENTAL DISABILITY RETIREMENT 


If a member becomes disabled as the result of an acci- 
dent occurring in the performance of duty, regardless of 
age and length of service, he may be granted a retirement 
allowance. 

The retirement allowance consists of an annuity based 
on the value of his accumulated deductions and, in addi- 
tion, a pension of such an amount as will, together with 
the annuity, be equal to three fourths of the annual 
compensation received by him during the year immedi- 
ately preceding the date of accident. 


RE-EXAMINATION OF Mrmpers RETIRED FOR 
DISABILITY 


Once a year every member under the age of sixty who 
has retired for disability shall submit to a medical ex- 
amination by the Medical Board appointed for the pur- 
pose. If the Medical Board shall find that the disability 
for which the member was retired has ceased, the member 
may be restored to active duty, or, if the member fails 
to submit to an examination, his retirement allowance 
shall be discontinued. 
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Report oF INCOME 
Members retired for disability from the Boston Retire- 
ment System or by any other retirement system are also 
subject to Chapter 684 of the Acts of 1958. 


ACCIDENTAL DEATH BENEFITS 

Regardless of length of service, ‘a death benefit may he 
granted in case a member is killed or dies as a result of 
an accident occurring in the performance of his duty. 

This benefit shall consist of his accumulated deduc- 
tions, which will ‘be paid in a lump sum to his legal 
representative, and, in addition, if he has dependents, a 
pension equal to one half of the annual compensation 
received by him during the year immediately preceding 
the date of the accident shall be paid to his widow, or, if 
he leaves no widow, to his children under age eighteen 
and unmarried, or, if he has no children under age eight- 
een and unmarried, to his dependent father or mother. 


Oprions AT RETIREMENT 

No Option: Largest amount payable to the retired 
member with all benefits to cease upon death. 

Option 1: Reduced retirement allowance paid during 
lifetime of the retired member, with the balance of the 
retirement reserve, if any, paid to his estate or beneficiary. 

Option 2: Reduced retirement allowance paid to 
member throughout his lifetime, and the same allowance 
paid to his surviving beneficiary, who must be a blood 
relative, throughout said beneficiary’s lifetime. 

Option 3: Reduced allowance, greater than Option 2, 
paid to the member throughout his lifetime, with one 
half of his allowance paid to surviving beneficiary, who 
must be a blood relative, throughout said beneficiary’s 
lifetime. 

Under Options 2 and 3 there are no provisions made 
for the balance, if any, of the retirement reserve fund in 
cases where the beneficiary predeceases the member. The 
member’s allowance remains the same as his original 
optional selection. 


SURVIVORSHIP BENEFITS 
There are no provisions for survivorship benefits or 
allowances, other than the accidental death benefit, for 
members of the Boston Retirement System. 
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REFUNDS 

lf a member resigns or is dismissed from active service 
before retirement, the total amount of his contributions 
with 4 per cent compound interest will be returned to 
him. If the member dies before retirement, the total 
amount which he has contributed with compound interest 
at 4 per cent will be paid to his legal representative or to 
the beneficiary or beneficiaries named. Beneficiaries must 
be blood relatives. 


VETERANS 
The “veteran law’ as explained in the first section of 
this report is also applicable to eligible members of the 
Boston Retirement System. 


FINANCING 

Each member contributes 4 per cent of his regular 
compensation. All contributions are based on regular 
compensation received. Overtime and extra pay are not 
assessable. 

The city makes annual contributions, consisting of a 
normal contribution and an accumulated liability con- 
tribution. The normal contribution covers the liability on 
account of current services of members. The accumulated 
lability contribution covers the liability on account of 
services rendered before the establishment of the system 
and will be discontinued when the liability is liquidated. 

The entire cost of administration of the system is 
borne by the city. 


STATISTICAL DaTA 

During the year the Board retired 1 member from ac- 
tive service for accidental disability. 

The number of withdrawals from membership was 132, 
of which 1 was for retirement, 3 were resignations, 1 
transferred to another system, 16 were due to death, and 
49 were veteran retirements. Also included were 62 
members who joined the State-Boston Retirement Sys- 
tem in accordance with the provisions of chapter 391 of 
the Acts of 1958. This brought the net active member- 
ship to 663. 

The amount of cash refunded as a result of resigna- 
tions, deaths, and veteran retirements was $426,616.53 
for the fiscal year ending December 31, 1961.

The administrative and general services group 1s 
charged with the proper functioning of the department, 
carrying on all routine office procedures and maintaining 
records of the activities of the department. All licenses 
and permits are processed and issued by this group. 

The technical services group passes on all applications 
and plans for permits for the erection, alteration, and 
repairing of buildings and structures. It also conducts 
examinations and tests of materials and methods used 
in construction of buildings and makes recommenda- 
tions to the Building Commissioner as to approval or 
disapproval of such methods and materials. 


The construction and safety inspections group, com- 
prising the head of the division, two chief building 
inspectors, one chief egress inspector, and a staff of 
building, egress, and zoning inspectors, inspects and 
examines all buildings and structures in process of erec- 
tion, repair, alteration, or demolition. It also inspects 
all buildings as to proper and sufficient means of egress 
in relation to the construction and occupancy of such 
structures. 


The mechanical inspections section is charged with 
the inspection of all mechanical functions in connection 
with the erection or alteration of buildings and struc- 
tures. It inspects all installations or extensions of plumb- 
ing, gasfitting, elevator, and sprinkler systems. 

The electrical inspections group examines and inspects 
all electrical work, both interior and exterior, which 
comes under the control of the Building Department. 

In accordance with an ordinance passed by the City 
Council and effective as of December 1, 1956, there was 
established a revised schedule of fees for permits and 
licenses issued by the department. This revised schedule 
has brought about a marked increase in the revenue of 
the department, though falling far short of making the 
department self-supporting.

BOARD OF ZONING ADJUSTMENT 
ASSIGNED TO BUILDING DEPARTMENT 


Section a, Chapter 9, of the Revised Ordinances of 
1961, dated February 15, 1961, contains the following 
ordainment: 

“There shall also be in the Building Department the 
board, known as the Board of Zoning Adjustment, 
provided for by Section 20 of Chapter 488 of the Acts of 
1924, as amended. Said board shall exercise the powers 
and perform the duties provided by statute. Said board 
shall not be subject to the supervision or control of the 
building commissioner; but unless otherwise ordered by 
the mayor, the board of zoning adjustment shall not 
communicate with the mayor, or make any annual or 
other report, except through the building commissioner’’. 

The method of procedure in connection with petitions 
for changes in the boundaries of the zoning districts 
remains unchanged. Public hearings, executive sessions, 


and inspection trips were held as found necessary, the — 


staff of the Boston Redevelopment Authority rendering 


such assistance as was essential in the way of investiga- — 
tions, field surveys, drafting, and clerical work. <A 
detailed record of the proceedings has been filed by the ~ 
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Board in the office of the Building Commissioner, as 
required by law. This record is open to public inspec- 
tion, and notice of the decision has been mailed to all 
parties in interest. 

Since the enactment of the Zoning Law in 1924, a 
total of 477 petitions has been received. A summary of 
action taken on petitions received during 1961 and a 
condensed summary of all petitions is contained herein 
in Tables I and II. 


SUPREME CouRT DECISION 


The Superior Court in 1960 had annulled the favorable 
action taken in September, 1959, by the Board of Zoning 
Adjustment in regards to Petition No. 433, a petition to 
increase the height limit on Commonwealth Avenue 
between Arlington Street and Dartmouth Street and the 
water side of Beacon Street. The Board appealed from 
the Superior Court decision. On June 14, 1961, the 
Supreme Court reversed the Superior Court decision 
and stated that, ‘‘A decree is to be entered stating that 
the decision of the Board of Zoning Adjustment was 
not in excess of its authority and no modification is 


- required.”

RESIGNATION 

In September the commission lost the services of its 
vice-chairman, William L. Hyland, who resigned because 
of business and personal reasons. In addition to his 
service on the Zoning Commission Mr. Hyland had 
served on the Board of Zoning Adjustment for a period 
of eleven years, the last five years as vice-chairman. 
The Commission regretted keenly the necessity that 
compelled his withdrawal, recognizing that his service 
typified the highest ideals of citizenship and public 
service.

New Issur& or THE PRoPOSED ZONING REGULATION 


Due to the great number of changes and revisions 
made in the proposed zoning regulations, a third print- 
ing of the textual part of the code was issued as of 
April 1, 1961. A new separate edition of the zoning 
maps was also printed. 


PusLic HEARINGS 


The Commission held a public hearing on the revised 
April 1, 1961, edition of the proposed zoning regulations 
in the City Council Chamber on May 10. The hearing 
was continued to May 24 in the Board of Appeal 
hearing room in City Hall Annex. <A _ stenographic 
record of the meeting was made, and as a result further 
changes in the code and the maps were adopted. 

Note is here also made that on January 18 representa- 
tives of a committee of the Boston Bar Association who 
had volunteered to review the code from a legal stand- 
point very kindly submitted their findings. With some 
few exceptions their suggested revisions were adopted. 

The new code, in accordance with the statutory provi- 
sions, had been referred in April to Redevelopment 
Authority for recommendations. The Authority did 
recommend certain changes but generally made the 
reservation that as more staff study is given to the 
renewal areas it will be better prepared to recommend 
specific boundary changes.

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BOARD OF EXAMINERS 


The Board of Examiners in the Building Department 
was created by ordinance in 1913 and was re-established 
under legislative act in 1938. Its three members are 
appointed by the Mayor and are delineated under the 
law as an architect or engineer, a contractor or building- 
trades mechanic, and an attorney or person with some 
legal knowledge. 


The Board acts upon applications of persons desiring 
to be licensed in Boston as construction superintendents, 
_ approving or rejecting said applications under certain 
regulations adopted by it as procedure. 


Under such rules the Board in 1961 continued to 
examine and qualify applicants and to work in conjunc- 
tion with the Building Department in the matter of 
licensing superintendents.

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Civit DrerensE ActTIivITIEs, 1961 
Statement of Policy 


During the past year, drastic changes in Civil Defense 
plans and programs were initiated by the President and 
the Department of Defense which have affected govern- 
ments at all levels. The following are some of the 
major changes: 

1. President Kennedy personally addressed the Con- 
eress and the American people and stressed the vital 
importance of Civil Defense as ‘‘ National Insurance.”’ 


2. The Department of Defense has officially assumed 
most of the major functions of the Office of Civil and 
Defense Mobilization, including radiological defense, 
warning, communications, and shelter. 


3. The Congress, recognizing the need for a stepped- 
up Civil Defense effort, appropriated funds for shelter 
and other Civil Defense purposes, four times greater 
than those appropriated for the fiscal 1962. 


4. The Department of Defense, utilizing the United 
States Army Corps of Engineers and the United States 
Navy Bureau of Yards and Docks, has initiated a 
nationwide Fallout Shelter Survey Program to identify, 
mark, improve (in some instances), and stock shelter 
space in existing buildings for protection of the civilian 
population against the effects of radioactive fallout. 
See Attachment No. 1 for list of supplies. 


5. As a result of these and other measures, public 
interest in and concern with Civil Defense activities 
has been greatly expanded and accelerated. 


These measures have not only greatly influenced our 
policies and programs; they have engendered radical 
changes in planning, operations, organization, and 
training. Prior to this time, the official policy of the 
Commonwealth, expressed in Executive Order No. 31, 
has been evacuation of major target areas, in the event 
of enemy attack, time permitting, to reception zones in 
Massachusetts and in Maine, New Hampshire, and 
Vermont. 

Recognition that a realistic warning time for Boston 
and other major target areas would be one-half hour 
at the maximum rather than the ‘‘three hours for the 
Nation as a whole” stipulated in the National Plan 
has, therefore, caused the initiation of a comprehensive 
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fallout shelter survey which is expected will be started 
in the next few months. The implementation of this 
survey will undoubtedly make it necessary to increase 
our basic staff and require assistance from other city 
departments. 


In addition to the above, Governor Volpe issued 
Executive Order No. 42, which, in order that the 
Commonwealth and its political subdivisions might 
qualify for federal funds under Public Law 85-606, 
requires that all positions in Civil Defense organizations 
be under a merit system (Civil Service) and subject to 
open, competitive examinations. 


Training Exercises 


All members of the Boston Civil Defense staff par- 
ticipated in Operation Alert 1961, a National Civil 
Defense Control Center Training Exercise conducted 
at the White Stadium, April 28 and 29. Representa- 
tives of the Boston Police, Fire, Park, Public Works, 
Health, Welfare, School, and Traffic Departments as 
well as United States Army Reserve and Gas, Electric, 
and Telephone Companies also participated. 


Volunteer members of the RACES (Radio Araceae 
Communications Emergency Service) have conducted 
several communications tests between Sector 1A (Bos- 
ton) and MCDA Area 1 Headquarters at Topsfield, 
Mass. 

The Boston Civil Defense Underwater Rescue and 
Recovery Team has participated in several training 
exercises and is negotiating with Hanscom Air Force 
Base to take active part in their combined training 
exercises. 

Members of our Auxiliary Fire Service have also 
participated in required tests and exercises in addition 
to their regular course of training. 

In addition to the above, active assistance in the form 
of personnel, equipment, and information was extended 
to the United States Navy and Coast Guard for ‘‘ Oper- 
ation Recovery,’’ a training demonstration illustrating 
the latest techniques in combatting the effects of 
chemical and bacteriological warfare, at the East Boston 
Stadium and, in cooperation with the management of 
Television Station WBZ, in the conduct of ‘‘Operation 
Survival,”’ a shelter living test on Lovell’s Island. 
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Training Program 


Radiological—Training in the use of radiological 
detection and monitoring instruments and in de- 
contamination procedures is a continuing program. 
Members of the Boston Police and Fire Departments 
receive this training in basic radiological monitoring 
and use of Geiger counters, survey meters, and Dosi- 
meters. In addition, employees of several large Boston 
firms and V.A. hospitals are also conducting similar 
training courses under our supervision. 


Auatary Firemen—In cooperation with the Boston 
Fire Department, training for volunteers is given at 
the Moon Island Fire Academy and at 2 Temple Street, 
quarters for the auxiliaries. Most of these men have 
also taken the Massachusetts Civil Defense Agency’s 
Heavy Duty Rescue Course at the State Training Center 
at Topsfield. Additionally, these men report for duty 
at miultiple-alarm fires when requested by the Chief 
of the Boston Fire Department and respond to disaster 


calls, such as airplane crashes, fires, floods, and other. 


natural disasters. 


Eight heavy duty rescue trucks, a mobile power and 
lighting plant, air compressor, completely equipped 
underwater rescue truck, mobile generators, and similar 
equipment have been used both in training and in 
actual emergencies. 


Auxiliary Police—The Boston Police Department 
conducts training for these volunteers, usually from the 
various police stations. This program has not been as 
active as that of the fire auxiliaries, but it is hoped 
that the appointment of a training and education 
officer to this staff would be invaluable in the setting up 
and carrying out of a comprehensive, large-scale train- 
ing program for volunteers in all phases of Civil Defense 
operations. 


Underwater Rescue and Recovery Team—These volun- 
teers undergo intensive training, some of it conducted 
by United States Navy personnel. They are well 
equipped and have participated in several operations 
such as airplane crashes, pier and dock fires, and in 
searches and dragging operations such as ‘‘Operation 
Lost Boy” at St. Coletta’s School in Hanover and also 
two boys recovered after drowning in Pembroke.

Special Operations 


Hurricane Emergency—All staff members of this 
and various city departments having emergency re- 
sponsibilities reported for duty during the hurricane 
alert of September 21, 1961, to the White Stadium 
Control Center for around-the-clock duty. All per- 
sonnel, facilities, and equipment, including extensive 
two-way radio communications of the Boston Fire, 
Police, Public Works, and Civil Defense RACES were 
available and organized to meet the emergency. Ex- 
cellent cooperation and coordination of all departments 
and services, public and private, were evident, and it 
is felt that the new Boston Natura] Disaster Plan was 
of great value in making for a highly successful operation. 


Snow Emergency—In order to provide better coordi- 
nation and utilization of personnel and equipment 
in coping with the effects of heavy snowstorms, prompt 
snow removal, dispatch of equipment to remove special 
hazards, answer complaints and requests for service 
more efficiently, a special Snow Emergency Center was 


set up in our Headquarters at 115 Southampton Street 


in November to coordinate operations for the Public 
Works Department. 


Special telephone service was installed, which added 
seventeen additional lines to our regular service and 
personnel assigned to answer calls for assistance at 
any hour of day or night. Police, Fire, Public Works, 
and Civil Defense two-way radio communications were 
installed in a Communications Room, and representa- 
tives from Public Works, Traffic, MTA, Fire, Park, 
Police, Gas, Electric, and Telephone Companies on duty 
at all hours. Teletype communications to Albany 
Street and the establishment of ten 30-watt base sta- 
tions at Public Works Yards throughout the city pro- 
vided comprehensive and efficient communications to 
handle any situation that might arise. 

All personnel from this department and the above- 
mentioned departments and utility companies worked 


_ around-the-clock in the very heavy storm at Christmas.

All Civil Defense equipment, supply depots, and per- 
sonnel were available to assist in all phases of the snow 
emergency operation. It is expected that this Snow 
Emergency Center will prove to be of great assistance 
during the coming months. 
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Civil Defense Publications 


Boston was the first city in the Commonwealth to 
receive tremendous quantities of the heralded Depart- 
ment-of-Defense-sponsored Civil Defense booklet, ‘‘ Fall- 
out Protection.’’ In addition to distribution by mail, 
thousands of copies of this publication were distributed 
to many business concerns, schools, fraternal, civic, and 
military organizations. Widespread distribution was 
also made of the following Civil Defense literature: 
‘‘Home Protection Exercise,’’ ‘‘Emergency Sanitation 
at Home,” ‘‘The Family Fallout Shelter,” ‘‘ Facts 
About Fallout,” ‘‘First Aid Kit,’”? ‘‘Handbook for 
Emergencies,”’ and ‘‘Facts About Fallout Protection.’’ 

In addition to the physical distribution of literature 
hundreds of requests for information via mail and tele- 
phone were answered or referred to state or federal 
sources where indicated. 


Property and Maintenance 


A complete inventory of all supplies and equipment 
has recently been completed. The ten rescue trucks have 
been repaired, and all pumps, generators, and other 
equipment checked for operational readiness. 

The Hancock Street Yard is presently being used as 
our main supply depot, supplemented by storage 
facilities in approximately sixty locations scattered 
throughout the city. Much of this material is in the 
form of packaged medical supplies. All of these sup- 
plies have been checked and inventoried and a more 
efficient system of loan and distribution of Civil Defense 
equipment initiated. 

With respect to supplies and equipment, there are ~ 
positive indications that tons of medical, radiological, 
food, water, and other material will be allocated to this 
city in connection with the proposed Fallout Shelter 
Survey stocking program. ‘These supplies will be pur- 
chased with federal funds and used to stock selected 
shelter areas. Of necessity, this will require ample 
storage space and augmentation of our staff to receive, 
record, assemble, and distribute these supplies. 


Radiological Service 


As indicated in a report to the Mayor dated August 
17, 1961, this service is currently concentrating on the 
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establishment of sixty to ninety fixed radiological moni- 
toring stations throughout the city in conformance with 
federal and state requirements. Approximately twenty- 
six of these stations have been established in fire stations, 
police stations, hospitals, and commercial buildings to 
date, and personnel trained in the use of monitoring and 
detection instruments. 


Training courses for personnel in the Police and Fire 
Departments is continuing and is being supplemented by 
training for personnel in V.A. hospitals and in several 
large Boston business concerns. 


Planning 


A Natural Disaster Plan has been developed and 
written in answer to the request of Mayor Collins and 
the Public Safety Committee and submitted for their 
review. With respect to the Sector 1A (Boston) Opera- 
tions Plan, a formal request to use a one-half hour 
probable warning time as the maximum has been for- 
warded to the Massachusetts Civil Defense Agency for 
review and approval as a planning base. 


Because of the drastic shift in emphasis from evacu- 
ation to shelter, and for federal and state guide-lines, 
it is evident that major revisions in our Operations Plan 
will be necessary and require a great deal of work, 
particularly as it relates to the utilization of the fallout 
shelters selected by the Corps of Engineers. 


Numerous two-hour lectures in basic Civil Defense 
planning have been given to units in the United States 
Army Reserve, National Guard, medical and nursing 
personnel with emphasis on the implications of the 
Fallout Shelter Survey as it relates to Boston’s Civil 
Defense organizations, operations, and training plans. 


Public Information 


Shelter and Related Information—As stated in a 
previous report, we are answering hundreds of requests 
by mail, telephone, or ‘‘in person”’ questions pertaining 
to all aspects of nonmilitary defense with particular 
emphasis on fallout shelter, radiological hazards, in- 
dividual and family survival techniques, first aid, 
emergency sanitation and related subjects, and para- 
medical program. 
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Accelerated public interest and concern in shelter and 
protection against fallout continues and will undoubtedly 
increase drastically as the proposed shelter survey 
progresses. 


Speaking Engagements— Designated staff members 
fulfill speaking engagements upon request from military, 
civic, fraternal, and other groups. Principal topics to 
date have been basic Civil Defense, basic Civil Defense 
planning and operations, the Boston Civil Defense 
Organization and its functions in natural and war- 
caused disasters, women’s activities, and related sub- 
jects. Visual aids, graphs, charts, films, Geiger counters, 
and other emergency equipment are used during the 
course of these talks and lectures. 


Displays and Exhibits — Civil Defense equipment has 
been used at public celebrations, parades, and similar 
functions to create interest in and publicize the Boston 
Civil Defense program. Rescue trucks, the mobile 
power and lighting plant, underwater rescue and re- 
covery truck, auxiliary fire apparatus and uniformed 
personnel, shelter and fallout displays and other equip- 
ment has been set up and operated to demonstrate our 
capability to respond in time of emergency. It is usual 
to distribute Civil Defense literature and to answer 
questions from the general public on these occasions. 


Communications — Although city departments work- 
ing in close cooperation and coordination with this de- 
partment have excellent communication facilities, such 
as Police, Fire, and Public Works, we are urgently in 
need of Civil Defense equipment and communications 
personnel. This is particularly true with respect to the 
RACES program, which has deteriorated from an ex- 
cellently staffed and equipped service to one of minimal 
operational readiness and capability. 

Federal matching funds are available for acquiring 
this equipment, and we are hopeful that we will be able 
to purchase this vitally needed equipment this year. A 
training program for many volunteer radio personnel — 
could be initiated if this is forthcoming and would supply 
us with at least fifty mobile two-way radios. 


V olunteers 


Reference has been made to volunteer personnel in 
the Boston Civil Defense Organization and Fire, Police, 
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RACES, Underwater Rescue, and other departments 
have done an excellent job. Because of staff limitations, 
however, we cannot handle the organizing, training, 
and equipping of male and female volunteers without 
employment of a full-time Training and Education 
Officer to survey our needs as to personnel and resources 
and to set up a comprehensive intensified training pro- 
gram for auxiliary personnel in the services mentioned 
as well as in medical, health, welfare, women’s activities, 
and other phases of the over-all program. 

We could supplement this program by taking ad- 
vantage of federal and state training courses as well as 
that of various city departments and agencies. For 
example, the Boston Fire Department has offered us the 
use of the Moon Island Fire Academy and experienced, 
competent instructors to train all categories of volunteer 
personnel — in particular, City of Boston employees — 
in basic fire-fighting techniques. 


Matching Funds 


During the year 1961 we received reimbursement for 
certain operational charges incurred by this depart- 
ment in the maintenance of the air raid warning system 
and the control centers. We also have been notified 
that we will be reimbursed in the amount of $16,000 for 
purchase of an emergency generator at Long Island 
after four years of negotiations for the same. 


Surplus Property 


We have received little equipment that would be of 
value to us under the surplus property program because 
of the lack of items adaptable to our needs and the 
stringent restrictions imposed on such material. We 
did acquire some surplus uniform trousers and military 
jackets which were dyed and used to outfit our auxiliary 
fire fighters and some surplus radio equipment for parts. 
One important item we succeeded in acquiring was a 
30 KVA generator for Deer Island which will be used as 
a source of light and power in emergencies. 


Summary 


The drastic change in Civil Defense organization and 
programs at the federal level referred to in the State- 
ment of Policy, will have considerable effect upon our 
organization, plans, and programs. 
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Indications are that some 1,000,000 shelter spaces 
will be made available in Boston as a result of the 
survey. These spaces will have to be marked with 
shelter signs, access routes will have to be marked, 
supplies received, stored, assembled, and distributed 
which will require additional personnel and facilities. 
Oid shelter signs will have to be removed and cooperation 
and assistance from other city departments utilized to 
the fullest. 


Plans covering day and night emergencies will have 
to be drawn up for both the peak day population and 
the resident night population, and plans for the utiliza- 
tion of the shelters, with all the complexities and prob- 
lems involved, developed and written. 


It is obvious that a program of this scope and magni- 
tude will require not only augmentation of this staff 
but also assistance from other departments such as Law, 
Building, and Traffic. 

An intensified public information program will also 
be of primary importance, and the full implications of 
the take-over of the functions of the Office of Civil and 
Defense Mobilization by the Department of Defense 
will have great impact on our program. 

As indicated, most of our work has been and will 
continue to be of a continuing nature. We deeply 
appreciate the cooperation we have received not only 
from other city departments but also from many public 
and private sources.

ANNUAL REPORT 


OF THE 


ELECTION DEPARTMENT 


Boston, January 31, 1962. 
Hon. Joun F. Cou.ins, 
Mayor of the City of Boston. 


Sir,— In compliance with section 24, chapter 3, of 
the Revised Ordinances, the Board of Election Com- 
missioners respectfully submits its annual report. 


REGISTRATION 


In accordance with chapter 246 of the Acts of 1945, 
registration was held continuously at the central office 
from January 2 to September 6, inclusive (on March 15 
the central office was open until 10 p.m. for registration 
for the Special State Primaries; on April 5 the central 
office was open until 10 p.m. for registration for the 
Special State Election), from September 27 to October 
18, inclusive, and from November 8 to December 29, 
inclusive. Registration in wards was held on August 
30 and 31, and September 5 and 6, from 6 P.M. to 
10 p.m., for the Preliminary City Election; and October 
9, 10, 11, 16, 17, and 18, from 6 p.m., to 10 p.m., for the 
City Election. This registration was held in two places 
in different sections of each ward, two nights in each 
place for the Preliminary City Election, and three 
nights in each place for the City Election. 
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NUMBER OF VOTERS 


At the State Election held November 8, 1960, the 
number of voters on the list was 341,699. The number 
of such voters in the first list published by the Board 
August 31, 1961, was 311,399. From that time to the 
close of registration for the City Election there were 
added the names of 6,784 voters. Included in this 
latter figure are the names of 3,587 voters who were 
restored to the voting list without registration, under 
the provisions of chapter 244 of the Acts of 1947. 
The number of voters on the final list sent to the polls 
on the day of the City Election, held November 7, 
1961, was 318,183, a decrease of 23,516 from the num- 
ber on the list at the preceding State Election. The 
number of voters on the final list December 29, 1961, 
was 318,198. 


NOMINATION PAPERS, REFERENDUM AND RECOUNT 
PETITIONS 


The Board received 30 nomination papers for the 
Special State Primaries, on which 445 names were 
certified; a total of 141 persons declared their intentions 
for nominations to city offices—97 for City Councillor, 
and 44 for School Committeeman, 44 of these did not 
file nomination papers; the remaining 97 candidates 
submitted 6,150 papers on which 174,900 names were 
checked; 49 candidates were certified for the office 
of City Councillor, and 21 candidates were certified 
for the office of School Committeeman, 1 of the latter 
withdrew after certification; 1 referendum petition, 
consisting of 431 papers, on which 9,058 names were 
certified; and 1 initiative petition, consisting of 236 
papers, on which 5,713 names were certified; making 
a total of 6,847 papers filed, on which the names of 
190,116 voters were certified. 


There were no recount petitions. 


REVISION OF THE VoTING List 
The names of 4,512 voters were stricken from the 
voting list by reason of death, removal from the city, 
and other causes. 


JURORS 
The jury list prepared by the Board of 1961 contained 
the names of 8,800 voters of Boston. During the time 
covered by this report 2,273 were drawn for jury service. 
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REGISTRATION OF THE PHYSICALLY DISABLED 


In accordance with the provisions of chapter 196 of 
the Acts of 1946, persons qualified to vote but unable 
to appear at a registration office because of a physical 
disability were examined for registration in their homes 
or other places of confinement upon receipt of an 
application for such registration. Applications were 
received from 17 such persons. Of that number 16 
were found to be qualified and were duly registered. 
Persons so registered were furnished with applications 
for absentee ballots for the City Election. 


SUPPLEMENTARY REGISTRATION OF SOLDIERS AND 
SAILORS 
Under provisions of chapter 51, sections 50 and 51, 
of the General Laws, one person in the military service 
was registered in Boston during the period from the 
close of registration to the third day preceding the 
City Election.

Fishermen and Mariners’ Ballot Envelopes: Chapter 
133 of the Acts of 1961 permits an affidavit of a candidate 
for office. 

Physical Disability Registration Applications: Chap- 
ter 130 of the Acts of 1961 permits certification by 
additional persons. 

Physical Disability Applications for Ballots: Chapter 
213 of the Acts of 1961 permits a licensed practical 
nurse to certify to physical disability.

Registrars and Assistant Registrars: Chapter 286 
of the Acts of 1961 further regulates the appointment 
of registrars and assistant registrars of voters in cities 
and towns. 


State Committees: Chapter 145 of the Acts of 1961 
requires that members of said committees must be 
residents of the senatorial districts in which they are 
elected. 


Ward Committees: Chapter 109 of the Acts of 1961 
regulates the counting of votes for members of ward 
committees. 


MEMBERSHIP OF THE BOARD 


The term of Commissioner Perlie Dyar Chase expired 
on March 31, 1961. Mr. George M. Romanos, Jr., 
was appointed to succeed him for the term of four 
years ending March 31, 1965, and assumed the duties 
of his office on April 10, 1961. Under date of April 
27, 1961, Commissioner George M. Romanos, Jr., 
resigned as a member of the Commission. 

Mr. Maurice L. Smith was appointed to succeed 
him for the term ending March 31, 1965, and assumed 
the duties of his office on July 13, 1961. Commissioner 
Lasker was designated by the Mayor to be Chairman 
of the Board for the term of one year beginning April 
1, 1961. 
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Upon organization of the Board, Commissioner 
Maurice L. Smith was elected Secretary.

SPECIAL COMMENTS 


r. Fires 

During 1961 there were 1,994 fires in buildings. The 
foregoing is a decrease from the number of building 
fires which occurred in 1960. 


2. Fire Prevention 

During the year 1961 the department was awarded a 
plaque by the National Fire Protection Association for 
placing first in the Commonwealth of Massachusetts, 
third among municipalities of over 500,000 in the 
United States, and fifth among all cities in the nation 
in a National Fire Prevention Contest held during the 
year 1960. This, of course, means that we are at the 
top among cities of the United States in fire prevention 
activities. 

The intense campaign to educate the public in the 
use of space heaters has been continued. Only one 
death has been recorded from fires caused by space 
heaters during the year 1961. During 1959 twelve 
deaths were caused by defective space heaters, and in 
1960 two persons died from this cause. 

A microfilm photographic unit was installed in the 
Fire Prevention Division during the year, reducing the 
space required for the keeping of thousands of inspection 
reports and other records.

3. Building Plans 

With the cooperation of the Building Commissioner, 
the Fire Department has been examining all plans for 
alterations in existing buildings and for new building 
construction in the city to insure compliance with all 
fire regulations prior to the issuance of a building permit 
by the Building Department. During the year 1961 
the Fire Prevention Division has examined and ap- 
proved, or disapproved, approximately 1,000 plans 
which were submitted by architects and engineers prior 
to the issuance of a building permit. As a result of the 
examination of building plans, it is felt that buildings 
being altered or erected in the City of Boston will be 
much safer from a fire prevention point of view than was 
previously the case. Many recommendations were 
made bearing on fire safety such as the installation of 
automatic sprinklers, heat detectors, local fire alarm 
systems in buildings of hazardous occupancy, dormi- 
tories, schools, nursing homes, and hospitals. 
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4. Fire Stations Abandoned 
On July 1, 1961, the following fire stations were 
vacated by the Fire Department, and the companies 


quartered therein were relocated, with the exception 


of Engine Company 27, which was deactivated: 

Engine Squad 11, Ladder Company 21 — 761 Sara- 
toga Street, East Boston. 

Engine Company 27, Ladder Company 9 — 333 
Main Street, Charlestown. 

Engine Company 43, Ladder Company 20 — 5 Boston 
Street, South Boston. 

Engine Squad 11 was transferred to the quarters of 
Engine Company 5 at 360 Saratoga Street, while Ladder 
Company 21 was housed with Engine Company 56 at 
1 Ashley Street. 

Ladder Company 9 was relocated in the quarters of 
Engine Company 32 at 440 Bunker Hill Street, Charles- 
town, while Engine Company 48 and Ladder Company 
20 were relocated in the fire station at 900 Massachusetts 
Avenue. 


The foregoing relocations are in line with the con- — 


solidation program of the department and will result 
in the saving of several thousand dollars annually. 
The relocation of fire fighters and apparatus has not 
impaired the operating efficiency of the department, 
and maximum protection is still afforded to the sections 
of the city in which the changes were made. 


5. Training Activities 

During the year all officers and members of the Fire 
Department were given advanced training in fire- 
fighting operations at the Fire Academy on Moon Island. 
Over 2,700 members of the Boston Police Department 
also received instructions in fire prevention and the 
protection of life and property against the scourge of 
fire. Key personnel in hospitals, schools, United States 
Coast Guard, Boston Naval Shipyard, oil companies, 
industrial plants, and many others received instructions 
in basic fire safety and fire fighting at the academy. 


6. Fire Apparatus 
Contracts were awarded in November of 1961 for the 
furnishing of ten pumping engines, four 100-foot aerial 


ladder trucks, and two 85-foot aerial ladder trucks to 


replace old and obsolete equipment. This apparatus

when placed in service will increase our operating — 


efficiency at fires and other emergencies.

INTRODUCTION 


For the Health Department the year 1961 was an 
interesting and busy one, as may be noted in this 
report, the ninetieth of the Department. The Health 
Division moved forward to review extensively its pro- 
grams and services to the citizens of Boston and to 
begin to initiate plans for improving services. 


Preparatcry to submitting recommendations for re- 
organization of the Department to the Mayor, reviews 
and surveys were conducted in the areas of management, 
vital statistics, laboratories, and dental services. Ne- 
gotiations are under way with the Massachusetts 
Department of Public Health and the U. 8. Children’s 
Bureau for a review of maternal and child health services. 


A long-considered revision of the Department’s annual 
report was begun and will continue over a period of 
several years. It is hoped the annual report will become 
of more value and interest to both the general public 
and the Department. 


High light of the year, as noted below, was the 
Department’s participation in field trials of the Sabin 
oral polio vaccine. The Department had never before 
participated in such field trials. Data acquired in the 
trials contributed to the licensing of Sabin oral polio 
vaccine late in 1961 by the Public Health Service for 
nation wide use. 


As in recent years, Boston’s health was good. There 
were no serious outbreaks of communicable disease. 
The maternal mortality rate continued to be very low. 

Also, as in 1960, the Health Division with judicious 
management lived within its budget appropriation and 
noted a surplus. 
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HIGH LIGHT 


During April, May, June, and July a field trial of 
Sabin oral polio vaccine was conducted to study in 
detail the effectiveness of this vaccine in producing 
immunity to Types I, II, and III of the polio viruses. 
The program was done cooperatively with the Brookline 
Health Department, the vaccine being produced and 
supplied by Chas. Pfizer & Co., Inc. The program 
was conducted with the assistance of a technical advisory 
committee and other key persons who have been 
involved and interested in the development and eventual 
use of live polic vaccine. Boston physicians were 
notified individually by letter immediately prior to 
the program. 


The program was designed for three to four thousand 
Boston and Brookline residents between the ages of 
seven months and forty years who wished to volunteer 
as participants. Two thcusand fifty-five Boston resi- 
dents volunteered for the program. Day and evening 
clinics were held by appointment one week in April, 
May, June, and July. Clinics were at twenty locations 
throughout the city in the Department’s health units 
and substations. There also were clinics in certain 
hospitals, institutions, parochial schools, and businesses. 


Throughout the program regular news releases on 
progress of the study were sent to all Boston radio 
stations, television channels, and local and daily papers. 
The cooperation of all was excellent. 


Blood and stool specimens were taken on program 
participants before drinking the vaccine and throughout 
the study. Extensive blood studies and laboratory 
cultures were done. Results are being studied and are 
expected to be published in the medical literature. 


PUBLIC HEALTH COUNCIL 


The Public Health Council, established in 1956, is 
an official board of nine members appointed by the 
Mayor to assist and advise the Health Commissioner. 
The Council met four times in 1961 and followed the 
Department’s activities with interest. 
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MINISTRATION 


A management review of tie: Department was 
onducted during the year. The final report is expected 
rly in 1962 and will contain recommendations for 
bh nges in organization and management procedures. 
It is expected to strengthen some of the Department’s 
activities and to lessen others where the demand and 
need for services are no longer present. 
Sthrdughout the fifteen geographic sections of the 
c ‘ity, the Department maintains eight George Robert 
White Fund health units and one other unit. The 
Department makes use of other city facilities for its 
eight substations. The New England and Children’s 
Hospitals cooperate with the Department by providing 
facilities for two other clinic locations.

4 improve many of its services and yet to live within 
ts budget and have a surplus at the year’s end. The 
E 51 total budget appropriation for the Health Division 
f the Department was $1,895,168.00, of which amount 
1,843,313.67 was expended. In 1960 the Division 
Xp ended $1,853,335.00 out of a total budget appropria- 
ion of $1,854,423.00. The surplus in 1961 was due 
argely to salary savings in important positions where 
ified applicants could not be found. Unrealistically 
w salaries for professional and certain other personnel 
e retention of good staff difficult and their recruit- 
rit and replacement almost impossible. 
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VITAL STATISTICS 


As a follow-through of the 1960 review by the Public 
Health Service of the Health Division’s vital statistics 
program, the International Business Machine Corpo- 
ration, on request, made an intensive review of the 
Bureau of Vital Statistics’ records, forms, activities, 
and procedures. Recommended was the installation 
of certain business machines or data-processing equip- 
ment. This would modernize the Division’s vital 
statistic activities, provide increased efficiency, and 
make more readily available data needed for program 
planning, progress reports, and evaluation of services. 


A 403 accounting machine, a 56 verifier, and sup- 
plementary equipment were requisitioned for delivery 
in early 1962. Two of the Vital Statistics’ staff attended 
courses to become familiar with the new equipment. 
Work was begun with the Division’s section and bureau 
heads to determine the statistical data needs for each 
program. Work also was begun on developing the 
procedural manuals needed to enable the transfer of 
program information to punch cards. 


The Health Division collects and tabulates statistics 
on births, deaths, and morbidity to be used in defining 
health problems. Analysis of these statistics gives 
a picture of the city’s health and of the characteristics 
of the population involved in any health program. 


For 1961, the death rate from all causes was 13.1 
(9,175 resident deaths), and the birth rate 21.6 (15,036 
resident births), both per 100,000 population. The 
rates have changed relatively little over the last few 
years. The 1961 maternal mortality rate, again 0.1 
per 1,000 live births, is among the lowest of those for 
cities of comparable size in the country. The infant 
mortality rate was 26.1 per 1,000 live births. In 1961 
the city’s five leading causes of death continued to be, 
as they are for the nation, heart disease, cancer, vascular 
lesions of the central nervous system, accidents, and 
all forms of pneumonia. 


The 1960 United States census population figures, 
released in 1961, revealed a population decrease in 
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Boston of over 100,000 in the 1950-1960 period. The 
decrease may be attributed mainly to demolition of 
areas within the city for redevelopment and construction 
of highway-connecting arteries. 

In addition to collecting and tabulating birth, death, 
and morbidity statistics, the Health Division issues 
burial, removal, and transportation permits for dis- 
pesition of the dead in accardance with state law. 
Standard death certificates are processed, being checked 
for completeness and accuracy, coded, tabulated, and 
recorded on punch ecards. All questionable sequences 
of death certificates are checked through with the 
physician, medical officer, or hospital signing the 
certificate. Once the vital information has been trans- 
ferred to statistical cards for analysis, death certificates 
go to the City Registrar for permanent recording. 
The Division distributes standard death certificates 
issued by the Secretary of State’s cffice to physicians, 
funeral directors, and hospitals. Cases of sudden death 
also are processed by the Division. In instances where 
the County Medical Examiner declines to certify 
death, there being no evidence of foul play, certification 
of death is made by a public health physician of the 
Department. 

Monthly mortality and morbidity reports are sent 
to the National Office of Vital Statistics, weekly reports 
to the Massachusetts Department of Public Health, 
and the City Record, official publication of the city. 

On request ‘certain other agencies receive selected 
mortality and morbidity reports. Special requests 
for statistics, received from various agencies and other 
cities engaged in studies on specific diseases, also are 
answered. 


CHILD AND ADULT HEALTH 


The public health nurse, through home visiting, clinic 
activities and the parochial schools, provides guidance 
and counseling to families in the principles of healthful 
living for the prevention of disease and the promotion 
of sound physical and mental health from birth to old 
age. 
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Under the direction of the Public Health Service a 
work measurement study of the public health nurses’ 
activities was begun, each nurse keeping a detailed 
activity sheet for two weeks in the spring, fall, and 
winter. Completion of this study in 1962 will provide 
a basis for judging present utilization of nursing time 
and personnel and the advisability of possible program 
and policy changes. 


The policy, begun in 1960 by four of the fourteen 
Boston hospitals having maternity services, of reporting 
births directly to the Health Department continued. 
Of the 4,786 births reported by these hospitals, home 
visits by the public health nurse to 2,156 of these were 
not necessary since parents of these infants, 45 per 
cent of the 4,786 births, stated the infant was under 
the care of a private physician. Prior to 1960, a nursing 
visit was made to all newborn. It is hoped in the 
future to have all Boston hospitals having maternity 
services report births directly to the Health Division 
rather than directly to the Registry Division. <A 
cooperative referral program is carried on between 
the Health Department and the Visiting Nurse Asso- 
ciation to prevent duplication of visits to newborn 
babies by the two agencies. 


There were 1,059 premature births reported in 1961, 
52 fewer than in 1960. Financial aid for hospital 
care was given to 152 of these, at a cost of $39,592.35, 
as compared with 162 premature infants given financial 
aid at a cost of $46,366.05 in 1960. By state law 
financial aid may be given for the care and hospitali- 
zation of infants five pounds or less if the parents or 
guardians are unable to pay for the care and hospitali- 
zation, the aid being given by the town in which the 
mother resides. 


Each week thirty-three well child conferences are held. 
During 1961 there were 56,398 patient visits to these 
conferences, 4,415 fewer visits than in 1960. A greater 
number of newborn babies, however — 6,327, or 42 per 
cent of the 15,036 resident births in 1961 — made their 
initial visit to the conference as compared with 40 per 
cent in 1960. 
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An appointment system was inaugurated at well child 
conferences in the East Boston, Whittier, Savin, and 
Harvard Street health units and the Bromley Park sub- 
station. Previously it was noted that well child con- 
ferences had an overload of patients on certain days, in 
certain locations, and at certain times of the year. The 
appointment system equalizes conference attendance 
and allows the pediatrician or public health physician 
and the nurse to spend more time with each baby and 
his mother for counseling on health problems and im- 
munizations. The appointment system also makes it 
possible for the same physician to see the child and his 
mother at almost every visit. Asa result of this change 
a considerably greater number of immunizations was 
given during 1961 in the well child conferences as evi- 
denced by the following table:

In 1961 lay volunteers assisted the public health nurses 
for the first time in well child conferences by helping 
with nonnursing clinic activities, providing assistance in 
the care of the children. Two groups participated. 
One, the ‘ Pediatts,” is a group of students from the 
Back Bay Nursing Service who are specilizing in the 
care of infants and children. The other is a group of 
senior high school students interested in nursing careers 
who have had some instruction in child care in their 
school program. 

Boston’s fifty-eight parochial schools receive their 
health services from the Health Department. All 
pupils are inspected at the beginning of the school year. 
Physical examinations are given to those in Grades I, 
V, and VIII, and the necessary immunizations are given 
to those pupils not adequately protected in this respect.

The public health nurse arranges for and assists the 
physician in giving the physical examinations and im- 
munizations. She is responsible for the follow-up of 
any defects found that need attention. Vision testing 
(Snellen) generally is done by the classroom teacher, 
but the nurse does retest where necessary. Referrals 
are made to private physicians or the Department 
ophthalmologist. Audiometer tests are given by the 
public health nurse.

Eye clinics are held one day a week in three health 
units — Charlestown, South Boston, and Whittier 
Street. At these clinics eyeglass prescriptions, medicine, 
and advice are given, and referrals to hospitals are made. 
There were 725 eye clinic visits in 1961, 498 in 1960. 


Clinics for immunizations and physicals are held at 
all the health units with the exception of the North End. 
In these clinics predominantly children receive the fol- 
lowing services although the clinics are open to residents 
of the area regardless of age.

Use by the public health nurse of the daily food guide 
prepared by the U. 8. Department of Agriculture was 
initiated during the year. This serves as a guide for 
evaluating the patient’s diet and helps to identify food 
practices which need improvement. Low, moderate, 
and liberal cost food plans prepared by the nutritionist 
were made available to the nurses as an additional guide 
for food counseling of families. The nutritionist was 
available for counseling on special food problems. 
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Routine visits were made by the principal public 
health nurse to well child conferences and the parochial 
schools to evaluate procedures and the work of new 
staff nurses. 


A public health nursing staff committee developed 
and distributed to nursing supervisors and staff, guides 
on interviewing and teaching in the home and clinic. 
These were developed with the new staff nurse par- 
ticularly in mind, to help interrelate principles and the 
Department’s programs. 


DENTAL HEALTH 


A dental program review was conducted by the 
Dental Division of the Public Health Service in 1961. A 
local Dental Advisory Committee set up by the Health 
Commissioner was of assistance to the Department and 
the survey group in discussing proposed changes in 
dental services. The final report will be available early 
in 1962. The Department, nevertheless, began to 
implement recommendations for improvement in dental 
services. Plans were made to purchase new equipment 
and to refurbish many of the dental units now in oper- 
ation. It is expected that the up-to-date equipment 
needed to render more efficient and higher quality 
service will be in operation in the health units in 1962. 


In cooperation with the Dental Division of the Massa- 
chusetts Department of Public Health and the Forsyth 
Dental Infirmary, a dental caries control study involving 
approximately 800 students was inaugurated in twe 
parochial schools. The study will compare the relative 
effectiveness of two different topical fluorides in con- 
trolling dental caries. 


School children are released from class tc attend 
dental clinic, eight clinic locations being in schools and 
fifteen in the health units and substations. The public 
health nurse or a volunteer may accompany children to 
the dental clinic. But, wherever possible, parents are 
urged to do so in an attempt to have parents assume 
the responsibility they should. Routine dental activities 
are noted in the table below.

DISEASE CONTROL 


The control, detection, follow-up, and epidemiological 
study of all reportable diseases is another function of 
the Department, the Massachusetts Department of 
Public Health and other interested groups being notified 
regularly of reportable disease incidence in the city. 

The Department participated in a survey conducted 
by the Massachusetts Department of Public Health to 
determine the percentage of children entering the first 
grade in September, 1961, who had received immuniza- 
tion against smallpox, diphtheria, pertussis, tetanus, 
and polio. The results will be published by the Massa- 
chusetts Department of Public Health early in 1962. 

The ineidence of communicable disease remained 
approximately the same as in 1960, no deaths being 
reported from these diseases.

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There was one case of paralytic polio. For the third 
successive year Boston had no deaths from polio. 

There were five apparently unrelated familial out- 
breaks of typhoid fever. In three of the outbreaks the 
source was traced to typhoid carriers who have been 
located and are now under supervision. Epidemiological 
investigation of the other two outbreaks continues 
into 1962. The nationwide increase in hepatitis cases 
was noted in Boston, there being 187 resident cases as 
compared with 32 in 1960, and 132 of the 187 cases 
being reported in the last six months of the year. 

Polio immunization levels in Boston’s population 
were determined early in 1961 by a survey conducted 
with the assistance of the Public Health Service to 
pinpoint areas of the city where polio clinics should be 
held. Results indicated an increase over 1959 in 
immunization levels of all ages and socioeconomic 
groups. Segments of the population, however, were 
not well immunized, in particular nonwhite preschool 
and young adult groups and the North End young adult 
group. In March and April, therefore, the Department 
added polio inoculation clinics in the health units and 
substations. During the Evacuation Day parade on 
March 17 another opportunity to get polio shots was 
made available to Boston residents at a special clinic 
at the South Boston unit. At the United Fund Health 
and Fitness Fair in May the Massachusetts Department 
of Public Health and the Boston Health Department

jointly sponsored an exhibit. The Boston Health 
Department gave polio inoculations at the Fair with 
the new jet spray injection technique. Polio immuniza- 
tion also was regularly available in the Department’s 
well child conferences, immunization clinics, and paro- 
chial schools. Throughout the Salk inoculation program 
of early 1961 regular radio spot announcements, news 
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releases, clinic schedules, and posters with clinic loca- 
tions were prepared and distributed by health educators 
routinely throughout the city, assistance in poster 
distribution being given by the Department’s inspectors. 
A Student Civic Committee in a South Boston parochial 
elementary school also assisted in poster and _ flier 
distribution. A special television interview on polio 
was held in connection with the March 17 Evacuation 
Day parade polio clinic at the South Boston health unit. 

Intensive efforts in the tuberculosis control program 
continued during 1961. Case and death rates remained 
about the same.

The Department applied late in 1961 to the Public 
Health Service for a special project grant citing Boston 
as a critical tuberculosis area. The request was reviewed 
by the Massachusetts Department of Public Health 
and Public Health Service consultants. Funds, if 
granted, will be used to employ additional staff, to 
intensify and improve treatment and follow-up of 
known cases. 
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In tuberculosis case-finding the taking of 70 mm. 
and large X-rays continued in the health units. Per 
1,000 70 mm. X-rays taken in the units, 1.9 new cases 
were found, twenty-six in all. X-raying of special high 
incidence groups such as those in homes for transients 
continued, with a rate of more than two per 1,000 
X-rays. X-raying in penal institutions also continued, 
four new cases being found for a rate of 3.2 per 1,000 
X-rays taken. A total of 28,253 70 mm. X-rays was 
taken in 1960 as compared with 15,391 in 1961. The 
decrease was due to the discontinuation of mass X-ray- 
ing. The mobile X-ray bus was dismantled early in 
1961, the X-ray unit being placed at Deer Island, a 
penal institution. In the program of X-raying new 
hospital admissions at the Boston City Hospital, 8,913 
70 mm. X-rays yielded 10 new cases, a rate of 1.1 per 
1,000 X-rays. The increased number of X-rays taken 
in this program may be attributed to the assignment of 
a clerk to the program by the local tuberculosis as- 
sociation. The clerk routed patients directly from the 
admissions office to the X-ray unit.

The visiting by health educators of private physicians 
in areas of the city with a high incidence of tuberculosis 
continued for a brief period in 1961 and then was 
curtailed due to a lack of time available from health 
educators in the Department and the local tuberculosis 
association. 

Dorchester physicians not visited in 1960 and Jamaica 
Plain physicians were visited by health educators, 28 
physicians in all. Visits are made on an appointment 
basis, the health educator spending ten to fifteen 
minutes with each physician, explaining the tubercu- 
losis program and problem in that physician’s particular 
section of the city. A kit is left with each physician 
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containing detailed material on tuberculosis in that 
area, of the city and information on the services available 
to private physicians and their patients from the 
various agencies in the city concerned with tuberculosis 
control. 

A Mantoux tuberculin-testing program was begun 
late in 1960 and continued through early 1961. Pupils 
in all grades of South End parochial and public ele- 
mentary schools were tested, twelve schools in all. 
Statistical analysis similar to that done on the 1958 
Mantoux tuberculin-testing program again was planned 
and carried out by health educators. Because of the 
Sabin oral polio vaccine field trial and a lack of time, 
the final figures on this program will not be available 
until 1962. 

Follow-up of positive reactors and contacts in this 
program was similar to that in the 1958 tuberculin- 
testing program. A series of three letters was sent to 
the parents of all positive reactors and to all contacts, 
requesting they return for X-ray or tuberculin test, 
explaining why, and giving the location and time at 
which an X-ray or tuberculin test might be obtained at 
the South End health unit. If an individual did not 
return, a public health nursing visit was made. 

Tuberculosis patients and persons with suspected 
tuberculosis made 15,780 visits to the Department’s 
fourteen weekly tuberculosis clinics consisting of diag- 
nostic, chemotherapy, gastric, and surgical clinics. 
This compares with 14,899 such visits to the fourteen 
clinics in 1960. The physician is assisted by the public 
health nurse in these clinics. Each patient has a pre 
and post examination interview by the public health 
nurse for a review of medication, nutrition, problems, 
for medical instruction, and to be certain the patient 
understands treatment and recommendations. 

Due to illness of the social worker and transfer of the 
rehabilitation worker to another assignment, the mental 
health supervising nurse in 1961 spent a considerable 
amount of time trying to fill in for the above and to 
orient their replacements. 

Generally, the mental health supervisor tries to see 
as many as possible of the new diagnostic elinie patients 
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since they are often apprehensive and anxious. This 
furnishes an excellent opportunity for giving guidance 
and also for demonstrating some of the skills of inter- 
viewing to new staff nurses and to student nurses. 


One social worker was loaned to the city by the 
Massachusetts Department of Public Health, and a 
contract was negotiated with the local tuberculosis 
association for consultation and service in tuberculosis 
medical social work. 


In 1961 ten recalcitrant tuberculosis patients were 
sent to the Rutland Sanatorium as compared with seven 
in 1960. 


The public health nursing staff assisted in a study done 
by the Massachusetts Department of Public Health 
early in 1961 on the follow-up of a selected group of 82 
children discharged from the North Reading Sana- 
torium, Children selected were those discharged in 
both 1959 and 1960 between January 1 and June 30. 
Purpose of the study was to determine what happens 
to the patient following discharge. 


The public health nursing staff also assisted in a 
second study project. This was conducted by the 
Boston Health Department to determine the adequacy 
of the Department’s follow-up of contacts to tuber- 
culosis cases. The group selected for study consisted 
of all contacts of cases reported during 1960. Of 520 
such contacts, by January 31, 1961, 420 had been 
visited by the public health nurse and examined by the 
physician, fourteen were examined later in 1961, and 
seven were not found. 


The Tuberculosis Integrating Committee met monthly 
during the year. The committee is composed of ad- 
ministrative persons representing all agencies interested 
and participating in the control of tuberculosis in Boston. 


LABORATORY 


In January, 1961, a review of the Diagnostic and 
Milk and Chemistry Laboratories was conducted under 
the direction of the Public Health Service Communicable 
Disease Center. The survey was conducted to consider 
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consolidation of essential activities and services, revision 
of techniques, and acquisition of more modern equip- 
ment. It was recommended that present laboratory 
activities be consolidated under one supervisor, that the 
two laboratories be combined in one physically, that 
obsolete equipment be replaced and additional equip- 
ment acquired, and that necessary steps be taken for 
the safety of personnel. All laboratory activities are 
now under one supervisor, and steps will be taken in 
1962 to further implement the recommendations made. 


The laboratory carries out standard diagnostic cul- 
ture, microscopic and serological examinations of speci- 
mens submitted by physicians, hospitals, and clinics 
to verify and establish clinical findings. Reports on all 
bacteriological diagnoses are sent to the physician, 
hospital, or clinic submitting the specimens and also to 
the specific Health Division bureaus concerned. To 
assist in epidemiological procedures, findings of strepto- 
coccus, diphtheria, salmonella, and shigella are reported 
to the Section of Medical Services and tuberculosis 
findings to the Bureaus of Disease Control and Public 
Health Nursing. 


The laboratory distributes Salk vaccine and state- 
produced biologicals to fifty drugstores throughout 
the city, thereby making these readily available to 
physicians and clinics. To check on the maintenance of 
a standard of low bacteriological counts, the laboratory 
makes routine bacteriological tests on samples sub- 
mitted by the Department’s inspectors, on water 
samples from swimming pools and beaches, on swab 
rinses from restaurant utensils and equipment, and on 
milk specimens.! Since 1953 the average bacteria 
count for regular milk has come within the standards of 
Grade A milk, the count for regular milk in 1961 being 
2,800 colonies per milliliter, and 1,250 colonies per milli- 
liter for Grade A milk. The laboratory makes routine 
bacteriological tests on formula samples from hospitals.

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ENVIRONMENTAL SANITATION 


Services of the Health Division in this area are con- 
cerned with housing, food, milk, milk products, and 
general sanitation. The Division is responsible for the 
prevention, detection, and elimination of nuisances 
affecting the public’s health. 

For the first time in almost 20 years a planned and 
organized program of rodent control was undertaken 
and completed in a specific neighborhood. The exteriors 
of approximately 1,500 dwellings in the Back Bay were 
surveyed by health inspectors to determine rodent in- 
festation. The Back Bay Neighborhood Association 
cooperated and assisted in carrying out the project. A 
unique aspect of the program was the paying of exter- 
mination expenses by owners and residents of the area, 
each owner, through the efforts of the neighborhood 
association, being assessed $5 as his share in the cost of 
the program. Approximately 70 per cent of the owners 
paid this assessment. 

For continued and effective control of the rodent 
population, it will be necessary to stringently enforce 
sanitary regulations, particularly with reference to 
receptacles if a recurrence of heavy rat infestation is 
to be prevented. 

On request of the Health Commissioner, the Police 
Commissioner, assigned six police officers to the Health 
Department in September, 1961. These police officers 
worked on a city-wide basis, inspecting dwelling ex- 
teriors with special attention to enforcement of recep- 
tacle regulations, abatement of rodent infestations, and 
general clean-up. Five officers were assigned to the 
Back Bay area as a part of the rodent control program, 
enforcing sanitary regulations in order to prevent a 
recurrence of rat infestation. One officer worked with 
the Health and Public Works Departments in checking 
illegal transportation of rubbish and garbage. Police 
participation added considerably to the success of the 
environmental sanitation program. 

The Department was active in the Mayor’s year- 
round campaign for a ‘“‘Cleaner City.’ The Commis- 
sioner is a member of the Clean-up Campaign Com- 
mittee and coordinates Health Department activities 
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with campaign activities. Inspectors in the Depart- 
ment were alerted to the need for added emphasis on 
adherence to regulations regarding adequate rubbish 
receptacles. Leaflets and posters on anti-litter were dis- 
tributed to stores and restaurants. Sanitation and 
clean-up were included in the Department’s publicity 
program through radio and television spot announce- 
ments, periodic news releases, and two special radio 
broadcasts, one on rat control. The theme of the De- 
partment float in the October 12 parade was ‘‘Proper 
Disposal of Rubbish,’’ with emphasis on having an 
adequate number of containers. 

The Health Department assigns sites for dumps, in- 
cinerators, cemeteries, and noisome trades after making 
sanitary surveys, interviewing residents in the area, and 
holding public hearings. In 1961 two new areas were 
designated for cemetery purposes, and licenses subse- 
quently were granted by the City Council. 

During the year the mosquito spraying program was 
stepped up. For a number of years 4n aerial spraying 
company has been retained for mosquito control in 
West Roxbury, in an area encompassing the city dump 
and marshlands abutting the Charles River and ceme- 
tery land. Because of a spraying program conducted 
in the neighboring community of Winthrop, a mosquito 
problem arose in the Orient Heights section of East 
Boston. Two hundred acres of this section were sprayed 
to control the problem. 

To protect the Boston consumer, routine inspections 
are made to ascertain compliance with regulations for 
the maintenance of wholesome food and drink, having 
adequate refrigeration and storage, proper cleanliness of 
utensils and equipment, proper display, selling, and 
serving of food and drink, and cleanliness of employees. 

Complaints received against any of the 3,250 eating 
and drinking establishments in Boston call for immediate 
reinspection to determine any violation and bring about 
its correction. Food samples and swab rinses of eating 
utensils are obtained for bacteriological and chemical 
analyses by the laboratory. Case histories on all eating 
and drinking establishments, including appraisals and 
memoranda of inspectors, are kept on file. 
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Inspections at the fruit and produce terminals have 
limited the flow of spoiled foods into the city’s channels 
of distribution. There were 1,902,036 pounds of con- 
demned foods in 1961 due to spoilage caused by lack of 
refrigeration and poor packaging, as compared with 
3,107,197 pounds in 1960. The large amount con- 
demned in 1960, over two million pounds of which were 
vegetables, probably was due to a series of heavy frosts 
that winter. 

Work was begun on an in-service education program 
for the food service personnel of a major hospital. It is 
expected that a course on the principles and application 
of safe food service will be given in 1962 for food handlers 
in this hospital. Working with health educators, plan- 
ning for the course was begun, as was the development 
and acquisition of educational materials to be used. 


The littered streets of the market district improved 
greatly in 1961 when the Health Department inspectors 
and the Public Works and Police Departments com- 
bined efforts. An educational program was instituted 
with the pedlars in the Friday and Saturday open 
market to promote immediate disposal of garbage and 
discards by dumping into a city-owned truck parked in 
the market rather than by leaving garbage and discards 
in the streets. More strict enforcement in the proper 
storage of foods also was undertaken so that all foods 
are kept on platforms and not directly on the streets. 


Two spectacular fires, one involving a carload of 
17,000 pounds of dog food and the other 27,000 pounds 
of a specialized meat firm’s delicacies, both required 
constant surveillance by health inspectors so that the 
contaminated foodstuffs were disposed of properly and 
did not enter the channels of food distribution. 


EDUCATION 


Education of the general public goes on in many 
ways throughout the year. Routinely, news releases, 
radio and television spot announcements, and edu- 
cational materials are developed and distributed by 
health educators. In 1961 over 19,000 pieces of edu- 
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cational material were used by the Department’s 
main channels of distribution—the health units, paro- 
chial schools, and day care agencies. The Department 
works with seven Boston radio stations, four television 
channels, five daily papers, and thirty-six local papers. 
Radio spot announcements are sent monthly; television 
spots, periodically. In 1961 the Department, together 
with the Massachusetts Department of Public Health, 
participated in a special radio panel on Health Depart- 
ment services. 

Health educators gave the annual report narrative 
more extensive revision in 1961. A change of format 
had been made in 1960. Ultimate aim of the revision 
is to make the report more interesting to the general 
public and more valuable to the Department. Revision 
of the statistical section of the report has not yet been 
undertaken. 

The Department had a float in the March 17, June 
17, and October 12 parades. In each instance a basic 
unit designed by health educators and acquired by the 
Department in 1960 was used to illustrate the float’s 
theme. The unit consists of a family of three and a 
house front. The March and June theme concerned 
protecting one’s family with polio inoculations; the 
October theme, clean-up, particularly with reference 
to having an adequate number of rubbish receptacles. 

An in-service education program for parochial school 
teachers in Boston’s fifty-eight elementary parochial 
schools is developed, prepared, and conducted annually 
by the Department’s health educators. It consists of an 
hour-long meeting in each school on a particular topic, 
the 1960-1961 topic dealing with dental health and with 
the use of audio-visual aids. 

Health educators worked with a number of students 
at all levels—elementary and secondary school, college, 
and graduate school—on various types of projects 
and assignments. Other members of the Department’s 
staff also spent considerable time with students. A 
health education student spent three weeks with the 
Department in June for field training. 

- As an experiment in newer methods of teaching and 
supervision of collegiate nursing field students, a

cooperative program was initiated in the fall of 1961 
between two collegiate nursing schools and the Health 
Department. A specific program of orientation policies 
and procedures was planned, a faculty member from 
one school working with the South End health unit, 
a faculty member from the other school working with 
the Harvard Street unit. The roles of faculty members 
and nursing supervisors were clearly defined. In 
groups of three and four, nursing students from the 
two schools were assigned to these health units for a 
period of eight weeks. Under supervision the students 
were given a limited case load. An important outcome 
of the program was the more definite assumption of 
roles and functions by all with interchange and growth. 


Thirty-six nursing students from Boston City Hospital 
received four weeks of field experience with the De- 
partment. A day of orientation was given throughout 
the year to forty-one nursing students from seven 
Boston hospitals, and six masters nursing students 
spent considerable time with the Department. 


The laboratory gave varying periods of orientation 
in laboratory technique and management to students 
from the Carney, Faulkner, New England, New England 
Deaconess, and St. Elizabeth’s Hospitals. 


The Department’s public health nursing in-service 
education committee conducted three meetings during 
the year for the nursing staff. One on current drug 
therapy in tuberculosis, on request, was a repeat of a 
1960 in-service education meeting. For the in-service 
meeting dealing with the nurse as an educator, two 
special exhibits were prepared by the health educators. 
One illustrated visually, as might be done in clinic 
locations, the components of three good meals a day. 
The other displayed booklets and leaflets available 
to the nursing staff for use in their work with prenatal, 
preschool, school, adult, and older age groups. 


The third nursing in-service education meeting was 
on alcoholism. In the weeks immediately following 
this meeting the nursing staff members participated 
in case discussion groups in the districts. 
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Because of the influx of Spanish-speaking people in 
the South End, six staff nurses in this district attended 
Spanish classes. During the year three nurses were 
certified as civil defense instructors. Ten public health 
nurses and three supervising nurses also took a Mas- 
sachusetts Department of Public Health course in 
principles of epidemiology. 

Throughout the year members of the Department’s 
staff served on professional committees and participated 
in the programs and activities of professional organi- 
zations. They served as program participants, in- 
structors, consultants, and committee members for 
local groups as well. 


LICENSING 


With the assistance of the Municipal Research 
Bureau, a survey was made of fee schedules presently 
in use in Boston for licenses granted by the Health 
Department, because many needed updating to bring 
revenue more in line with the costs of rendering service. 
For the Health Division, reeommendations were sent 
to the Mayor concerning licenses for hawkers and 
pedlars, mobile canteens, food vending machines, and 
the manufacturers of frozen desserts. An ordinance 
to increase the funeral director’s license fee from $10 
to $30 was passed by the City Council on July 31 
and approved by the Mayor on August 1. Proposed 
legislation for the licensing of vending machines was 
ruled out by the General Court. 


Annually the Health Department issues directly 
licenses for such things as the manufacturing of frozen 
desserts and nonalcoholic beverages, the pasteurization 
of milk, the keeping and selling of oleomargarine, and 
licenses for pedlars, undertakers, and day care agencies. 
Over two-thirds of the licenses issued by the Health 
Division are to those keeping and selling milk, oleo- 
margarine, or ice cream. Again in 1961 there was an 
increase in the number of licenses issued for the 
manufacture of frozen desserts and a decrease in the 
number issued to sell mik. 
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Sixty-three day-care agencies were licensed in 1961. 
Inspections are made by Health Department public 
health nurses, inspectors, health educators, and the 
nutritionist, as well as by others, such as the city Fire 
and Building Departments. Inspection is concerned 
with the physical facilities and environment of these 
agencies, the meals and snacks served, the educational 
background of staff, and the program conducted for the 
children enrolled. Boston’s sixty-three day-care agencies 
are licensed to care for about 2,051 children. 


Although the Massachusetts Department of Public 
Health rather than the Boston Health Department 
issues licenses to nursing and convalescent homes, rest 
homes, and hospitals and institutions, the local Health 
Department has the responsibility for seeing that they 
meet the minimum standards set by the Massachusetts 
Department of Public Health. Home and _ hospital 
and institution licenses are renewable every two years. 
Boston has licensed ninety-three nursing and con- 
valescent homes, forty rest homes, and forty-five 
hospitals. There are approximately 3,516 beds in the 
nursing and convalescent homes and 1,102 beds in the 
rest homes. 


A new service to improve patient care in nursing 
homes was made possible in 1961 with federal-grant-in- 
aid funds from the Massachusetts Department of Public 
Health. A principal public health nurse was employed 
to provide more adequate consultation and assistance 
to nursing home personnel. 


Efforts were made to bring about a better under- 
standing by nursing and rest home operators, by other 
community agencies, and by the nursing supervisors 
and staff in the districts, of the services the public health 
nurse is ready and able to give in the care of the aged 
and chronically ill. As part of an intensive orientation 
program fifty-one of the Department’s public health 
nurses accompanied the principal public health nurse 
on nursing and convalescent and rest home inspections. 
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Special attention on these inspections was given to 
personnel, the nursing care given, equipment, and 
nutrition practices. 


During the year inspection forms for nursing and 
convalescent and rest homes were revised to be more 
useful. The Department’s nutritionist developed a form 
to be used as a guideline by the public health nurses in 
evaluating adequacy of meals served in the homes. 

A number of the home operators expressed interest 
in a refresher course for nursing personnel employed in 
the homes, and plans are under way to offer this course 
through the Red Cross in the fall of 1962.

ORGANIZATION 


Headquarters of the Division is located at Room 105, 
City Hall Annex, Boston, Massachusetts. The office is 
open from 9 to 5 daily, Monday through Friday. The 
telephone number is LA 3—5100, Extension 458 or 459. 
The present force consists of a sealer, a chief deputy 
sealer, 13 deputy sealers, a heavy motor equipment 
operator and a principal clerk. A six months leave of 
absence and a death have resulted in two deputy sealer 
vacancies. At present the positions are filled on a 
provisional basis pending the establishment of an 
eligible list from which permanent appointments will 
be made. 


GENERAL DUTIES 


The general duties of the sealer and deputies are set 
forth in the General Laws of Massachusetts, Chapters 
94, 98, and 101 and in the rules and regulations issued 
by the Director of Standards of the Commonwealth of 
Massachusetts. 

Briefly, they state the requirements regarding the 
sealing, adjusting, or condemning of all weighing or 
measuring devices found in commercial use. Sealers 
are authorized to enforce the laws pertaining to the 
giving of false weight or measure; the laws relative to the 
licensing of hawkers, pedlars and transient vendors; 
the examination of coal as to quality; the weighing of 
coal for sale; the inspection of containers, the size, shape 
and dimensions of which are established by law; the 
investigation of complaints and the prosecution of 
violations when the evidence warrants such action. 

The work of the Division is divided into two parts, 
mechanical and supervisory. The mechanical work 
consists of the testing, adjusting, sealing or condemning 
of all weighing or measuring devices found in com- 
mercial use. In this city it varies from railroad track 
scales with a capacity of 200 tons down to balances 
found in the hospitals and drug stores weighing quanti- 
ties of less than one half a grain or 1/14,000 of a lb. 
Also included in the devices tested and sealed are 
liquid dispensing meters that deliver 1,000 gallons of 
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liquid petroleum products a minute. To accurately 
test this type of device the Division is having a test tank 
built which has a capacity of 1,700 gallons, that will 
be placed in service in the spring of 1962. 

In recent years new methods of merchandising have 
come into general use. At one time most weighing and 
measuring took place in the presence of both the buyer 
and the seller. Each had the opportunity to assure 
himself that the quantity of the product being 
bought and sold was that agreed upon. Today all that 
is changed. Almost all our food and many other com- 
modities are sold in prepackaged form. 

The supervisory portion of our work consists of the 
reweilghing and or remeasuring of items that now appear 
in package form to see that correct quantities are being 
received by consumers. In addition, the Division per- 
forms inspection work on the equipment previously 
sealed to see that it is properly used and to prevent 
carelessness, dishonesty or the use of faulty devices 
which if allowed to continue would result in shortages 
on all consumer purchases. 

With the cost of living increasing month by month it 
can be truly said that every weighing or measuring 
device used in the buying or selling of any of the neces- 
sities of life is a money machine. Ounces and pounds, 
quarts, and gallons are really dollars and cents. 

It is through our supervisory program that the real 
purpose of a weights and measures department or di- 
vision is realized; i.e., that equity shall prevail in all 
transactions involving weighing or measuring devices.

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IV. LITIGATION 
A. SUPREME JUDICIAL COURT 


The following cases in which the Corporation Counsel 
represented the City or its officials were decided by the 
Supreme Judicial Court during the year: 


Kelley v. Contributory Retirement Appeal Board, 341 
Mass. 611. A member of the State-Boston Retirement 
System applied to be retired for accidental disability. 
A medical panel certified: ‘‘We are of the opinion that 
the disability . . . isnot the natural and proximate 
result of the accident or hazard undergone on account 
of which the retirement is claimed.” The Boston 
Retirement Board denied retirement; and the Con- 
tributory Retirement Appeal Board dismissed the ap- 
plicant’s appeal to it. Upon petition for judicial review, 
the Superior Court set aside the action of the appeal 
board and ordered it to hear the merits. The Boston 
Retirement Board appealed the Superior Court’s decision 
to the Supreme Judicial Court, which decided: (1) that 
the applicant had a right to have her appeal heard by 
the appeal board so that, had the appeal board been 
right in its conclusion, it should have affirmed the 
decision of the Boston board instead of dismissing the 
appeal; (2) that the medical panel’s certificate was 
improper because it was of the ultimate fact of causal 
connection, whereas it should have been whether the 
disability ‘‘“might be the natural and proximate result”’; 
(3) that the appeal board should remand the case to 
the Boston board for a medical panel certificate in 
proper form; and (4) that the appeal board may not 
affirm the decision of a local retirement board on a 
negative medical panel certificate without giving the 
applicant an opportunity to show illegal action on the 
part of the medical panel; but that the applicant does 
not have an opportunity for a retrial of the medical 
facts before the appeal board, where there has been a 
determination of them by the medical panel, applying 
proper procedures and correct principles of law. 


Weiner v. Boston, 1961 Mass. Adv. Sh. 245. On 
December 22, 1955, at the plaintiff’s request, the Mayor 
of Boston as the retiring authority under G. L. ec. 32, 
ss. 56 to 60, inclusive, purported to retire the plaintiff 
as a veteran who had been in the service of the City for 
a total period of more than thirty years in the aggregate. 
The City Auditor refused to recognize the retirement, 
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contending that the plaintiff was not a veteran within 
the meaning of the governing statutes as in force at 
the time of the plaintiff's purported retirement. On 
December 17, 1917, while studying medicine at Harvard 
University’s Medical School, the plaintiff had enlisted 
in the Enlisted Reserve Corps of the Army of the United 
States, from which he was honorably discharged on 
December 23, 1918, without ever having been on active 
duty. It was held: (1) that an action of contract to 
recover instalments of the pension was a correct method 
to test the validity of the retirement; (2) that the 
Mayor’s approval of plaintiff’s request was not con- 
clusive; (3) that the City had a right to defend itself 
against the plaintiff’s claim; (4) that recognition of the 
plaintiff as a veteran by the Division of Civil Service 
did not estop the City to deny his status as a veteran; 
and (5) that the plaintiff was not a veteran because he 
had not ‘‘served in the army”’. 


Crowley v. Boston, 1961 Mass. Adv. Sh. 557. This 
was an action of contract to recover an alleged balance 
due on compensation for services between April 2, 1952 
and August 4, 1955. The controversy stemmed from 
the establishment of a civil service job classification 
plan and a correlative compensation plan. A notice 
sent by the Director of Civil Service on June 23, 1952, 
had allowed fourteen days to request a review of the 
job allocation specified therein; but the plaintiff did 
not request such review until October 20, 1954, more 
than two years later and the Civil Service Commission 
did not give notice of plaintiff’s reallocation until 
August 5, 1955. This presented the question whether 
the plaintiff was entitled to retroactive compensation. 
The Supreme Judicial Court held he was because the 
notice of June 28, 1952, was not a part of or prescribed 
by the classification plan; but since at no time prior 
to March 27, 1956, did the plaintiff’s department head 
in a writing to the Mayor recommend an increment or 
certify that the plaintiff’s service had been satisfactory, 
plaintiff was entitled to no more than initial adjustment 
to the compensation plan and to interest on such 
adjustment only from the date of the writ. 


Singarella v. Boston, 1961 Mass. Adv. Sh. 601. This 
was an action for the breach of an asserted contract for 
the construction of a sewerage system for the Long 
Island Hospital. The Superior Court had directed a 
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verdict for the defendant on the plaintiff’s opening. 
The opening was to the effect that the trustees in charge 
of the hospital, after considering bids invited by ad- 
-vertisement, had voted to request permission from the 
Mayor to award the contract to the plaintiff and had 
written the Mayor accordingly; that the Mayor had 
endorsed his approval on such letter which impliedly 
_ had attached thereto at the time the proposed contract 
document; and that the trustees had subsequently 
signed the contract document. The Supreme Judicial 
Court decided that the Mayor’s approval of the contract 
prior to its execution was sufficient to bind the City, 
‘since St. 1890, c. 418, s. 6, as amended, does not re- 
quire approval of an executed contract. 


Boston v. Gordon, 1961 Mass. Adv. Sh. 835. This 
opinion of the Supreme Judicial Court involved two 
actions of contract to collect certain real estate taxes. 
The questions presented were the extent to which the 
actions were barred (1) by the statute of limitations 
and (2) by a tax title foreclosure. The six year statute 
of limitations contained in G. L. c. 260, s. 2, was held 
applicable. It was further adjudged that the tax 
title foreclosure did not bar taxes which were not 
certified to the tax title account until after foreclosure 
and that the foreclosure of the tax title operated to 
discharge the liabilities then reflected in the tax title 
account only to the extent of the fair market value of 
the locus on the date of the foreclosure decree, so that 
competent opinion evidence of fair market value was 
admissible and also evidence of sale price. The Supreme 
Judicial Court noted, in addition, that the fair market 
value of the locus was to be applied to the taxes in the 
tax title account in the chronological order of their 
commitment to the collector. 


O’ Malley v. Public Improvement Commission of Boston, 
1961 Mass. Adv. Sh. 877. On April 13, 1960, following 
the decision in O’Malley v. Commissioner of Public 
Works of Boston, 340 Mass. 542, the Public Improve- 
ment Commission levied under St. 1897, c. 426, s. 7A, 
sewer assessments on fifteen parcels of land some of 
which had been connected to the common sewers of 
the City as far back as September 11, 1957. The 
Supreme Judicial Court construed the statute not to 
permit a sewer assessment in excess of the special 
benefit conferred on the assessed property and so as 
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constitutional. It also decided that all assessments 
were seasonably made. It further said that the City’s 
ownership interest in the parcels, either as holder of 
a tax title or by tax title foreclosure, when it paid for 
the sewers, did not make the City an ‘‘owner of”’ an 
“estate [who] has paid for such sewer” within the 
meaning of the statute. 


Attorney General v. Depariment of Public Utilities, 
1961 Mass. Adv. Sh. 921. The Boston Terminal Cor- 
poration petitioned the Department of Public Utili- 
ties for approval as to reasonableness of an amended 
operating agreement with respect to the South Station, 
and for approval of the execution, delivery and per- 
formance of a purchase and sale agreement. The 
principal question was whether the Department of 
Public Utilities had a right to grant its approval without 
the prospective purchaser being a party to the proceeding. 
In the opinion of the Supreme Judicial Court, it did. 

Essex-Lincoln Garage, Inc. v. Boston, 1961 Mass. Adv. 
Sh. 979. After the Real Property Board had leased a 
public. off-street parking facility, the Boston Traffic 
Commission changed the traffic pattern in the vicinity 
of the facility. To the question whether continuance 
of the traffic pattern existing at the time the lease was 
signed was an implied condition of the lease, the Supreme > 
Judicial Court answered no, there being no reason to 
believe that an underlying implied condition was left 
unexpressed. That Court further stated that the so- 
called doctrine of frustration did not apply, because 
it is well known that trafhe regulations are subject 
to change. 


Elmer v. Board of Zoning Adjustment of Boston, 
1961 Mass. Adv. Sh. 1063. The Board of Zoning 
Adjustment changed two areas in the Back Bay from 
a residential eighty-foot height zone to a residential — 
one hundred and fifty-five foot height zone: (a) an area 
on the water side of Beacon Street between Embank- 
ment Road and Dartmouth Street, and (6b) an area — 
comprising the two sides ot Commonwealth Avenue ~ 
between Arlington Street and a line one hundred feet 
west of Dartmouth Street. The Superior Court an- — 
nulled this action as spot zoning. Upon the Board’s ap- 
peal, the Supreme Judicial Court adjudged: (/) that the 
Board’s vote was not invalid because taken at an 
executive session following deliberations at executive 
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sessions, of which no notice had been given in compliance 
with G. L. c. 39, s. 23A; (2) that a ‘‘ Key to Districts” 
on a certain map mentioned in Boston’s zoning act 
did not establish the only combinations of use and bulk 
districts which the Board of Zoning Adjustment may 
apply in making district boundary changes; and (3) 
that the particular changes in controversy did not 
constitute ‘‘spot zoning’’. 


Dodge v. Prudential Insurance Company of America, 
1961 Mass. Adv. Sh. 1473. In this bill for declaratory 
relief the Supreme Judicial Court, in addition to adopt- 
ing as decisions opinions the Justices had expressed in 
Opinion of the Justices, 341 Mass. 760, held that the 
provisions for judicial review in St. 1960, c. 652, s. 13, 
are constitutionally adequate, and that a redevelopment 
authority’s findings that a project area is a blighted 
open area and the purpose of a project is predominantly 
public are assailable only on petition for ‘a writ of 
certiorari. This decision fulfilled the last remaining 
condition precedent to resumption of work on Pru- 
dential Center. 


B. FEDERAL AND STATE 
ADMINISTRATIVE TRIBUNALS 


1. DEPARTMENT OF PusB.uic UTILITIES 


During 1961, this department screened approxi- 
mately twenty-two public utility cases, and when the 
City’s interests warranted, entered an appearance on 
behalf of the City and participated at the hearing. 


2. CIVIL SERVICE 


This department handled 75 hearings given to em- 
ployees by the various department heads under the 
Civil Service laws. 

This department represented department heads in 12 
cases appealed to the Civil Service Commission by City 
employees. 


3. MISCELLANEOUS 


An Assistant Corporation Counsel was specially as- 
signed to provide legal counsel to the Government 
Center Commission created by Chapter 624 of the Acts 
of 1958.

G. CONTRACT CASES 


Two contract cases were tried during the year, re- 
sulting in plaintiff’s verdicts totaling $2,027.47. Three 
ntract cases were settled before trial at a total cost 
of $19,353.98; and one was settled during trial for 
$19, 000. 
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H. LAND DAMAGE CASES 


Twenty-four land damage cases were disposed of 
during 1961. 

Fifteen cases arose from the taking of land for street 
purposes, thirteen of which were settled in sums totaling 
$22,105, and two were disposed of by ‘‘neither party” 
agreements. 

- Three cases arising from the taking of land for off-street 
parking purposes were disposed of by the payment of 
an aggregate sum of $8,809.05. 

Six cases arising from the taking of land for school pur- 
poses were settled in the aggregate amount of $61,770.91. 


I. CITY EMPLOYEE SUITS 


Sixty-nine suits involving city employees were 
disposed of during the year 1961; nine were settled for 
sums totaling $6,600; thirty-six were tried resulting 
in verdicts totaling $19,135.02; four were settled during 
trial for a total of $25,739.50; four were settled during 
trial before auditors for a total of $8,975; four were 
tried before auditors resulting in findings totaling 
$4,319.80; ten defendant’s verdicts were entered; one 
was disposed of by discontinuance, and one by a “‘neither 
party’’ agreement. 


J. MISCELLANEOUS CASES 


In 1961 four petitions for writs of mandamus were 
disposed of, two by discontinuance and two by denial. 
Two petitions for writs of certiorari were dismissed;

A. REAL ESTATE 
Sales, Leases, Licenses — City-Owned Properties 

During the year 1961 the Conveyancing Section 
of the department prepared 10 deeds, 4 leases, 9 City 
Council orders, 5 licenses, 17 agreements, and 3 opinions. 

This section of the department conducted numerous 
title examinations and examined many deeds, leases, 
plans and other instruments, conferring with and re- 
porting to public officers interested therein. 


B. EMINENT DOMAIN 
Laying Out and Construction of Public Highways 
The Conveyancing Section during the year prepared 
instruments in settlement of 131 petitions for land 
takings and damages to property resulting from the 
laying out and construction of public highways involving 
payments of $32,897.69. 


C. LAND COURT 


The City of Boston is a party respondent to all 
petitions filed with the Land Court for registration 
of title to lands within the territorial limits of the city. 
During the year the office appeared in this court and 
- examined all petitions and papers filed therewith, pre- 
paring many answers to said petitions and documents 
and stipulations affecting the land and title sought to 
be registered. 


D. PROBATE COURT 


During the year appearances were made in numerous 
cases in the Probate Court in matters affecting the City 
of Boston in its capacity as a public charitable trustee.

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INTRODUCTION 


The Department of Parks and Recreation had its 
beginning with the appointment of the first Board of 
Park Commissioners on July 8, 1875, under the title 
‘‘Park Department.”? The Board consisted of three 
members who served without compensation. As thus 
constituted, the department continued up to 1913, when 
by provision of Chapter 10, Ordinances of 1912, it was 
merged with the Public Grounds, Bath and Music 
Departments, under the name of Park and Recreation 
Department. The Commissioners were appointed by 
the Mayor for a term of three years, one term expiring 
each year. The Chairman was a paid city official, in 
charge of the operation of the department. The other 
two members served without compensation. 


In 1920 the Cemetery Department was merged with 
the Park and Recreation Department, and the title was 
changed to Park Department. On May 1, 1954, the 
department became the Parks and Recreation Depart- 
ment under the provisions of Chapter 2, Ordinances of 
1954. The Board of Parks and Recreation Commis- 
sioners was increased to five members. 


Under the latest ordinance, the Commissioner of 
Parks and Recreation becomes the active head of the 
department with power of authority far beyond that 
which existed when the Board consisted of three mem- 
bers (Sections 36-42, inclusive, Chapter 2, Ordinances 
of 1954). The Commissioners meet as required on call 
from the Chairman. 


The department is responsible for the maintenance 
and improvement of approximately 2,702 acres of parks 
and playgrounds. Included in this area are the follow- 
ing facilities: a general office building; 122 playgrounds 
and play areas, 47 of which have field houses; 20 parks, 
large and small; 2 service yards containing offices, 
mechanics’ shops, storehouse and garage; a recreation 
office building; 13 indoor recreation centers; 16 public 
bath houses; 2 public golf courses (18 holes); 3 public 
bathing beaches with bathhouses in which are 2 solaria; 
4 swimming pools (2 indoor and 2 outdoor); 85 public 
squares; 14 greenhouses; 19 cemeteries (3 active, 16 in- 
active or historic); 108 miles of parkways, driveways, 
walks, and paths; 131 acres of ponds and rivers; and the 
care and maintenance of all trees on city streets, parks, 
and playgrounds. 


PARKS AND RECREATION DEPARTMENT 3 


The department organizes, promotes, and conducts a 
city-wide recreation program for all age groups with 
special emphasis on youth programs. 

This report summarizes briefly the efforts of the 
Parks and Recreation Commission and the staff of the 
department to maintain a high standard in essential 
services and to expand the facilities of our park system 
to meet the needs of the department within our appro- 
priation allowances. 

In this report there is no particular attention given 
to the extensive maintenance responsibilities of the 
Parks and Recreation Department. Reference to the 
introductory section of this report will indicate the large 
number of areas, buildings, etc., that require most of 
the time of our staff. It should be apparent that much 
of our appropriation is expended for the maintenance 
and improvement of parks, gardens, park and recrea- 
tion buildings, mechanics’ shops, golf courses, ceme- 
teries, etc. Proper maintenance is the key to efficient 
service. We are confining this report to major work 
accomplished in 1961, all of which is substantially out- 
side the area of general maintenance. 


MAJOR ACCOMPLISHMENTS IN 1961 OF 
PARKS AND RECREATION DEPARTMENT 


PARKS AND PLAYGROUND IMPROVEMENTS 


Boston Common: During the current year restoration 
and repair of the Robert Gould Shaw Memorial opposite 
the State House. This is one of the outstanding memo- 
rials not only in Boston, but in the entire country, and 
one that is visited annually by thousands of visitors 
within our city gates. The restoration was completed 
at a cost of $18,300. Repairs and replacements of park 
benches were completed at a cost of $9,428. 

Arnold Arboretum: At this famous garden spot in 1961 
we continued our program of the asphalt surfacing of 
roadways. This work was done at a cost of $12,670. 
Park benches were repaired and replaced at a cost of 
$4,113.58. This world-famous garden, wherein grows 
every type of tree and shrub that will thrive in the New 
England climate, is owned by the City of Boston. The 
Parks and Recreation Department is responsible for 
the walks, roadways, benches, etc. The entire operation 
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of this famous area — trees, shrubs, plantings of all kinds, 
greenhouses, buildings, etc. — is under the care, custody, 
and control of the Fellows of Harvard University. 

Franklin Park, West Roxbury: At the Seaver Street 
Entrance to Franklin Park a new children’s play area 
was constructed. The area was graded, seeded; new 
type of playground equipment installed; special seats for 
mothers of small children using the area; asphalt surfac- 
ing; and the area enclosed with a chain-link fence at a 
cost of $16,960.46. 

Central Square, East Boston: For the first time in 
many years major rehabilitation work was done at this 
central location in the East Boston District. The park 
was entirely graded, new sod placed, seven new trees 
planted, fountain relocated, flowers planted, new fence 
and gates, benches, etc., at a cost of $16,199.17. 

John W. Murphy Playground, Jamaica Plain: Recon- 
ditioning and renewal project on this playground, which 
has caused much favorable comment. The entire area 
has been landscaped, new ball fields laid out for softball 
and hardball, 2 new backstops, seats, benches, fountain, 
34 trees planted and in general a major rehabilitation 
job at a cost of $39,522.50. 

James F. Healy Playground, Washington St., Roslin- 
dale: We have landscaped an older section of the play- 
ground, planting thereon twenty-four new trees, in- 
stalling a new fountain and benches for spectators; 
reconditioned softball diamond; erected a new backstop; 
constructed a new outfield fence; and did other work at a 
cost of $21,302.50. 


Buildings, Etc. 


West Newton Street, South End: An entire new play 
area is being constructed at the site of the former Girls’ 
High School Building. The proposed play area develop- 
ment will include asphalt surfacing, seeding in certain 
areas, the planting of twenty-two maple trees, new 
benches, curbing, interior fencing, and chain-link fencing 
enclosing the entire area, consisting of a new modern 
shelter building with meeting-room, sanitaries, basket- 
ball courts, etc. In general this will be a modern, small 
playground area, in the center of a highly congested 
residential area. This work will be done at a cost of 
approximately $82,000. 
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Parkways, Roadways, and Walks 
During the year repairs to the above areas within the 
Parks and Recreation Department were completed at a 
cost of $20,296.14. 


Greenhouses, Franklin Park 


These structures were repaired and painted at a cost 
of $8,104.65. 

Recreation 

Our recreation program and what this department 
accomplished for all groups, from the youngest to the 
Golden Age, is well known in the United States. As in 
former years we have conducted our city-wide basketball, 
baseball, handball, and football programs in all sections 
of the city. Thousands of persons competed in all these 
sports, which are set up in junior varsity and senior 
varsity park leagues. 

During the summer season we staffed playgrounds, 
play areas, and schoolyards with young men and women 
instructors, most of whom were college graduates or 
upper classmen in college, who directed workshop pro- 
grams, sports, games, athletics, handcrafts, music, etc. 

Under the supervision of skilled instructors we con- 
ducted a program for handicapped and retarded chil- 
dren, at South Boston’s Castle Island, at the Tileston 
School, and in Brighton, where these children learned to 
run and play and do many things their parents believed 
they could not do. 

Cummings Estate, Woburn: Far removed from the 
crowded tenement districts, children from the most 
congested sections of the city planted and raised many 
vegetables and expertly cultivated the plots of ground 
assigned to them. This project is a Joint operation of 
the Parks and Recreation Department and the School 
Department. 

Cemeteries 

Grading, road improvements, and development of 
new areas within our three active cemeteries, Mount 
Hope in Roslindale, Fairview in Hyde Park, and Ever- 
green in Brighton, were completed at a cost of approxi- 
mately $39,000. Some roadways were reconstructed and 
resurfaced, and new areas for burials were developed in 
which were installed concrete grave liners. The cost of 
these grave liners is returned to the city when the 
burial lots are sold. 
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Tree Planting 


New Trees: Approximately 400 new trees were planted 
on streets throughout the city. Some were to replace 
trees destroyed by storms or removed because of 
diseased condition, and others were planted on new 
streets recently constructed. This work was done at a 
cost of $13,150. In order to keep pace with the great 
loss of trees throughout the city we hope to continue 
planting from 500 to 1,000 new trees each year. 


Faneuil Hall 


One of our greatest accomplishments during the year 
was the cleaning and sandblasting of Faneuil Hall — 
one of the most famous historical buildings in the 
United States. The building has been restored to its 
original condition, and with the construction of the new 
Government Center this building will attain its proper 
prominence in the city. Older buildings and the 
general area do not set off this landmark of American 
liberty. 


Transfer and Acquisition of Properties 


Malden Street, South End: Several years ago this 
small park area containing one fifth of an acre was 
presented to the city by His Eminence, the late William 
Cardinal O’Connell. The area has never been developed 
and in August, 1961, it was returned to His Eminence 
Richard Cardinal Cushing, Archbishop of Boston. 


Roberts Playground, Dorchester: A small corner of this 
playground, not used for any playground purpose, was 
sold to the Roberts Post American Legion, containing 
1,676 square feet. This was sold with the approval of 
the City Council and the Mayor. The Post plans to 
erect upon this site and an additional area a modern 
building which will bring in taxes to the city government. 


Park Roadways Under Public Works Department: 
During 1961 the following park roadways were trans- 
ferred to the care, custody, and control, of the Public 
Works Department of the City of Boston: Common- 
wealth Avenue from Beacon Street to Kenmore Street; 
Columbia Road, Dorchester, from Edward Everett 
Square to Moseley Street; and Avenue Louis Pasteur, 
Back Bay, from the Fenway to Longwood Avenue.

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Comment 


I hereby submit the annual report of the Suffolk 
County House of Correction for the year 1961. Every 
effort was made to keep expenditures to a minimum, and, 
aided by an abnormally low inmate average count of 
507, it was again possible to return a considerable 
portion of the amount appropriated for 1961. The 
expenditures for the year were $58,366.32 lower than the 
amount appropriated. 

The following surplus laundry machinery was ob- 
tained from the Dover Street Municipal Baths and was 
installed at Deer Island entirely by prison labor: one 
4-pocket washing machine, 1 drier, and one 6-roll flat 
work mangle. This extra equipment enables the 
laundry department of the institution to clean and 
process clothing, bedding, and other institution ma- 
terials, and to perform laundry service for other city 
departments. 

A tractor was purchased with funds provided by the 
equipment loan. This much-needed piece of equipment 
was of great assistance in keeping open the roads of the 
institution during snowstorms. 

The inmates of the institution donated 1,247 pints of 
blood to the Red Cross during 1961, again proving the 


worth of the statute granting a deduction of five days 


from sentences for each pint of blood donated. 

The Alcoholics Anonymous group at the institution 
has held weekly meetings from September to June, 
these meetings being addressed by representatives from 
the various Greater Boston groups of this very beneficial 
organization. First-run movies are shown on Sundays 
and holidays, and daily softball games are conducted 


_ during the summer months. Inmate recreation during 


leisure periods consists of basketball, handball, volley 
ball, horse shoes, ping pong, checkers, dominoes, and 


various other games. 


I am most grateful to the chaplains assigned to the 


institution for their continuing cooperation in caring for 


the spiritual and temporal needs of the inmates, and 
to the Salvation Army and the Guild of Our Lady of 
Ransom for their donations and aid given to inmates 


‘during the year, and especially at the Christmas season.

In compliance with the provisions of Section 24 of 
Chapter 3 of the Revised Ordinances of 1947, I respect- 
fully submit herewith the annual report of the Public 
Works Department and the Public Improvement Com- 
mission for the year ending December 31, 1961. 


Public Works embraces the many services vital to 
the economic growth of Boston, and the convenience 
of the citizens, namely, highway, water, sewer and 
sanitation. 


PROGRAMS 


To efficiently carry on the functions of the various 
activities of the department, programs are channeled 
through the following agencies: 
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CENTRAL OFFICE 


The Central Office is composed of three sections: an 
Administrative Branch in charge of the Department 
Executive Secretary, a Maintenance Branch in charge 
of the Director of Transportation, and a Permit Branch 
in charge of a Supervisor of Permits. 


The Administrative Branch function included the anal- 
ysis and processing of departmental correspondence, pur- 
chase-supply requisitions, service orders, contracts, pay- 
rolls, personnel requirements, bookkeeping and filing, 
and provided all services required by the Public Im- 
provement Commission. 


The Maintenance Branch provided for the repair 
and maintenance of the departmental automotive equip- 
ment; supervision of and maintenance of all depart- 
mental buildings and property; operation of four garages; 
operation of departmental blacksmith shop, a sweeper 
repair shop, and a building maintenance shop; and the 
twenty-four-hour operation of a two-way radio station 
and switchboard capable of handling any emergency. 
The Maintenance Branch provided for the care of 400 
units ranging from passenger cars to fifteen-ton dump 
trucks. A stock room inventory of approximately 
$50,000 worth of automotive parts is maintained. A 
monthly schedule of vehicle inspection and lubrication 
is maintained. A one-story garage containing 8,200 
square feet of floor space is used for general repair 
work, stock room, lubritorium, and dispensing of 
gasoline. A two-story garage with a floor area of 22,000 
square feet is used for live storage of vehicles and dis- 
pensing gasoline. In Dorchester, a one-story building 
with a floor area of 8,800 square feet is used for auto- 
motive repairs and garaging vehicles. In West Roxbury, 
a one-story garage, with a floor area of 8,400 square feet 
is used for repair work and vehicle storage. The Main- 
tenance Branch replaced a major portion of the auto- 
motive fleet by the purchase of new equipment amount- 
ing to $683,525 from the equipment loan; $83,323 from 
department budget funds; and $299,410 from snow 
removal funds. Fifty new two-way radios were ordered 
to be paid in part from civil defense funds, to make 90

installations, which will coordinate all activities of the 
Public Works Department. A closed circuit teletype 
system now links the central office, radio base and ten 
district yards, so that any emergency may now be 
handled with the ultimate dispatch. Modern lighting 
fixtures have been installed in repair shops. Driver 
training programs are being maintained. 

The Permit Branch issued all permits under the 
jurisdiction of the department and collected the fees 
for such permits. These totaled $188,267.30. A total 
of 14,680 permits were issued. 


ENGINEERING DIVISION 


The Engineering Division furnished engineer and 
planning of all projects of the department. The divi- 
sion is organized in four sections: Administrative, Plan- 
ning and Programming, Survey, and Design. 

The Administrative Section processed and main- 
tained records of personnel, supplies, reproductions, 
correspondence, and engineering costs. The reproduc- 
tion unit of this section furnished 24,723 photostats; 
563 blueprints; 31,155 ozalids; 382 auto-positives; and 
96 stock cards. The photographic unit processed 3,406 
negatives, 1,750 4 inch by 5 inch prints and 1,656 
8 inch by 10 inch prints. 


The Planning Section provided planning, preparation, 
and programming of all engineering projects of the 
department, involving highway, bridge, sewer, sanita- 
tion, water and street lighting facilities. Work of this 
section also included coordination with other agencies, 
as Redevelopment Authority, Housing Authority, De- 
partment of Public Works of the Commonwealth, and 
the Public Improvement Commission. Hight Chapter 90 
streets, with a total length of 29,196 linear feet were ad- 
vertised at an estimated cost of $793,087. Engineering 
preparation was made on five other Chapter 90 streets, 
14,673 linear feet in length, at an estimated cost of 
$436,500. 

The Survey Section made surveys and plans in con- 
nection with (a) laying-out, widening, design, and con- 
struction of highways, (b) takings by eminent domain, 
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(c) discontinuance of public highways, (d) sidewalk 
assessments, and (e) specific repairs. Lines and grades 
for construction of public works were made; staking out 
and setting bounds; surveys and plans were made for 
major developments, as were surveys and plans of city- 
owned land. Twenty-four surveys and plans were made 
for the laying out of 2.54 miles of public highways. 
Seventy land court plans were checked, 30 surveys were 
made and reports filed on flooding conditions of high- 
ways. Sewer profiles were made for 0.8 miles of sewers. 
One hundred and twenty-three surveys and plans were 
made for twenty miles of highway reconstruction. 
Seven surveys and plans were made for widening and 
relocation of 1.5 miles of public highways. One survey 
and plan was made for discontinuance of 0.04 miles of 
highway. ‘Twenty surveys and plans were made for 
sewer easements totaling 2 miles. Three sewer assess- 
ment plans were made. Twenty-nine profiles for high- 
way construction were made involving 3.6 miles. Nine 
sidewalk assessment plans were made involving 0.75 
miles. Six surveys and plans were made for minimum 
requirement pavements involving 0.53 miles. Surveys 
and plans were made for 12.2 miles of specific repairs and 
widenings. Thirty streets, a total of 4.00 miles were 
staked out. Three thousand feet of boundary lines be- 
tween Boston and contiguous towns were staked. A 
topographical survey and plan was made for the Hos- 
pital Department; three were made for the Fire Depart- 
ment; one for the Park Department; one for the Law 
Department; one for the Real Property Department; 
one for the Library Department; and one for the Build- 
ing Department. 


The Design Section functioned in the preparation of 
all plans, estimates, specifications, and contract forms 
relating to the design and construction of highway, 
sewer, and water facilities; preparation of designs, plans, 
specifications required for proposed structures and 
appurtenances as required by the operating divisions; 
design of grades for highway and sewerage works; check- 
ing all plot plans submitted to the Building Department 
for approval as to correct grades for sewer and water 
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facilities; checking proposed construction over sewer 
easements; making tracings of all plans prepared by the 
Survey Section; preparation of maps, plans, and charts 
required by the department; and making estimates and 
preliminary plans for the Public Improvement Com- 
mission. 


During the year, this section completed plans, esti- 
mates, and specifications for highway construction 
estimated at a cost of $92,808; for highway reconstruc- 
tion estimated to cost $1,532,551; sewerage works esti- 
mated to cost $267,939; water works estimated to cost 
$246,261; bridge repairs $7,730. This section completed 
designs, estimates, construction plans, and specifica- 
tions for 38 public works contracts. Studies were 
made of four drainage areas for future sewerage and 
surface drainage works. 


The new Engineering Division is now operating as an 
efficient unit. The shortage of qualified engineers is 
being felt, however, and will be a handicap until wage 
schedules in public employment approach similar rates 
in private industry. 


HigHway DIVISION 


The Highway Division is comprised of three sec- 
tions; Construction, Maintenance, and Street Lighting, 
and supervises or performs all the services incidental to 
the construction of streets and sidewalks, highway 
maintenance, snow removal, street cleaning, and catch 
basin cleaning; the operation and maintenance of 
bridges and foot passageway; and the installation and 
maintenance of street lights. 


The Construction Section supervised the construction 
or reconstruction of 62 streets at a contract price of 
$988,208.95 and $358,264.70 was expended for con- 
struction and reconstruction of two bridges. Chap- 
ter 90 projects completed during the year were West 
Broadway from Dorchester avenue to Dorchester street; 
Commonwealth avenue from Warren street to Chest- 
nut Hill avenue; Beacon street from Kenmore square 
to Brookline line; Centre street from Grove street to 
Dedham line; Fairmount avenue from River street to 
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Truman highway; River street from Wood avenue to 
Fairmount avenue; West street from River street 
to Hyde Park avenue, at a contract price of $796,930.73. 


The Maintenance Section performed sidewalk and 
roadway repairs on and cleaned and flushed 758 miles 
of streets; cleaned 2,580 catch basins; maintained and 
operated 7 drawbridges and 83 other bridges. By 
authority of Chapter 490 of the Acts of 1960, the 
so-called Charlestown High Bridge was authorized to 
operate as a fixed span and the draw was welded shut. 
In April of this year, the responsibility of installing and 
maintaining street signs was transferred to the Traffic 
Department. 


The Street Lighting Section has custody of all street 
lights in the city. The section used 175 orders for the 
installation of modern lighting fixtures in conjunction 
with our program of installing modern units on roadways 
to be reconstructed. These orders covered the installa- 
tion of 1,325 modern units to replace obsolete types on 
both major and residential streets. Thus, 18.6 miles of 
residential streets and 12.6 miles of major highways 
were equipped with modern lighting fixtures. 


The Highway Division supervised the work of 
snow plowing and removal at a total expenditure of 
$1,749,694.80. A new approach was made to the prob- 
lem of getting enough hired equipment to meet the 
requirements during major storms. Each year it has 
become increasingly difficult to obtain the required 
equipment directly from the individual owners. It was 
equally difficult to control the time that the equipment 
so hired, reported to the site of the work. This ar- 
rangement created the weakest link in the plowing 
operation. 


This year, contracts were awarded for removing 
snow and furnishing labor and equipment to supple- 
ment city forces. One contract was awarded for each 
district. The contractors in all districts were required 
to furnish equipment for plowing or removing snow. 
Performance and payment bonds were included in these 
contracts. All hired equipment was identified by a 
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large sticker placed on each piece of equipment. The 
results were highly successful, and critical time was 
saved at the height of the emergency. 


A telephone answering service was installed in all 
district yard telephones. This service enabled the 
district supervisors to concentrate on their work while 
their telephone calls were being handled intelligently 
at the main headquarters. 

Six hundred litter baskets were purchased, two hun- 
dred being of the pole mounted type. 


SANITARY DIVISION 


The Sanitary Division is composed of two sections— 
Collection and Disposal, and provides for the collection 
and removal of all solid waste, either by contract 
operation or by division labor force, and provided for 
the disposal of all collected waste by incineration or 
open land dumps. 


The Sanitary Division supervised the work of the 
contractors removing garbage and refuse from all areas 
of the city amounting to over 250,000 tons at a collec- 
tion cost of $2,158,451. New contracts starting on 
April 1, reduced the number of collection districts from 
17 to 13, eliminated the rolling out of barrels by the 
contractor and also eliminated the collection of gar- 
bage to subcontractors by hog farmers. Disposal sites 
were provided and operated or supervised by division 
personnel. At the South Bay Incinerator 137,764 tons 
of refuse were burned. On April 1, the Dorchester 
South District 7 was added. With this additional area 
the incinerator now serves approximately 464,000 people. 
The Gardner Street Dump was operated by division 
personnel for the disposal of refuse, and on April 1, 
a garbage transfer station was placed in operation at 
this site. The hog farmers receiving this garbage paid 
at the rate of $2,500 per year. This division also oper- 
ated a garbage station at Victory road, Dorchester, at 
which site the hog farmers paid the city $1,500 per 
year for the garbage. Refuse from East Boston was 
disposed of at a privately owned dump at Saugus. 
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For the first time, the city provided trucks to be 
used by a refuse collection contractor in his work and 
this was done in West Roxbury District. 


The division stepped up its antilitter by issuance of 
violation notices by the waste collection inspectors to 
owners or householders putting out refuse for collection 
in an improper manner or for other violation of the 
sanitation laws. The division continued to clean the 
alleys in the South End and Roxbury and the alley 
heads daily. The division continued servicing the 
Dempster Dumpster boxes in various locations in the 
South End and placed many of these boxes in various 
sections of the city over weekends for the use of civic 
organizations in their clean-up campaigns. 


The market cleaning group will continue operating 
five nights a week in the market district, and a cam- 
paign was started to reduce the amount of refuse dis- 
carded into the streets by the pushcart peddlers and 
storekeepers in this area. Marked success was attained 
in cleaning up Salem street. 


The incinerator was operated by departmental per- 
sonnel which were able to change from 5% days’ opera- 
tion to 7 days’ operation, 24 hours per day. On May 20, 
the incinerator commenced transmitting steam to the 
Boston City Hospital for generating direct current 
electric power for heating, laundry, and cooking. The 
division also operated at the Calf Pasture for the disposal 
of residue from the South Bay and for the disposal of 
noncombustible or bulky material that could not be 
burned at the incinerator. During the months of 
January, February, and March the division was respon- 
sible for the removal of snow from the retail trade dis- 
trict and the North End. 


The land dump at Hallet street, Dorchester, was 
discontinued in March, 1961. 


SEWER DIVISION 


The Sewer Division is organized in two sections— 
Construction and Maintenance, and provided for the 
construction, replacement, maintenance, and repair of 
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sanitary sewers, catch basins, surface drains, and ap- 
purtenances, and for the operation of pumping stations 
and disposal plant. 

The Construction Section supervised the construc- 
tion of various sewerage and drainage projects, totaling 
3.6 miles of sewers and surface drains at a cost of 
$263,601. 

The Maintenance Section is responsible for the opera- 
tion of the sewerage system comprising 1,337.75 miles of 
common sewers and 30.93 miles of intercepting sewer; 
pumping stations at Calf Pasture, Union Park street, 
Symphony Station, Summer street and Sullivan square; 
and a disposal works at Moon Island. The Calf Pasture 
Pumping Station total pumpage for the year amounted 
to 34,862 million gallons, with an average daily output 
of 96.8 million gallons, at a cost of $6.71 per million 
gallons. 

The City Council passed an ordinance enabling the 
city to collect sewer use charges on every estate in the 
city discharging into the sewers thereof. The use 
charge based on the water consumption was set at one 
dollar per thousand cubic feet, with a minimum charge 
of twelve dollars. This assessment on all property 
holders including those with tax exempt properties will 
result in lessening the general real estate tax, as the 
burden of supporting the sewer system will fall fairly on 
all property owners. 

During the year, a recent policy regarding separation 
of storm water and sewage was crystallized. A sub- 
stantial part of the older sections of the city heretofore 
had to be served by combined sewers, and until recent 
developments occurred, separation of sewage was not 
considered practical because of the costly burden that 
would be placed upon property owners who would be 
forced to make costly plumbing changes in their build- 
ings in order to separate sewage from storm water. 
However, with the abandonment of entire districts and 
the demolition of all buildings therein to make way for 
large redevelopment projects (for example, the West 
End Development) separate storm sewers were planned 
and constructed even if no outlet would be available 
until a later date. The results of this policy will be of 
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prime economic importance to the taxpayers of Boston 
at a future date, for at that time when the Metropolitan 
District Sewer intercepts the Boston Main Drainage, 
Boston’s share in the capital costs of the Metropolitan 
District Commission sewerage system will be based upon 
quantity of sewage treated by the Metropolitan District 
Commission. It follows that separation, by reducing 
the quantity delivered to the treatment plant will 
reduce the assessment upon Boston. 

A major break in the 10-foot 6-inch interceptor of the 
Boston Main Drainage System occurred September 9, 
1961, in Mt. Vernon street, Dorchester, near the South- 
east Expressway. Because of the hydrostatic difficulties 
encountered it became necessary to recondition all 
existing pumps at the outlet, namely, the Calf Pasture 
Pumping Station. Engineers were engaged in planning 
the rebuilding of the damaged section. A contract was 
awarded for this work on February 19, 1962, in the 
amount of $120,290, which was $20,000 less than the 
consultants’ estimate. 

The construction of a twin, 30-inch diameter rein- 
forced concrete siphon across the site for the new 
Prudential Center was completed. 


WATER DIVISION 


The Water Division is composed of three sections: 
Construction, Maintenance, and Revenue, and provides 
for the construction, replacement, maintenance, and 
repair of water mains, supply lines, meters, hydrants, 
and various appurtenances, meter reading; and assessing 
charges to consumers. 


The Construction Section furnished the engineering 
and inspection force supervising the laying and relaying 
of 4.0 miles of water pipe at a cost of $246,271. 

The Maintenance Section is responsible for the opera- 
tion and maintenance of the water distribution system 
comprising 1,039.5 miles of pipe, which includes 18.64 
miles of high pressure fire service mains. The distribut- 
ing system is made up of pipes ranging in size from 2 
inches to 48 inches in diameter; gates, valves, hydrants, 
and other appurtenances. This section provides for the 
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repair of main pipes, service pipes, hydrants, and gates, 
and furnishes 24-hour emergency service. The main- 
tenance force is augmented by contractors’ personnel for 
excavating and backfilling trenches. 

This section also operates a maintenance shop which 
comprises a machine shop, plumbing shop, and meter 
shop. This unit handles drilling services and machinery 
and assembly of all new corporation and tapping gates 
up to six inches. The repair shop also machines and 
repairs defective hydrants and gates. New meters are 
installed and old meters replaced, tested, or repaired. 

During the year, the department instituted a policy 
of the installation of water meters in all public buildings 
as a conservation measure. The first year of a four-year 
survey of the city’s water distribution system brought 
to light conditions which were quickly rectified and 
which will result in savings to the consumer, in future 
years. To date, 150 miles of mains have been surveyed. 
In the course of their investigation, the surveying firm 
found underground leaks through which the city was 
losing an estimated 2,442,000 gallons of water a day. In 
addition, the investigators discovered that defective 
meters were delivering approximately 1,153,000 gallons 
without charge to the user. By repairing these leaks 
and replacing the faulty meters there will be a saving of 
$136,700 annually. 

In the previous year, water service expenditures 
exceeded revenue by approximately $500,000. To 
prevent a serious deficit in the water accounts it became 
imperative to postpone practically all planned improve- 
ments in our water system including relaying and 
relining water mains, purchase and replacement of 
meters, and plant improvements. It was apparent to all 
familiar with Metropolitan water rates that that 
agency had operated with an annual deficit since 1946 
usually well over 4 million dollars. The only solution 
to this situation was a substantial increase in Metro- 
politan water rates to Boston, and other 29 cities and 
towns in the Metropolitan Water District. On January 
26, 1961, the engineering firm of Camp, Dresser & 
McKee were engaged to make a study of the matter. 
Their report of March 9, 1961, estimated that the total 
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annual water costs for the next ten years, average in 
excess of ten million dollars, whereas, estimated revenue 
based on existing rates and charges would be less than 
6.5 million dollars. 


The Commissioner of Public Works with the approval 
of his Honor the Mayor, on June 27, 1961, acting under 
the provisions of Section 22, Chapter 27 of the Revised 
Ordinances of 1947, increased the rates and charges to be 
effective on all bills rendered after July 1, 1961. The 
new rates represent an over-all increase of approximately 
50 percent above the existing rate. The previous 
increase in water rates was in 1953. 


FIScAL 


Total expenditures in 1961 for public works amounted 
to $20,444,892.16 of which $3,398,062.52 represents 
water assessments and $1,341,282.79 represents sewer 
assessments paid to the Metropolitan District Com- 
mission. The water assessments were $11,601.24 higher 
than 1960 and the sewer assessments were $22,957.54 
lower than the 1960 levy. 


The departmental reorganization of 1960 is now bear- 
ing fruit. Suecess of Public Works is dependent on mod- 
ern equipment operated by well-trained cooperative em- 
ployees in al! classifications. This goal is rapidly 
approaching attainment and we should be able to cope 
with all emergencies as they develop. 


On a somber note, the break in the main sewer line, a 
structure constructed in 1879; and water main break in 
1960, a water main constructed in 1956, clearly indi- 
cates that both of these vital services will have to be 
studied, examined, and be reconstructed within a 
decade. This study will be inaugurated early next year. 


Public Works is but one facet of the over-all workings 
of the municipality. It is, however, a vital factor and 
we are now in a position to proceed to contribute our 
share to a new and more vibrant Boston.

In accordance with the provisions of Section 24, 
Chapter 3 of the Revised City Ordinances of 1947, 
the following report of the Public Improvement Com- 
mission for the year ending December 31, 1961, is 
respectfully submitted. 

The Public Improvement Commission was estab- 
lished May 1, 1954, by the provisions of Section 57, 
Chapter 2 of the 1954 Ordinances. This Commission, 
consisting of the Commissioner of Public Works, the 
Commissioner of Real Property, and the Chairman of 
the Boston Traffic Commission, was assigned all of the 
powers and duties of the former Board of Street Com- 
missioners, except: 

(a) Those relating to the storage and sale of in- 
flammables, filling stations, and parking lots 
which were transferred to the Committee on 
Licenses in the Public Safety Commission; 

(b) Those relating to the planting and removal of 
trees in public ways, the use of public ways for 
any temporary obstruction in, under or over 
the same, the use of public ways for the storage 
and sale of merchandise, and the designating 
of coasting streets, which were transferred to the 
Commissioner of Public Works; 

(c) Those relating to the abatement of taxes which 
were transferred to the Real Property Depart- 
ment. 

Functions of the Board of Street Commissioners 
transferred to this Commission include the authority 
to lay out, widen, relocate, alter, discontinue, or re- 
name public highways, and to order the making of 
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specific repairs therein; to order the construction of 
sanitary sewers and storm drains; to take land by 
eminent domain for municipal purposes (except housing 
and off-street parking); to permit the opening of private 
ways for public travel; to levy assessments for street, 
sidewalk, and sewer betterments; and to issue permits 
for the location of wire-carrying poles, conduits, pipes, 
tracks and similar uses of the public ways. 


STREET PROGRAM 


During the period covered by this report, 110 highway 
improvements were ordered by the Public Improvement 
Commission, including the laying out of 11 new high- 
ways, the construction of 10 new sidewalks, the widening 
and relocation of 65 public ways, the making of specific 
repairs in 20 existing streets, the discontinuance of 3 
streets, and revision of grade of 1 street. 


Layouts WitH CONSTRUCTION 


The following streets were ordered laid out and 
constructed as Public Ways during the year 1961: 


Buckingham street, Hyde Park, from Neponset Valley 
parkway to Readville street. Length, 432 feet; estimated 
cost $10,627; estimated benefit, $6,641.90.

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LAND DAMAGES 


On new street construction 167 claims were filed for 
damage to property resulting from land takings or 
changes in grades. On these claims, this Commission 
awarded damages in the amount of $40,753.19. 


ASSESSMENTS 


During the year 1961, the Highway Division of the 
Public Works Department sent notice of completion of 
twenty-eight (28) streets at a total cost of $414,412.66. 
On this work the Public Improvement Commission 
levied assessments in the amount of $172,240.35. 


During the same period the Sewer Division of the 
Public Works Department reported the completion of 
construction of sanitary sewerage in twelve (12) streets 
at a cost of $55,452.65 on which the Public Improve- 
ment Commission levied assessments in the amount of 
$30,336.37. 


With the abolishment of sewer entrance fees by the 
Supreme Court in 1959, the Public Improvement Com- 
mission was empowered to assess parcels of land within 
a seasonable time after connections were made to 
sewers from estates that had never paid an assessment 
for the original improvement.

EXTRAORDINARY REPAIR LOAN 


(Bond Issue) 

In the latter part of 1961, the Mayor and the City 
Council authorized a bond issue for extraordinary re- 
pairs to city buildings. Out of a total bond issue of 
$5,000,000 the sum of $1,621,500 was allotted to the 
Department of School Buildings. The expenditure of 
this money is to be spread over the next several years. 

Due to the lateness of the season and the time re- 
quired for the preparation of plans and specifications, 
it was not possible to put any of this work on the market 
during 1961, however it is expected that a large portion 
of this work will be contracted for in 1962. 

In general, the items covered by the bond issue are 
major in scope and comprise work other than what is 
considered ordinary maintenance work. It includes re- 
placement and modernization of plumbing, heating and 
electrical systems, the rebuilding and general surfacing 
of yards and roadways, the construction of retaining 
walls, drainage systems, the replacement of roofs, and 
the modernization and auxiliarizing of fire alarm facili- 
ties.

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Administration 


There were eighteen meetings of the Traffic Com- 
mission held during the year 1961. Since January, 
a major change in the membership of the Traffic Com- 
mission took place which saw the Fire Commissioner 
replace the Park Commissioner as Associate Traffic 
Commissioner. This change was made because it 
was determined that fire apparatus are definitely 
affected by traffic conditions throughout the city and 
therefore it is only fitting that the Fire Commissioner 
should sit at all Traffic Commission meetings in order 
to voice an opinion on all rules and regulations that 
come before this Commission for its approval. 


There was an overall reappraisal of the emergency 
parking prohibitions throughout the city affecting 
snow removal and street cleaning with the result that 
no parking would be allowed on any major street or 
arterial roadway or on streets used by trackless troleys, 
motor buses or street cars, until such emergency was 
declared ended by the Traffic Commissioner, or the 
street cleaning program was completed. 


The critical parking conditions that have continued 
to be the major problem in the city received a three- 
prong attack during the year with the stepped-up 
police enforcement of parking violations which saw 
the number of cars towed almost doubled over the 
previous year; the increase of the parking meter fees 
from five cents to ten cents throughout the downtown 
area; and the complete elimination of the one cent 
parking fee for twelve minutes which was changed to 
a straight five cents per hour fee throughout all the 
other districts of the city. The long awaited opening 
of the Boston Common underground garage now 
provides an additional 1500 available parking spaces 
in the core area and an innovation has successfully 
been adopted in this type of parking wherein patrons 
may take advantage of a free bus shuttle system which 
continually carries passengers to and from the shopping 

area. 
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A new system of parking in the districts outside the 
downtown area was put in operation as a substitute 
for the previous so-called alternate parking system. 
Motorists are now allowed to park on the odd-numbered 
sides of most streets from 12:01 a.m. to 8:00 a.m. for 
a consecutive period of four months. Since this would 
carry them into the following year it is understood 
that at the end of the winter season motorists would 
change over to the even side for a consecutive un- 
interrupted period. This system seems to have met 
with the approval of both the police, the traffic engineers, 
and the motorists themselves and it is hoped that this 
is the solution to the parking problem in the residential 
areas. 


The Commission established a new schedule of fines 
as permitted through a legislative act to include the 
entire tow area in the downtown section and to affect 
all districts throughout the city. The city was divided 
into two zones, zone ‘‘A”’ includes the entire downtown 
Boston area, and zone ‘‘B”’ would include all other 
areas outside downtown Boston as defined in the 
Boston Traffic Commission rules and regulations. See 
chart indicating the violation codes for both zone 
‘““A” and zone ‘‘B” and the fines affecting these vio- 
lations on Appendix 1. In the short period that this 
system was in effect during the year 1961 both police 
and traffic officials are agreed that the direct results 
will substantially improve the congestion that these 
violations create. 


Speed studies were made in the East Bosten, Brighton, 
South End, and South Boston districts with a view 
to relieve traffic congestion in those areas by creating 
a pattern of one-way streets. It is believed that thi 
will also facilitate snow removal and street cleanin 
operations in these thickly settled areas. 

The Department, in continuing its pclicy of esta 
lishing speed control zcnes on busy arterial roads 1 
the interest of public safety had a complete stud 
made with an electronic speed meter of Neponse 
Avenue in Dorchester and the appropriate signs wer

established indicating a speed limit of 30 miles per 
hour from Fields Corner to Neponset Circle. 


I’jnal approval was confirmed fcr the new Govern- 
ment Center and demolition was undertaken im- 
mediately. Actual construction is anticipated to begin 
some time the latter part of 1962 when a good portion 
of the acreage involved shall have been cleared. The 
Department’s Chief Engineer, working with those 
agencies under contract in the Government Center, 
will be confronted with the problem of creating changes 
in the traffic patterns throughout this area which will 
include detours for both short and long-haul routes. 


Mayor John F. Collins, in July, named Thomas F. 
Carty as his new ‘Traffic Commissioner replacing 
Thomas J. Griffin who became the new Fire Commis- 
sioner. In revising his staff of department heads the 
Mayor selected to install Mr. Carty as his new Traffic 
Commissioner because of his well qualified background 
of twelve years in transportation with the Metropolitan 
Transit Authority. 
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Investt gation Division 


The Investigation Division was kept busy throughout 
the year in supervising the many detours as a result 
of the installation of 21,500 feet of underground electri- 
cal cable carrying 130,000 volts by the Boston Edison 
Company. These cable lines consisted of two welded 
underground conduits installed from the Edison Service 
Station on Lincoln Street in Brighton to the Edison 
Service Station on Carver Street in downtown Boston. 
This project followed the very heavily traveled arteries 
of Brighton Avenue, Commonwealth Avenue through 
Kenmore Square to Clarendon Street, Stuart Street, 
and to Carver Street. 


A feeder oil pipe line was also installed from the Oil 
Farm connecting the Oil Farm at ‘‘A”’ Street, South 
Boston to the main steam-heating plant at Kneeland 
Street, Boston Proper. This line covered a distance of 
17,620 feet and was also supervised by the Investigation 
Division to handle the necessary detours to maintain 
the flow of traffic. 


Both the above projects were completed during the 
year with a minimum of traffic congestion. 


Other construction projects involved supervision in 
respect to special routing of traffic including the re- 
building of the Bennington Street Railroad Bridge in 
East Boston and its approaches and the development 
of new traffic patterns in the area of the new Lt. William 
Callahan Tunnel. This Division also undertook the 
resigning of all surface roadways under the Fitzgerald 
Expressway and the resigning of the extended tow area 
into the Back Bay and the street cleaning regulation — 
initiated for the city of Boston Public Works Depart- 
ment.

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Parking Meter Division 


There was a great deal of activity in the Parking 
Meter Division during the year 1961. Both His Honor 
the Mayor and the City Council gave their complete 
approval for the purchase of new ten-cent parking 
meters to replace the five-cent meters in the entire 
downtown area. This conversion was begun on July 1, 
1961, and during the remaining six months of the year, 
5,919 parking meters in this area were installed with 
these new meter heads. 


With the complete elimination of the one-cent per 
twelve minutes meters, over 2,000 meters in the out- 
lying districts were converted with the five-cent meters 
formerly used in the downtown area. 


Many new areas in the Back Bay and business sec- 
tions in the outlying districts also had parking meters 
installed for the first time with the result that the total 
number of meters at the end of the year 1961 was 8,670, 
an increase of over 650 from the previous year. 


Revenue from parking meters as a result increased 
by approximately $150,000.00 and this figure is antici- 
pated to increase an additional $300,000.00 during the 
year 1962 when this conversion program shall have 
been completed. 


a 
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Safety Education Division 


A program of public relations through the Safety Edu- 
cation Division was stepped up during the year 1961 
in an attempt to create a closer relationship to the 
motoring public and to the thousands of pedestrians in 
Boston. The first annual Traffic Safety Week program 
was held on the Boston Common the week of June 12. 
Mayor John F. Collins officially proclaimed Traffic 
Safety Week in the city of Boston and the program was 
a mutual affair, sponsored by the Boston Traffic De- 
partment, Boston Police Department and the Registry 
of Motor Vehicles. The daily editorials in the news- 
papers, spot announcements on radio and television and 
the personal interviews of recognized authorities in 
traffic safety stimulated the interest of the general public 
to attend the demonstrations at the center of activities 
on the Boston Common. The cooperation of the 
various agencies involved in traffic safety and the many 
insurance companies who underwrite automobile in- 
surance all contributed to the success of this program. 
It is estimated that over fifty thousand people partici- 
pated in the Common demonstrations and through the 
media of newspapers, a majority of the greater Boston 
residents were alerted to this endeavor. 


The Safety Education Division entered a suitable 
float in various parades held throughout the year with 
numerous safety slogans that were viewed by the many 
thousands of observers along the parade routes. 


In cooperation with the Boston Police Department in 
their selective enforcement program, the high accident 
frequency locations throughout the city were substan- 
tially decreased and all indications are that this type of 
program will be continued and will be a contributing 
factor in the accident reduction program. Commissioner 
Carty, in his annual summary of motor vehicle traffic 
accidents within the city of Boston during 1961, sub- 
mits that the prevention of traffic accidents is a con- 
tinuing program every day of the year. 
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Some of the highlights in his report are as follows: 
1. There were 47 persons killed in 47 fatal accidents. 


2. There were 39 pedestrians killed, 5 operators of motor 
vehicles, 2 occupants, and 1 bicycle rider. 


Pedestrians constituted 83% of the total fatalities in 1961. 


3. In the age groups there were 5 children up to 15 years of 
age killed, all of whom were pedestrians. 34 adults were killed 
as pedestrians, 19 of whom were over 55 years of age, and 
10 were 65 or over. 


4. During the daylight hours 16 people lost their lives in 
traffic accidents and 31 were killed during the hours of darkness. 
Of these 31 killed during the hours of darkness, 28 were adult 
pedestrians. 


5. 25 persons lost their lives AT intersections, 9 of which 
intersections were signalized, and 22 people were killed in 
accidents BETWEEN intersections. 


6. There were 37 males killed as against 10 females. Of 
the 39 pedestrians killed, 30 were males and 9 were females. 


7. <A two-year-old pedestrian was killed running into the 
street between intersections, and an 82-year old pedestrian 
was killed crossing diagonally an intersection which had no 
traffic controls. 


8. October was the worst month with 7 fatal accidents 
while July was the safest month wherein there were no fatal 
accidents reported. Thursday was the worst day with 13 
fatalities. 16 fatal accidents occurred between the hours 
of 7 p.m. and midnight, and 10 fatal accidents happened from 
midnight to 3 a.m. Boston Proper District including the 
entire downtown area, the North and West end areas and the 
greater part of the Back Bay area had the worst fatality record 
with 16, while Hyde Park had no fatal accidents at all. 


9. Boston’s death rate for 1961 was 6.7 per 100,000 popula- 
tion as compared to 9.8 for other cities in the same population 
group, and a national average for all cities and towns of 9.2.

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Traffic Signal Diviston—196 1 


The Signal Division installed nine new installations 
during the year, bringing the total number of signalized 
intersections to 449 operated by the Boston Traffic 
Department. This does not include the 91 additional 
signalized intersections under the control of the Metro- 
politan District Commission within the city of Boston. 
During the latter part of the year a contract was awarded 
to the Automatic Signal Corporation to supply an en- 
tirely new electronic master traffic control and new 
electronic controllers to be installed in the entire unit 2, 
involving the entire Back Bay area. This conversion 
will begin some time in the spring of 1962 which will 
result in the removal of the obsolete timers in this area 
that have been in existence for over thirty years. When 
completed, this project shall be perhaps the largest 
single modern improvement in traffic controllers in the 
city of Boston. 


Several new installations are proposed and work for 
their installation will be undertaken in 1962. This will 
include a complete redesign of Oak Square in Brighton 
and several other intersections that have been on a high 
priority list as a result of high frequency of accidents 
and traffic congestion. 


The program of the refresher course in signal repair 
started last year was continuing through this year and 
now the entire personnel of the Signal Division has had 
this additional training.

I have the honor to present the 1961 Annual Report 
‘of the Veterans’ Services Department. 

The present Veterans’ Services Department was 
established by Ordinances of 1954, chapter 2, section 66 
and operates under the provisions of General Laws, 
hapter 115. Prior to 1954 the department was known 
as the Department of Veterans’ Services and prior to 
January 1, 1947 it was known as the Soldiers’ Relief 
Department. A complete revision of General Laws, 
hapter 115 effective January 1, 1947 necessitated the 
arlier change in the name and _ structure of the 
department. 

_ The department has two primary functions prescribed 
by law: 

1. The furnishing of Veterans’ Benefits to or 
for veterans and dependents of veterans. Veterans, 
dependents, and the various wars and_ conflicts 
included in our program are defined in the General 


Laws. 


to 
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2. The furnishing of information, advice and 
assistance relative to the procurement of employment, 
vocational or other educational opportunities, hos- 
pitalization, medical care, pensions, and other veter- 
ans’ benefits. 


Certain accomplishments of the department are not 
peculiar to any one year. Particular care is exercised — 
each and every vear to extend the monetary benefits 
provided by law to those who are entitled to them and — 
who require them but to withhold benefits to those — 
not entitled. Each application is investigated thor- 
oughly. The department exerts special effort to assure 
that Federal or State benefits available to recipients — 
be received so that the burden upon the City of Boston 
is reduced as much as possible. In operating a division 
at the Boston City Hospital we collect by way of 
reimbursement from the Commonwealth moneys that 
the city would not otherwise receive. It will continue 


to be our intention to pursue the course of action 
outlined. 





















Over three quarters of the appropriation for this 
department represents benefits paid to or for veterans 
and their dependents. The amount that we spend 
in any one year on this item is governed largely by the 
economic climate. Experience has indicated that this 
expenditure, the only one over which any savings may 
be effected, can only be done through investigation of 
the claims received, yet in the final analysis and in 
large measure it cannot be said to be an absolute contro 
for the reason that demands are governed by so many 
circumstances over which we have no control. Thi 
department maintains the attitude that when a grea 
many veterans and dependents are in genuine nee¢ 
it is our obligation to render service and to help an 
as we have said in so many words before we stan¢ 
willing to assist those who are entitled to and requir 
assistance under the law but we exercise strin

efforts to withhold benefits to persons not entitled to 
them and not actually in need. Furthermore, we shall 
do our utmost to see that our recipients avail themselves 
fully of any Federal or State benefits which would 
reduce the burden upon the City of Boston. 

In 1961 the department was composed of three 
divisions, as follows: 


1. Administrative 
2. Benefits and Settlements 
3. Hospital 


I am proud to report that our relations with the office 
of the Commissioner of Veterans’ Services for the Com- 
monwealth of Massachusetts continue to be excellent. 
It is particularly important to maintain this relation- 
ship in order that the City of Boston may attain the 
greatest possible reimbursement from the Common- 
wealth. 


The department received $1,381,781.56 in 1961.

$1,890,177.51 in Veterans’ Benefits payments to bene- 
ficiaries, as compared to an expenditure of $1,968,730.40 
for this purpose in 1960. Of the 1961 Veterans’ Bene- 
fits expenditures, $259,834.59 was in payment of 
Boston City Hospital bills and $12,949.30 on funeral 
expenses.

Family Casework Plan Extended 


While new laws improved the quantity 
of assistance, the department concen- 
trated on advancing the quality. Con- 
tinuing efforts to employ more effective 
casework tools and methods reflect the 
awareness that financial assistance is not 
the panacea of all social ills. In this 
matter, the extension of the special family 
casework program, aimed at classifying 
families according to the level of service 
required, illustrates a major direction 
that the concern with. multiproblem 
cases is taking. Modifications of the 
Family Classification Schedule, first em- 
ployed in conjunction with the Com- 
munity Research Associates 1959-60 
study, enabled the department to subse- 
quently extend the scheduling method 
to project caseloads first in the Bromley 
Park and then in the Columbia Point 
housing developments. This year, all 
cases previously known to the original 
CRA or the housing development case- 
loads regardless of geographic location 
were also included, with further plans to 
utilize the method in block family case- 
loads contemplated. 


The scheduling device, through a 
series of questions, serves to categorize 
families as (a) requiring little service 
beyond financial aid; (b) able to use 
casework services profitably; and (c) 
multiproblem families requiring intensive 
services, or whose response to these 
services is limited. Besides determining 
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the level of casework services demanded, 
the classification schedule pinpoints prob- 
lem areas within a family, while indicat- 
ing strong points on which it is possible 
to build. Through such scheduling the 
department hopes to channel rehabilita- 
tion and counseling work where most 
needed, and encourage self-sufficiency in 
less problem-fraught cases. For social 
workers presently involved in the project 
studies, caseloads are limited to fifty 
families, with frequency of visits cor- 
responding to existing conditions. 


As emphasis on family counseling 
continues, similar handling of ADC 
caseloads throughout the city seems 
likely, as it appears the most effective 
means of safeguarding normal family life 
and unity, thus guiding children to 
useful roles in the community and curb- 
ing delinquency and other social ills. 


Research Pays Dividends 


Practical application of the scheduling 
method conceived for the Special Family 
Casework project underscores the long- 
range prospects of research, which may 
not be felt immediately nor in the exact 
frame of reference of the initial project, 
but ultimately play an important role in 
improved service to clients. This belief 
prompts department participation in 
many research projects undertaken by 
universities and social agencies in Bos- 
ton. Many of these are long-term 
projects dealing in selected cases sharing 
common problems, in which the results of 
intensive casework may not be measured 
until future generations. 

Concern with assisting the total person

As more people became eligible 
assistance payments more adequé 
was not surprising that costs and 
loads increased in ’61.

Applica- 
tions processed numbered 18,761, of 
which 14,494 were approved and the 
balance rejected or withdrawn. During 
the year, 12,681 cases were closed, leaving 
27,083 active cases at year’s end, an in- 
crease of 1,813 over 1960. The laws 
which liberalized ADC and created MAA 
naturally meant higher caseloads in both 
these categories, while DA, GR, and 
OAA caseloads dropped. 


At year’s end, 43,547 men, women, and 
children were receiving some form of 
categorical assistance. In terms of Bos- 
ton’s population six persons in every 
hundred were being aided. Average 
monthly grants including medical costs 
ran as follows:

A state standard budget determines the 
amount an individual receives for rent, 
food, clothing, and other needs. Look- 
ing at actual case budgets, a widow with 
two boys under three receives an ADC 
grant of $167 per month minus any 
resources such as social security or 
pension benefits; an elderly man residing 
alone in a heated apartment gets $33.30 
to supplement his $84 Social Security 
check; and the grant for a woman on 
Disability Assistance who lives with her 
father and requires special diet supple- 
mentation is $94.55 per month.

Employment Counseling Helps 
Many 


Among General Relief recipients, un- 
employment accounts for 85 per cent of 
the applications. As ADC now covers 
the needs of most family cases, this group 
now consists principally of marginal, 
unattached workers. For them, employ- 
ment counseling provides a_ logical 


‘means toward self-maintenance. The 


employment section interviewed and 
assisted 744 such men during 1961. In 
placing clients the staff draws on an ex- 
tensive knowledge of all areas of em- 
ployment throughout the city.

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as individual as the persons involved and 
may suggest a related field of work, 
encourage the development of a new 
skill, or refer the client to another com- 
munity resource for specialized training. 


If the exploration of all job prospects 
proves unproductive, a work assignment 
is given. This serves the dual purpose of 
preventing restlessness born of inactivity 
for some, and providing a sheltered work 
setting for those who may need it. In 
every case the duration of the assignment 
never conflicts with job interviews, and 
the work itself is light, generally confined 
to custodial care of department buildings. 


Each month the characteristics of the 
work assignment group remain fairly 
constant. In December, for example, of 
the thirty-two men assigned, 70 per cent 
were not prepared for an independent 
work setting due to physical or mental 
disabilities, and 75 per cent were classified 
as service workers with no special skill 
or trade. The average age was fifty-four. 


February saw the peak number on 


work assignment, with ninety-five, and 


the December low was thirty-two. This 
last figure reflects the prevalence of 
short-term employment generally avail- 
able during the holiday season and shows 
the effect of the changes in the ADC 
law. However, many unemployed fathers 
still avail themselves of the counseling 
services the division offers. 


The employment section also offers 
advice to older children in ADC families 
seeking full or part-time work, the 
parents themselves, and DA recipients 
interested in investigating job potential.

By meeting large, unexpected expenses, 
such as the fitting of an artificial limb 
or help in similar emergencies, the funds 
often eliminate the need for a public 
assistance application. 


The emphasis on services underscored 
in the ADC project caseloads in the 
Bromley Park and Columbia Point 
housing developments has brought fre- 
quent requests for education of ADC 
mothers. Training plans may suggest 
enrollment in IBM or hairdressing 
schools, or even instructions in the basic 
household arts, for a mother of limited 
intelligence who requires assistance in 
home management. 


Trust fund referrals often foreshadow 
future legislation, meeting unmet needs 
until a community resource is established. 
Previous to legislation making special 
classes for retarded children mandatory, 
grants for placements in private schools 
were common. ‘Today, requests for 
education of mothers in job training 
and supplementation of large families 
hindered by inadequate incomes are 
increasing. Pending welfare legislation 
may provide for such needs in the future. 
In the interim, while the slow process 
of law passage continues, the department 
is fortunate in being able to answer 
some of these needs through the dis- 
bursement of trust funds. 


Solving the Unpredictables 

In quick review, these are some of the 
means the department uses to help 
people help themselves. There are many 
problems, however, of an unpredictable 
nature requiring other solutions. When 
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they arise, the staff attempts to meet 
them. For example, in 1962 redevelop- 
ment will affect 400 families receiving 
assistance mostly in the West End of 
Boston. The department will assist 
these people in finding suitable homes 
in other parts of the city. 


Emergency service is always available 
from the inquiries and referrals staff 
who handled more than 6,000 inquiries 
from clients and the general public in ’61.

Homes for the Homeless 


In addition to the many services of- 
fered under the five categorical assistance 
programs, the department also provides 
temporary shelter for women and children 
and lodging and meals for men. 


In Boston the question of where to send 
homeless women and children is often 
answered by a referral to the Temporary 
Home on Chardon Street. Courts, hos- 
pitals, and the police send many; volun- 
tary admissions are frequent; and the 
department often uses the Home as a 
protective resource for emergency situa- 
tions such as eviction, or for problem 
cases which temporarily demand such 
placement. 


Family groups torn by marital discord, 
unattached women and adolescents grap- 
pling with alcoholism or mental problems, 
and neglected children find at least the 
measure of security that food and shelter 
bring, and hopefully benefit from the 
casework services offered in the 104-year- 
old Home. 


In 1961 admissions totaled 1,317 
women and children, and 55 per cent of 
these comprised family groups.

Referrals to and from Alcoholics 
Anonymous and similar agencies are fre- 
quent, and requests to room women just 
starting back on the road to self-respect 
are not uncommon, since the Home pro- 
vides the degree of security needed at 
this stage of the AA program. 


Finding housing for families and indi- 
viduals is a never-ending task. High 
rentals even in substandard flats strain 
limited incomes, and placing these people 
in undesirable neighborhoods hazards 
prognosis. Redevelopment lent impetus 
to this problem in ’61, causing more 
people, especially the larger family 
groups, to remain in the home for longer 
periods. This, together with an admis- 
sion increase of 131, accentuated the 
long-felt need for larger quarters. A new 
home is presently being conceived as 
part of Boston’s redevelopment program.

Services are many and may include 
meal tickets redeemable at local res- 
taurants, deposits for a room or lodging 
until pay day, transportation for job 
interviews or voluntary admission to 
Long Island or Bridgewater State Farm, 
to name but a few. 
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Much activity centers on providing 
shelter for the night through a contract 
with the Rufus Dawes Hotel (Boston 
Industrial Home), which designates a 
specific number of beds for department 
use each night. Under these arrange- 
ments 15,743 nighis’ lodgings and break- 
fasts were given dring 1961. Analysis 
of this figure shows 6,025 men to be 
out-of-town residents; 897 initial re- 
quests; and 8,839 so-called ‘‘repeaters.”’ 
By department policy, Boston residents 
are permitted six nights’ lodging per 
month; nonresidents a like number per 
year. These specifications, however, 
are elastic and may fluctuate according 
to individual circumstances. 


With the demolition of the Scollay 
Square area, a decrease in requests has 
been noted, due in great part to the 
migration of many “repeaters” to the 
South End. <A_ generally favorable 
economic climate also contributed to 
the reduction trend, which saw 1,109 
fewer men asking for rooms this year 
than in 1960. 


On an average, 1,300 men per month 
register at the section, which maintains 
evening hours in the Hawkins Street 
building. Each request is screened to 
ascertain rehabilitation potential, referral 
prospects, or eligibility for categorical 
assistance. Many referrals are made, 
and in sixty-four cases General Relief 
was established. 


Skid Row—Whose Problem? 


Perhaps 50 per cent of the men aided 
are skid row residents. A study under- 
taken this year at the request of the 
Action for Boston Community Develop- 
ment Committee, profiled this group 
as poorly educated, unskilled workers, 
with varying degrees of physical, mental,

In other areas, the department takes 
liens and assignments on real estate 
holdings or checks acquisitions of 
property or money by recipients, in- 
itiating proper legal action to safeguard 
the city’s interest when indicated. Veri- 
fication of bank accounts, insurance 
policies, and social security benefits is 
constant. Sufficient income from any 
or all of these sources closed out 817 cases 
during the year, forty-three as a result of 
locating the deserting father. Fifty-two 
cases were referred to the Boston Law 
Department for appropriate legal action. 
The department is also responsible for 
investigating and making recommenda- 
tions on requests for licenses to conduct 
tag days in the city. Twelve such 
requests were received, all of which were 
approved by the Board of Overseers. 


Operation Essential 


combining direct and indirect assist- 
ance payments, once involving many 
machines, is now handled by a RAMAC 
computer, latest addition to an already 
formidable battalion of modern ac- 
counting machines.

community responsibility for Old Age 
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and General Relief recipients. A colonial 
archive, a settlement is acquired by 
five years uninterrupted residence in a 
city or town by a person over twenty- 
one who does not receive any form of 
public aid during that period. Children 
derive settlement from their parents, 
following the mother’s settlement if the 
father has none. 


People who do not have a settlement 
are designated as ‘‘unsettled,”’ and the 
state assumes financial responsibility. 
The law, then, has no adverse effect on 
recipients, but involves a great deal of 
work for the department. The job of 
tracking down residence histories is 
time-consuming, with investigation of 
legal and historical documents, examina- 
tion of police lists, and other information 
sources, a vital part of production pro- 
tocol. Findings often result in petitions 
to the Commonwealth for payment of

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Statistics Forecast Future 

An idea of where we are and where we 
are going is provided on a monthly 
basis in statistical reports on caseloads 
and expenditures. In addition to keep- 
ing required schedules on all ADC cases, 
the department is involved in compiling 
data for many research studies, main- 
tains close cooperation with the Boston 
Redevelopment Authority, and provides 
special statistics to the Mayor and legis- 
lators when requested. For example, 
findings of a rent allowance study under- 
taken for the City Council this year 
resulted in an increase in the rental 


allowance schedule for Old Age recipients, 
effective in 1962.

State Welfare Compensation Plan, due 
to the elimination of the option clause, 
which now makes adherence to the 
salary schedule fixed by the Welfare 
Compensation Board mandatory on the 
part of all cities and towns in the Com- 
monwealth.

A Sound Assistance Philosophy 
Aim of Orientation 


While people left, new workers replaced 
them, and orientation was thus an im- 
portant activity. All employees are 
briefed on department policies and proce- 
dures, but more intensive training efforts 
must be directed at new social workers. 


For the forty-three social workers 
included among the new personnel, an 
intensive three-day indoctrination course 
previous to district assignment opened 
the orientation program. In-service train- 
ing continued with seven morning sessions 
aimed at the development of a sound 
assistance philosophy. 


Seventeen workers hired the previous 
year began Part II of the in-service 
training program which features talks 
by heads of interdepartmental divisions 
and field trips to selected community 
agencies. A combined total of sixty 
people were thus engaged in some phase 
of orientation, representing approxi- 
mately one third of the social service 
staff.

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RULES OF THE CITY COUNCIL 
1962 -1963. 


Rute 1. Unless otherwise ordered from time to 
time, and except on holidays, the regular meeting of the 
city council shall be held on every Monday at two o’clock 
P.M. Special meetings may be called by the president 
at his discretion, and by the city clerk for the purpose 
only of drawing jurors. No special meeting of the city 
council, except to draw jurors, shall be called, except 
with the consent of all the members, upon less notice 
than twenty-four hours from the time the notices are 
mailed or dispatched by special messenger. 


QUORUM. 


Rute 2. A quorum of the city council shall consist 
of five members. If, at the time any meeting is called 
to order, or if, during a meeting, on a vote on the 
adoption of a motion or order, a roll call shows less 
than a quorum present, the president may declare a 
recess of not more than ten minutes, after which time, 
if a quorum is not present, the meeting shall be ad- 
journed. If, on the question of lack of a quorum a 
roll call shows less than a quorum present, the pres- 
ident shall declare the meeting adjourned. 


PRESIDENT. 


Rute 3. The president of the council shall take 
the chair at the hour to which the council shall have 
adjourned and shall call the members to order, and a 
quorum being present, shall proceed with the regular 
order of business. In the absence of the president the 
senior member by age present shall preside as tem- 
porary president, or until a presiding officer is chosen. 
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Rute 4. The president shall preserve decorum and 
order, may speak to points of order in preference to 
other members and shall decide all questions of order, 
subject to an appeal. Any member may appeal from 
the decision of the chair, but no appeal shall be con- 
sidered unless properly seconded. No other business, 
except a motion to adjourn or to lay on the table, shall 
be in order until the question on appeal has been decided. 


The question shall be put as follows: 


‘Shall the decision of the chair stand as the gudgment of 
the council?’’ The vote shall be by a roll call, and it 
shall be decided in the affirmative unless a majority of 
the votes are to the contrary. 


The president may, at any time, during debate or 
otherwise, declare a recess for not more than ten 
minutes, and such action shall not be subject to appeal, 
nor shall any motions apply thereto. 


Rute 5. The president shall propound all motions 
in the order in which they are moved, unless the subse- 
quent motion shall be previous in its nature, except that, 
in naming sums and fixing times, the largest sum and 
the longest time shall be put first. 


Rute 6. The president shall, at the request of any 
member, make a division of a question when the sense 
will admit of it. 


Rute 7. The president shall, without debate, decide 
all questions relating to priority of business to be acted 
upon. 


Rute 8. The president shall declare all votes; but 
if any member doubts a vote, the president shall cause 
a rising vote to be taken, and, when two members so 
request, shall cause the vote to be taken or verified by 
yeas and nays. 


Rute 9. The president shall appoint all committees, 
fill all vacancies therein, and designate the rank of the 
members thereof. 


Rute 10. When the president of the council or the 
president pro tempore shall desire to vacate the chair he 
may call any member to it; but such substitution shall 
not continue beyond an adjournment. 
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MorTIons. 


Rue 11. Every motion shall be reduced to writing 
if the president shall so direct. 


Rute 12. A motion to strike out and insert shall be 
deemed indivisible; but a motion to strike out being lost 
shall not preclude amendment, or a motion to strike out 
and insert. 

Rute 13. No motion or proposition of a subject 
different from that under consideration shall be admitted 
under color of amendment. 

Any motion, order or resolution which in the opinion 
of the presiding officer does not have a direct bear- 
ing on the business of the council shall be referred 
without debate to the committee on rules and shall 
not be further considered by the council except upon 
report by that committee. There shall be no appeal 
from the decision of the chair hereunder, and this rule 
shall not be subject to suspension. No motions shall 
apply, nor shall unanimous consent to speak on the 
matter so referred be in order. 

The committee on rules may report that any motion, 
order or resolution so referred to it is out of order 
because not having a direct bearing on the business of 
the council, and its report shall be a final disposition 
of the matter, subject to an appeal which shall be 
governed by the same provisions as those governing 
appeals from rulings of the presiding officer. 


Rute 14. When a petition, order or resolution relates 
to a subject which may properly be examined and 
reported upon by an existing committee of the city 
council, such order or resolution shall, upon presentation, 
be referred to such committee. When a motion is made 
to refer any subject, and different committees are pro- 
posed, the motions shall be put in the following order: 

1. Toa standing committee of the council. 
2. Toa special committee of the council. 

Any member offering a motion, order or resolution, 
which is referred to a committee, shall be given a hear- 
ing on the same by the committee before a report is 
made thereon, provided he so requests at the time of 
offering the order or before final action by the committee. 

If, after thirty days, a matter referred to a committee 
other than a committee of all the members is not 
reported upon, it may be recalled by a standing vote 
of three members of the city council. 
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If, within thirty days, a matter referred to a committee 
other than a committee of all the members is not 
reported upon, it may be recalled by a majority vote 
of all the members. 

If, after sixty days, a matter referred to a committee 
is not reported upon, any member may recall such 
matter from the committee, and such matter shall not 
again be committed to any committee other than the 
executive committee. 

The provisions of this rule shall not apply to matters 
referred to the rules committee under Rule 13, and 
such matters shall not be considered except upon 
report by that committee. 

Rute 15. After a motion has been put by the presi- 
dent it shall not be withdrawn except by unanimous 
consent. | 

Ru.LE 16. When a question is under debate the fol- 
lowing motions only shall be entertained, and shall have 
precedence in the order in which they stand arranged: 


To adjourn. 

To lay on the table. 

The previous question. 

To close debate at a specified time. 
To postpone to a day certain. 

To commit. 

To amend. 

To postpone indefinitely.

Rute 17. A motion to adjourn shall be in order at 
any time, except on an immediate repetition or pending 
a verification of a vote; and that motion, the motion 
to lay on the table, the motion to take from the table, and 
the motion for the previous question, shall be decided 
without debate. 

READINGS. 


Rute 18. Every ordinance, order and resolution, 
unless reported upon by a committee or rejected, shall 
have two several readings, both of which may take 
place at the same session unless objection is made, pro- 
vided, however, that all orders for the expenditure of 
moneys, unless reported upon by a committee of the 
council, shall lie over for one week before final action 
thereon. Whenever the second reading immediately 
follows the first reading, the document may be read by 
its title only. All orders releasing rights or easements 
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in or restrictions on land, all orders for the sale of land 
other than school lands, all appropriations for the 
purchase of land other than for school purposes, and 
all loans voted by the city council shall require a vote 
of two-thirds of all the members of the city council, 
and shall be passed only after two separate readings 
and by two separate votes, the second of said readings 
and votes to be had not less than fourteen days after 
the first, except in cases in which a shorter period is 
authorized by law. Any order rescinding an order for 
any of the foregoing purposes shall require the same 
number of readings and of votes as was required for 
the passage of the original order. 


RECONSIDERATION. 


Rue 19. When a vote has been taken any member 
may move a reconsideration thereof at the same meeting. 
Debate on motions to reconsider shall be limited to 
twenty minutes, and no member shall occupy more 
than four minutes, but on a vote upon any subsidiary 
or incidental question, debate shall be limited to ten 
minutes, and no member shall occupy more than two 
minutes. 


Rute 20. When a motion to reconsider has been 
decided, that decision shall not be reconsidered, and no 
question shall be twice reconsidered unless it has been 
amended after the reconsideration; nor shall any recon- 
sideration be had upon the following motions: 


To adjourn. 

The previous question. 

To lay on the table. 

To take from the table. 

To close debate at a specified time. 


A motion to reconsider may be laid on the table or 
postponed indefinitely, and the effect of such action in 
either case shall be to defeat the motion to reconsider. 


ConpuctT oF MEMBERS. 


Ruz 21. Every member when about to speak shall 
rise, address the chair, and wait until he is recognized, 
and, in speaking, shall refrain from mentioning any 
other member by name, shall confine himself to the 
question, shall not use unbecoming, abusive, or un- 
parliamentary language, and shall avoid personalities. 
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Any member who, in debate or otherwise, indulges in 
personalities or makes charges reflecting upon the 
character of another member, shall make an apology 
in open session at the meeting at which the offence is 
committed or at the next succeeding regular meeting, 
and, failing to do so, shall be named by the president or 
held in contempt and suspended from further partici- 
pation in debate until said apology is made. 

Rute 22. No member shall speak more than once 
on a question when another member who has not 
spoken claims the floor, and no member speaking shall, 
without his consent, be interrupted by another, except 
upon a point of order. 

Rute 23. No member shall be permitted to vote on 
any question, or to serve on any committee, where his 
private right is immediately concerned, distinct from 
the public interest. 


Rute 24. Every member who shall be present when 
a question is put, unless he is excluded by interest, 
shall give his vote in the affirmative or negative or shall 
respond ‘‘present,’’ unless the council for special reason 
shall excuse him from voting. 


STANDING COMMITTEES. 


Rute 25. The following standing committees of 
the council, and all other committees, unless specially 
directed by the council, shall be appointed by the 
president: 

1. A committee, to be known as the Executive Com- 
mittee, to consist of all the members of the council. 

2. A committee on Appropriations and Finance, to 
consist of all the members of the council, to whom shall be 
referred such appropriation orders as may be submitted 
to the council from time to time, and all applications 
for expenditure which involve a loan. 

3. A committee on Claims, to consist of five members 
of the council, to whom shall be referred all claims against 
the city arising from the act or neglect of any of its 
departments. They shall report annually an account of 
the claims awarded or approved by them, and the amount 
of money awarded or paid in settlements thereof. 

4. A committee on Confirmations, to consist of 
five members of the council, to whom shall be referred 
all appointments which are required to be confirmed 
by the council.

5. A committee on Hospitals, to consist of five 
members of the council, to whom shall be referred all 
matters concerning hospitals. 

6. A committee on Inspection of Prisons, to consist 
of five members of the council. 

7. A committee on Legislative Matters, to consist of 
five members of the council, who shall, unless otherwise 
ordered, appear before the committees of the General 
Court and represent the interest of the city; provided, 
said committee shall not appear unless authorized by 
vote of the city council and shall not, unless directed 
so to do by the city council, oppose any legislation peti- 
tioned for by the preceding city council. 

8. A committee on Licenses, to consist of five mem- 
bers of the council, to whom shall be referred all peti- 
tions for licenses and permits. 

9. A committee on Ordinances, to consist of five 
members of the council, to whom shall be referred all 
ordinances or orders concerning ordinances. 

10. A committee on Public Housing, to consist of 
five members of the council, to whom shall be referred 
all matters concerning public housing. 

11. A committee on Public Lands, to consist of five 
members.of the council, to whom shall be referred all 
matters relating to public lands. 

12. A committee on Public Services and Recreation, 
to consist of five members of the council, to whom shall 
be referred all matters concerning public safety, public 
welfare, public works, parks, playgrounds and recreation. 

13. A committee on Rules, to consist of five members 
of the council, to consider all matters concerning the 
rules, and to whom shall be referred all resolutions 
expressing opinions, principles, facts or purposes. 

14. A committee on Urban Redevelopment, Rehabili- 
tation and Renewal, to consist of all the members of the 
council, to whom shall be referred all matters concerning 
urban redevelopment, rehabilitation and renewal. 


ORDER OF BUSINESS. 
Rute 26. Atevery regular meeting of the council the 
order of business shall be as follows: 
1. Communications from his honor the mayor. 
2. Presentation of petitions, memorials and remon- 
strances. 
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Reports of city officers, etc. 

Unfinished business of preceding meetings. 
Reports of committees. 

Motions, orders and resolutions.

SPECTATORS. 


Rute 27. No person, except a member of the 
council, shall, at any time, be permitted to occupy 
the seat, in the council chamber, of any member of 
the council. The city messenger shall enforce this rule. 


Rute 28. No person, excepting officials connected 
with the city council, and duly assigned reporters of 
the daily newspapers, shall be allowed in the ante- 
rooms or upon the floor of the council chamber while 
the council is in session. Spectators will be allowed in 
the gallery of the council chamber when the council 
is in session, and no one will be admitted to said gallery 
after the seats are occupied. No demonstrations of 
approval or disapproval from the spectators shall be 
permitted, and if such demonstrations are made the 
gallery will be cleared. The city messenger shall enforce 
this rule. 

BuRIAL GROUNDS. 

Rute 29. No permission for the use of land for the 
purpose of burial shall be granted until a public hearing 
shall have been given by the executive committee of the 
city council on the application for such permission, after 
due notice has been given abuttors. 


COMMITTEE MEETINGS. 


Rute 30. No meeting of any committee shall, with- 
out the consent of all the members thereof, be called 
upon less notice than twenty-four hours from the time 
the clerk shall have mailed the notices or dispatched 
them by special messenger, provided, however, that 
meetings of the executive committee may be held in the 
recess period of any meeting of the council without such 
consent or notice. No committee, unless authorized by 
an order of the city council, shall incur any expense. 
No committee meetings shall be called later than one 
hour immediately preceding the time set for anyregular 
meeting of the city council, nor shall any committee 
remain in session later than the hour named for any such 
regular meeting. 
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The clerk of committees shall mail notices of all 
committee meetings to all the members of the council. 


ForRM OF VOTES. 


Rute 31. In all votes the form of expression shall be 
“Ordered” for everything by way of command, and the 
form shall be ‘‘Resolved”’ for everything expressing 
opinions, principles, facts or purposes. 


TRANSFERS. 

Rute 32. Every application for an appropriation 
to be provided for by transfer shall be referred to the 
executive committee, unless otherwise ordered, and no 
such appropriation shall be made until the said com- 
mittee has reported thereon. 


UsE oF Rooms on Councit FLoor. 


Rue 33. No person except members and officers of 
the city council and regularly assigned city hall reporters 
shall be admitted at any time to the president’s room, 
the personal offices of the councillors, executive com- 
mittee room or council chamber, except when invited 
on official business or accompanied by a member of 
the council. 


CONFIRMATION OF APPOINTMENTS. 

Rute 34. The question of confirming appointments 
by the mayor shall be decided by a yes and no ballot, 
if requested by one member or directed by the presiding 
officer. 

AMENDMENT AND SUSPENSION. 

Rute 35. The foregoing rules shall not be altered, 
amended, suspended or repealed at any time, except by 
the votes of two-thirds of all the members of the city 
council.

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ORDINANCES OF 1962, CHAPTER 1. 


PROVIDING FURTHER AGAINST LITTERED STREETS. 


In the Year Nineteen Hundred and Sixty-two. 


Be tt ordained by the City Council of Boston, as follows: 


SECTION 1. Chapter 29 of the Revised Ordinances 
of 1961 is hereby amended by inserting after section 
49 the following sections: 


Section 49A. No person in control of a place of 
business abutting on a sidewalk shall knowingly suffer 
any rubbish, litter, filth, garbage or other refuse to 
remain on such sidewalk except in a receptacle or 
bundle placed on such sidewalk in. accordance with 
the proviso in section forty-three. 


Section 498. No person in control of a place of 
business abutting on a street shall knowingly suffer 
any rubbish, litter, or other refuse to remain in the 
open on the estate upon which such place of business 
is located except in a receptacle or bundle from which 
such rubbish, litter or refuse is not likely to be blown 
onto such street. 


Section 49C. No person in control of any estate 
abutting on a sidewalk shall knowingly suffer to remain 
uncut any overgrowth of grass planted therein by 
the City. 


SEcTION 2. Said Chapter 29 is hereby further 
amended by striking out section 110 and inserting 
in place thereof the following :— 
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Section 110. Any person violating any provision 
of section 41, 42, 43, 44, 45, 46, 49A, 49B, or 49C shall 
be punished by a fine not exceeding fifty dollars for 
each offense. Any person violating any other provision 
of this chapter shall be punished by a fine not exceeding 
twenty dollars for such offense, and not only the person 
actually doing the prohibited thing, but also his em- 
ployer and every other person concerned in so doing 
shall be punished by such fine. 

SecTION 3. This ordinance shall take effect on 
January 1, 1962. }

Srotron 93A. No candidate for any public office 
shall allow any political notice, advertisement or bill 
bearing his name to remain posted up or affixed in any 
manner to a post, pole, fence, tree, wail, building or 
other structure in the city, beyond thirty days after the 
election in which he was a candidate, without having 
previously obtained the written consent of the person 
having possession of such post, pole, fence, tree, wall, 
building or other structure.

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THE CITY SEAL 


As it appeared prior to 1827 


The City Seal was adopted by ‘‘An Ordinance to 
Establish the City Seal,” passed January 2, 1823, which 
provides ‘‘That the design hereto annexed, as sketched 
by John R. Penniman, giving a view of the City, be the 
device of the City Seal; that the motto be as follows, 
to wit: ‘Sicut patribus sit Deus nobis’; and that the 
inscription be as follows: — ‘Bostonia condita, A.D. 
1630. Civitatis regimine donata, A.D. 1822.’” The 
motto is taken from 1 Kings, viii, 57: “God be with 
us as He was with our fathers.” 


The seal as it first appeared is shown above. 


The seal as it was afterwards changed, and has ever 
since continued to be used, was first shown on page 221 
of the volume of laws and ordinances, commonly known 
as the “First Revision,’ published in 1827, and is 
established as the City Seal at the present time by 
Revised Ordinances of 1914, Chapter 1, Section 5, 
which provides that “The seal of the City shall be 
circular in form; shall bear a view of the City; the 
motto ‘Sicur Parrisus Sir Dsus Nosis,’ and the 
inscription, ‘Bostonra Conpitra, A.D. 1630. CiviTatis 
Reeimine Donata A.D. 1822,’ as herewith shown.” 


The seal as changed in 1827 is shown on the opposite 
page. 
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ORIGIN AND GROWTH OF BOSTON 


Tue Royal Patent incorporating the Governor and 
Company of Massachusetts Bay in New England passed 
the seals March * 4, 1628-29. At a General Court, or 
Meeting of the Company, on August * 29 of that year it 
was voted “‘that the Government and patent should be 
settled in New England.” To that end Governor Win- 
throp led the Puritan Exodus in 1630. Soon after his 
arrival at Salem on June * 12, 1630, he proceeded with a 
large following to Charlestown, where a plantation had 
been established the summer before. The Assistants 
held three Courts at Charlestown in the interval, August 
* 23 to September * 28, inclusive. At their meeting 
on September * 7, they “ordered that Trimountaine 
shall be called Boston; Mattapan, Dorchester; and the 
towne upon Charles River, Waterton.”’ Thus Shawmut 
of the Indians was named Boston, probably out of grati- 
tude to the Merchants of Boston in Lincolnshire, who 
had subscribed generously to the stock of the Company. 

In the latter part of August, Governor Winthrop 
with the patent chose Boston as his abiding place. 
The first ‘“Court’’ held in Boston was a ‘“‘General Court”’ 
on October * 19, ‘‘for establishing of the government.”’ 
On October * 3, 1632, Boston was formally declared 
to be ‘‘the fittest place for publique meetings of any 
place in the Bay.” 

Boston was the first town in Massachusetts to become 
a city. It was incorporated February 23, 1822, by 
St. 1821, ec. 110, adopted by the voters March 4, 1822. 
This act was revised by St. 1854, c. 448; amended by 
St. 1885, c. 266, again by St. 1909, c. 486, and again by 
St. 1948, c. 452 as amended by St. 1951, ce. 376. 

The neck of land called Boston, still called Boston 
Proper, contained perhaps 700 acres of land, judging 
from the 783 acres shown by the official survey of 1794. 
(In the interval 1630-37, Boston acquired jurisdiction 
over most of the territory now included in Chelsea, 
Winthrop, Revere, East Boston, Brookline, Quincy, 
Braintree, Randolph and Holbrook, besides certain 
islands in the harbor.) From 1637 till May 138, 1640,

when ‘‘Mount Woollaston”’ was set off as Braintree, 
Boston exercised jurisdiction over a territory of at least 
40,000 acres. Within its present limits there are 30,598 
acres, including flats and water. 

Since 1640, grants of land have been made to Boston 
by the General Court as follows: (1) October * 16, 1660, 
1,000 acres ‘‘for the use of a free schoole, layd out in 
the wildernesse or North of the Merimake River” (in 
Haverhill), in 1664. (2) June * 27, 1735, in abatement 
of Province Tax, three townships, each six miles square, 
or 69,120 acres in all. These townships later became 
the Towns of Charlemont, Colrain, and Pittsfield. 
Boston sold its interest in them on June * 30, 1737, for 
£3,660. (3) June 26, 1794, a township of land in 
Maine (23,040 acres) ‘‘to build a public hospital.’”’ This 
tract was sold by the City April 6, 1833, for $4,200. 

Muddy River was set off as the Town of Brookline 
on November * 13, 1705, and Rumney Marsh was set 
off as the Town of Chelsea January * 8, 1739. 

The principal annexations of territory included within 
the present limits of the City of Boston have been made 
as follows: 

(1) Noddle’s Island by order of Court of Assistants, March 
* 9, 1636-37. (2) South Boston set off from Dorchester March 
6, 1804, by St. 1803, c. 111. (8) Washington Village set off 
from Dorchester May 21, 1855, by St. 1855, c. 468. (4) Rox- 
bury January 6, 1868, by St. 1867, c. 359, accepted September 
9, 1867. Roxbury received its name by order of the Court of 
Assistants October * 8, 1630. It was incorporated as a city 
March 12, 1846, by St. 1846, c. 95, accepted March 25, 1846. 
(5) Dorchester January 3, 1870, by St. 1869, c. 349, accepted 
June 22, 1869. It received its name September * 7, 1630, by 
order of the Court of Assistants. (6) Brighton January 5, 1874, 
by St. 1873, c. 303, accepted October 7, 1873. Set off from 
Cambridge as the Town of Brighton February 24, 1807, by St. 
1806, c. 65. (7) Charlestown January 5, 1874, by St. 1873, c. 
286, accepted October 7, 1873. Settled July * 4, 1629. It was 
incorporated a City February 22, 1847, by St. 1847, c. 29, 
accepted March 10, 1847. (8) West Roxbury January 5, 1874, 
by St. 1873, c. 314, accepted October 7, 1873. It was set off 
from Roxbury and incorporated a Town May 24, 1851, by St. 
1851, c. 250. (9) Hyde Park January 1, 1912, by St. 1911, c. 
469, and 583, accepted November 7, 1911. Incorporated a 
Town April 22, 1868.

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INTRODUCTION 


As a public document Tur Municripant REGISTER is 
as old as the City of Boston itself, the first volume 
having been published in 1821, a year before the govern- 
ment of Boston changed from Town to City. Up to 
1840 the title of the volume was: The Rules and Orders 
of the Common Council. From 1821 to 1829 the docu- 
ment contained merely a register of the City Council 
and a list of the officers. 

In 1829 the City Charter was published as a part of 
the volume, and in 1830 the Acts relating to Boston, 
also the ordinances, were added. In 1832 the size of 
the volume was increased by the addition of an index 
to the contents. The volume published in 1822 con- 
tained fifteen pages and for the year 1840 there were 
eighty-eight pages, including three pages of index. 

The title THe MunicipaALt REGISTER was adopted in 
1841 when the publication became more ambitious, 
incorporating in its pages the Rules and Orders of the 
Common Council, joint rules, ordinances of the City, 
statutes of the Commonwealth relating to the City, a 
list of the public schools, the City Government of 1841, 
the committees and departments (consisting at that 
time of the treasury, law, police, health, public land 
and buildings, lamps and bridges, fire, and public 
charitable institutions), and a list of the ward officers. 

From 1842 to 1864 it also contained a list of the 
members of preceding City Governments, a necrological 
record of those members, the latest ordinances and the 
special statutes relating to the City. In 1851 a list of 
the annual orators was added, and in 1853 a map of 
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the City and the Rules of the Board of Aldermen. In 
1876, statistics of registration and voting were included, 
carried from 1879 to 1924 in tabulated form. 

From 1889 to 1896, inclusive, THe MunNIcIPAL 
REGISTER also continued a compilation of the Charter 
with the revision of 1854 and the amendments of 1885 
and thereafter. ‘The Amended Charter of 1909 (15 
pages) was added in 1910, and the various changes 
since that year have been indicated by footnotes. 

In 1924 the important amendments to the Charter 
enacted in that year (10 pages) were included. 

The 1925 volume contained, as the latest addition, 
descriptions of the ward boundaries as fixed for the 22 
new wards (formerly 26) in December, 1924. 

This volume contains the City Charter as amended 
by Stat. 1948, Chap. 452, and Stat. 1951, Chap. 376, 
commonly known as Plan A, including subsequent 
changes.

CHAPTER 452 OF THE ACTS OF 1948 
AS AMENDED BY 
CHAPTER 376 OF THE ACTS OF 1951, 
INCLUDING SUBSEQUENT CHANGES 


GENERAL PROVISIONS 


Section 1. The following words as used in this act shall, unless the 
context otherwise requires, have the following meanings: 


“City”, the city of Boston. 


“Board of election commissioners’’, the board of election commissioners 
of the city of Boston. 


“Regular municipal election”, the biennial election held for electing 
officers of the city as provided in this act. 


“Prelininary election’”’, the election held for the purpose of nominating 
candidates whose names shall appear on the official ballot at a municipal 
election. 


‘Proportional representation’, any proportional representation method 
of election authorized by chapter fifty-four A of the General Laws. 


“Present form of city government’’, the form of city government in 
effect in the city when it first adopts one of the three optional plans of 
government provided in this act. 


Secr. 2. The city, in the manner hereinafter prescribed, may adopt 
from time to time at any regular municipal election any one of the optional 
plans of government provided in this act and shall thereafter be governed 
by the provisions of the plan so adopted until said provisions are super- 
seded by the adoption of another plan under this act. The inhabitants of 
the city shall continue to be a municipal corporation under the name 
existing at the time of the adoption of any plan provided in this act, and 
shall have, exercise and enjoy all the rights, immunities, powers and 
privileges, and be subject to all the duties, liabilities and obligations 
provided for in this act, or otherwise pertaining to or incumbent upon 
said city as a municipal corporation. 

None of the legislative powers of the city shall be abridged or impaired 
by this act; but all such legislative powers shall be possessed and exercised 
by such body as shall be the legislative body of the city under this act. 

Whenever one of the plans provided for in this act shall be adopted, all 
ordinances, resolutions, orders or other regulations of the city or of any 
authorized body or official thereof, existing at the time when the city 
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adopts such plan, and not inconsistent with the provisions of the plan 
adopted, shall continue in full force and effect until repealed, modified, 
suspended or superseded, and all acts and parts of acts relating to the 
city, so far as inconsistent with the plan adopted shall be inoperative.

Sect. 6. Whenever one of the plans provided in this act shall be adopted, 
it shall continue in force for a period of at least four years from the be- 
ginning of the terms of office of the officials elected thereunder; and no 
petition proposing another of said plans shall be filed until after three 
years from the beginning of said terms of office.

Sect. 8. Whenever one of the plans provided in this act shall be adopted, 
the terms of office of all elective officers in office, and the position of city 
manager if there be one, shall terminate at ten o’clock in the forenoon 
on the first Monday of January following the first municipal election 
held in accordance with the provisions of the plan so adopted. 


Sect. 9. Whenever one of the plans provided in this act shall be adopted, 
the fiscal year of the city shall begin on January first and shall end on 
December thirty-first next following; and the municipal year thereof shall 
begin on the first Monday in January and shall continue until the first 
Monday of the January next following. 


Pian A. GoverNnmMEeNT By Mayor, City Counc, AnD ScHoot Com- 
MITTEE, ExecteD at LARGE WITH PRELIMINARY ELECTIONS 


(Plan A was adopted by the voters of the City of Boston at the Municipal 
Election held November 8, 1949, Yes, 146,162, No, 73,882.) 


Szcr. 10. The form of government provided in sections eleven to twenty, 
inclusive, and the method of nominating and electing officials thereunder 
provided in sections fifty-three to sixty-five, inclusive, shall constitute and 
be known as Plan A under this act. When Plan A is adopted, said sec- 
tions eleven to twenty, inclusive, and fifty-three to sixty-five, inclusive, 
shall become and be operative, subject to the provisions of section four. 


Secr. 11. There shall be in the city a mayor who shall be the chief 
executive officer of the city, a city council of nine members which shall 
be the legislative body of the city, and a school committee of five mem- 
bers which shall have the powers and duties conferred and imposed by 
law. 


Secr. 11A. Every person elected mayor and every person elected or 
chosen city councillor or school committeeman shall, before entering upon 
the duties of his office, take, and subscribe in a book to be kept by the 
city clerk for the purpose, the oath of allegiance and oath of office pre- 
scribed in the constitution of this commonwealth and an oath to support 
the constitution of the United States. Such oaths shall be administered, 
to a person elected mayor, by a justice of the supreme judicial court, a 
judge of a court of record commissioned to hold such court within the 
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city or a justice of the peace, and to a person elected or chosen city coun- 
cillor or school committeeman, by the mayor or any of the persons au- 
thorized to administer said oaths to a person elected mayor. 


Sect. 11B. Whenever the mayor is absent from the city or unable from 
any cause to perform his duties, and whenever there is a vacancy in the 
office of mayor from any cause, the president of the city council, while 
such absence, inability or vacancy continues, shall perform the duties of 
mayor. If there is no president of the city council or if he also is absent 
from the city or unable from any cause to perform such duties, they shall 
be performed, until there is a mayor or president of the city council or 
the mayor or president of the city council returns or is able to attend 
to said duties, by such member of the city council as that body by a vote 
which, for the purposes of section seventeen D, shall be deemed to be a 
vote electing an official, may elect, and until such election by the city 
clerk. The person upon whom such duties shall devolve shall be called 
‘acting mayor” and he shall possess the powers of mayor only in matters 
not admitting of delay, but shall have no power to make permanent 
appointments. 


Secr. 12. At the next regular municipal election following the adoption 
of Plan A and at every second regular municipal election after a regular 
municipal election at which a mayor is elected, a mayor shall be elected 
at large to hold office for the four municipal years following the municipal 
year in which he is elected and thereafter until his successor is elected and 
qualified. 


Secr. 13. If a vacancy occurs in the office of mayor within sixteen 
weeks prior to a regular municipal election other than a regular municipal 
election at which a mayor is elected, or within sixteen months after a 
regular municipal election, or if there is a failure to elect a mayor or a 
person elected mayor resignes or dies before taking office, the city council 
shall forthwith adopt an order calling a special municipal election for the 
purpose of electing at large a mayor for the unexpired term, which election 
shall be held on such Tuesday, not less than one hundred and twenty days 
nor more than one hundred and forty days after the adoption of such 
order, as the city council shall in such order fix. If a vacancy occurs in 
the office of the mayor at any other time, a mayor shall be elected at large 
at the next regular municipal election to hold office for a term expiring at 
ten o’clock in the forenoon on the first Monday of the fourth January 
following his election. A person elected mayor under either of the fore- 
going provisions shall take and subscribe the oaths required by section 
eleven A as soon as conveniently may be after the issuance to him of his 
certificate of election. Such person shall hold office from the time of 
taking and subscribing such oaths until the expiration of his term and 
thereafter until his successor is elected and qualified. The provisions of 
this section shall not apply if a vacancy occurs in the office of mayor in 
the period beginning on the date of a regular municipal election at which 
a new mayor is elected and ending at the time he takes office. 
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Secr. 138A. The mayor shall be paid an annual salary of twenty 
thousand dollars or such other sum as may from time to time be fixed by 
ordinance. The mayor shall not receive for his services any other com- 
pensation or emolument whatever; nor shall he hold any other office of 
emolument under the city government. 


Sucr. 14. At the next regular municipal election following the adoption 
of Plan A and at every regular municipal election thereafter, there shall 
be elected at large nine city councillors, each to hold office for the two 
municipal years following the municipal year in which he is elected. 


Secr. 15.* If at any time a vacancy occurs in the city council from 
any cause, the city clerk shall forthwith notify the city council thereof; and 
within fifteen days after such notification, the remaining city councillors 
shall choose, as city councillor for the unexpired term, whichever of the 
defeated candidates for the office of city councillor at the regular municipal 
election at which city councillors were elected for the term in which the 
vacancy occurs, who are eligible and willing to serve, received the highest 
number of votes at such election, or, if there is no such defeated candidate 
eligible and willing to serve, a registered voter of the city duly qualified 
to vote for a candidate for the office of city councillor. If at a regular 
municipal election there is a failure to elect a city councillor or if a person 
elected city councillor at such an election resigns or dies before taking 
office, the city clerk shall, as soon as conveniently may be after the 
remaining city councillors-elect take office, notify the city council of such 
failure to elect, resignation or death; and within fifteen days after such 
notification, the members thereof shall choose, as city councillor for the 
unexpired term, whichever of the defeated candidates for the office of city 
councillor at such election, who are eligible and willing to serve, received 
the highest number of votes at such election, or, if there is no such defeated 
candidate eligible and willing to serve, a registered voter of the city duly 
qualified to vote for a candidate for the office of city councillor. If in 
any of the aforesaid events a choice is not made as hereinbefore provided 
within fifteen days after the notification of the city council by the city 
clerk, the choice shall be made by the mayor, or, if there is no mayor, by 
the city councillor senior in length of service, or, if there be more than 
one such, by the city councillor senior both in age and length of service. 
For the purposes of section seventeen D, votes of the city council under 
this section shall be deemed to be votes electing officials. 


Secr. 16. Every city councillor shall be paid an annual salary of five 
thousand dollars; and no other sum shall be paid from the city treasury 
for or on account of any personal expenses directly or indirectly in- 
curred by or in behalf of any city councillor. 

Secr. 17. The city council shall be the judge of the election and 
qualifications of its members; shall elect from its members by vote of a 
majority of all the members a president who when present shall preside at 
the meetings thereof; and shall from time to time establish rules for its

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proceedings. The member eldest in years shall preside until the president 
is chosen, and in case of the absence of the president, until a presiding 
officer is chosen. 


Sect. 17A. The mayor may, whenever in his judgment the good of 
the city requires it, summon a meeting or meetings of the city council 
although said council stands adjourned to a more distant day, and shall 
cause suitable written notice of such meeting or meetings to be given to 
the city councillors. 


Sect. 17B. The city council may, subject to the approval of the 
mayor, from time to time establish such offices, other than that of clerk, 
as it may deem necessary for the conduct of its affairs and at such salaries 
as it may determine, and abolish such offices or alter such salaries; and 
without such approval may fill the offices thus established and remove 
the incumbents at pleasure. The city clerk shall act as clerk of the 
city council. 


Secr. 17C. All elections by the city council under any provision of 
law, including the choosing of a city councillor under section fifteen, shall 
be made by a viva voce vote, each member who is present answering to his 
name when it is called by the clerk or other proper officer, and stating 
the name of the person for whom he votes, or declining to vote, as the 
case may be; and the clerk or other proper officer shall record every such 
vote. No such election shall be valid unless it is made as aforesaid. 


Secr. 17D. Every order, ordinance, resolution and vote of the city 
council (except special municipal election orders adopted under section 
thirteen, votes relating to the internal affairs of said council, resolutions 
not affecting legal rights, votes electing officials, and votes confirming 
appointments by the mayor) shall be presented to the mayor for his 
approval. If he approves it, he shall sign it; and thereupon it shall be in 
force. If he disapproves it, he shall, by filing it with the city clerk with 
his objections thereto in writing, return it to the city council which shall 
enter the objections at large on its records. Every order, ordinance, reso- 
lution and vote authorizing a loan or appropriating money or accepting 
a statute involving the expenditure of money, which is so returned to the 
city council, shall be void, and no further action shall be taken thereon; 
but the city council shall proceed forthwith to reconsider every other 
order, ordinance, resolution and vote so returned, and if, after such recon- 
sideration, two thirds of all the city councillors vote to pass it notwith- 
standing the disapproval of the mayor, it shall then be in force; but no 
such vote shall be taken before the seventh day after the city council has 
entered the objections at large on its records. Every order, ordinance, 
resolution or vote required by this section to be presented to the mayor 
which, within fifteen days after such presentation, is neither signed by 
him nor filed with his written objections as hereinbefore provided, shall 
be in force on and after the sixteenth day following such presentation. 


Every order, ordinance, resolution or vote required by this section 
to be presented to the mayor shall be approved as a whole or disapproved 
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as a whole; except that, if the same authorizes a loan or appropriates 
money, the mayor may approve some of the items in whole or in part 
and disapprove other of the items in whole or in part; and such items or 
parts of items as he approves shall, upon his signing the same, be in force 
and such items or parts of items as he disapproves by filing with the city 
clerk his written objections thereto shall be void, and such items or parts 
of items as he neither signs nor so disapproves within fifteen days after 
the order, ordinance, resolution or vote shall have been presented to him 
shall be in force on and after the sixteenth day following such presen- 
tation. 


Sect. 17E. The mayor from time to time may make to the city council 
in the form of an ordinance or loan order filed with the city clerk such 
recommendations other than for school purposes as he may deem to 
be for the welfare of the city. The city council shall consider each ordi- 
nance or loan order so presented and shall either adopt or reject the same 
within sixty days after the date when it is filed as aforesaid. If such 
ordinance or loan order is not rejected within said sixty days, it shall be 
in force as if adopted by the city council unless previously withdrawn by 
the mayor. Nothing herein shall prevent the mayor from again presenting 
an ordinance or loan order which has been rejected or withdrawn. The 
city council may originate an ordinance or loan order and may reduce or 
reject any item in any loan and, subject to the approval of the mayor, 
may amend an ordinance. All sales of land other than school lands, all 
appropriations for the purchase of land other than for school purposes, 
and all loans voted by the city council shall require a vote of two thirds of 
all the city councillors and shall be passed only after two separate readings 
and by two separate votes, the second of said readings and votes to be 
had not less than fourteen days after the first, except that in the case of 
loan orders for temporary loans in anticipation of taxes the second of 
said readings and votes may be had not less than twenty-four hours after 
the first. No amendment increasing the amount of land to be sold or the 
amount to be paid for the purchase of land, or the amount of loans, or 
altering the disposition of purchase money or of the proceeds of loans 
shall be made at the time of the second reading and vote. If a petition 
signed by three city councillors requesting that action be taken forthwith 
upon a loan order presented by the mayor is filed in the office of the city 
clerk not earlier than fourteen days after the presentation of such loan 
order, action shall be taken by the yeas and nays on the question of the 
adoption of such loan order at the next meeting of the council, or, if one 
vote has already been taken thereon, at the next meeting after the expira- 
tion of the required interval after such vote; provided, that such action 
thereon has not sooner been taken or such loan order has not been with- 
drawn by the mayor. 


-Secr. 17F. The city council at any time may request from the mayor 
specific information on any municipal matter within its jurisdiction, and 
may request his presence to answer written questions relating thereto 
at a meeting to be held not earlier than one week from the date of the 
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receipt of said questions, in which case the mayor shall personally, or 
through a head of a department or a member of a board, attend such 
meeting and publicly answer all such questions. The person so attending 
shall not be obliged to answer questions relating to any other matter. 
The mayor at any time may attend and address the city council in person 
or through the head of a department, or a member of a board, upon such 
subject as he may desire. 


Sect. 17G. Except as otherwise provided in chapter four hundred and 
eighty-six of the acts of nineteen hundred and nine, neither the city council 
nor any member, committee, officer or employee thereof shall directly or 
indirectly on behalf of the city or of the county of Suffolk take part in the 
employment of labor, the making of contracts, or the purchase of materials, 
supplies or real estate; nor in the construction, alteration, or repair of 
any public works, buildings, or other property; nor in the care, custody, 
or management of the same; nor in the conduct of the executive or ad- 
ministrative business of the city or county; nor in the appointment or 
removal of any city or county employee; nor in the expenditure of public 
money except such as may be necessary for the contingent and incidental 
expenses of the city council. Any person violating any provision of this 
section shall be punished by imprisonment for not more than one year, 
or by a fine of not more than one thousand dollars, or both. 


Sect. 17H. No city councillor nor any person elected city councillor 
shall, during the term for which he is elected or chosen, be appointed to, 
or hold, any office or position which is under the city government or the 
salary of which is payable out of the city treasury except the office of city 
councillor and any office held ex officio by virtue of being a member, or 
president, of the city council; provided, however, that nothing herein 
contained shall prevent a city councillor or any person elected city council- 
lor from, during the term for which he is elected or chosen, being appointed 
by the governor, with or without the advice and consent of the council, 
to, and holding, any such office or position if before entering upon the 
duties of such office or position he resigns as city councillor or city council- 
lor-elect. 


Secr. 18. At the next regular municipal election following the adoption 
of Plan A and at every regular municipal election thereafter, there shall 
be elected at large five school committeemen, each to hold office for the 
two municipal years following the municipal year in which he is elected. 


Secr. 19.* If at any time a vacancy occurs in the school committee 
from any cause, the mayor, the president of the city council and the 
remaining school committeemen, meeting in joint convention, shall, 
within fifteen days after the vacancy arises, choose, as school committee- 
man for the unexpired term, whichever of the defeated candidates for the 
office of school committeeman at the regular municipal election at which 
school committeemen were elected for the term in which the vacancy

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occurs, who are eligible and willing to serve, received the highest number 
of votes at such election, or, if there is no such defeated candidate eligible 
and willing to serve, a registered voter of the city duly qualified to vote 
for a candidate for the office of school committeeman. If at a regular mu- 
nicipal election there is a failure to elect a school committeeman or if a 
person elected school committeeman at such an election resigns or dies 
before taking office, within fifteen days after the remaining school com- 
mitteemen-elect take office, such school committeemen and the then 
mayor and the then president of the city council shall meet in joint con- 
vention and choose, as school committeeman for the unexpired term, 
whichever of the defeated candidates for the office of school committeeman 
at such election, who are eligible and willing to serve, received the highest 
number of votes at such election, or, if there is no such defeated candidate 
eligible and willing to serve, a registered voter of the city duly qualified 
to vote for a candidate for the office of school committeeman. 


Secr. 20. The members of the school committee shall meet and 
organize on the first Monday of January following their election. The 
school committee shall be the judge of the election and qualifications of its 
members. The members of the school committee shall serve without 
compensation.

NOMINATION AND ELECTION Provisions UNDER PLAN A AND 
Pitan D 


Sect. 53. Every municipal officer required by sections twelve, thirteen, 
fourteen and eighteen to be elected at large shall be elected at a biennial 
municipal election, or, in the case of a mayor for an unexpired term, at a 
special municipal election, after, in either case, nomination at a pre- 
liminary municipal election, except as otherwise provided in section fifty- 
seven C. In sections fifty-three to sixty-five, inclusive, the term ‘‘regular 
election” shall be construed to refer to the biennial municipal election or 
the special municipal election, as the case may be, and the term “‘pre- 
liminary election” to the preliminary municipal election held for the pur- 
pose of nominating candidates for election at such regular election. Every 
preliminary election shall, unless dispensed with under said section fifty- 
seven C, be held on the sixth Tuesday preceding the regular election. 

Sect. 54. Any person who is a registered voter of the city duly qualified 
to vote for a candidate for an elective municipal office therein may be a 
candidate for nomination to such office; provided, that a petition for the 
nomination of such person is obtained, signed and filed as provided in 
sections fifty-five, fifty-five A, and fifty-six, and signatures of petitioners 
thereon, to the number required by section fifty-six, certified as provided 
in section fifty-seven by the board of election commissioners, in sections 
fifty-five to sixty-five, inclusive, called the election commission. 


Secr. 55. A nomination petition shall be issued only to a person sub- 
scribing after the thirteenth Tuesday, and before the eighth Tuesday 
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preceding the preliminary election, in a book kept for that purpose by 
the election commission, a statement of candidacy in substantially the 
following form: —

Secr. 55A. A nomination petition shall be issued by the election com- 
mission not later than twelve o’clock noon on the second day (Saturdays, 
Sundays and legal holidays excluded) after the subscription of a statement 
of candidacy, except that no such petition shall be issued before the 
eleventh Tuesday preceding the preliminary election. A nomination 
petition shall not relate to more than one candidate nor to more than one 
office. A nomination petition may state the elective public offices which 
the candidate holds or has held under the government of the common- 
wealth, the county of Suffolk or the city of Boston or in the congress as a 
representative or senator from the commonwealth; provided, that such 
statement shall not exceed eight words and shall, with respect to each 
such office, consist solely of the title, as hereinafter given, of such office, 
preceded, if the candidate is the then incumbent thereof, by the word 
“Present”, otherwise, by the word ‘‘Former”’, and followed, if, but only 
if, the office is that of city councillor, by the words ‘‘at Large” or “‘for 
Ward (here insert ward number in numerals, which shall be counted as one 
word)’’, as the case may be. For the purposes of such statement, the 
titles of the elective public offices which may be stated shall be deemed 
to be as follows: — city councillor, school committeeman, mayor, district 
attorney, sheriff, register of deeds, register of probate, county clerk of 
superior (criminal) court, county clerk of superior (civil) court, county 
clerk of supreme judicial court, state representative, state senator, gov- 
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ernor’s councillor, attorney general, state auditor, state treasurer, state 
secretary, lieutenant governor, governor, congressman, and United States 
senator. 

If the candidate is a veteran as defined in section twenty-one of chapter 
thirty-one of the General Laws, his nomination petition may contain the 
word “Veteran”, which, in the case of a candidate holding or having held 
elective public office as aforesaid, shall, for the purposes of this section and 
sections fifty-five, fifty-eight and sixty-two, be counted as a part of the 
statement concerning the elective public offices held by him, and, in the 
case of a candidate who does not hold and has never held elective public 
office as aforesaid, shall, for the purposes of said sections, be deemed to be 
a statement concerning the elective public offices held by him.

Every nomination petition sheet shall, before issuance, be prepared by 
the election commission by printing or inserting thereon the matter re- 
quired by the first two paragraphs of the foregoing form. Not more than 
three hundred nomination petition sheets shall be issued to any candidate 
for nomination to the office of mayor under Plan A; not more than one 
hundred and fifty such sheets shall be issued to any candidate for nomi- 
nation to the office of city councillor under Plan A or D; and not more 
than two hundred such sheets shall be issued to any candidate for nomi- 
nation to the office of school committeeman under Plan A or D. No 
nomination petition sheet shall be received or be valid unless prepared and 
issued by the election commission; nor shall any such sheet be received or 
be valid unless the written acceptance of the candidate thereby nomi- 
nated is endorsed thereon, anything in section three A of chapter fifty 
of the General Laws to the contrary notwithstanding. 

Secr. 56. The nomination petition shall be signed, in the case of a 
candidate for mayor, by at least three thousand registered voters of the 
city qualified to vote for such candidate at the preliminary election, in the 
case of a candidate for city councillor, by at least fifteen hundred registered 
voters of the city qualified to vote for such candidate at such election, 
and, in the case of a candidate for school committeeman, by at least two 
thousand registered voters of the city qualified to vote for such candidate 
at such election. 
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Every voter signing a nomination petition shall sign in person, with his 
name as registered, and shall state his residence on January first preceding, 
or his residence when registered if subsequent thereto, and the place 
where he is then living, with the street and number, if any; but any voter 
who is prevented by physical disability from writing may authorize 
some person to write his name and residence in his presence. No voter 
may sign as petitioner more than one nomination petition for the office 
of mayor, nor more than nine nomination petitions for the office of city 
councillor, nor more than five nomination petitions for the office of school 
committeeman. If the name of any voter appears as petitioner on more 
nomination petitions for an office than prescribed in this section, his name 
shall, in determining the number of petitioners, be counted, in the case 
of the office of mayor, only on the nomination petition sheet bearing his 
name first filed with the election commission, in the case of the office of 
city councillor, only on the nine nomination petition sheets bearing his 
name first filed with said commission, and, in the case of the office of 
school committeeman, only on the five nomination petition sheets bearing 
his name first filed with said commission. If the name of any voter 
appears as petitioner on the same nomination petition more than once, 
it shall be deemed to appear but once. The signature of any petitioner 
which is not certified by the circulator of the sheet as provided in the 
form set forth in section fifty-five A shall not be counted in determining 
the number of petitioners. 


The separate sheets of a nomination petition may be filed all at one 
time or in lots of one or more from time to time, but shall all be filed with 
the election commission at or before five o’clock in the afternoon on the 
eighth Tuesday preceding the preliminary election. Every nomination 
petition sheet shall be filed by a responsible person, who shall sign such 
sheet and, if he is other than the candidate, add to his signature his place 
of residence, giving street and number, if any; and the election commission 
shall require satisfactory identification of such person. 


The names of candidates appearing on nomination petitions shall, when 
filed, be a matter of public record; but no nomination petition shall be 
open to public inspection until the signatures on all nomination petitions 
for the same office have been certified. 


Sect. 57. Upon the filing of each nomination petition sheet the election 
commission shall check each name to be certified by it on such sheet and 
shall certify thereon the number of signatures so checked which are the 
names of registered voters of the city qualified to sign the same; provided, 
however, that said commission shall not certify, in connection with a 
single nomination petition, a greater number of names than required by 
section fifty-six with one tenth of such number added thereto. Names 
not certified in the first instance shall not thereafter be certified on the 
same nomination petition.

the preliminary election if he dies after the second Friday preceding such 
election and before the closing of the polls at such election, (c) at or before 
five o’clock in the afternoon on the first Tuesday preceding the regular 
election if he dies after the closing of the polls at the preliminary election 
and on or before the second Friday preceding the regular election, and 
(d) at or before five o’clock in the afternoon on the first Friday following 
the regular election if he dies after the second Friday preceding such 
election and before the closing of the polls at such election; provided, 
however, that no certificate of substitution for such a deceased candidate 
shall be filed after the closing of the polls at the preliminary election unless 
such candidate, if living, would be deemed under either section fifty- 
seven C or sixty-one to have been nominated for the office of mayor 
under Plan A. 

If a certificate of substitution for a deceased candidate for mayor 
under Plan A is filed at or before five o’clock in the afternoon on the first 
Tuesday preceding the preliminary election, the ballots for use at such 
election shall be printed with the name, residence and ward of the sub- 
stitute in the place of the name, residence and ward of the deceased; 
and the voting machine ballot labels for use at such election, if not pre-

noon on the first Tuesday preceding the preliminary election, all ballots 
and voting machine ballot labels for use at such election shall bear the 
name, residence and ward of the deceased but shall be deemed as a matter 
of law to bear the name, residence and ward of the substitute in the place 
of the name, residence and ward of the deceased, and a vote for the de- 
ceased at such election shall be counted as a vote for the substitute. If 
such a certificate is filed at or before five o’clock in the afternoon on the 
first Tuesday preceding the regular election, the ballots for use at such 
election other than absent voting ballots shall be printed with the name, 
residence and ward of the substitute in the place of the name, residence 
and ward of the deceased; and the absent voting ballots for use at such 
election, if not previously printed, shall be printed with the name, resi- 
dence and ward of the substitute in the place of the name, residence and 
ward of the deceased and, if previously printed, shall be deemed as a

If a candidate for mayor under Plan A in whose nomina- 
tion petition a committee of not less than five persons or a majority thereof 
is authorized to fill a vacancy dies after the second Friday preceding the 
regular election and a certificate of substitution is not filed at or before 
five o’clock in the afternoon on the first Tuesday preceding such election, 
such election, so far, but only so far, as it is for the purpose of electing a 
person for the office of mayor, shall be postponed for four weeks and 
no vote cast for any candidate for mayor at the originally scheduled 
election shall be counted. 


Every certificate of substitution shall state:—(1) the name of the sub- 
stitute, (2) his residence, with street and number, if any, and ward, (3) the 
office for which he is to be a candidate, (4) the name of the original candi- 
date, (5) the fact of his death, withdrawal or ineligibility, and (6) the 
proceedings had for making the substitution. The chairman and secre- 
tary of the committee shall sign and make oath to the truth of the cer- 
tificate; and it shall be accompanied by the written acceptance of the 
candidate substituted. A certificate of substitution shall be open to 
objection in the same manner, so far as practicable, as a nomination 
petition. 

Secr. 57C. On the first day, other than a legal holiday or Saturday 
or Sunday, following the expiration of the time for filing withdrawals and 
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the final disposition of any objections filed, the election commission shall 
post in a conspicuous place in the city hall the names, residences and 
wards of the candidates for nomination for mayor under Plan A and for 
city councillor and school committeeman under Plans A and D who have 
duly qualified as such candidates, as they are to appear on the official 
ballots to be used at the preliminary election, except as to the order of the 
names. If there are so posted the names of not more than two candi-

Sect. 58. On the day of the posting provided for by section fifty- 
seven C, or as soon thereafter as conveniently may be, the election com- 
mission shall draw by lot the position of the candidates on the ballot. 
Each candidate shall have an opportunity to be present at such drawing in 
person or by one representative. As soon as conveniently may be after 
such drawing, the election commission shall cause the ballots to be printed. 
Said ballots shall, in addition to the directions and numbers provided for 
by section fifty-nine, contain, in the order drawn by the election 
commission, the names posted as aforesaid (except those of candidates 
deemed under section fifty-seven C to have been nominated), and no 
others, with a designation of residence and ward and the title and term 
of the office for which the person named is a candidate, and the statement, 
if any, contained in his nomination petition concerning the elective 
public offices held by him.

The heading of said ballots shall be varied in accordance with the offices 
for which nominations are to be made. 

Secr. 59. At every preliminary election, and every regular election, 
under Plan A, each voter shall be entitled to vote for not more than one 
candidate for the office of mayor, not more than nine candidates for the 
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office of city councillor, and not more than five candidates for the office 
of schoo] committeeman. On the ballots and voting machine ballot labels 
for use at each of said elections, there shall, as a direction to the voter, 
be printed in capital letters, near the title of each office to be voted for, 
the words “vote For (here insert in words the number of candidates specified 
in this section with respect to such office).”’ The election commission, when 
drawing under section fifty-eight the position on the ballot of the candi- 
dates for nomination at every preliminary election, shall draw the posi- 
tions of all candidates for mayor, if any are to be drawn, before drawing 
the position of any candidate for city councillor or school committeeman 
and shall draw the positions of all candidates for city councillor, if any are 
to be drawn, before drawing the position of any candidate for school 
committeeman. The election commission shall number consecutively, 
regardless of office, all candidates drawn, — the candidate first drawn 
being assigned the number 1 and the candidate last drawn being assigned 
the last number assigned. No position shall be drawn for, nor shall any 
number be assigned to, any candidate deemed under section fifty-seven C 
to have been nominated; nor shall any number be assigned to any blank 
space provided under section sixty-four or to any sticker candidate, so 
called; and no vote by sticker, which term shall not be construed to in- 
clude the slip provided for by section fifty-seven B, shall be counted if 
any candidate number appears thereon. The numbers assigned under 
this paragraph shall be separate and distinct from the alphabetical or 
numerical code of any voting machine. On the ballots and voting 
machine ballot labels for use at every preliminary election, there shall, as 
an aid to the voter, be printed in numerals, before the name of each candi- 
date and with type the same size as the name, the number assigned to the 
candidate by the election commission under this paragraph. 


Sect. 60. The election officers shall, immediately upon the closing 
of the polls at preliminary elections, count the ballots and ascertain the 
number of votes cast in the several voting places for each candidate, and 
forthwith make return thereof upon the total vote sheets or, if voting 
machines are used, the general or precinct record sheets, as the case may 
be, to the election commission which shall forthwith canvass said returns 
and, subject to the provisions of the first sentence of section one hundred 
and thirty-seven of chapter fifty-four of the General Laws, determine and 
declare the result thereof, publish said result in one or more newspapers 
in the city, and post the same in a conspicuous place in the city hall. 


Secr. 61. The two persons receiving at a preliminary election under 
Plan A the highest number of votes for nomination for the office of mayor 
shall be deemed to have been nominated for said office; and the eighteen 
persons receiving at such an election under Plan A or D the highest num- 
ber of votes for nomination for the office of city councillor shall be deemed 
to have been nominated for said office; and the ten persons receiving at 
such an election under Plan A or D the highest number of votes for 
nomination for the office of school committeeman shall be deemed to have 
been nominated for said office. If a preliminary election under Plan A 
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or D results in a tie vote among candidates for nomination receiving the 
lowest number of votes, which, but for said tie vote, would entitle a person 
receiving the same to be deemed to have been nominated, all persons 
participating in said tie vote shall be deemed to have been nominated, 
although in consequence there be printed on the official ballot to be used 
at the regular election names to a number exceeding twice the number to 
be elected. 


Sucr. 62. The name of every person deemed under section fifty-seven 
C or section sixty-one to have been nominated, together with his residence 
and ward and the title and term of the office for which he is a candidate, 
and the statement, if any, contained in his nomination petition concerning 
the elective public offices held by him, shall, in addition to the directions 
provided for by section fifty-nine, be printed on the official ballots to be 
used at the regular elections; and said persons shall be the sole candidates 
whose names may be printed on such ballots. As soon as conveniently 
may be after the sixth Tuesday preceding every regular election, the elec- 
tion commission shall draw by lot the position of said names on said 
ballots; and said names shall be printed on such ballots in the order so 
drawn. Each candidate shall have an opportunity to be present at such 
drawing in person or by one representative. 


Sect. 63. No ballot used at any preliminary or regular election shall 
have printed thereon any party or political designation or mark, and 
there shall not be appended to the name of any candidate any such party 
or political designation or mark or anything showing how he was nomi- 
nated or indicating his views or opinions. 


Secr. 64. On every ballot to be used at a preliminary or regular 
election, there shall be left, at the end of the list of candidates for each 
office, blank spaces equal to the number for which a voter may vote for 
such office, in which blank spaces the voter may insert the name of any 
person not printed on the ballot for whom he desires to vote for such 
office. 


Sect. 65. At every preliminary election, and every regular election 
under Plan D, each voter shall be entitled to vote for not more than six 
candidates for the office of city councillor and not more than three candi- 
dates for the office of school committeeman.

Secr. 3.* All appropriations, other than for school purposes, to be 
met from taxes, revenue or any source other than loans, shall originate 
with the mayor, who, not later than the first Monday in February of each 
year, shall submit to the city council the annual budget of the current 
expenses of the city and county for the current fiscal year, and may 
submit thereafter such supplementary appropriation orders as he may 
deem necessary. The city council may reduce or reject any item, but, 
except upon the recommendation of the mayor, shall not increase any 
item in, nor the total of, a budget, nor add any item thereto, nor shall it 
originate a budget. Not later than the first Monday in April the city 
council shall take definite action on the annual budget by adopting, 
reducing or rejecting it, and in the event of their failure so to do the items 
and the appropriation orders in the budget as recommended by the mayor 
shall be in effect as if formally adopted by the city council and approved 
by the mayor. It shall be the duty of the city and county officials, when 
requested by the mayor, to submit forthwith in such detail as he may 
require estimates for the next fiscal year of the expenditures of the depart- 
ment or office under their charge, which estimates shall be transmitted to 
the city council. 

Sect. 3A.f In the period after the expiration of any fiscal year, and 
before the regular appropriations have been made by the city council and 
the school committee, city and county officers who are authorized to 
make expenditures, and the school committee, may incur liabilities in 
carrying on the work of the several departments and offices entrusted to 
them, and payments therefor shall be made from the treasury from any 
available funds therein and charged against the next annual appropri- 
ation, or special appropriation, if any is made; provided, that the liabilities 
incurred during such interval for regular employees do not exceed in 
any one month the average monthly expenditure of the last three months 
of the preceding fiscal year, and that the total liabilities incurred during 
said interval do not exceed in any one month the sums spent for similar

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purposes during any one month of the preceding fiscal year; and provided, 
further, that said officers who are authorized to make expenditures may 
expend in any one month for any new officer or board lawfully created 
an amount not exceeding one twelfth of the estimated cost for the current 
fiscal year; and provided, further, that until a regular or special appro- 
priation has been made for snow removal, expenditures may be made for 
that purpose to an amount not exceeding the average of the annual ex- 
penditures for snow removal in the five preceding fiscal years. Notwith- 
standing the foregoing limitations upon the authority of city officers to 
incur liabilities during said interval, such officers may incur liabilities to 
such extent as may be necessary for the purpose of compensating first 
assistant assessors for their regular duties. 


Sect. 3B.* After an appropriation of money has been duly made by 
the city of Boston for any specific purpose, or for the needs and expendi- 
tures of any city department or county office, no transfer of any part of 
the money thus appropriated shall be made except in accordance with 
and after the written recommendation of the mayor to the city council, 
approved by a yea and nay vote of two thirds of all the members of the 
city council; provided, that the city auditor, with the approval in each 
instance of the mayor, may make transfers, other than for personal service, 
from any item to any other item within the appropriations for a depart- 
ment, division of a department or county office. After December tenth in 
each year the city auditor may, with the approval of the mayor in each 
instance, apply any income and taxes not disposed of and make transfers 
from any appropriation to any other appropriation for the purpose only 
of closing the accounts of the fiscal year.

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Secr. 5.* The city council with the approval of the mayor may from 
time to time make by-laws or ordinances for any or all of the following 
purposes:—(a) to create a new department or agency; (b) to abolish, in 
whole or in part, any department or agency; (c) to reorganize, in whole 
or in part, any department or department head or any agency or agency 
head; (d) to confer or impose on any department or agency any power 
or duty of the city not appertaining at the time of the making of the 
by-law or ordinance to any department or agency; (e) to transfer any or 
all of the powers, duties and appropriations of any division of any depart- 
ment or agency to another division of the same department or agency;

Secr. 8. Neither the city council, nor any member or committee, 
officer, or employee thereof shall, except as otherwise provided in this 
act, directly or indirectly on behalf of the city or of the county of Suffolk 
take part in the employment of labor, the making of contracts, the 
purchase of materials, supplies or real estate; nor in the construction, 
alteration, or repair of any public works, buildings, or other property; 
nor in the care, custody, and management of the same; nor in the conduct 
of the executive or administrative business of the city or county; nor in 
the appointment or removal of any municipal or county employee; nor in 
the expenditure of public money except such as may be necessary for the 
contingent and incidental expenses of the city council. ; 

It shall be unlawful for the mayor or for a member of the city council 
or for any officer or employee of the city or of the county of Suffolk or for 
a member of the finance commission directly or indirectly to make a con- 
tract with the city or with the county of Suffolk, or to receive any com- 
mission, discount, bonus, gift, contribution or reward from or any share 
in the profits of any person or corporation making or performing such 
contract, unless such mayor, member of the city council, officer, or em- 
ployee or member of the finance commission immediately upon learning 
of the existence of such contract or that such contract is proposed, shall 
notify in writing the mayor, city council, and finance commission of such 
contract and of the nature of his interest in such contract and shall abstain 
from doing any official act on behalf of the city in reference thereto. In 
case of such interest on the part of an officer whose duty it is to make such 
contract on behalf of the city, the contract may be made by any other 
officer of the city duly authorized thereto by the mayor, or if the mayor 
has such interest by the city clerk: provided, however, that when a con- 
tractor with the city or county is a corporation or voluntary association, 
the ownership of less than five per cent of the stock or shares actually 
issued shall not be considered as being an interest in the contract within 
the meaning of this act, and such ownership shall not affect the validity 
of the contract, unless the owner of such stock or shares is also an officer 
or agent of the corporation or association, or solicits or takes part in the 
making of the contract. 


A violation of any provision of this section shall render the contract in 
respect to which such violation occurs voidable at the option of the city or 
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county. Any person violating the provisions of this section shall be 
punished by a fine of not more than one thousand dollars, or by im- 
prisonment for not more than one year, or both. 


Tue EXecutTiIvE DEPARTMENT 


Sect. 9. All heads of departments and members of municipal boards, 
including the board of street commissioners, as their present terms of 
office expire (but excluding the school committeee and those officials by 
law appointed by the governor), shall be appointed by the mayor without 
confirmation by the city council. They shall be recognized experts in 
such work as may devolve upon the incumbents of said offices, or persons 
specially fitted by education, training or experience to perform the same, 
and (except the election commissioners, who shall remain subject to the 
provisions of existing laws) shall be appointed without regard to party 
affiliation or to residence at the time of appointment except as hereinafter 
provided.

Sect. 12. A vacancy in any office to which the provisions of section 
nine of this act apply, shall be filled by the mayor under the provisions of 
said section and pending a permanent appointment he shall designate 
some other head of a department or member of a board to discharge the 
duties of the office temporarily. 

Sect. 13.* Members of boards shall be appointed for the terms estab- 
lished by law or by ordinance. Heads of departments shall be appointed 
for terms of four years beginning with the first day of May of the year in 
which they are appointed and shall continue thereafter to hold office 
during the pleasure of the mayor. 

Sscr. 14. The mayor may remove any head of a department or member 
of a board (other than the election commissioners, who shall remain subject 
to the provisions of existing laws) by filing a written statement with the 
city clerk setting forth in detail the specific reasons for such removal, a 
copy of which shall be delivered or mailed to the person thus removed, who 
may make a reply in writing, which, if he desires, may be filed with the 
city clerk; but such reply shall not affect the action taken unless the mayor 
80 determines. The provisions of this section shall not apply to the school 
committee or to any official by law appointed by the governor. 

Secr. 15. The positions of assistants and secretary authorized by 
section twenty of chapter four hundred and forty-nine of the acts of the 
year eighteen hundred and ninety-five except those in the election depart- 
ment are hereby abolished, and except as aforesaid the said section is 
hereby repealed. 

The civil service laws shall not apply to the appointment of the mayor’s 
secretaries, nor of the stenographers, clerks, telephone operators and 
messengers connected with his office, and the mayor may remove such 
appointees without a hearing and without making a statement of the 
cause for their removal.

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Srcr. 16. No official of said city, except in case of extreme emergency 
involving the health or safety of the people or their property, shall expend 
intentionally in any fiscal year any sum in excess of the appropriations 
duly made in accordance with law, nor involve the city in any contract for 
the future payment of money in excess of such appropriation, except as 
provided in section six of this act. Any official who shall violate the 
provisions of this section shall be punished by imprisonment for not 
more than one year, or by a fine of not more than one thousand dollars, 
or both. 

Secr. 16A.* Anything in section three A or section sixteen to the 
contrary notwithstanding, city and county officers who are authorized 
to make expenditures, and the school committee, may, during any fiscal 
year, at the time of, or after, contracting for the performance or delivery 
during the remainder of such year of any work, services or supplies of a 
constantly recurrent nature, contract, without an appropriation, upon 
like or more favorable terms and conditions, for the performance or de- 
livery of such work, services or supplies for the whole or any part of the 
first three months of the next fiscal year; provided, that in no event shall 
the average monthly liability incurred with respect to the next fiscal 
year exceed the average monthly liability for such work, services or supplies 
during the last nine months of the then current fiscal year. 


THe FINANCE COMMISSION 

Secr. 17. Within sixty days after the passage of this act the governor 
with the advice and consent of the council shall appoint a finance com- 
mission to consist of five persons, inhabitants of and qualified voters in 
the city of Boston, who shall have been such for at least three years prior 
to the date of their appointment, one for the term of five years, one for 
four years, one for three years, one for two years, and one for one year, 
and thereafter as the terms of office expire in each year one member for a 
term of five years. Vacancies in the commission shall be filled for the 
unexpired term by the governor with the advice and consent of the council. 
The members of said commission may be removed by the governor with 
the advice and consent of the council for such cause as he shall deem 
sufficient. The chairman shall be designated by the governor. His 
annual salary shall be five thousand dollars, which shall be paid in monthly 
instalments by the city of Boston. The other members shall serve without 
pay. 

Srecr. 18. It shall be the duty of the finance commission from time to 
time to investigate any and all matters relating to appropriations, loans, 
expenditures, accounts, and methods of administration affecting the city 
of Boston or the county of Suffolk, or any department thereof, that may 
appear to the commission to require investigation, and to report thereon 
from time to time to the mayor, the city council, the governor, or the 
general court. The commission shall make an annual report in January 
of each year to the general court.

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Secr. 19. Whenever any pay roll, bill, or other claim against the city 
is presented to the mayor, city auditor, or the city treasurer, he shall, if 
the same seems to him to be of doubtful validity, excessive in amount, or 
otherwise contrary to the city’s interest, refer it to the finance commission, 
which shall immediately investigate the facts and report thereon; and 
pending said report payment shall be withheld. 

Sect. 20.* The said commission is authorized to employ such experts, 
counsel, and other assistants, and to incur such other expenses as it may 
deem necessary, and the same shall be paid by said city upon requisition 
by the commission, not exceeding in the aggregate in any year the sum of 
sixty-five thousand dollars, or such additional sums as may be appropri- 
ated for the purpose by the city council and approved by the mayor. A 
sum sufficient to cover the salary of the chairman of the commission and 
the further sum of at least sixty-five thousand dollars to meet the expenses 
as aforesaid each year shall be appropriated by said city. The com- 
mission shall have the same right to incur expenses in anticipation of its 
appropriation as if it were a regular department of said city. 

Sect. 21. For the purpose of enabling the said commission to perform 
the duties and carry out the objects herein contemplated, and to enable 
the mayor, the city council, the governor or the general court to receive 
the reports and findings of said commission as a basis for such laws, or- 
dinances, or administrative orders as may be deemed meet, the commission 
shall have all the powers and duties enumerated in chapter five hundred 
and sixty-two of the acts of the year nineteen hundred and eight and 
therein conferred upon the commission designated in said act; but counsel 
for any witness at any public hearing may ask him any pertinent question 
and may offer pertinent evidence through other witnesses subject to 
cross-examination by the commission and its counsel.

Secr. 22. The present city clerk shall hold office for the term for 
which he has been elected, and thereafter until his successor is chosen and 
qualified. In the year nineteen hundred and eleven, and every third 
year thereafter, a city clerk shall be elected by a majority of the members 
of the city council, to hold office until the first Monday in February in the 
third year following his election, and thereafter until his successor has 
been duly chosen and qualified, unless sooner removed by due process of 
aw tg). 

Tue City AvDITOR 


Szcr. 23. All accounts rendered to or kept in the departments of the 
city of Boston or county of Suffolk shall be subject to the inspection and 
revision of the city auditor, and shall be rendered and kept in such form 
as he shall prescribe. The auditor may require any person presenting for 
settlement an account or claim against the city or county to make oath

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before him in such form as he may prescribe as to the accuracy of such 
account or claim. The wilful making of a false oath shall be perjury 
and punishable as such. The auditor may disallow and refuse to pay, in 
whole or in part, any claim on the ground that it is fraudulent or unlawful 
and in that case he shall file a written statement of his reasons for the 
refusal. 

Sect. 24. Whenever, in response to an advertisement by any officer or 
board of the city or county, a bid for a contract to do work or furnish 
materials is sent or delivered to said officer or board, a duplicate of the 
same shall be furnished by the bidder to the auditor, to be kept by him 
and not opened until after the original bids are opened. After the original 
bids are opened, the auditor shall open and examine the bids submitted 
to him, and shall compare the same with the original bids. In case any 
of the bids submitted to the auditor differ from the corresponding original 
bids, those submitted to the auditor shall be treated as the original bids. 
The contract shall not be awarded until after both sets of bids are opened. 

Sect. 25. The auditor shall furnish monthly to each head of depart- 
ment a statement of the unexpended balance of the appropriation for that 
department, and he shall furnish to the mayor and city council a statement 
of the unexpended balances of all the departments. He shall furnish 
quarterly to the city council an itemized statement showing the amount 
of money expended by the mayor and the city council for contingent 
expenses. 

MISCELLANEOUS PROVISIONS 

Sect. 26.* All loans issued by the city after the passage of this act 
shall be made payable in annual instalments in the manner authorized by 
section thirteen of chapter twenty-seven of the Revised Laws as amended 
by section one of chapter three hundred and forty-one of the acts of the 
year nineteen hundred and eight. No sinking fund shall be established 
for said loan. All bonds shall be offered for sale in such a manner that the 
premiums, if any are received, shall be applied in accordance with the 
provisions of chapter three hundred and seventy-nine of the acts of the 
year nineteen hundred and ten. No city or county money shall be 
deposited in any bank or trust company of which any member of the 
board of sinking fund commissioners of said city is an officer, director, or 
agent. Nothing herein shall apply to transit bonds of the city of Boston 
issued under the provisions of the several acts authorizing the construction 
of tunnels and subways in said city by the Boston Transit Commission, 
and said bonds may be issued as heretofore and secured by sinking fund. 

Secr. 27.[ Every officer and board in charge of a department of the 
city of Boston or county of Suffolk shall, on or before the sixth day of

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February in each year, prepare and furnish to the city auditor a list of 
the officials and employees under said officer or board and paid by the 
city or county on the first day of such February. Such list shall give the 
name, residence by street and ward, designation, compensation, and date 
of election or appointment of each of said officials and employees and the 
date when each first entered the employ of the city or county. It shall 
be the duty of the city auditor to verify said lists by the pay rolls and to 
keep a copy of said lists open for public inspection, and to prepare and 
publish in the City Record on or before the tenth day of April in each 
year a comparative table containing the number of such officials and 
employees holding office or employed in each such department or board 
and paid by the city or county on the compilation date in each of the ten 
years next preceding such publication. The term “compilation date,” 
as herein used, shall be construed to mean, with respect to the year nine- 
teen hundred and fifty-one or any prior year, the first day of January, 
and with respect to the year nineteen hundred and fifty-two or any subse- 
quent year, the first day of February. 

Secr. 28. The jurisdiction now exercised by the board of aldermen 
concerning the naming of streets, the planting and removal of trees in the 
public ways, the issue of permits or licenses for coasting, the storage of 
gasoline, oil, and other inflammable substances or explosive compounds 
and the use of the public ways for any permanent or temporary obstruction 
or projection in, under, or over the same, including the location of con- 
duits, poles, and posts for telephone, telegraph, street railway, or illumi- 
nating purposes, is hereby vested in the board of street commissioners, to 
be exercised by said board with the approval in writing of the mayor; and 
the mayor and city council shall have authority to fix by ordinance the 
terms by way of cash payment, rent, or otherwise, upon which permits or 
licenses for the storage of gasoline or oil, or other inflammable substances 
or explosive compounds, and the construction or use of coal holes, vaults, 
bay windows, and marquises, in, under, or over the public ways shall be 
issued. 

Sect. 29.* Within ninety days after the passage of this act and there- 
after there shall be published at least once a week and distributed and sold 
under the direction of the mayor and on terms to be fixed by the city 
council and approved by the mayor a paper to be known as the “City 
Record.” All advertising with reference to the sale of property for non- 
payment of taxes shall appear exclusively in the City Record. All other 
advertising, whether required by law or not, with reference to the pur- 
chase or taking of land, contracts for work, materials or supplies, and the 
sale of bonds, shall appear in said paper, and in such newspaper or news- 
papers as the mayor, in his discretion, may order; a list of all contracts of 
one thousand dollars or more, as awarded, with the names of bidders, and 
the amount of the bids; appointments by the mayor; and changes in the

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number and compensation of employees in each department, shall be 
published in the City Record. Failure to publish in such newspaper or 
newspapers as the mayor may order shall not invalidate any purchase, 
contract or sale made or action taken by the city. The proceedings of the 
city council and school committee together with all communications from 
the mayor, shall be published in the City Record; provided, that the sub- 
stance of debates by and among the members of the city council shall not 
be so published or published elsewhere at the expense of said city. 


Sect. 30.* Every officer or board in charge of a department in said 
city and every officer, board or official of the county of Suffolk having 
power to incur obligations on behalf of said county in cases where said 
obligations are to be paid for wholly from the treasury of said city, when 
authorized to erect a new building or to make structural changes in an 
existing building, shall make contracts therefor, not exceeding five, each 
contract to be subject to the approval of the mayor; and when about to 
do any work or to make any purchase, the estimated cost of which alone, 
or in conjunction with other similar work or purchase which might properly 
be included in the same contract, amounts to or exceeds two thousand 
dollars, shall, unless the mayor gives written authority to do otherwise, 
invite proposals therefor by advertisements in the City Record. Such 
advertisements shall state the time and place for opening the proposals in 
answer to said advertisement, and shall reserve the right to the officer, 
board or official to reject any or all proposals. No authority to dispense 
with advertising shall be given by the mayor unless the said officer, board 
or Official furnishes him with a signed statement which shall be published 
in the City Record giving in detail the reasons for not inviting bids by 
advertisement. 


Secr. 31. At the request of any department, and with the approval of 
the mayor the board of street commissioners, in the name of the city, may 
take in fee for any municipal purpose any land within the limits of the 
city, not already appropriated to public use. Whenever the price pro- 
posed to be paid for a lot of land for any municipal purpose is more than 
twenty-five per cent higher than its average assessed valuation during the 
previous three years, said land shall not be taken by purchase but shall 
be taken by right of eminent domain and paid for in the manner provided 
for the taking of and the payment of damages for land for highways in 
said city. No land shall be taken until an appropriation by loan or other- 
wise for the general purpose for which land is needed shall have been 
made by the mayor and city council by a two thirds vote of all its members; 
or in case of land for school purposes by the school committee and school- 
house department in accordance with law; nor shall a price be paid in 
excess of the appropriation, unless a larger sum is awarded by a court of 
competent jurisdiction. All proceedings in the taking of land shall be

Sect. 32.* Beginning in the year nineteen hundred and twenty-five, 
the municipal election in said city shall take place biennially in every odd 
numbered year on the Tuesday after the first Monday in November.

Tt Stat. 1959, Chapter 603 placing the office of Supervisor of Personnel under Civil 
Service was accepted by the City Council on October 19, 1959, and approved by the Mayor 
on October 20, 1959. 
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The Administrative Services Department represents a consolidation of 
the activities formerly conducted by the Budget, Printing, and Supply 
Departments, and the acquisition of 2 new activities — the receipt and 
processing of general complaints and the establishment of an office machine 
repair unit. It is under the charge of a board known as the Administrative 
Services Board, consisting of the Director of Administrative Services as 
chairman, the Supervisor of Budgets, the Supervisor of Personnel, the 
Purchasing Agent, the City Auditor, the Collector-Treasurer, and the 
Commissioner of Assessing, ex officiis. It is the duty of this board, and 
more especially of the Director of Administrative Services, to make, under 
the Mayor, studies and recommendations with respect to the organization, 
activities, policies, and procedures of all departments, boards, and officers 
so that the administration thereof shall be economical and efficient. 


The regular activities of the department are divided into six divisions — 
administrative, budget, personnel, purchasing, complaints, and office ma- 
chine servicing. The Director, in addition to his regular duties, as set forth 
above, directs the operations and procedures of the Complaints Division 
and the Office Machine Repair Unit. The Supervisor of Budgets is the 
budget officer of the city and county and under the direction of the Mayor 
and in consultation with the Director is responsible for the preparation 
of the annual and all supplementary budgets as well as all subsequent 
revisions of the items in any budget. The Supervisor of Personnel is in 
charge of all personnel records as well as the administration of all com- 
pensation plans established for city and county employees. He makes a 
continuing study of personnel problems, employment conditions, and 
economic changes affecting all departments and recommends to the Mayor 
and department officials programs and administrative policies designed 
to improve and co-ordinate the handling of personnel matters. The 
Purchasing Agent is responsible for the furnishing of all materials or 
supplies requisitioned by the several departments. He has charge of the 
printing plant and supplies the printing or binding requisitioned by 
departments to whom the City is required by law to furnish the same. 
He is the custodian of all surplus personal property of the city and may 
reallocate any such items among the several departments or, with the 
required approvals, sell or otherwise dispose of the same. 

The department also contains a board of five commissioners known as 
the Art Commission, which has the custody and care of all works of art 
owned by the City. While not subject to the direct supervision or control 
of the Administrative Services Board, this commission shall not communi- 
cate with the Mayor or make any annual or other report except through 
the board.

The Art Commission, formerly the Art Department, established in 
1898, is composed of five commissioners, appointed by the Mayor. Each 
year one of the following-named bodies, namely, the Museum of Fine 
Arts, the Trustees of the Public Library of the City of Boston, the Massa- 
chusetts Institute of Technology, the Boston Society of Architects, and 
the Copley Society of Boston, submits a list of three persons to the Mayor; 
and the Mayor appoints one person as Art Commissioner from the list so 
submitted, to serve for five years. Whenever the term of a member of the 
commission expires, the Mayor appoints his successor from a list selected 
by the body which made the original selection, as aforesaid. 


No work of art can become the property of the City of Boston without 
the approval of the Art Commission, which may also be requested by the 
Mayor or the City Council to pass upon the design of any municipal 
building, bridge, approach, lamp, ornamental gate or fence, or other struc- 
ture to be erected upon land belonging to the City. No work of art, the 
property of the City of Boston, shall be removed except by order of the Art 
Commissioners and with the approval of the Mayor. Moreover, all con- 
tracts or orders for the execution of any painting, monument, statue, bust, 
bas-relief, or other sculpture for the City shall be made by said Commission 
acting by a majority of its members, subject to the approval of the Mayor. 
By Chap. 87, Special Acts of 1919, all works of art owned by the City were 
placed in the custody and care of the Art Commissioners.

The Assessing Department, is under the charge of a board consisting 
of an officer, known as the Commissioner of Assessing, and two other 
officers, known as Associate Commissioners of Assessing. The mayor

Said board shall divide the assessing department from time to time 
into a real estate appraisal division, a statistical research division, and 
such other divisions as said board shall adjudge necessary for the proper 
conduct of the department. 


The commissioner of assessing shall, for the assessing department 
including the board of review, exclusively have the power, and perform 
the duties, conferred or imposed by law on the assessor in existence im- 
mediately prior to April 26, 1961, with respect to the acquisition and 
disposal of property, the making of contracts, and the appointment, 
suspension, discharge, compensation and indemnification of subordinates. 
The commissioner of assessing shall also have the powers and perform 
the duties conferred or imposed by law on the assessor and the board 
of review in the assessing department in existence immediately prior to 
April 26, 1961, with respect to taxes other than poll and motor vehicle 
excise taxes, and shall further have the powers and perform the duties 
from time to time conferred or imposed on assessors of cities in Massa- 
chusetts by general laws applicable to Boston with respect to taxes other 
than poll and motor vehicle excise taxes. 


The associate commissioners of assessing shall have the powers and 
perform the duties conferred or imposed by law on the assessor in existence 


immediately prior to April 26, 1961, with respect, in the case of the asso- 
ciate commissioner of assessing for motor vehicle excises, to motor vehicle 
excise taxes, and in the case of the associate commissioner of assessing for 
poll taxes, to poll taxes, and shall also have the powers and perform the 
duties from time to time conferred or imposed on assessors of cities in 
Massachusetts by general laws applicable to Boston with respect, in the 
case of the associate commissioner of assessing for motor vehicle excises, 
to motor vehicle excise taxes, and in the case of the associate commis- 
sioner of assessing for poll taxes, to poll taxes. In addition, each asso- 
ciate commissioner of assessing may, at such time as he shall have been 
so authorized by written designation signed by the commissioner of as- 
sessing, approved by the mayor and filed with the city clerk and such 
authorization shall not have been revoked in like manner, exercise the 
powers and perform the duties of commissioner of assessing in relation to 
such matters as may be specified in such designation. In the event of the 
absence, disability or vacancy in office of an associate commissioner of 
assessing, the powers and duties conferred or imposed upon him by or 
under this section shall be exercised and performed by the other associate 
commissioner of assessing. 


The Board of Review, consists of (1) such person in the service of 
the real estate appraisal division of the assessing department as the 
mayor, by a writing filed with the city clerk after the commencement of 
a municipal year, shall designate to serve ex officio on said board at his 
pleasure during such year, who, while so serving, shall be chairman of 
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said board, (2) such person in the service of the statistical research division 
of the assessing department as the mayor in like manner shall designate 
to serve ex officio on said board at his pleasure during such year, and (3) 
such person as the mayor shall appoint from the public at large. 


It shall be the duty of the board of review to review every application 
for the abatement of a real estate or personal property tax and report 
to the commissioner of assessing its findings and recommendations with 
respect thereto, including such suggestion for settlement, if any, as, after 
discussion with the applicant, the board may think proper. 


Every application for abatement filed with the assessing department 
shall be deemed to be filed with, and shall be forthwith transmitted to, 
in the case of an application for the abatement of a real estate or personal 
property tax, the commissioner of assessing, in the case of an application 
for the abatement of a motor vehicle excise tax, the associate commissioner 
of assessing for motor vehicle exicses, and in the case of an application 
for the abatement of a poll tax, the associate commissioner of assessing 


for poll taxes.

The office of Auditor was established by ordinance on August 2, 1824. 
Under provisions of Chapter 414 of the Acts of 1941, the office of City 
Auditor was placed under Civil Service on November 2, 1943, by a refer- 
endum vote of 60,139 to 12,409. 

The office of Deputy City Auditor was established by ordinance on July 
11, 1934. 


Regular annual reports of receipts and expenditures have been pub- 
lished by the Auditor since 1825. Less complete reports were pub- 
lished by finance committees from 1811 to 1824, inclusive. Since June 1, 
1867, the Auditor has published monthly exhibits of all City, School, and 
County expenditures. 
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The City Auditor is also Auditor of the County of Suffolk, Secretary of 
the Board of Commissioners of Sinking Funds, a member of the Board of 
Trustees of the George Robert White Fund, a member of the Boston 
Retirement Board and a member of the Administrative Services Board.

The duty of the Building Commissioner, under the provisions of 
Chapter 479 of the Acts of 1938, as amended (the Building Code), is to 
inspect all buildings and structures in the City of Boston except bridges, 
quays or wharves, buildings owned and occupied by the United States 
or the Commonwealth, railroad stations and structures used primarily for 
railway purposes, voting booths, tanks of certain specified capacities, 
tunnels constructed and maintained by the public authority, tents cover- 
ing an area of less than one hundred square feet, fences less than six feet 
in height, signs or billboards upon the ground and signs less than one 
square foot in area, and flagpoles less than twenty feet in length. 


The Code authorizes the Commissioner to issue permits to erect, 
enlarge, alter, substantially repair, move, demolish or change the occu- 
pancy of any building or structure; or to install, alter, or substantially 
repair plumbing, gas fitting, fire extinguishing apparatus and elevators; 
or to install steam boilers, furnaces, heaters or other heat producing 
apparatus the installation of which is regulated by the Code; or to install 
engines or dynamos. 


The Zoning Act also is administered by the Building Commissioner. 
Under the provisions of this Act the city is divided into use districts, 
defined as Residential, Business, Industrial and Unrestricted. With 
minor exceptions, no building shall be erected or altered, nor shall any 
building or premises be used, for any purpose other than the use per- 
mitted in the district in which such building or premises is located. 
(Chapter 488, Acts of 1924, as amended — the Zoning Act.) 
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The Commissioner also licenses gas fitters, both master and journeyman; 
registers master plumbers; establishes the qualifications of welders and 
licenses operators of elevators. 

In addition, Chapter 143 of the General Laws, in so far as applicable 
to Boston, is administered by the Building Commissioner under delegated 
authority from the State Commissioner of Public Safety. 


The primary purpose of the public safety regulations promulgated 
under this chapter is to establish a minimum code of safety for the entire 
state. Cities and towns may make further exactions in accordance with 
local building ordinances and not inconsistent with law, but in no case may 
the provisions of state law be avoided or minimized. 


The law falls with particular force on all places of assembly — 
restaurants, taverns, dance halls, meeting halls and all places of similar 
occupancy in which fifty or more persons may be accommodated. Lodg- 
ing houses and apartment houses in which there are eight or more rooms 
above the second floor, or in which ten or more persons are accommodated 
above the second floor come also within the provisions of this Act. All 
such buildings must be certified by the Building Commissioner as to com- 
pliance with these particular regulations in addition to the Boston Code 
requirements. 

On May 1, 1954, in accordance with Ordinances of 1954, Chapter 2, 
Section 30, the powers, duties, appropriations and personnel of the Elec- 
trical Inspection Division of the Fire Department were transferred to the 
Building Department. 

By Chapter 2 of the Ordinances of 1954 the Board of Appeal, the Board 
of Examiners, the Board of Examiners of Gasfitters, and the Committee 
on Licenses were placed in the Building Department and the Board of 
Zoning Adjustment and the Zoning Commission were placed in the said 
Department by Revised Ordinances of 1961, Chapter 9, Sections 9 and 10, 
but none of said Boards, Commission or Committee is subject to the 
supervision or control of the Building Commissioner, but unless otherwise 
ordered by the Mayor none of said Boards, Commission or Committee 
shall communicate with the Mayor or make any annual or other report, 
except through the Building Commissioner.

The Board consists of five members appointed by the Mayor in the 
following manner: One member from two candidates, one to be nominated 
by the Boston Real Estate Board and one by the Massachusetts Real 
Estate Association; one member from two candidates, one nominated by 
the Boston Society of Architects and one by the Boston Society of Civil 
Engineers; one member from three candidates, one to be nominated by 
the Master Builders’ Association of Boston, one by the Building Trades 
Employers’ Association of the City of Boston, and one by the Associated 
General Contractors of Massachusetts, Inc.; one member from two candi- 
dates nominated by the Building Trades Council of Boston and Vicinity; 
and one member selected by the Mayor. The term of office is five years. 
Each member is paid $25 per diem for actual service, but not more than 
$3,500 in any one year for the aggregate services rendered by him under 
building code and zoning law. 


Any applicant for a permit from the Building Commissioner whose 
application has been refused in re building law or in re zoning law may 
appeal therefrom within ninety days, and a person who has been ordered 
to incur expense may within thirty days after receiving such order (or 
in the case of its being a hazardous condition in the opinion of the Building 
Commissioner within a shorter period as the Building Commissioner 
designates) appeal to the Board of Appeal by giving notice in writing to 
the commissioner. All cases of appeal are settled by the Board after a 
hearing, and a decision rendered on same open for public inspection.

The Board of Examiners, as an adjunct of the Building Department, 
was established in 1912. It consists of three members appointed by the 
Mayor, the duty of said members being to act upon the qualifications of 
persons desiring to be registered as construction superintendents in the 
City of Boston. Under the law the personnel of the Board includes an 
architect or engineer, a contractor, and a lawyer. Compensation for 
service by said members is established at fifteen dollars a day, the yearly 
salary not to exceed fifteen hundred dollars. 

Applicants qualifying for registration pay an initial fee of ten dollars, 
three dollars for annual renewal.

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The Beacon Hill Architectural Commission was formed for the purpose 
of promoting the ‘‘educational, cultural, economic and general welfare of 
the public through the preservation of the historic Beacon Hill District 
and to maintain said district as a landmark in the history of architecture 
and as a tangible reminder of Old Boston as it existed in the early days of 
the Commonwealth”’. 


The District, as defined in the Act comprises the area bounded as 
follows: — southerly by the northerly side line of Beacon street; westerly 
by a line parallel with, and one hundred and fifty feet distant westerly 
from, the westerly side line of Beaver street; northerly by Beaver place; 
easterly by Brimmer street; northerly again by Byron street; westerly 
again by a line parallel with, and eighty feet distant westerly from, the 
westerly side line of Charles street; northerly again by the southerly side 
line of Revere street; easterly again by the westerly side line of Myrtle 
street; northerly again by the southerly side line of Myrtle street; and 
easterly again by the westerly side line of Hancock street and said side 
line extended southerly to Beacon street; excluding, however, from said 
area land of the commonwealth and the estates numbered twenty-six to 
eighty-eight, inclusive, and ninety-eight to one hundred and thirty-six, 
inclusive, on Myrtle street. 


Under the provisions of Stat. 1958, Chap. 315, the following addition 
was made to the Historic District. The area bounded as follows: southerly 
by Byron street; westerly by Brimmer street; southerly again by Beaver 
place; westerly again by Embankment road; northerly by Pinckney street; 
and easterly by a line parallel with, and eighty feet distant westerly from, 
the westerly line of Charles street. 


It is the function of the Commission to regulate and control all con- 
struction, reconstruction and alteration to buildings and structures within 
the District in which exterior architectural features are involved. Under 
the terms of the Act, an “Exterior Architectural Feature” is the “‘archi- 
tectural style and general arrangement of such portion of the exterior of a 
structure as is designed to be open to view from a public way, including 
kind, color and texture of the building materials of such portion and type 
of all windows, doors, lights, signs and other fixtures appurtenant to such 
portion’’. 


The members of the Commission are appointed by the Mayor as follows: 
— one from two candidates nominated by the Beacon Hill Civie Associ- 
ation, Inc., one from two candidates nominated by the Boston Real Estate 
Board, one from two candidates nominated by The Boston Society of 
Architects, one from two candidates nominated by the Society for the 
Preservation of New England Antiquities, and one member selected at 
large by the Mayor. As the term of any member expires his successor 
shall be appointed by the Mayor for a term of five years.

Hither upon petition or otherwise, the Board may, by a decision of not 
less than four fifths of its members, rendered after a public hearing follow- 
ing advertisement and due notice to the owners of all property deemed by 
the Board to be affected, change the boundaries of districts by changing 
the zoning map on file at the state secretary’s office, to meet altered needs 
of a locality, to avoid undue concentration of population, to provide ade- 
quate light and air, to lessen congestion in streets, to secure safety from 
fire, panic and other dangers, to facilitate the adequate provision of trans- 
portation, water, sewerage, and other public requirements and to promote 
the health, safety, convenience and welfare of the inhabitants of the City 
of Boston. 


No decision of the Board of Appeal permitting the erection or altera- 
tion of a building to an extreme height greater than that otherwise author- 
ized under the provisions of the zoning law for the lot or building in ques- 
tion is effective until and unless confirmed by the decision of not less than 
two thirds of the members of the Board of Zoning Adjustment. 


If a change in the boundaries of districts is favorably decided upon or if 
a decision of the Board of Appeal is confirmed, any person aggrieved or 
any municipal officer or Board, may within fifteen days after the entry 
of such decision, appeal to the Superior Court sitting in equity, for the 
County of Suffolk.

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The commissioners may adopt a zoning regulation and from time to 
time amend it upon petition or otherwise, by the concurrent vote of not 
less than seven of its members, rendered after a public hearing following 
advertisement. 

A zoning regulation shall be designed among other purposes to lessen 
congestion in the streets; to conserve health; to secure safety from fire, 
panic and other dangers; to provide adequate light and air; to prevent 
overcrowding of land; to avoid undue concentration of population, to fa- 
cilitate the adequate provision of transportation, water, sewerage, schools, 
parks and other public requirements; to conserve the value of land and 
buildings; to encourage the most appropriate use of land throughout the 
city; and to preserve and increase its amenities. 

Votes of the zoning commission adopting a zoning regu¥tion or amend- 
ment thereof shall be subject to the same provisions of law in respect to 
approval by the mayor as orders or votes of the city council of the city, 
except that the concurrent vote of not less than nine members of the 
zoning commission shall be necessary to pass such a regulation or amend- 
ment over the vote of the mayor. 

If any zoning regulation or amendment thereof is favorably decided 
upon, any person aggrieved or any municipal officer or board, may within 
fifteen days after the entry of such decision, appeal to the Superior Court 
sitting in equity, for the County of Suffolk.

The functions of the department are set forth in Chapter 8 of the 
Ordinances of 1950, which is as follows: 

Section 1. DEPARTMENT oF Civit DereNnse. There is hereby estab- 
lished a department of civil defense (hereinafter called the ‘‘department”’). 
It shall be the function of the department to have charge of civil defense 
as defined in Section 1, Chapter 639, Acts of 1950, and to perform civil 
defense functions as authorized or directed by said chapter or by any and 
all executive orders or general regulations promulgated thereunder, and 
to exercise any authority delegated to it by the governor under said 
Chapter 639. 

Sect. 2. Drrecror oF Crvit Derensg. The department shall be 
under the direction of a director of civil defense (hereinafter called the 
“director” ), who shall be appointed as prescribed by law. The director 
shall have direct responsibility for the organization, administration, 
and operation of the department subject to the direction and control of 
the appointing authority and shall receive such salary as may be fixed 
from time to time by the appointing authority. The director may, within 
the limits of the amount appropriated therefor, appoint such experts, 
clerks, and other assistants as the work of the department may require, 
and may remove them, and may make such expenditures as may be 
necessary to execute effectively the purposes of Chapter 639, Acts of 1950. 
The director shall also have authority to appoint district co-ordinators 
and may accept and may receive on behalf of the city, services, equip- 
ment, supplies, materials, or funds by way of gift, grant, or loan for pur- 
poses of civil defense, offered by the federal government or any agency or 
officer thereof or any person, firm or corporation, subject to the terms of 
the offer and the rules and regulations, if any, of the agency making the 
offer. The director shall cause appropriate records to be kept of all 
matters relating to such gifts, grants, or loans. 

Secr. 3. Crvin DereNnse Apvisory CounciL. There is hereby estab- 
lished a civil defense advisory council (hereinafter called the “‘council’’). 
Said council shall serve without pay and shall consist of the director of 
civil defense, such other department heads and such other persons as the 
authority appointing said director may deem necessary. Such member of 
said council as said appointing authority shall designate shall serve as 
chairman of said council. Said council shall serve subject to the direction 
and control of the appointing authority and shall advise said appointing 
authority and the director on matters pertaining to civil defense. 

Secr. 4. Pouice Arp to Oruer Cirres aND Towns IN EVENT OF 
Riots AND OTHER VIOLENCE THEREIN. The police department is hereby

The first Board of Health in Boston was established in 1799, under the 
special statute of February 13, 1799. It was abolished by the first 
City Charter and from 1822 to 1873 its functions were exercised through 
the City Council. The last Board of Health was established by an ordi- 
nance of December 2, 1872. It published annual reports, beginning 
with 1873. By Chap. 1, Ord. 1914, 2d Series, the department was placed 
in charge of one executive, the Health Commissioner, who appoints the 
deputy commissioners. Chap. 1, Ord. 1915, provided that the quarantine 
service should pass from the control of the Health Department when the 
property was leased to the United States, in effect June 1, 1915. 

On March 31, 1927, an ordinance was enacted abolishing the Boston 
Sanatorium Department and placing the Tuberculosis Hospital at Matta- 
pan under the jurisdiction of the Trustees of the Boston City Hospital; 
all other powers and duties, as well as the Out-Patient Department, were 
transferred to the Health Commissioner by Chap. 1 of the Ordinances 
of 1927, as amended February 16, 1931.

The’ Public Health Council is a Board in the Health Division of the 
Health,Department, consisting of nine members appointed by the Mayor, 
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of whom at least one shall be a registered physician, one a registered 
dentist, one a representative of an industry engaged in handling food, one: 
a representative of another industry, one a representative of labor, and. 
one a housewife. As the term of any member expires his successor shall 
be appointed by the Mayor for a term of three years. The members 
shall serve without compensation. The Mayor shall from time to time 
designate one of the members as Chairman and another as Vice Chairman. 
The duties of said Board shall be (a) to make, upon its own initiative 
or at the request of the Mayor, the Director of Administrative Services or 
the Health Commissioner, studies and recommendations with respect to 
the organization, activities, policies, procedures and budget of the Health 
Division, (b) to review from time to time such rules and regulations of the 
Health Commissioner as may then be in force and report to the Health 
Commissioner its findings with respect to the adequacy thereof and its 
recommendations, if any, for the amendment or repeal thereof or for new 
rules and regulations, and (c) to advise the Health Commissioner on such 
matters within the scope of his duties as he may refer to said council.

The duties of the division are set forth in the General Laws, Chapters 
94, 98 and 101, with amendments and additions thereto, 
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The Sealer is required to give public notice annually by advertisement 
to all persons having places of business in the city and using weighing 
and measuring devices for the purpose of buying or selling of goods, wares 
or merchandise, to bring them into this office to be tested and sealed. 
After giving the said notice, he shall visit the places of business not com- 
plying and shall test, adjust, seal or condemn in accordance with the 
results of tests made, the weighing and measuring devices of said persons. 
In addition the department is charged with the enforcement of all laws 
relative to the licensing of hawkers, peddlers and transient vendors, the 
giving of false or insufficient weight or measure, the reweighing of coal, 
the examination of coal for quality and the inspection of certain con- 
tainers as to size, shape and dimensions. The division must investigate 
all complaints registered with the department and, when the evidence 
warrants, shall prosecute violations of the law.

The Law Department consists of a Corporation Counsel, twenty-six 
assistant corporation counsel, a workmen’s compensation agent and work- 
men’s compensation medical director, a chief legal assistant, and thirty- 
seven other employees, including the staff of the Administrative, Coun- 
selling and Miscellaneous Litigation, General Trial and Collection Divisions 
of the Law Department. 


The Law Department has general charge of the legal work of the city, 
represents the city in all litigation to which it is a party, prosecutes certain 
criminal proceedings, does the conveyancing work for the various munic- 
ipal departments, performs the legal work incidental to tax title fore- 
closures, prepares and approves all municipal contracts and bonds, 
furnishes legal opinions to the Mayor and the City Council and to the 
various department heads and city officials, including the School Com- 
mittee, on matters relating to the discharge of their official duties, pre- 
pares petitions for and drafts of legislation in which the city has an 
interest and appears and represents the city before the various committees 
of the legislature, and before other boards, commissions and adminis- 
trative agencies, including the Interstate Commerce Commission, Civil 
Aeronautics Board and other federal agencies, the Appellate Tax Board, 
Industrial Accident Board, and the Department of Public Utilities.

The Trustees of the Public Library of the City of Boston, five in num- 
ber, are appointed by the Mayor, one each year, for a term of five years. 
They were incorporated in 1878, and authorized to receive and hold real 
and personal estate to an amount not exceeding $1,000,000. This amount 
was changed to $10,000,000 in 1919, to $20,000,000 in 1931, and to 
$50,000,000 in 1953. The first Trustees were appointed under an ordi- 
nance of October 14, 1852. 

The old library building on Boylston street was opened to the public 
in September, 1858, and closed finally in January, 1895. The Central 
Library Building in Copley square, costing $2,756,384, was first opened 
on March 11, 1895. 

The Library is maintained by an annual appropriation made to the 
Trustees by the City Government. 

The annual reports, the first of which appeared in 1852, have been 
continued without interruption. 


THE LIBRARY SYSTEM 


The library system consists of the Central Library in Copley square, 
the Kirstein Business Branch in the Edward Kirstein Memorial Library 
Building at 20 City Hall avenue, twenty-six Branch Libraries, three 
Bookmobiles, and Hospital Library Service at Boston City Hospital. 
In addition, through an agreement with Harvard University, the Baker 
Library of the Harvard Graduate School of Business Administration is a 
branch of the Boston Public Library. By similar arrangement, the Boston 
Medical Library at 8 Fenway serves as a medical branch.

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DIRECTOR’S OFFICE 


The general administration of the library system as a whole is centered 
in the Director’s Office, which acts in close relationship with the Trustees’ 
Office, with an interchangeable staff acting for the two offices. There is 
also supervised from the Director’s Office the work of the Office of Records, 
Files, Statistics, and the general publishing activities of the Library. 


DIVISION OF HOME READING AND COMMUNITY SERVICES 


The greater part of the circulation of books to borrowers is centered in 
the Branch Libraries, the Bookmobiles, and Hospital Library Service. 
The purely library activities of the Branch Libraries and the Bookmobiles 
are therefore considered as a unit which is designated as the Division of 
Home Reading and Community Services. Within this division there are 
closed departments and public departments. The main grouping of the 
public departments is that of the Branch Libraries, the Bookmobiles, and 
Hospital Library Service, and the Audio-Visual Department, Central 
Charging Records, and the Open Shelf Department in the Central Library.

In addition to the regular activities of the various departments, the 
Library carries on programs of free lectures and concerts which are given 
in its lecture hall several times each week from October through April each 
year. Exhibits in the Main Lobby, the Treasure Room, and in the 
Puvis de Chavannes, Sargent, and Wiggin Galleries in the Central Library 
Building afford opportunities for emphasizing the Library’s valuable 
resources. Storytelling in the Children’s Section, Open Shelf Depart- 
ment, and in many branch libraries by trained storytellers is a part. of the 
Library’s program of work with children. 

Four publications are distributed free throughout the system: Books 
Current, Spotlight on New Books for Young Adults, and Books on Parade, 
each issued four times a year, and B. P. L. News, issued ten times a year.

As thus constituted, the department continued up to 1913, when, by the 
provisions of Chapter 10, Ordinances of 1912, it was merged with the 
Public Grounds, Bath and Music Departments, under the name of Park 
and Recreation Department. In 1920, the Cemetery Department was 
merged with the Park Department, the latter title being substituted for 
Park and Recreation Department. On May 1, 1954, the department 
became the Parks and Recreation Department. The four Associate 
Commissioners serve without compensation.

The Penal Institutions Department is under the direction of the Penal 
Institutions Commissioner who is the executive and administrative 
head of the department and exercises the power and performs the duties 
provided by statute. The Suffolk County House of Correction at Deer 
Island is under his control and he is also charged with paroling power 
for inmates, serving sentences of less than twelve months at the House 
of Correction and the Suffolk County Jail.

The Suffolk County House of Correction is located at Deer Island, 
which is part of Boston, adjacent to the Town of Winthrop, and covers 
about 37 acres. The institution dates from 1895 and now includes land 
and buildings valued at $2,221,600; land appraised at $448,900, and 
buildings at $1,772,700.

The City is divided into seventeen Police Divisions, in each of which is 
a station house, the quarters of a captain and a force of men. 

The Bureau of Criminal Investigation, a central detective agency of the 
Department, located in Headquarters building, and consisting of several 
subdivisions, is operated on a large scale and in an efficient manner. 
Members of this Bureau investigate felonies committed within the juris- 
diction of the City of Boston. In addition to its divisions for investiga- 
tion of reports of automobiles stolen, lost and stolen property, and homi- 
cides, squads are assigned to cover the following phases of police work 
and investigation: Banking, express thieves, general investigation, 
hotels, narcotics, vice, obscene literature, pawnbrokers, including junk-shop 
keepers and dealers in second-hand articles, pickpockets, domestic rela- 
tions, retail stores. A night motor patrol squad performs duty throughout 
the city, to prevent, so far as possible, the commission of crime and, if acts 
of violence or other serious crimes have been committed, to arrest and 
prosecute the offenders. Criminal identification, fingerprints and photo- 
graphs, missing persons, warrants and summonses are handled by this 
Bureau. The Bureau also handles cases of fugitives from justice and con- 
ducts hundreds of investigations during the course of a year for various 
police departments throughout the United States and foreign countries. 
Further, it cooperates in every way possible with outside police depart- 
ments in the investigation of crime and prosecution of criminals. Super- 
vision of the daily line-up of all prisoners arrested for serious offenses is 
conducted by this Bureau. 

The criminal identification division of this Department has continued 
to prove of great value and stands in favorable comparison with identi- 
fication units of the most advanced departments. 

Advancements and changes are constantly being made to maintain 
efficiency of various divisions of the Bureau of Criminal Investigation. 
To bring about this efficiency of service, equipment of the Bureau is con- 
tinually being augmented by addition of modern identification apparatus, 

Files of the Bureau of Criminal Investigation contain records of assign- 
ments made in the Bureau and all records of arrests made throughout the 
Department. 

On file, also, are reports of all felonies committed within the city and all 
reports of investigation of these felonies, 
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The Central Complaint and Records Bureau records all complaints, 
crimes, arrests and incidents on IBM equipment. It supervises the de- 
velopment and maintenance of the system of operations of the Depart- 
ment, including two police broadcasting stations, ‘‘KCA860,’’ located at 
Police Headquarters and on the roof of the new Courthouse Building, 
Pemberton Square, the latter station being operated by remote control 
from Police Headquarters. 


These broadcasting stations insure speedy response to a call for police 
assistance and render possible speedy dissemination of information and 
quick concentration of necessary police power at a point where needed. 


The Boston Police Department is completely equipped with modern 
two-way radio. There are 130 police cars, 6 police boats, and 31 combina- 
tion patrol wagons and ambulances, equipped with two-way radio tele- 
phone. Police automobiles with two-way radio are moving through all 
parts of the city day and night. Any part of the city may be reached 
by a police radio car in a very few moments after receipt of a radio message 
from either of the broadcasting stations. 


The radio has been a very important factor in the prompt apprehension 
of law violators as well as increasing the number of arrests. In many 
instances, the offenders have been taken into custody while in the act of 


committing crime. 


The Traffic Division is located in the Police Building, 229 Milk street. 
Its commanding officer is responsible for proper regulation of traffic condi- 
tions and for safety of the public using the highways from 8 a.m. to 
12 o’clock midnight, within the intown section of the city. 


The Superintendent of Buildings is charged with the care of all police 
buildings. Orders for building maintenance, repair work, plumbing, 
steamfitting, etc., are issued by this office. 


The Property Clerk’s Office is charged with the care of lost, stolen and 
abandoned property, money or other property alleged to have been illegally 
obtained, and all articles and property taken from persons arrested for 
any cause. In its custody are also placed all seized liquor and gaming 
implements which come into possession of the Department. 


Orders for supplies, uniforms and equipment are issued by this office. 


The Commissioner appoints a Harbor Master and assistants from the 
police force. The following patrol boats are used in this service: the 
“William H. Pierce” and the “William H. McShane,” both 38-foot crafts: 
a Chris-Craft 16-foot speedboat, the “Warren C. Perkins”; the “Argus,” 
a 28-foot craft; “Patrol Boat 63,” a 63-foot sea-rescue craft, and “Patrol 
Boat 45,” a 45-foot sea-rescue boat. 

The Police Department is responsible for the annual listing of all resi- 
dents within the city 20 years of age or over. 


On January 1, 1962, the police force numbered 2,742. 
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PUBLIC WORKS DEPARTMENT

The Public Works Department was created in 1911 under the provisions 
of Chapter 486, Acts of 1909, through the consolidation of the existing 
street, water, and engineering departments. The Department was placed 
in the charge of a Commissioner who was required by Ordinance to be a 
civil engineer of recognized standing. The Department now operates 
through its Central Office and five (5) major divisions, each in the charge 
of a Division Engineer. These divisions carry out the major programs of 
the Department; namely, the maintenance and construction of highways, 


street lighting, snow removal, sewerage construction and maintenance, 
water construction and maintenance, sanitation, street cleaning, removal 


of refuse and garbage. All engineering in connection with the foregoing 
programs is performed by the Engineering Division. The Central Office 
performs general administrative functions including personnel manage- 


ment, payrolls, cost accounting, purchasing, inventory control, property 
and equipment maintenance.

This Division has the control, care, and maintenance of all pipes and 
appurtenances for supplying wholesome water to the City. Its source of 
supply is the Metropolitan District Commission which charges eighty 
dollars ($80.00) per million gallons of water to its members. Boston’s 
requirements were 120,528,300 gallons per day in 1961, or 174 gallons per 
capita. Under present rates the consumer pays the City one cent for 
25 gallons of pure water. 


The Division maintains and operates a high pressure fire service for the 
central business section of Boston.

The Public Improvement Commission was established May 1, 1954. 
This Commission was assigned many of the powers and duties of the 
former Board of Street Commissioners, including the authority to lay out, 
widen, relocate, alter, or discontinue highways, and to order specific repairs 
to be made therein; to name or rename public highways and private ways; 
to order the construction of sanitary sewers and storm drains; to take land 
by eminent domain for municipal purposes (except for Public Housing and 
Off-Street Parking) ; to permit the opening of private ways for public travel; 
to levy assessments for street, sidewalk, and sewer betterments and to 
issue permits for the location of wire-carrying poles, conduits, pipes, tracks, 
and similar uses of the public ways. 


The administration functions include the processing of petitions, arrang- 
ing public hearing, preparing estimates and orders relating to land damages 
and street and sewer betterments, preparing orders for the laying out of 
streets and the construction of streets and sewers, for eminent domain 
land takings, and for the granting of permits for use of public highways, 
erection of poles, etc.

The Boston Retirement System was established on February 1, 1923, 
under the provisions of Chapter 521 of the Acts of 1922, which was 
accepted by the Mayor and City Council in August, 1922. 


An additional retirement system for city and county employees was 
provided by Chapter 658 of the Acts of 1945. This act was accepted by 
the City Council June 3, 1946, and approved by the Mayor June 5, 1946. 
The new system, designated as the State-Boston Retirement System, 
went into effect October 1, 1946.

The Act establishing the commission became effective April 30, 1929, 
after approval by the Governor and acceptance by the Mayor and City 
Council. By Stat. 1957, Chap. 253, and Stat. 1962, Chap. 338, the Com- 
mission was reorganized. The Commissioner of Traffic and Parking is 
appointed by the Mayor, and until the qualification of his successor, 
receives compensation established by the Mayor and City Council, and 
may be removed by the Mayor. The associate commissioners of traffic 
and parking receive no compensation. 

The commissioner of traffic and parking may employ, subject to the 
approval of the Mayor and to chapter thirty-one of the General Laws, 
engineers, experts, assistants and other officers and employees. The 
commission has exclusive authority to adopt, amend, alter and repeal 
rules and regulations relative to vehicular street traffic, and to the move- 
ment, stopping or standing of vehicles on, and their exclusion from, all or 
any streets, ways, highways, roads and parkways, under the control of the 
city. The commission has the power to erect, make and maintain, or 
cause to be erected, made and maintained, traffic signs, signals, markings 
and other devices for the control of such traffic in the city and for informing 
and warning the public as to the rules and regulations adopted by the 
commission. 


* For a term expiring on the first Monday of the January following the next biennial 
municipal election at which a Mayor is elected. 
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The latest revision of the Traffic Regulations contains 1,305 one-way 
streets, 2,170 no-parking regulations, and 570 stop streets. The com- 
mission maintains 451 traffic signals, including two (2) interconnected 
systems in downtown Boston, 43,000 traffic signs, and two hundred 
(200) miles of white lines painted in the roadway, including crosswalks, 
center lines, lanes, lines and stop lines are maintained by the commission. 
Eight hundred and eighty (880) loading zones, requiring 26,409 feet 
of painted curb, are maintained. Fees amounting to $50,433 are collected 
for the establishment and maintenance of these loading zones. The 
commission also maintains 7,900 parking meters. It is anticipated that 
approximately $550,000 will be taken in as revenue during the year 1961.

The Board of Commissioners of Sinking Funds for the payment or 
redemption of the City debt consists of six members, two of whom are 
appointed annually by the Mayor for a term of three years from May |. 
The Board has published annual reports since 1871. The amended City 
Charter, Section 26, prohibits the further establishing of sinking funds, 
but an exception was afterwards made by the Legislature regarding loans 
for Rapid Transit purposes.

The Veterans’ Services Department was established as a department of 
the City of Boston by the Ordinances of 1954, Chapter 2, Section 66, and 
is under the charge of a Commissioner who is appointed by the Mayor. 
This department performs the functions formerly performed by the 
Department of Veterans’ Services, which it replaces. The Commissioner 
exercises all powers and duties for the distribution of state and city benefits 
to veterans and their eligible dependents in the City of Boston, such as 
were formerly vested in the Mayor and Board of Aldermen. Under his 

direction assistance is rendered to veterans and their dependents of the 
Civil War, Indian War, Spanish-American War, Philippine Insurrection, 
China Relief Expedition, Mexican War, World War I, World War II, and 
for service with Armed Forces from June 25, 1950, through January 31, 
1955, inclusive. 

This department provides information, advice and assistance to veterans 
of all wars, to enable them to procure the benefits to which they are en- 
titled relative to employment, vocational and educational opportunities, 
hospitalization, medical care, pensions, and other veterans’ benefits.

The Overseers of the Poor in the Town of Boston, a corporation estab- 
lished in 1772 by act of the Legislature, were succeeded in 1864 by the 
corporation called ‘Overseers of the Poor in the City of Boston,” con- 
sisting of twelve residents of Boston, four of whom are appointed annually 
to serve for the term of three years from the first day of May. The 
Board issued annual reports. In 1921 the name of the Board was changed 
to Overseers of the Public Welfare. In 1954 the official name of the de- 
partment was changed to the Welfare Department. 

The Overseers of the Public Welfare are also incorporated as a Board 
of Trustees of John Boylston’s and other charitable funds. The total 
amount of the 18 permanent charity funds in the custody of the Over- 
seers on December 31, 1961, was $1,065,686.69, the annual income from 
which ($39,801.03 in 1961) is distributed in accordance with the terms of 
the donations. 

In charge of the Overseers is the Temporary Home on Chardon street 
for temporarily destitute women and children, opened in 1857.

SUPERVISORS OF ATTENDANCE 
[Stat. 1931, Chap. 394, Sect. 146.] 


These officers are appointed by the School Committee, and under their 
direction enforce the laws relating to absentees from school. There are 
36 supervisors of attendance besides the head supervisor and they may be 
seen at 9 a.m. and 1.30 P.M., on the days that the schools are in session 
at the school designated by the head supervisor. 


SCHOOL PHYSICIANS AND SCHOOL NURSES 


Regular medical inspection of the schools was maintained from 1894 to 
1915, under the supervision of the Health Department. Beginning 
September 1, 1915, the School Committee took charge of this service. 
For all schools and districts there is 1 Director of School Hygiene in charge 
of 1 school physician assigned to the certificating office, 1 ophthalmologist, 
1 otologist, 52 school physicians, 1 supervisor of nutrition, 7 school medi- 
cal aids, and 1 sanitary engineer. 


Chapter 357, Acts of 1907, provided for the appointment by the School 
Committee of 1 supervising female nurse and as many district female 
nurses as are deemed necessary. For the 75 junior high and elementary 
school districts there is 1 supervising nurse in charge of 4 assistant supervis- 
ing nurses, 1 nurse assigned to the certificating office, 1 nurse assigned to 
the ophthalmologist, and 64 school nurses (including 10 high schools), and 
1 nurse assigned to the otologist. 
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PHYSICAL EDUCATION. 


In 1907, the School Committee was authorized to provide for the 
extension of physical education and recreation of pupils, including proper 
apparatus and facilities in the buildings, yards and playgrounds under 
their control. 


The School Committee appropriates, out of the tax levy, for this branch 
of education such amount as it deems necessary. The Committee has 
also the right to appropriate the unexpended balance of the previous year; 
the estimated income for the current year, and the unexpended balance 
in the separate fund under Chap. 71-47. The appropriation for 1961 is 
$782,559. 


The Department of Physical Education comprises 1 director; 1 associate 
director; 1 assistant director; 4 elementary supervisors; 2 instructors of 
military science; 1 armorer; 39 women and 40 men instructors of physical 
education; 61 teacher coaches of athletics, high schools; 18 teacher coaches 
of athletics, junior high schools; 29 assistant teacher coaches, 45 play 
teachers. 


INDUSTRIAL SCHOOLS PARTLY MAINTAINED BY STATE 


By Chapter 471, Acts of 1911, and Chapter 106, Acts of 1912, the State 
especially encourages the establishing of Independent Industrial Schools, 
allowing financial aid for their maintenance proportionate to the amount 
raised by local taxation and expended for all public schools. Under this 
arrangement the School Committee is reimbursed by the State to the 
extent of one half the net maintenance cost of such industrial schools 
established in Boston thus far with the approval of the Massachusetts 
Department of Education. By Chapter 805, Acts of 1913, Continuation 
Schools, for employed children between fourteen and sixteen years of age, 
were included under the same plan of State aid. The schools thus main- 
tained are the Boston Trade High School (for Boys), day and evening 
classes, Trade High School for Girls, Compulsory Continuation School, 
and practical arts courses in the evening elementary schools. 


For the agricultural course in the Jamaica Plain High School, the 
School Committee is reimbursed to the extent of two thirds of the cost of 
instruction. 


There are co-operative industrial courses in eight high schools, as fol- 
lows: Boston Technical High (printing), Brighton (automobile mechanics), 
Charlestown (electricity), Dorchester (woodwork and upholstery), Last 
Boston (machine shop), Hyde Park (machine shop), Jamaica Plain (agri- 
culture), and South Boston (sheet metal and auto body). 


INDUSTRIAL ARTS 
Industrial arts courses in shopwork are given in the following high 
schools: East Boston High School, Hyde Park High School, Roslindale 
High School, and South Boston High School. 
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There are 150 shops, including 9 classrooms used for drafting, in ele- 
mentary and junior high schools, in which the following named subjects 
are taught: drafting, electricity, interior decoration, machine shop, print- 
ing, sheet metal, woodwork, and diversified shop subjects. 


Cardboard construction and handcrafts in the fourth and fifth grades, 
although taught by classroom teachers, are supervised by the department. 


Gardening is conducted by the department as summer activity on a 
seven-acre plot of City of Boston property in Woburn. 


HOME ECONOMICS 


In the Home Economics Department there are 143 teachers, an assistant 
director and a director. 


There are 10 high schools offering courses in Home Economics; Brighton, 
Charlestown, Dorchester High, East Boston, Girls’ High, Hyde Park High, 
Jamaica Plain, Jeremiah E. Burke, Roslindale, and South Boston. 


In the high schools of Boston there are 9 appointed teachers of Home 
Economics; in addition, there are 6 appointed teachers assigned from 
Junior High, 2 appointed teachers assigned from Elementary, 1 provisional 
teacher and 5 temporary teachers. There are 15 standard clothing labo- 
ratories, 8 foods laboratories, and 4 home economics suites. 


In the junior high there are 32 teachers of foods, including one teacher 
assigned to Special Class Occupational Center, and one teacher assigned 
from Trade High School. There are 75 elementary and junior high school 
teachers of clothing, including 1 teacher assigned to Horace Mann. There 
are are also 9 temporary teachers and 1 provisional teacher having home 
economics programs. There are 3 home economics teachers at the M. 

xertrude Godvin school. 


There are 46 rooms equipped for instruction in foods, 16 of these have 
adjoining suites. There are 117 classrooms equipped for the teaching of 
clothing. 


EVENING HIGH, ELEMENTARY AND TRADE SCHOOLS 


There are seven evening high schools: Boston Central Adult, Brighton, 
Dorchester (Jeremiah E. Burke Schoolhouse), East Boston (Joseph H. 
Barnes Schoolhouse), Roslindale, Roxbury (Boston Clerical Schoolhouse), 
and South Boston. These schools, the sessions of which are held on 
Tuesday and Thursday evenings, from 7 to 10 o’clock, are conducted in 
the several high schoolhouses of the districts named. All but the Boston 
Central Adult High are commercial schools. 


There are eight evening elementary schools in session on Tuesday and 
Thursday evenings from 7 to 10 o’clock. 


North End and Codman Square Evening Elementary Schools meet on 
Monday and Wednesday evenings from 7 to 10 o’clock. 
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' There is one evening trade school, Boston Evening Trade School, with 
two branches located in the Brighton High and South Boston High School- 
houses. These schools are conducted on Tuesday and Thursday evenings, 
from 7 to 10 o’clock. 


DAY SCHOOL FOR IMMIGRANTS 


In the Abraham Lincoln School there are classes for immigrants where 
instruction in the English language is provided, classes being conducted 
daily (except Saturday) for three hours in the forenoon and two in the 
afternoon. 


COMPULSORY SCHOOL ATTENDANCE 


All children fourteen to sixteen years of age employed under an em- 
ployment permit or released from regular school attendance under a 
Home Permit are required by law to attend a course of instruction in 
education four hours per week. These children are assigned to the 
Abraham Lincoln School, 152 Arlington Street, Boston, for the equiv- 
alent of a continuation school education. 


USE OF SCHOOLHOUSES FOR EDUCATIONAL, SOCIAL, AND CIVIC 
PURPOSES 


In 1912 the School Committee was authorized by statute to allow the 
use of buildings under their control by associations and individuals (other 
than school pupils) for educational, recreative, social, civic, philanthropic, 
and similar purposes at times when the schools were not in session. 
Under this arrangement there are now thirteen School Centers, each 
having a manager and largely attended on two evenings a week. More 
than 125 school buildings are also used by non-school center groups. 


Besides the renting of school halls for club meetings, entertainments, 
etc., basements and other accommodations in schoolhouses are used by 
the Election Department as polling places, lighting and custodian service 
being paid by the Election Department. 


PENSION AND RETIREMENT FUND FOR TEACHERS 


The School Committee, by a majority vote of all its members, may 
retire with a pension any member of the teaching or supervising staff 
of the public day schools who has reached the age of sixty years, also 
such other members as are incapacitated for further efficient service. 


These pensions are paid to teachers who were retired before the estab- 
lishment of the Boston Retirement System, or who have not become 
members of the Boston Retirement System or State-Boston Retirement 


System, 
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The School Committee is authorized to provide for these pensions by 
appropriating annually such amount as it deems necessary, which, to- 
gether with the unexpended balance of the previous year, the amount of 
reimbursement from the Commonwealth, and the appropriation of accrued 
interest in the Permanent School Pension Fund, will pay pensions for 
the year. 

On December 31, 1961, the Permanent School Pension Fund amounted 
to $209,592.99 and 179 retired teachers were receiving pensions therefrom. 

The Boston Teachers’ Retirement Fund association, started in 1900, 
is at present paying $120 per year to 1,315 annuitants, the total amount 
of its fund on August 31, 1961, being $2,417,963.34. At that date 2,244 
teachers were contributing $24 per year to the Fund.

At the City Election held November 5, 1929, on the referendum — 
“Shall chapter 351, of the Acts of 1929, entitled ‘An Act to establish a 
board of commissioners of school buildings and a department of school 
buildings in the city of Boston’ be accepted?” there were 110,453 votes 
in favor, 57,276 against, and 50,632 blanks. 

By the provisions of the Act, the board ‘‘shall consist of three citizens 
of Boston who otherwise are neither officials nor employees of said city, 
one of whom shall be appointed by the mayor . . . without approval 
by the civil service commissioners, one by the school committee, and one 
shall be chosen by the two so appointed, or shall be appointed by the 
governor if the appointees of the mayor and school committee fail to 
choose a commissioner as aforesaid within thirty days after a second 
of such appointees has been appointed.” 

According to section 2 of the Act, the Department of School Buildings 
is established, to be under the charge of a superintendent of construction 
who shall be elected by the board of commissioners, to serve at the pleasure 
of the board. 

Upon the election of a superintendent of construction, the board of 
schoolhouse commissioners of the schoolhouse department and said 
department shall be abolished.

The Finance Commission is constituted under the Amended Charter of 
1909. It consists of five commissioners appointed by the Governor and 
confirmed by the Executive Council, the term of each being five years. 
The Chairman of the Commission is named by the Governor. The mem- 
bers of the Commission, other than the chairman, serve without pay. 

It is the duty of the Commission to investigate, at its discretion, all 
matters relating to appropriations, loans, expenditures, accounts and 
methods of administration affecting the City of Boston or the County 
of Suffolk, or any of their departments, and to report upon its investi- 
gations from time to time to the Mayor, the City Council, the Governor 
or the General Court. 

The Commission is required to make an annual report, in January, to 
the General Court. It is also the duty of the Commission to report to 
the Mayor, the City Auditor or the City Treasurer as to the validity or 
proper amount of any doubtful pay roll, bill or claim referred to it by them,

The Licensing Board for the City of Boston was established by Statutes 
of 1906, Chapter 291. It consists of three members appointed by the 
Governor, with the advice and consent of the Council. They must be 
citizens of Boston who have resided in Boston for at least two years pre- 
ceding the date of their appointment. The two principal political parties 
must be represented on the Board and the term of the members is fixed 
at six years after the first appointment, which was for six, four, and two 
years. The Board was created to exercise all the powers and perform all 
the duties conferred upon the Board of Police of the City of Boston rela- 
tive to intoxicating liquors (now called alcoholic beverages), innholders, 
common victuallers, billiard and pool tables, sippio tables, bowling alleys, 
intelligence offices, and picnic groves. 

By Statutes of 1909, Chap. 423, the Board was given the right to issue 
licenses to “Sunday dealers in ice cream, or confectionery, or soda water 
or fruit’’. 

By Statutes of 1918, Chap. 259, the Board was granted the right to 
issue licenses to lodging houses, 

By Statutes of 1922, Chap. 392, the Board was given the right to license 
‘retail vendors of soft drinks.” 

By Statutes of 1926, Chap. 299, the Board was given the right to grant 
entertainment licenses in places where such entertainment was carried on 
in conjunction with sale for cash of food or drink six days of week but not 
on Sundays. 

By Chapter 284 of the Acts of 1933, the Board was given authority to 
grant victuallers’ licenses to clubs, societies, associations or other organiza- 
tions which dispense food and beverages on their premises, to their stock- 
holders or members and their guests and to no others, 

By Chapter 376 of the Acts of 1933, now Chapter 138 of the General 
Laws, the Board was given the authority to issue alcoholic beverage 
licenses to common victuallers, innholders, taverns, clubs and retail 
druggist and package stores, and to suspend or revoke the same after a 
hearing. 

By Statute of 1949, Chapter 361, the Board was given the right to 
license mechanical amusement devices and regulate the operation thereof. 

By Statutes of 1953, Chapter 622, in addition to the notice which the 
Licensing Board for the City of Boston is required by law to give to the 
public concerning applications for new licenses, under Sections 12, 15 or 
30A of Chapter 138 of the General Laws, and applications for transfer of 
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location of said licenses, it shall also give notice of such applications to the 
state representatives of each representative district affected by the appli- 
cation, and also to such persons, groups, and organizations as have for- 
mally requested in writing that such notice be given them for license 
applications in a designated representative district.

FRANKLIN InstITUTE oF Boston, 41 Berkeley Street

The Franklin Foundation is incorporated under Chapter 569 of the 
Acts of 1908, a board of citizens being named therein to act for the City 
in the control of the Franklin Fund and in maintaining the Franklin 
Institute of Boston as an independent technical institute for adults. 

The Franklin Fund is the proceeds of a bequest of one thousand pounds 
to “the Inhabitants of the Town of Boston in Massachusetts’ made by 
Benjamin Franklin, in a codicil to his will dated June 23, 1789. The 
codicil provided that the fund “if accepted by the Inhabitants of the 
Town of Boston” be managed “under the direction of the Select Men, 
united with the Ministers of the oldest Episcopalian, Congregational and 
Presbyterian Churches in that Town,” who were to make loans on certain 
conditions to “young married artificers, under the Age of twenty-five 
years.” 
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Dr. Franklin, who died April 17, 1790, calculated that, in one hundred 
years, the thousand pounds would grow to one hundred and thirty-one 
thousand Pounds ‘“‘of which,” he says, “‘I would have the Managers then 
lay out at their discretion one hundred thousand Pounds in Public Works 
which may be judged of most general utility to the Inhabitants J 
The remaining thirty-one thousand Pounds I would have continued to be 
let out on interest in the manner above directed for another hundred 
years . . . At the end of this second Term, if no unfortunate acci- 
dent has prevented the operation the sum will be Four millions and Sixty- 
one thousand Pounds Sterling, of which I leave one Million sixty-one 
Thousand Pounds to the Disposition of the Inhabitants of the Town of 
Boston, and Three Millions to the disposition of the Government of the 
state, not presuming to carry my views farther.’”’ The Town accepted 
the donation at a Town Meeting held June 1, 1790. 


A futile suit brought by the Franklin Heirs in 1891 prevented the 
division of the fund at the expiration of one hundred years; but on 
January 17, 1894, by direction of the three ministers and the Board of 
Aldermen of the City, which board claimed to be the successors of the 
“Selectmen”, $329,300.48 (#2 of the fund) was paid to the City Treasurer, 
for ‘‘the purchase of land and the erection thereon of the Franklin In- 
stitute of Boston and for the equipment of the same.”’ Owing to a series of 
complications the money remained in the custody of the Treasurer. 
Mayor Collins, in 1902, caused a petition of the City to be filed in the 
Supreme Judicial Court, praying for instructions as to the authority of 
the persons then acting as Managers of the fund. The Court rendered 
an opinion November 25, 1903 (184 Mass. 373) to the effect that the 
three ministers were Managers of the fund under Franklin’s will, . but 
that the Aldermen did not succeed the “Selectmen” as Managers and 
had no powers with reference to it. The Court, under its general power 
to care for public charitable funds, appointed, on March 16, 1904, nine 
Managers to take the place of the “Selectmen” and provided in the 
decree of the Court, that the Mayor of Boston should be one, ex officio. 
Successors to the other eight are appointed by the Court. In 1908 the 
Franklin Fund Managers were incorporated as The Franklin Foundation by 
the special act already referred to which was clarified by amendments 
in 1927 and 1953. In 1931 the Court held the incorporation to be con- 
stitutional, since it did not change the composition or duties with respect 
to the Franklin Fund of the Board of Managers, and answered various 
questions which had been raised (276 Mass. 549). 


On December 2, 1905, the City Treasurer received from Mr. Andrew 
Carnegie $408,396.48, said sum being equal to the amount of the ex- 
pendable portion of the Franklin Fund in August, 1904, which Mr. 
Carnegie agreed to duplicate. Only the annual income from this fund 
has been used. 

On November 17, 1927, $100,000 was received by the Foundation from 
the estate of the late James J. Storrow, the income to be used for main- 
tenance of Franklin Institute of Boston. 
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In 1906 the City appropriated $100,000, raised by a 20-year loan, to 
purchase a building site of about 16,000 square feet at the corner of 
Appleton and Berkeley Streets. On January 31, 1907, the amount avail- 
able to be ‘‘laid out”? by the Managers was $438,741.98 and in that year 
the Franklin Union Building was erected and equipped at a cost of 
$438,528.80. It was opened in September, 1908, as a Technical Institute 
to train young men and women for positions of supervision in industry. 
In 1941 the name was legally changed to Franklin Technical Institute. 
In 1957, the Board of Collegiate Authority of the Commonwealth of 
Massachusetts voted to confirm the action of the Members of the Franklin 
Foundation to confer the Degree of Associate in Engineering upon qualified 
graduates of the Institute. 

In 1961, the name of the school was again changed to Franklin Institute 
of Boston. It is maintained partly by tuition fees ($393,963 for the fiscal 
year 1961), and income from the previously mentioned funds (7.e., the 
Andrew Carnegie donation and the Storrow bequest). Educational 
programs are offered which are accredited by the Engineers’ Council 
for Professional Development. The Franklin Union Building contains 
11 classrooms, 4 drafting rooms, 2 shops and 8 laboratories. There is 
also an auditorium with a seating capacity of 927. 

A second building, acquired in 1960 at 4 Appleton Street, contains 4 
classrooms, 2 laboratories, 1 shop and 2 offices. Hight hundred (800) 
adult students received instruction at evening sessions and 600 in day 
courses during the school year of 1961. 

The Franklin Fund (Second Part) will become available in 1991.

The late George Robert White, who died in Boston, January 27, 1922, 
left the residue of his estate to the City of Boston to be held as a per- 
manent charitable trust fund, ‘the net income only to be used for creating 
works of public utility and beauty, for the use and enjoyment of the 
inhabitants of the City of Boston.” 

The control and management of the fund is in the hands of a board of 
five trustees, consisting of the Mayor as Chairman, the President of the 
City Council, the City Auditor, the President of the Boston Chamber of 
Commerce and the President of the Bar Association of the City of Boston. 
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At a meeting of the Trustees held on Tuesday, April 5, 1938, it was 
unanimously voted that the services of a paid Manager be engaged. In 
accordance with this vote the custody, care, control and management of 
all real estate constituting a part of the George Robert White Fund is 
now in the hands of a Manager; all legal matters are attended to by the 
Corporation Counsel; all financial disbursements and investments are 
in the hands of the Collector-Treasurer; all collections and receipts are 
handled by the Collector-Treasurer; and the examination of all bills and 
demands rendered against the Fund, together with the approval of all 
expenditures and the auditing of all accounts, rests with the City Auditor, 


Health Units have been provided at Baldwin Place and North Margin 
Street in the North End, at Paris and Emmons Streets, East Boston, at 
Dorchester and West Fourth Streets, South Boston, at Blue Hill Avenue 
and Savin Street, Roxbury, at High and Elm Streets, Charlestown, at 
Blossom and Parkman Streets, West End, at Whittier and Hampshire 
Streets, Roxbury, at Central Avenue, Hyde Park, and at Blue Hill Avenue 
and Harvard Street, Dorchester, in the hope of being able, by proper 
instruction, to better the living and health conditions of the communities 
in the congested districts. 


A Prado has been established at Hanover and Unity streets in the 
North End, to provide an open air space for the residents of the North 
End. In 1935, the Trustees voted to change the name of the Prado to 
Paul Revere Mall. 


In the spring of 1936 the Trustees voted to establish a wading pool 
and locker building in the yard in the rear of the Whittier Street Health 
Unit, Roxbury. The wading pool and locker building have since been in 
full operation for the use and enjoyment of the inhabitants of the City. 

In the summer of 1936 the Trustees voted to have thirteen memorial 
bronze tablets fabricated and placed in the walls of the Paul Revere Mall 
in the North End. The inscriptions to be placed on these tablets in- 
volved considerable research work and as a consequence these tablets 
were not completed until the summer of 1940. This was done as an im- 
provement to the Mall. 


On January 27, 1940, the Trustees voted to purchase an equestrian 
statue of Paul Revere made by Cyrus E. Dallin, sculptor — to be 
placed in the Paul Revere Mall in the North End, as an addition and 
further improvement in accordance with provision of the will. 

On September 22, 1940, the Trustees dedicated the thirteen bronze 
tablets and the statue of Paul Revere at the Paul Revere Mall in the 
North End. 

In the summer of 1941 the Trustees voted to establish a number of 
play spaces, fully equipped, in various sections of the City from the 
Income of the Fund, for the use and enjoyment of children under 12 years 
of age. It was voted to establish the first four play spaces at the following 
locations: 

Pitts and Hale Streets, in the West End 
London and Decatur Streets, in East Boston 
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Troy and Rochester Streets, in the South End 
King and Roxbury Streets, in Roxbury 


This chain of play spaces consists of the most modern architecture: 
wading pools, play-yard equipment, concrete seats, concrete sandboxes 
etc., and is a great asset to the City. 

Starting in the spring of 1946 and ending in the fall of 1949 the Trustees 
of the Fund voted to establish the following projects from the Income of 
the Fund: . 


Health Unit at Central avenue and Elm street, Hyde Park 

Health Unit at Blue Hill avenue and Harvard street, Dorchester 

Swimming Pool, Diving Pool and Locker Building, Doherty Heights, 
Charlestown 

Schoolboy Stadium in Franklin Park 

War Memorial Center in the Fens 

Swimming Pool, Diving Pool and Locker Building, Commercial 
street, North End Park 

War Memorial, Veterans Section, Mt. Hope Cemetery

The Boston Housing Authority, established in accordance with the 
Housing Authority Law of the Commonwealth, consists of five members, 
who may be compensated at the rate of $50 per day for the Chairman, 
and $40 per day for a member other than the Chairman. As the terms 
of the members expire, successors are appointed by the same appointive 
power for terms of five years. 

The Authority is charged with investigation to determine the un- 
sanitary and sub-standard housing conditions existing within its juris- 
diction which cannot readily be remedied by private enterprise, and the 
clearance, replanning and reconstruction of such areas. With the approval 
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of the State Housing Board and the Mayor, it is empowered to enter 
into agreement with any agency of Government for assistance, financial 
or otherwise, to remedy such substandard conditions. 


FEDERALLY-AIDED DEVELOPMENTS 


Fifteen Federally-aided developments consisting of 10,156 units in the 
City are now operated by the Authority for the housing of low-income 
families, preference being given to veterans and servicemen. The de- 
velopment in the Bay View section which was constructed by the Au- 
thority was subsequently sold to the federal government to house war 
workers. It was operated by the Authority, under lease from the Federal 
government, and tenancy was later restricted to veterans and servicemen 
with families. On December 31, 1956 title was given to the Authority 
with the development to be used to house low-income families. 

Old Harbor Village, South Boston, the only development built and 
owned by the Federal government, was leased to the Authority to house 
low-income families on May 1, 1938. On December 31, 1958 title to it was 
given to the Authority. 


StatTe-AIDED DEVELOPMENTS 


The basic Housing Authority Law was amended in 1948 by Chapter 200 
This legislation provided for State aid to local authorities in building homes 
for veterans’ families of low income by means of State guarantee of the 
principal and interest on local housing authority notes or bonds issued for 
this purpose and annual subsidy by the State not to exceed two and one- 
half per cent of total development costs, for 40 years. Veterans of World 
War II, and other veterans with families of low income, receive preference 
in this program in that order. 

Under this legislation, 3,681 dwelling units have been built and occupied 
in ten developments. 

PLANNING AND DEVELOPING 


Local housing authorities are now empowered to build housing for 
elderly persons of low-income. Under the Federally-aided program, six 
developments specifically designed for occupancy by the elderly, ranging 
in size from 44 to 96 apartments, are under construction. Under the 
State-aided program for the elderly, an 80 apartment development has 
been completed. 

With the approval of the Mayor and the City Council, the Authority 
is planning 1,000 additional apartments, mostly for the elderly, under 
the Federally-aided program, with occupancy scheduled for 1963. Under 
the State-aided elderly program, 280 more apartments are in the pre- 
liminary planning stage.

The Boston Redevelopment Authority, established in accordance with 
Gen. Laws, Chap. 121, as amended by Chap. 150, Acts of 1957, has the 
sole responsibility for urban renewal projects in the City of Boston. 


The Authority was organized in September 1957 and received its 
certificate of organization from the Secretary of the Commonwealth 
on October 4, 1957. 


Under the provisions of the Housing Act of 1949, as amended, the 
Federal Housing and Home Finance Agency is authorized to enter into 
contracts with local redevelopment authorities to finance slum clearance 
and urban renewal projects. Two thirds of the net project costs of an 
urban renewal project may be obtained from the Federal Government, 
the remaining one third must be provided by the local government. 


Recent amendments to Chapter 121 of the General Laws provide 
authority for local communities to carry out urban renewal without 
Federal aid. 


Under Chapter 652, Acts of 1960, the City Planning Board was abolished 
and allits staff transferred to the Authority, and the functions, duties 
and responsibilities for general city planning assumed by the Authority, 


The Authority is presently engaged in a series of projects in various 
stages of planning and execution. A brief description of each project 
is detailed below: 

New York Streets Project, UR Mass. 2-1. Allland acquisition, relocation 
of families, demolition, grading and site improvement work completed. 
The cleared land was sold in 1957 to the Cerel-Druker Redevelopment 
Corporation. Five new buildings have been erected on the site for the 
Boston Herald-Traveler Corp., Graybar Electric Co., Westinghouse 
Electric Co., and Transit Insurance Co. Over 80 per cent of the land 
has been developed in the past three years. 
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West End Project, UR Mass. 2-3. Charles River Park, Inc., the 
principal redevelopers of the area, substantially completed the first 
group of new apartment buildings on this site and initial occupancy 
started in January, 1962. The redevelopers took delivery of the second 
parcel of project land in September, 1961, and construction of another 
complex of new buildings is scheduled to start in 1962. The Retina 
Foundation, an institution devoted to research and investigative work 
on the human eye, plans to open a new building located on Staniford 
Street in the project area, in May, 1962. The Boston Public Library 
has plans for a new branch facility to be located on Cambridge Street 
on which construction is to start in 1962. 


Whitney Redevelopment Area. The Authority acquired all land in 
this 73-acre site in the Roxbury district July, 1960. All relocation and 
demolition was completed in 1961. The Beacon Redevelopment Corpo- 
ration took delivery of 92,000 square feet of land in September, 1961, 
and started construction of a 23-story apartment building to contain 
277 dwelling units. This structure is scheduled for Completion in 1963. 
It is being developed under Chapter 121A of the General Laws, the so- 
called limited dividend statute, designed to encourage the construction 
of housing for middle income families. Present plans call for the remaining 
two parcels, each of about 92,000 square feet to be developed for moderate 
income housing by other real estate and building firms. 


Government Center Project, Mass. R-35. The Authority entered into a 
temporary Loan Contract for Early Land Acquisition in the amount 
of $21,260,470 on this project in October, 1961, with the Fede:al Govern- 
ment. On October 25, 1961, the Authority acquired all land in the project 
area by eminent domain, filing an ‘‘Order of Taking” in the Suffolk 
Registry of Deeds. Relocation of the 450 families and 827 business 
firms in the area started immediately and will continue over the next 
three years. The Authority established a Site Office at 30 Hawkins 
street to handle the relocation, property management and to process 
relocation payment claims. Demolition is scheduled to start in February, 
1962, to provide cleared land for the construction of a new Federal office 
building, a new City Hall, a complex of buildings for the Commonwealth 
of Massachusetts, new private office and commercial buildings. A re- 
development plan for the area will be presented to the Mayor and City 
Council early in 1962 for approval. 


Washington Park. The original survey and planning advance contract 
for this project has been amended to extend the area from 188 to 472 
acres and increase the planning advance from $143,461 to $298,291. 
This project is scheduled to be Boston’s first major effort at rehabilitation 
and conservation under the provisions of the U.S. Housing Act of 1949, 
as amended. Final plans should be ready in 1962 and project put into 
execution. The Authority has received excellent cooperation and whole- 
hearted support of many civic and neighborhood groups in the Roxbury 
district on this undertaking. 
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Prudential Center. In 1961 the Prudential Insurance Company 
submitted an amended application to the Authority to undertake the 
development of the so-called Prudential Center in the Back Bay under 
the provisions of Chapter 121A, General Laws, as amended. Following 
the Authority’s approval of the Prudential application, a declaratory 
judgement was sought and the Supreme Judicial Court upheld the Au- 
thority’s action. Prudential has announced plans to resume construction 
of the project in 1962. 

General Neighborhood Renewal Plans. Late in 1960 the Authority 
received approval from the Urban Renewal Administration to undertake 
General Neighborhood Renewal Plans for ten sections of the city. Under 
the provisions of these ten contracts a total of $2,037,250 of planning 
funds has been made available as follows:

Capital Grant funds of $29,192,453 has been earmarked by the Federal 
Government for specific projects to be delineated following planning 
studies. Provisions for General Neighborhood Renewal Plans were 
enacted by the Congress in September, 1959, in an amendment to the 
U.S. Housing Act of 1949. A project embracing at least 10 per cent 
of the Plan area must be undertaken promptly upon completion of the 
Plan and the preparation of the Urban Renewal Plan for the project.

The Board is known as the Auditorium Commission and consists of 
five officers known as Auditorium Commissioners, who shall be residents 
of the City of Boston and appointed by the Mayor as follows: One com- 
missioner from three candidates nominated by the City of Boston Hotel 
Association, one commissioner from three candidates nominated by the 
Boston Real Estate Board, one commissioner from three candidates 
nominated by the Greater Boston Chamber of Commerce, and two com- 
missioners selected at large by the Mayor. As the term of any com- 
missioner expires, his successor shall be appointed in like manner as 
such commissioner for a term of five years. Vacancies in the board shall 
be filled in the same manner for the unexpired term. The commissioners 
serve without compensation but are to be reimbursed for their traveling 
and other necessary expenses incurred in the performance of their duties. 

The commission shall construct, or cause to be constructed, the munici- 
pal auditorium authorized by chapter 164 of the acts of 1954, with an 
exhibition hall, assembly hall and accessory rooms suitable for exhibitions, 
conventions and other shows and gatherings in the city; shall contract 
for the care and management thereof after its completion; and for such 
purposes may, subject to the approval of the mayor, make such contracts 
and employ such experts, assistants and employees as they may think 
necessary or expedient.

Until the completion of the construction of a new city hall, there shall 
be in the city a board, known as the Government Center Commission 
consisting of the Director of Administrative Services of the City, and the 
Commissioner of Public Works of the City, ex officiis, one member ap- 
pointed by the Mayor to serve at his pleasure, pursuant to Stat. 1960, 
Chap. 652, Sect. 12, and four other members appointed by the Mayor 
of the City, as follows: one from three candidates nominated by the 
Associated General Contractors of Massachusetts, Inc., one from three 
candidates nominated by the Building Trades Council of Boston and 
Vicinity, one from three candidates nominated by the Boston Society of 
Architects, and one selected at large by the Mayor. Any vacancy in the 
office of any appointive member shall be filled in the same manner as the 
original appointment. 


The member appointed by the Mayor upon selection at large shall be 
Chairman of the Government Center Commission. Said Commission 
shall elect one of its members as vice chairman, and shall also elect a 
secretary, who need not be a member of the Commission. The members 
of the Government Center Commission shall serve without compensation 
but shall be reimbursed for their traveling and other necessary expenses 
incurred in the performance of their duties. 
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The Government Center Commission shall have the power and duty to 
acquire in the name and behalf of the City by purchase or gift from the 
Boston Redevelopment Authority or otherwise or to request the Public 
Improvement Commission of the City to so acquire by eminent domain 
under G. L. Chapter 79 or Chapter 80A from said authority or otherwise, 
a suitable site for a new city hall for the City, and, in acquiring the whole 
or any part of such site from said authority, to assume in the name of the 
City any and all obligations imposed by or under the aforesaid section 
26 LL. Subject to the provisions of sections 44A to 44L, inclusive, of 
Chapter 149 of the General Laws and the provisions of section 6 of Chapter 
418 of the Acts of 1890, as respectively amended, the Government Center 
Commission shall also have the power and duty to contract in the name and 
behalf of said City for the preparation of such site and the planning and 
construction thereon and the original equipping and furnishing of such new 
city hall.

This organization was incorporated under the laws of Massachusetts 
on October 25, 1915. 


The incorporators were twenty-one in number and included, besides 
the Mayor, the Corporation Counsel, the City Auditor, City Treasurer, 
Park Commissioner, the Principal Assessor and fifteen other city employees 
occupying responsible positions, 

Since its incorporation the Credit Union has been functioning for the 
benefit of the city employee by the promotion of thrift among its mem- 
bers and the loaning of money to members in need of financial assistance. 
These loans are made at a low rate of interest, saving the borrower from 
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the exorbitant rates charged by loan agencies, During 1961 loans made 
to members amounted to $3,441,673.77 and a total of $36,800,313.19 has 
been loaned since organization. Approximately 90 per cent of the bor- 
rowers have their weekly loan payment deducted from their salary by 
means of the payroll deduction plan. 

The Credit Union at the present time has assets of $2,259,220.71 and 
reserves of $257,645.29, with 11,358 members, 5,221 of which are borrowers. 

Most departments of the City or County government are represented 
on the board of directors which consists of 21 members. Seven of these 
directors are elected each year for a three-year term.

The Commission was established by Special Act of the Legislature, 
for the care, custody and control of the Suffolk County Court House, 
and is required to appoint a Custodian and such other officers as it may 
deem necessary for the proper operation of the building, and to determine 
their term or terms of service. 


The Commission succeeded to the authority given to the Sheriff of 
Suffolk County over the Suffolk County Court House, in Chapter 525 
of the Acts of 1922, and took over the management and control of the 
Court House upon its completion during 1939, by the Special Commis- 
sion created under Chapter 474 of the Acts of 1935 for providing additional 
accommodations and facilities for the Suffolk County Court House. 


A thirty per cent contribution by the Commonwealth to the annual 
costs and charges of maintenance and operation of the Court House began 
in the calendar year 1939 when the additional Court House enlargements 
and improvements, made under authority of Chapter 474 of the Acts of 
1935, were “substantially completed” and in “actual use,” and the re- 
maining seventy per cent is paid by the City of Boston. While the 
Commonwealth now pays thirty per cent of the operating costs of the 
Court. House, it has taken no part in its operations, other than the exercise 
of its authority in the make-up of the Commission in charge.

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Nore.—From January 6, 1845, to February 27, 1845, or from the close of Mayor 
Brimmer’s term of office till the election of his successor, Thomas A. Davis, the Chairman 
of the Board of Aldermen, William Parker, performed the duties of Mayor. 

In the interim between the death of Mayor Davis, on November 22, 1845, and the 
election on December 11, 1845, of his successor, Josiah Quincy, Jr., Benson Leavitt, Chair- 
man of the Board of Aldermen, acted as Mayor. 

There were three ballotings for the election of Mayor for 1854, between December 12, 
1853, and January 9, 1854. In the meantime the duties of Mayor were performed by 
Benjamin L. Allen, Chairman of the Board of Aldermen. 

In 1873 Mayor Pierce resigned his office on November 29, on his election to the Congress 
of the United States. During the remainder of the municipal year Leonard R. Cutter, 
Chairman of the Board of Aldermen, served ez officto as Acting Mayor. 

Mayor Collins died on September 14, 1905. Daniel A. Whelton, Chairman of the 
Board of Aldermen, acted as Mayor for the remainder of the municipal year, viz., 
September 15, 1905, to January 1, 1906. 

Mayor Tobin, having been elected Governor, resigned January 4, 1945. By Chapter 4 
of the Acts of 1945, the President of the City Council was given all the powers of the 
Mayor and served from January 25, 1945, for the remainder of the year. 

Under the provisions of Chapter 580 of the Acts of 1947, City Clerk John B. Hynes 
served, under the title of Temporary Mayor, with full powers as Mayor, for the period 
from June 26 to November 28, 1947, during the absence of Mayor Curley.

DrarR Mr. Mayor: 

In accordance with the requirements of Chapter 3, 
Section 24, of the Revised Ordinances of 1947, I submit 
herewith the annual report of the City of Boston 
Auditorium Commission for the year ending December 
31, 1961. 

The Auditorium Commission is composed of five 
members, who serve without compensation for a term 
of five years. Members of the Commission are: William 
D. Ireland, chairman, Donald B. Stanbro, Robert C. 
Nordblom, Frank R. Kelley, and William H. Ohren- 
berger. 

In 1960 the Commission was asked by the Mayor to 
look into the possibility of including opera facilities in 
the new Auditorium, and, as a result, a contract was 
entered into by the architectural firm of Hoyle, Doran 
and Berry with the Boston Opera Association to draw 
plans and specifications for the opera addition. A fund 
drive was begun by the Opera Association to raise the 
necessary money for this, as the city had no funds 
available for this addition, which would cost approxi- 
mately $400,000. 

In the meantime, meetings have been held to obtain 
the necessary permits before work can be started. 
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Clearance had to be received from the New York 
Central Railroad, the Massachusetts Turnpike Au- 
thority, and The Prudential Insurance Company on 
the new plans and specifications. 

In December of this year the Supreme Court cleared 
the way for the building of The Prudential Center, and 
plans are now under way to ask for bids for the con- 
struction of the Municipal Auditorium on February 7, 
1962.

Be it ordained by the City Council of Boston, as follows: 

SecTion 1. Clause (168) of section 1 of chapter 
30 of the Revised Ordinances of 1961 is hereby amended 
by striking out the last two sentences and inserting 
in place thereof the following sentences: The charge 
to be paid for each admission to the accident floor 
at the city hospital for diagnosis or treatment shall 
be, in the case of a child under age thirteen, $3.00, 
and in the case of any other person, $4.00. The charge 
to be paid for each admission to the East Boston relief 
station for diagnosis or treatment shall be, in the case 
of a child under age thirteen, $3.00, and in the case 
of any other person, $4.00; provided, that such charge 
shall be waived in case of transfer of the patient to 
the accident floor at the city hospital. 


SEcTION 2. Said section 1 is hereby amended by 
inserting after clause (168) the following clauses :— 

(168A) Hospital, Ambulance. The charge to be paid 
for each use of an ambulance for transporting a person 
from a place within the territorial limits of the city 
to the city hospital or from the city hospital to such 
a place shall be $15.00. The charge to be paid for each 
use of an ambulance for transporting a person to the 
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city hospital from a place outside the territorial limits 
of the city but within twenty-five miles of the city 
hospital or to such a place from the city hospital shall 
be $25.00. The charge to be paid for each other use 
of an ambulance shall be such amount, not less than 
$25.00, as the director of hospitals shall determine 
approximates the cost thereof. 

(168B) Hospital, Anesthesia. The charge to be paid 
for each use of equipment at the city hospital for 
anesthesia, including all materials supplied in con- 
nection with such use, shall be such amount, not less 
than $5.00 nor more than $25.00, as the board of trustees 
in charge of the hospital department considering the 
nature of the procedure involved shall from time to 
time determine. 


SEcTION 3. Clause (169) of said section 1 is hereby 
amended by striking out the first sentence and inserting 
in place thereof the following sentence:— The charge 
to be paid for bed and board at the city hospital shall 
be, in the case of bed and board in a holding ward, 
$10.00 a day, in the case of bed and board in any other 
ward, $35.00 for every day of intense care and $20.00 
for every other day, in the case of bed and board in 
a semi-private room, $38.00 for every day of intense 
care and $23.00 for every other day, in the case of 
bed and board in a private room, $41.00 for every 
day of intense care and $26.00 for every other day, 
in the case of bed and board in a nursery for prematurely 
born infants, $12.00 for every day while the mother 
is furnished bed and board at the city hospital and 
$20.00 for every other day, and in the case of bed 
and board in a nursery for other new born infants, 
$5 for every day while the mother is furnished bed and 
board at the city hospital and $15.00 for every other 
day. 


SecTION 4. Said section 1 is hereby further amended 
by striking out clauses (171), (172), (173), (174), (174), 
(176), (177), and (178) and inserting in place thereof 
respectively the following clause :— 

(171) Hospital Delivery Room. The charge to be 
paid for each use of a delivery room at the city hospital, 
exclusive of materials and equipment for anesthesia, 
shall be $25.00. 

(172) Hospital, Electrocardiogram at. The charge 
to be paid for the use of equipment at the city hospital 
for an electrocardiogram shall be $10.00. 
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(173) Hospital, Electroencephalogram at. The charge 
to be paid for the use of equipment at the city hospital 
for an electroencephalogram shall be $25.00. 


(174) Hospital, Laboratory. The charge to be paid 
for each analysis made by a laboratory at the city 
hospital shall be such amount, not less than $1.00 
nor more than $50.00, as the board of trustees, in 
charge of the hospital department shall from time 
to time determine approximates the cost of handling 
and making such analysis. The charge to be paid 
for each analysis made by another laboratory for a 
patient at the city hospital shall be the amount charged 
the city hospital by such laboratory and in addition 
thereto such amount, not less than $1.00 nor more than 
$10.00, as said board of trustees shall from time to 
time determine approximates the cost of handling 
such analysis at the city hospital. 


(175) Hospital Operating and Recovery Rooms. The 
charge to be paid for each use of an operating room 
at the city hospital, exclusive of materials and equip- 
ment for anesthesia and exclusive also of use of a 
recovery room, shall be such amount, not less than 
$10.00 nor more than $35.00, as the board of trustees 
in charge of the hospital department considering the 
nature of the operation or procedure shall from time 
to time determine. The charge to be paid for each 
use of a recovery room at the city hospital shall be 
$10.00. 


(176) Hospital Oxygen Mask, etc. The charge to be 
paid for each use of equipment for oxygen or inhalation 
therapy at the city hospital shall be such primary 
charge, not less than $3.00 nor more than $25.00, as 
the board of trustees in charge of the hospital depart- 
ment considering the nature of the equipment shall 
from time to time determine, and in addition thereto 
such further charge as said board shall from time to 
time determine approximates the cost of materials 
supplied in connection therewith. 


(177) Hospital, Pharmaceuticals, etc. The charge 
to be paid for any pharmaceutical preparation, biological 
product, intravenous solution, prosthesis, or medical 
or surgical supply furnished at the city hospital shall 
be such amount as the board of trustees in charge 
of the hospital department shall from time to time 
determine approximates the cost of furnishing such 
pharmaceutical preparation, biological product, in- 
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travenous solution, prosthesis, or medical or surgical 
supply. 

(178) Hospital, Plaster or Other Cast at. The charge 
to be paid for the supply of materials and the use of 
equipment in connection with the application of a 
cast at the city hospital, exclusive of materials and 
equipment for anesthesia, shall be such amount, not 
less than $10.00 nor more than $50.00, as the board 
of trustees in charge of the hospital department con- 
sidering the type of cast involved shall from time to 
time determine. The charge to be paid for the use 
of equipment at the city hospital in connection with 
the removal of a cast shall be $2.00. 


SECTION 5. Said section 1 is hereby amended by 
inserting after clause (178), as appearing in section 4 
of this ordinance, the following clauses :— 

(178A) Hospital, Physiotherapy. ‘The charge to be 
paid for each use of equipment at the city hospital 
for physiotherapy, including all materials supplied 
in connection with such use, shall be such amount, 
not less than $3.00 nor more than $25.00, as the board 
of trustees in charge of the hospital department con- 
sidering the type of procedure involved, shall from time 
to time determine. 

(178B) Hospital, Radioactive Isotope Diagnosis and 
Treatment. The charge to be paid for the use of equip- 
ment at the city hospital for radioactive isotope diag- 
nosis or treatment, including materials supplied in 
connection with such use, shall be $35.00. 

SEcTION 6. Said section 1 is hereby amended by 
inserting after clause (180) the following clause :— 

(180A) Hospital, Shock Room. The charge to be 
paid for each use of a shock room at the city hospital 
shall be $15.00.

Your Honor, Mayor Collins, Mr. Chairman, Reverend 
Clergy, Distinguished Guests, Ladies and Gentlemen: 
Like so many of my recent predecessors, I am 
deeply cognizant of the great men who have stood here 
and spoken on this day. It is well for us to remember 
them, and what they did and stood for — and not just 
the earliest of them, but many down through the 
generations of Boston. They were brave men. They 
were often fierce and impetuous men. In these days 
when some among us tend to deplore what are called 
“extremists” it is good to remember that many of the 
great men who lifted their voices here were extremists, 
by any standards. It seems to me there is nothing 
wrong in being an extremist, if you are honest and if 
you are fair to others and if there is a grain of common 
sense and good judgment in your thinking. The 
trouble with some of today’s extremists is that they 
do not have common sense or good judgment or the 
love of God or man in their hearts.

The pleasant singing of ‘‘The Battle Hymn of the 
Republic,’ to which we have just listened, reminds me 
of the most stirring occasion on which I ever heard this 
great hymn sung. To recall it is not irrelevant to my 
theme. 


Back in the days when Mr. Khrushchev came to the 
United States, he was entertained in the White House 
at dinner. Afterward there was a concert in the East 
Room, now so beautifully redecorated. Among other 
great American songs the choristers poured forth ‘‘The 
Battle Hymn of the Republic,” straight into the laps 
of Premier and Mrs. Khrushchev in the front row. 
The juxtaposition of this leader of the world’s greatest 
communist state and one of our own most precious 
affirmations of man’s freedom was infinitely poignant. 
I do not know what went on, if anything, inside Mr. 
Khrushchev’s mind or emotions. I can only hope that 
we conveyed to him a little of the deep American 
dedication to human freedom. 


Some of the earliest orators who spoke here were 
revolutionaries. In our time this term has been stolen 
by the communists, just as they have tried to steal 
many of our other most powerful words. Let us get 
them back. 


The struggle for the salvation of free society in our 
time will be lost unless we in the West — and particu- 
larly we in the United States — awaken to and project

the fact that we are still the great revolutionaries in 
world history, and that our revolution is basically a 
spiritual one which we have already proved in action. 

We have let most of the world think that the 
American achievement is primarily materialistic. This 
is the great gap between ourselves and those who 
yearn for much more than materialism. And we are 
the first victims ourselves of the misunderstanding. 

Mankind today is being told it must choose be- 
tween revolution and reaction. It is told that com- 
munism represents revolution, and that our system — 
which is opprobriously called capitalism — represents 
reaction. In such a confrontation, there would be no 
choice. Mankind must go forward. But this state- 
ment of the issue is an explicit reversal of the truth. 

The fact is that communism — like totalitarianism 
in any form — represents the blackest of reactions. 
The fact is that the free system, of which capitalism 
is only a steadily evolving part, represents the authen- 
tic revolution — not a subversive revolution, but a 
revolution which sets men free. 

We in the western world are the true standard- 
bearers of a great and emancipating doctrine. But 
we have allowed ourselves to be thrust into the in- 
defensible position of seeking to protect the status quo. 
The free system is by no means the same thing as the 
status quo. Our tradition is not static, but is con- 
stantly dynamic. Our tradition strikes off chains. 
Totalitarianism would put them back on again.

The stirring battle cry which ends the communist 
manifesto is itself a delusion. Marx and Engels 
wrote: “The proletarians have nothing to lose but 
their chains. They have a world to win.’”’ Where, 
in today’s world, are most people in chains? Is it 
in the United States, where perhaps the most en- 
lightened labor relations in history prevail and the 
highest standards of living have been achieved? Or 
is 1t in the world’s most extensive communist state, 
the Soviet Union, where tragic millions, suffering 
and dying, have in recent years borne the literal 
chains of slave labor? Or is it in Red China, where 
famine again stalks the land and refugees flee? 

It is not necessary to belittle the actual achieve- 
ments of the Soviet state. Historic objectivity 
requires us to recall the importance of the transition 
from czardom, the achievement of partial industriali- 
zation in the face of two wars. In a certain narrow 
framework the Soviet state has accepted a large 
obligation to the individuals who make it up. It has 
gone a long way toward harmonizing the diverse 
interest of widely separated and scattered racial 
and cultural groups. In World War II the Red army 
helped greatly in resisting and defeating a powerful 
aggressor. 

It is important to recognize, also, that we have to 
live with the Russians, and many of the things we 
find dangerous in the present Soviet state are traits 
and trends which long antedate communism. We

must find ways of adjusting ourselves to life with 
an awakened Eurasian continent. Atomic warfare 
is not the answer. 

It is, perhaps, a blessing for mankind that the 
awakening and industrialization of this vast area 
has come about under a system which inevitably 
handicaps and limits its potential achievement. Some- 
times one is appalled at the aggressive possibilities 
of a Russian empire, or an awakened China on the 
march, organized with the efficiency and power of 
industrialized Britain in the nineteenth century or 
the United States in the twentieth century. A great 
natural scientist, Dr. Merle Tuve, remarked that 
the greatest single discovery of World War II was 
the efficiency of the free system. That kind of effi- 
ciency, coupled with the natural resources and the 
immense racial dynamism of the people now under 
the red banners would make a world force of incal- 
culable potential. 

Communism has partly liberated and partly stifled 
this great capacity. On balance, there is far more 
of stifling than there is of liberation. When, as I 
believe to be inevitable, the Russian and the Chinese 
peoples are finally and genuinely liberated, we must 
be ready with a universal system of peace and order. 
Otherwise, they will be an explosive force against 
which today’s communism will be a pallid squib. 

Fortunately, there is also in the Russian people 
a great and magnificent spiritual and universal yearn- 
ing. The free Russian soul, in all its exuberance, 
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longs for human brotherhood and bears a heavy 
burden of anguish for the spiritual failure of human- 
kind. These deep impulses have helped to support 
communism. They would be far more effective in 
support of a free system wrought for the benefit of 
all mankind. 


The Russian need for religion has partially and 
temporarily accepted communism as a religion. When 
the Russian spirit is ultimately freed, it must find 
its way fully into the spiritual pastures of the great 
western tradition of truth and love. Otherwise, 
Russia and China might remain the world’s great 
challenge for long and turbulent years—far more 
dangerously than in our own time, when both are 
self-curbed by a seriously inefficient and inhibiting 
system. 


On balance, the communist system remains one of 
chains and of slavery. It remains reaction, of the 
pattern of all the tyrannies that have sought to bind 
the free spirit of man and to withhold his natural 
rights down through the millennia. The fact is that 
communism in its works is both spiritually and ma- 
terially sterile. 


It is fundamentally a failure because it is unable 
to utilize more than the merest fraction of the forces 
which are available. It is the most profligate destroyer 
of human resources. Its concentration camps and 
its mass graves are filled with the richest of human 
talent. Those who survive are denied the immense 
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productive force of free inquiry, of objective experi- 
ment, and of full self-analysis. This is true even 
after the great changes in Stalinism made by 
Khrushchev. 


Against all this, contrast the actual achievement of 
the free system of the West. The American economy — 
derided and attacked by its enemies — in the late 
1940’s and early 1950’s kept the free world from 
collapse. It paved the way and paid for the greatest 
outburst of economic groth the world has ever seen. 
With all the faults which we know full well lie within 
our society and in its economic organization, the fact 
remains that the world today would be in chaos with- 
out the stability and productivity of the United 
States. 

The fruits of the free system are expressed in 
material and spiritual terms. Altogether too often 
we have remembered only the material rewards. We 
boast of our standard of living, and when we go 
abroad the dollars clink in our pockets. We are some- 
times obsessed with the material gain and with un- 
restrained selfishness. We have been our own worst 
salesmen, for we have convinced most of the rest of 
the world that we are money-mad materialists. But 
the greatest fruitage of the free system is spiritual. 
It stands in the recognition of the essential dignity 
of man which is implicit in equality of opportunity. 
It lies in the concept of legitimate service.

Awareness of the individual importance of man is 
our greatest achievement. It hes at the heart of the 
matter. Recognizing the significance of individual 
man, we have been able to mobilize and utilize the vast 
and still uncounted and uncountable resources of the 
human spirit. 

This is an accomplishment of revolutionary im- 
portance. It springs from the circumstances under 
which Europeans first came to the New World and 
have continued to come; it is based upon the political 
and ideological and spiritual roots of our society. 
It is genuine democracy. Established in the midst of 
the natural resources of a continent, it has enabled us 
to become a material and spiritual bastion for the safe- 
guarding of western civilization. 

What should be our plan of campaign in the war 
of ideas? The first necessity is manifestly self-awaken- 
ing. We must rediscover the ideas by which we live. 
The ideology of communism is well known and widely 
proclaimed. It is passionately believed by many of 
those who proclaim it. This awareness and intensity 
is integrated and guided. There is no comparable 
intensity or coordination of ideas among those who 
believe in the free system. There will not be until we 
look at our heritage in fundamental terms and arouse 
ourselves to its revolutionary import today. The 
obligation of every citizen, of every leader, is to 
awaken himself and to awaken his fellow man to the 
significance of today’s challenge. 
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The second necessity, after the awakening, is the 
voice. Already there are various small voices from 
_ the free nations— voices seeking to penetrate the 
void of human thinking. They must rise to full 
articulation. We possess today mighty machines for 
disseminating ideas to every corner of the globe. But 
we have not yet learned what we have to say. In 
fact, the message we must say is the same old message 
of truth down the ages: the significance of man under 
God, of his brotherhood, of his birthright of freedom. 


Let us regain perspective; let us cast off the in- 
feriority complex with which communism has bemused 
us; let us reaffirm a consciousness of our birthright. 


We stand in human history as the greatest revo- 
lutionaries of all time. Not just we Americans—but 
all of us in the western world. 


We are the guardians of a sacred and dynamic 
heritage. We have come a long way. We have a 
long way to go. 

We have discovered long since the eternal truth 
of love and peace and brotherhood. We have dis- 
covered and in a measure applied the enormous 
potency of the free man. 

We have lifted part way the heavy burden of 
toil that has crushed humanity down through the 
years, and more gloriously we have begun to lift the 
curtain of ignorance which has blanketed the human 


mind. 
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We are on the march. 

And today we are challenged. For the challenge 
we may be infinitely grateful. Because our society 
today faces adversity. There is a hill up which we 
must climb. We will not decline in our slothful ease. 
We will pit ourselves against the les which in our 
time assault the deep foundations of truth. These 
hes cannot prevail, even to the extent of setting 
civilization into a relapse, if we are worthy of our 
heritage. 

And we can and will be worthy of that heritage 
if and as we awaken. The voice of no one of us is 
powerful enough to awaken all the slumberers in 
today’s world. 

It is our individual and collective duty to think 
these things through for ourselves, and in our free 
way to help our brother man to his needful awareness. 
Let us pass along the message of freedom. One day 
it will reach critical mass, and a chain reaction will 
begin. 

Meantime, we must preserve the physical defenses 
of the western world by keeping military aggression 
at bay; we must strengthen the economic sinews and 
the stability of the free world; we must lead our 
civilization to higher plateaus of demonstrated freedom 
and achievement. 

And, from the valley below, those who have 
accepted the false doctrines of totalitarianism of the 
right or the left will one day see the heights which we 
have ascended and will join us on the continuous 
pathway ahead.

Section 2901. Excavations.—(a) Until provision for permanent sup- 
port has been made, excavations shall be properly guarded and protected by 
the persons causing them to be made so as to prevent such excavation from 
becoming dangerous, in the opinion of the commissioner, to life or limb, or to 
prevent adjoining soil from moving or caving, or to preserve or protect any 
wall, building, or structure from injury. Where necessary, excavations shall 
be sheet-piled, braced, or shored, and permanent excavations shall be pro- 
tected by retaining walls or other permanent structures to prevent movement 
or caving of the adjoining soil. 

(b) Structures near an excavation and owned by another than the person 
causing the excavation to be made shall be supported as follows: 

(1) Where an excavation is carried below the curb grade, at the com- 
mon property line, or below the surface of the ground where there is no 
such curb grade, the person causing such excavation to be made shall, — 
at all times, if accorded the necessary license to enter upon the adjoining 
land, and not otherwise, at his own expense, preserve and protect from 
injury any wall, building, or structure, the safety of which may be affected 
by said excavation, and shall support it by proper foundations. If the © 
necessary license is not accorded to the person making such excavation, 
then it shall be the duty of the owner refusing to grant such license to make 
such wall, building, or structure safe and to support it by proper founda- 
tions; and, when necessary for that purpose, such owner shall be permitted 
to enter upon the premises where such excavation is being made. : 

(2) Where a party wall is intended to be used by the person causing — 
the excavation to be made, he shall, at his own expense, preserve such 
party wall from injury and shall support it so that the said party wall shall 
be safe for the purposes intended. 


(c) If the person whose duty it shall be under the provisions of this sec- 
tion to guard and protect an excavation, or to prevent adjoining soil from 
moving or caving, or to preserve or protect any wall, building, or structure 
from injury, shall neglect or fail so to do, the commissioner may enter 
upon the premises, and make safe such excavation, wall, building, or other 
structure as provided in section 116 of Part 1. 


Sect. 2902. General Requirements for Foundations.—(a) The 
foundations of every permanent structure shall be supported by satisfactory 
bearing material which shall mean: 

(1) Natural deposits of rock, gravel, sand, rock flour (inorganic silt), 
inorganic clay, or any combination of these materials; 

(2) Compacted fills which satisfy the provisions of Section 2904 (a) (4); 

(3) Natural deposits or artificial fills which can be changed into satis- 
factory bearing materials by preconsolidation with a temporary surcharge 

in accordance with the provisions of Section 2904 (a) (5). 
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(b) Where footings are supported at different levels, or at different levels 
from footings of adjacent structures, foundation plans shall include vertical 
sections showing to true scale all such variations in grade. The effect of 
such differences in footing levels on the bearing materials shall be considered 
in the design. 

(c) Foundations shall be constructed so that freezing temperatures will 
not penetrate into underlying soils that contain more than five per cent (by 
weight), passing a No. 200 mesh sieve. The foundations and grade beams of 
permanent structures, except when founded on sound rock, and except as 
otherwise provided in Section 2902 (d), shall be carried down at least four 
feet below an adjoining surface exposed to natural freezing. No foundation 
shall be placed on frozen soil. Foundations shall not be placed in freezing 
weather unless adequately protected. 

(d) Foundations of detached garages or similar accessory structures not 
exceeding eight hundred square feet in area and not over one story high, and 
grade beams of all structures, need not be carried more than one foot below 
an adjoining surface exposed to natural freezing if the underlying soil to a 
depth of at least four feet beneath the surface, and extending at least four 
feet outside the building, is sand, gravel, cinders, or other granular materials 
containing not more than five per cent (by weight) passing a No. 200 mesh 
sieve. 


(e) Foundations subject to hydrostatic uplift shall have adequate pro- 
visions to prevent heaving. 

(f) Basements and cellars shall be waterproofed up to the maximum 
probable ground-water level, Under boilers, furnaces, and other heat- 
producing apparatus, suitable insulation shall be installed to protect the 
waterproofing against damage from heat as specified in Part 21. Founda- 
tions under heat-producing units shall be so insulated as to prevent evapora- 
tion of moisture from any underlying soil that is subject to shrinkage, and 
to protect the heads of wood piles against damage from heat. 


Sect. 2903. Soil Information.—(a) Before issuing a permit for the 
erection of a permanent structure, or for the alteration of a permanent 
structure that may affect its foundation, the commissioner shall be furnished 
with adequate soil data by the applicant. Where borings or tests are re- 
quired, they shall be made at a sufficient number of locations and to such 
depths, and they shall be supplemented by such field or laboratory tests and 
engineering analysis, as are necessary in the opinion of the commissioner. 
When it is proposed to support the structure directly on bedrock, the com- 
missioner may require drill holes or core borings to be made into the rock to a 
sufficient depth to prove that bedrock has been reached. 

(b) Duplicate copies of the results obtained from all completed and un- 
completed borings, plotted to true relative elevation and to scale, and of all 
test results or other pertinent soil data shall be filed with the commissioner. 


Sect. 2904. Classification of Bearing Materials and Allowable 
Bearing Values.—(a) The terms used in this section shall be interpreted 
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in accordance with generally accepted engineering nomenclature. In addi- 
tion, the following more specific definitions are used for bearing materials in 
the Greater Boston area: 

(1) Rocks 

Shale—A soft, fine-grained sedimentary rock. 

Slate—A hard, fine-grained metamorphic rock of sedimentary origin. 

Roxbury Puddingstone—A hard, well-cemented conglomerate. 

(2) Granular Materials 

Gravel—A mixture of mineral grains at least seventy per cent (by 
weight) of which is retained on a No. 4 mesh sieve and possessing no dry 
strength. 

Sand—A mixture of mineral grains at least seventy per cent (by weight) 
of which passes a No. 4 mesh sieve and which contains not more than 
fifteen per cent (by weight) passing a No. 200 mesh sieve. 

Coarse Sand-——A sand at least fifty per cent (by weight) of which is 
retained on a No. 20 mesh sieve. 


Medium Sand—A sand at least fifty per cent (by weight) of which passes 
« No. 20 mesh sieve and at least fifty per cent (by weight) is retained on a 
No. 60 mesh sieve. 


Fine Sand—A sand at least fifty per cent (by weight) of which passes 
a No. 60 mesh sieve. 

Well-graded Sand and Gravel—A mixture of mineral grains which 
contains between twenty-five per cent and seventy per cent (by weight) 
passing a No. 4 mesh sieve, between ten and forty per cent (by weight) 
passing a No. 20 mesh sieve, and containing not more than eight per cent 
(by weight) passing a No. 200 mesh sieve. 

(3) Cohesive Materials 

Hardpan—A glacial till that generally lies directly over bedrock and 
consists of a highly compacted, heterogeneous mixture ranging from very 
fine material to coarse gravel and boulders. It can be identified from 
geological evidence and from the very high penetration resistance en- 
countered in earth boring and sampling operations. 

Clay—A fine-grained, inorganic soil possessing sufficient dry strength to 
form hard lumps which cannot readily be pulverized by the fingers. 

Hard Clay—An inorganic clay requiring picking for removal, a fresh — 
sample of which cannot be molded by pressure of the fingers. 

Medium Clay—An inorganic clay which can be removed by spading, a 
fresh sample of which can be molded by a substantial pressure of the 
fingers. 

Soft Clay—An inorganic clay, a fresh sample of which can be molded with 
slight pressure of the fingers. 

Rock Flour and Inorganic Silt—-A fine-grained, inorganic soil consisting 
chiefly of grains which will pass a No. 200 mesh sieve, and possessing 
sufficient dry strength to form lumps which can easily be pulverized with 
the fingers. 


(Note: Dry strength is determined by drying a wet pat of soil and breaking 
it with the fingers.) 
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(4) Compacted Granular Fill. 

(a) A fill consisting of gravel, sand-gravel mixtures, coarse or medium 
sand, crushed stone, or slag, containing not more than five per cent (by 
weight) passing a No. 200 mesh sieve, shall be considered satisfactory 
bearing material when compacted by one of the following methods: 

I. Insix-inch layers, each layer with at least four coverages with the 
treads of a crawler-type tractor with a total weight, including equip- 
ment, of not less than fifteen tons and operated at its top speed; 

Il. In twelve-inch layers, with at least three coverages with the 
wheels of a rubber-tired roller having four wheels abreast and weighted 
to a total load of not less than thirty-five tons; 

III. Other types of materials and other compaction equipment, 
such as vibrators, may be approved by the Commissioner on the 
basis of sufficient evidence that they will achieve compacted fills 
having satisfactory properties. 

(b) Application of water is permitted, and for some sands may be 
required in order to achieve satisfactory traftic-ability and compaction. 

(c) The commissioner will require a competent inspector, qualified 
by experience and training and satisfactory to him, to be on the project 
at all times while fill is being placed and compacted. The inspector 
shall make an accurate record of the type of material used, including 
grain-size curves, thickness of lifts, type of ccmpaction equipment and 
number of coverages, the use of water and other pertinent data. When- 
ever the commissioner or the inspector questions the suitability of a 
material, or the degree of compaction achieved, bearing tests shall be 
performed on the compacted material in accordance with the require- 
ments of Section 2915. A copy of all these records and test data shall 
be filed with the commissioner. 

(5) Preloaded Highly Compressible Materials. 


The Commissioner may allow the use of certain otherwise unsatisfactory 
natural soils and uncompacted fills for the support of one story structures, 
after these materials have been preloaded to not less thar one hundred and 
fifty per cent of the stresses which will be induced by the structure. 

The commissioner may require the loading and unloading of a sufficiently 
large area, conducted under the direction of a competent engineer, approved 
by the commissioner, who shall submit a report containing a program which 
will allow sufficient time for adequate consolidation of the material, and an 
analysis of the preloaded material and of the probable settlements of the 
structure. 

(b) The maximum pressure on soils under foundations shall not exceed 
the allowable bearing values set forth in the following table, except when 
determined in accordance with the provisions of Section 2915, and in any 
ease subject to the modifications of subsequent paragraphs of this section.

* The allowable bearing value given in this section, or when determined in accordance 
with the provisions of Section 2915, will assure that the soils will be stressed within limits 
that lie safely below their strength. However, such allowable bearing values for Classes 9 to 
12, inclusive, do not assure that the settlements will be within the tolerable limits for a given 
structure. 


+ Alternatively, the allowable bearing value shall be computed from the unconfined com- 
pressive strength of undisturbed samples, and shall be taken as 1.50 times that strength for 
round and square footings, and 1.25 times that strength for footings with length-width ratios 
of greater than four; for intermediate ratios interpolation may be used. 

t Value to be fixed by the commissioner in accordance with Sections 2915 and 2903. 


(c) The tabulated bearing values for rocks of Classes 1 to 3, inclusive, 
shall apply where the loaded area is on the surface of sound rock. Where 
the loaded area is below such surface these values may be increased ten per — 
cent for each foot of additional depth, but shall not exceed three times the 
tabulated values. 

(d) The allowable bearing values of materials of Classes 4 to 9, inclusive, 
may exceed the tabulated values by five per cent for each foot of depth of the — 
Joaded area below the minimum required in Section 2906 (c), but shall not 
exceed twice the tabulated values. For areas of foundations smaller than 
three feet in least lateral dimension, the allowable design bearing values 
shall be one third of the allowable bearing values multiplied by the least 
lateral dimension in feet. 

(e) The tabulated bearing values for Classes 10 to 12, inclusive, shall 
apply only to pressures directly under individual footings, walls, and piers; 
and in case structures are founded on or are underlain by deposits of these 
classes, the total load over the area of any one bay or other major portion of 
the structure, minus the weight of all materials removed, divided by the area, 
shall not exceed one half the tabulated bearing values. Whenever there is 
any doubt about the settlements of a proposed structure or the effect on 
neighboring structures, the commissioner shall require that the magnitude 
and distribution of the probable settlements be investigated as specified in 
Section 2916. 
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(f) The computed vertical pressure at any level beneath a foundation 
shall not exceed the allowable bearing values for the material at that level. 
~Computation of the vertical pressure in the bearing materials at any depth 
below a foundation shall be made on the assumption that the load is spread 
uniformly at an angle of sixty degrees with the horizontal: but the area con- 
sidered as supporting the load shall not extend beyond the intersection of 
sixty degree planes of adjacent foundations. 


Sect. 2905. Foundation Loads.—(a) The loads to be used in comput- 
ing the pressure upon bearing materials directly underlying foundations 
_ shall be the live and dead loads of the structure, as specified in Part 23, 
including the weight of the foundations and of any immediately overlying 
material, but deducting from the resulting pressure per square foot the 
total weight of a one-square-foot column of soil, including the water in its 
voids, which extends from the lowest immediately adjacent surface of the 
soil to the bottom of the footing, pier or mat. Foundations shall be con- 
structed so as to resist the maximum probable hydrostatic pressures. 


(b) Eccentricity of loading in foundations shall be fully investigated and 
the maximum pressure on the basis of straight-line distribution shall not 
exceed the allowable bearing values. 


(c) Where the pressure on the bearing material due to wind is less than 
one third of that due to dead and live loads, it may be neglected in the founda- 
tion design. Where this ratio exceeds one third, foundations shall be so 
proportioned that the pressure due to combined dead, live, and wind loads 
shall not exceed the allowable bearing values by more than one third. 


(d) One-story structures without masonry walls and not exceeding eight 
hundred square feet in area may be founded on a layer of satisfactory bearing 
material not less than three feet thick, which is underlain by highly com- 
pressible material, provided that the stresses induced in the unsatisfactory 
material by the live and dead loads of the structure and the weight of any new 
fill, within or adjacent to the building area, will not exceed two hundred and 
fifty pounds per square foot. 


(e) The pressures against foundation walls and other types of retaining 
walls shall be fully investigated. Particular attention shall be paid to re- 
straints which may cause substantially larger earth pressures than the active 
earth pressure, and to the type of backfill and drainage. In addition to earth 
pressure, such walls shall be designed and constructed to resist hydrostatic 
pressures corresponding to the maximum probable ground water level. 


Sect. 2906. Foundation Design.—(a) Foundations shall be designed 
to distribute to the supporting materials all vertical, horizontal and inclined 
loads, as specified in Section 2905, without exceeding the allowable stresses 
specified elsewhere in this Code for the materials of which the foundations 
are to be constructed. 


(b) Plain concrete in foundations shall have a minimum compressive 

strength at twenty-eight days of two thousand pounds per square inch. 
Reinforced concrete in foundations shall have a minimum compressive 
strength of twenty-five hundred pounds per square inch at twenty -eight 
days. 
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(c) The bottom surface of any footing resting on material of Classes 4 to 
15, inclusive, shall be at least eighteen inches below the lowest ground surface 
or the surface of a floor slab bearing directly on the soil immediately adjacent 
to the footing. 

(d) Whenever, in an excavation, soil and ground water conditions are 
such that an inward or upward seepage is produced in the bearing material, 
special excavating methods and control of ground water shall be employed 
to prevent disturbance of the bearing material in the excavation or under 
existing structures. If there is evidence of disturbance of the bearing ma- 
terial, the extent of the disturbance shall be evaluated and appropriate 
remedial measures taken, satisfactory to the commissioner. 


Sect. 2907. Footings and Foundation Piers.—(a) The footings of 
foundation. walls or piers shall be of plain or reinforced concrete or other 
satisfactory masonry, or steel grillages. Structural steel grillage foundations 
shall have at least six inches of concrete cover below the bottom of the steel 
and shall have at least four inches of concrete cover above the steel and 
between the sides of the steel and the adjacent soil. Footings of wood may 
be used under temporary structures. 


(b) A foundation pier is here defined as a structural member which ex- 


tends to a satisfactory bearing material, and which may be constructed in an 
excavation that afterwards is backfilled by an approved method, or by filling 
the excavation with concrete, or which may be built by sinking an open or 
pneumatic caisson. 
(1) The manner of construction shall be by non-displacement methods 
and shall permit inspection of the bearing material in place. 
(2) The bases of foundation piers may be enlarged by spread footings, 
pedestals or belled bottoms. 
(3) Bell-shaped bases shall have a minimum edge thickness of four 
inches. The bell roof shall slope not less than sixty degrees with the hori- 
zontal unless the base is designed in accordance with Part 26. 


(4) Foundation piers may be designed as concrete columns with con- 


tinuous lateral support. The unit compressive stress in the concrete at 
the least cross section shall not exceed twenty-two and one half per cent 
of the twenty-eight day strength of the concrete nor nine hundred pounds 
per square inch. 


(5) When the center of cross section of a foundation pier at any level | 


deviates from the resultant of all forces more than one sixtieth of its height, 
or more than one tenth of its diameter, it shall be reinforced as provided 
in Part 26. The restraining effect of the surrounding soil may be taken 
into account. 

(6) With approval of the commissioner, concrete may be placed through 


still water by means of a properly operated tremie or bottom-dump bucket. — 


(7) The owner shall engage a competent inspector, qualified by ex- 
perience and training and satisfactory to the commissioner, to be present 
at all times while foundation piers are being installed, to inspect and 
approve the bearing soil and the placing of the concrete. The inspector 
shall make a record of the type of bearing soil upon which the pier rests, of 
the dimensions of the pier, and of the class of concrete used in its con- 
struction. A copy of these records shall be filed in the office of the com- 
missioner. 
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Sect. 2908. Driven Piles—General Requirements.—(a) Types of pile 
construction not specifically provided for in this part shall meet such addi- 
tional requirements as may be prescribed by the commissioner, 


(b) A detached column supported by piles shall rest upon not less than 
three piles, at least one of which is offset; except that for one story buildings 
a detached column may rest upon two piles when its axis is not more than 
one and one half inches off the line connecting the centers of the two piles, or 
upon a single pile when other than wood or wood-composite piles are used, 
‘and its axis is not more than one and one half inches off the center of the pile. 


(c) A foundation wall, restrained laterally so as to ensure stability both 
during and after construction, may be supported by a single row of piles. 


(d) The method of driving shall be such as not to impair the strength 
of the pile and shall meet with the approval of the commissioner. Measure- 
ments to determine the value of ‘‘s” shall not be made immediately after the 
introduction of fresh cushion block material, or an interruption in the driving 
operation or when the pile head is shattered, broomed, crumpled, or other- 
wise damaged. 

The cushion block, where used, shall be of hardwood with its grains parallel 
with the axis of the pile and be enclosed in a tight-fitting steel housing, or an 
approved equal. Wood chips, pieces of rope, old hose, or automobile tires 
and similar materials shall not be used as a cushion block. 

Shattered, broomed, crumpled, or otherwise damaged pile heads shall be 
eut back to sound material before continuing the driving. 

In case a follower is used, it shall be of steel, seasoned white oak or hickory, 
equipped on its lower end with a metal socket or hood suitable for encasing 
the pile head and to protect it from being damaged during driving. 


(e) Jetted piles shall be driven to the required resistance after the flow 
of jet water has stopped, except as provided in Section 2909 (c) (5). 


(f) When piles have been damaged in driving, or driven in locations other 
than those indicated on the plans, or that have capacities less than required 
by the design, the affected pile groups and pile caps shall be investigated and 
if necessary, the pile groups or pile caps shall be redesigned or additional piles 
shall be driven to replace the defective piles. 


(g) Concrete for capping piles shall be proportioned for a minimum 
compressive strength at twenty-eight days of at least twenty-five hundred 
pounds per square inch. The concrete shall extend not less than twelve 
inches above the pile heads and shall fill the space between and around the 
piles for a depth of at least three inches. The minimum horizontal distance 
from the edge of the pile cap to the nearest pile surface shall be six inches 
and there shall be at least two inches of concrete between the top of a pile 


and steel reinforcement. 


(h) Where piles are driven through soft soil to hard bearing material 
providing high point resistance, the grades of all piles or pile casings previ- 
ously driven or redriven shall be measured to detect uplift; and if uplift of 
one half inch or more occurs in any pile or pile casing, such pile or pile casing 
shall be redriven to its original point elevation and thereafter to the required 
final driving resistance. 
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(i) The length of a pile below the ground surface shall be considered as 
a plain column with continuous lateral support. The length above the 
ground surface shall be designed as an unsupported column in accordance 
with the applicable provisions of this code. 


(i) The owner shall engage a competent inspector, qualified by experience 
and training and satisfactory to the commissioner, to be present at all times 
while piles are being driven and to inspect all work in connection with the 
piles. The inspector shall make an accurate record of the material and the 
principal dimensions of each pile, of the weight and fall of the ram, the type, 
size, and make of hammer, the number of blows per minute, the energy per 
blow, the number of blows per inch for the last six inches of driving, together 
with the grades at point and cut-off. A copy of these records shall be filed 
in the office of the commissioner. 

Sect. 2909. Allowable Load on Piles.—(a) The'supporting capacity 


of piles shall be obtained from bearing upon or embedment in bearing ma- 
terials as defined in Section 2904. 


(b) The allowable load on a single pile shall be limited by the requirement — 


that such load shall not cause excessive movement of the pile relative to the 
soil. Satisfactory proof of this load can be obtained from load tests conducted 
in accordance with Section 2915. In the absence of such proof of the support- 
ing capacity, except for the types of piles covered in Sections 2912 (d) and 
2913 (d), the load on a single pile shall not exceed the higher of the two values 
determined in accordance with Sections 2909 (c) and 2909 (d). 


(c) (1) The allowable load may be computed by means of the following

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(2) The energy E per blow in foot-pounds delivered by the hammer 
shall be numerically not less than fourteen per cent of R in pounds and 


~P shall not be greater than 3.5. 


r 
(3) The value of ‘‘s” must be determined with the hammer operating 
at not less than ninety per cent of the maximum number of blows per minute 

for which the hammer is designed. 


(4) If the driving of the pile has been interrupted for more than one 
hour, the value of ‘‘s” shall not be determined until the pile is driven at 
least an additional twelve inches, except when it encounters refusal on or 
in a material of Classes 1 to 5, inclusive. 

(5) When the constant tapered portion of a pile, including a timber 
pile, is driven through a layer of gravel, sand, or hard clay (Classes 6 to 10, 
inclusive, and Class 14) exceeding five feet in thickness, and through an 
underlying soft stratum, the bearing capacity shall not be determined in 
accordance with the driving formula, unless jetting is used during the 
entire driving of the tapered portion of the pile through the layer of gravel, 
sand, hard clay, or Class 14 material, or unless a hole is pre-excavated 
through said layer for each pile. 

(d) The allowable load on a pile stopped in inorganic clay as found in 
Greater Boston, may be based on a friction value of five hundred pounds per 
square foot of embedded pile surface for a design load not to exceed twenty- 
two tons, or on a friction value determined from pile load tests. The em- 
bedded length shall be the length of the pile below the surface of the inorganic 
clay, or below the surface of immediately overlying satisfactory bearing 
material. The area of embedded pile surface shall be computed by multiply- 
ing the embedded length by the perimeter of the smallest circle or polygon 
that can be circumscribed around the average section of the embedded length 
of the pile. The method of determining the allowable load described in this 
paragraph shall not be used for a pile in which the drive-pipe is withdrawn 
or for piles which are driven through the clay to or into firmer bearing ma- 
terials. 

(e) In case piles in clusters are driven under the provisions of Section 
2909 (d), the allowable load shall be computed for the smaller of the following 
two areas: (1) the sum of the embedded pile surfaces of individual piles; 
(2) the area obtained by multiplying the perimeter of the polygon circum- 
scribing the cluster at the surface of the satisfactory bearing material by the 
average embedded length of pile. 

(f) The allowable load on a single pile installed by jacking shall not 
exceed one half the load applied to the pile at the completion of jacking, 
provided that the final load is kept constant for a period of four hours and 
that the settlement during that period does not exceed one twentieth of an 
inch. 

(zg) Where weaker materials underlie the bearing material into which 
the piles are driven, the allowable pile load shall be limited by the provision 
that the vertical pressures in such underlying materials produced by the 
loads on all piles in a foundation shall not exceed the allowable bearing values 
of such materials, as given in Section 2904, or determined in accordance with 
the provisions of Section 2915. Piles or pile groups shall be assumed to 
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transfer their loads to the underlying materials by spreading the load uni- 
formly at an angle of sixty degrees with the horizontal, starting at a polygon 
circumscribing the piles at the top of the satisfactory bearing material in 
which they are embedded; but the area considered as supporting the load 
shall not extend beyond the intersection of the sixty degree planes of adjacent 
piles or pile groups. 


(h) Where a pile or a group of piles is placed in subsiding fill or soil, 
the effect of the downward frictional forces shall be given consideration in the 
design. 


(i) The allowable bearing value of a pile shall not be limited to the value 
obtained by multiplying its point area by the allowable bearing value given 
in Section 2904. 


Sect. 2910. Wood Piles—General Requirements.—(a) [very wood 
pile shall be in one piece, cut from a sound live tree, and free from defects 
which may materially impair its strength or durability. It shall be butt-cut 
above the ground swell, and shall have substantially uniform taper from 
butt to point. Wood piles shall measure at least six inches in smallest diameter 
at the point and at least ten inches in smallest diameter at the cut-off, these 
measurements being taken under the bark. The axis of a wood pile shall not 
deviate from a straight line more than one inch for each ten feet of length nor 
more than six inches for the entire length. 


(b) The load on a wood pile shall not exceed the allowable load specified 
in Section 2909 and, for a pile of the minimum dimensions specified in this 
section, shall not exceed twelve tons for Spruce, Norway Pine, and woods of 
similar strength which will be referred to as Type A, nor sixteen tons for Oak, 
Southern Yellow Pine, and woods of similar strength which will be referred 
to as Type B. These loads may be increased for each full inch by which both 
the cut-off and point diameters exceed the minima specified, by three tons - 
for woods of Type A, but not to exceed a total load of twenty-four tons, 
and by four tons for woods of Type B, but not to exceed a total load of thirty 
tons, 


(c) The load on wood piles driven to bearing on materials of Classes 
1 to 5, inclusive, shall be not more than sixty per cent of that allowed in 
Section 2910 (b). 


(d) Piles shall be cut to sound wood before capping is placed. 


(e) The center-to-center spacing of wood piles shall be not less than two — 
and one half times the cut-oft diameter. 


(f) To avoid damage to the pile, the size of the hammer shall be such 
that the driving energy in foot- pounds per blow shall not exceed numerically 
the point diameter of the pile in inches multiplied by fifteen hundred. The 
total driving energy in foot-pounds for six inches of penetration shall for all 
types of hammers be numerically no greater than the point diameter in inches 
times twenty-two thousand for woods of Type A or times thirty-two thousand 
for woods of Type B. For the last inch of penetration the energy in foot- 
pounds shall not exceed numerically the point diameter in inches multiplied 
by six thousand. In any case driving shall be stopped immediately when — 
abrupt high resistance to penetration is encountered. 
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(g) The cut-off grade for untreated wood piles shall be below the probable 
permanent ground-water level, and shall be subject to the commissioner’s 
approval. 

(h) The Commissioner may require the owner to install and maintain in 
good condition at least one ground-water observation well within the building, 
which shall be accessible to the commissioner. 

(i) Additional Requirements for Treated Piles 

(1) Timber piles pressure treated with creosote or creosote-coal-tar 
solution, and conforming to the requirements of this section, may be cut 
off above permanent ground water level when used for the support of build- 
ings not exceeding two stories in height. 

(2) Before any treated piles are driven, the commissioner shall be 
furnished three copies of a certificate of inspection, issued by an approved 
independent testing laboratory, certifying that the piles were free of decay, 
were properly peeled and otherwise prepared before treatment; and that 
the method of treatment, the chemical composition and the amount of 
retention of the preservative conform to the requirements of this section. 

(3) Treated piles shall be of Norway Pine, Southern Yellow Pine, or 
Douglas Fir and shall be impregnated with preservative in accordance with 
specifications of the American Wood Preservers’ Association, as follows: 
C1-61, ‘Standard for Preservative Treatment by Pressure Processes 
All Timber Products” and C3-60, “Standard for the Preservative Treat- 
ment of Piles by Pressure Processes.” 

(4) Piles exposed to sea water shall be Southern Yellow or Norway 
Pine, and the preservative used shall conform to the requirements for 
Grade B of P2-58, “Standard for Creosote-Coal-Tar Solutions” of the 
American Wood Preservers’ Association. For piles not exposed to sea 
water, the preservative used shall conform to P1-54, “Standard for Creo- 
sote’”’ of the American Wood Preservers’ Association. 

(5) ‘The retention of preservative shall be not less than twenty pounds 
per cubic foot for piles exposed to sea water and not less than twelve pounds 
per cubic foot for other piles. 

(6) After being cut to grade, the top surface of the pile shall be brush 
treated with not less than three heavy coatings of the treating material 
applied hot. 





Sect. 2911. Precast Concrete Piles.—(a) Precast concrete piles shall 
be so proportioned, cast, cured, handled, and driven as to resist without 
significant cracking the stresses induced by handling and driving as well as 
by loads. The minimum lateral dimension of a precast concrete pile shall be 
twelve inches except that the lower six feet may taper to eight inches at the 
point exclusive of the metal point, if used. Each pile shall be cast in one 
piece. The concrete shall have a minimum compressive strength of four 
thousand pounds per square inch. No pile shall be handled or driven until 
it has cured sufficiently to develop the necessary strength as shown by standard 
test specimens made from the same batches of concrete cured under similar 
conditions. 

(b) Except as otherwise specified herein, piles shall be proportioned so 
as to satisfy the requirements of Part 26. Additional requirements for steel 
reinforcement are as follows: For a length equal to at least three times the 
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minimum lateral dimension at both ends of the pile, lateral ties shall be spaced 
not over three inches center-to-center or an equivalent spiral shall be pro- 
vided. Steel reinforcement shall be embedded in concrete forming the body 
of the pile a net distance of at least one and one half inches from any exposed 
surface and in piles exposed to sea water such coverage shall be at least three 
inches. 

(c) The maximum water-cement ratio and the minimum cement content 
of the concrete for piles exposed to sea water shall be four and one half gallons 
per sack and eight sacks per cubic yard, respectively. 

(d) The minimum spacing center-to-center of precast concrete piles shall 
be two and one half times the square root of the cross-sectional area at the 
butt. 

(e) When Btpsae concrete piles are driven to or into basins materials 
of Classes 1 to 5, inclusive, or through materials containing boulders, they 
shall have metal tips of peer design. 

(f) The load on a precast concrete pile shall not exceed the allowable 
load specified in Section 2909, and shall not exceed fifty tons for a pile of one 
square foot cross-sectional area. For piles of larger cross-section, this limit 
of load may be increased in proportion to increase in area, but not to exceed 
a total load of ninety tons. 


Sect. 2912. Cast=in=Place Concrete Piles.—(a) In this section a 
distinction is made between poured-concrete piles and compacted-concrete — 
piles. A poured-concrete pile is formed by pouring concrete into a driven 
casing or drive-pipe that is installed in the ground either permanently or 
temporarily. A compacted-concrete pile is formed by placing concrete having 
zero slump, in small batches, and compacting each batch. 

(b) All cast-in-place concrete piles shall be so made and placed as to 
ensure the exclusion of all foreign matter and to secure a well formed unit of — 
full cross section. The minimum strength of concrete for cast-in-place piles 
shall be three thousand pounds per square inch. While placing the concrete, 
the casing or drive-pipe shall be free of water. 

(c) Poured=Concrete Piles 

(1) The diameters of metal-cased poured-concrete piles, when measured 
on the outside of a plain cylinder, or the outside of horizontal, helical or 
vertical corrugations, shall be not less than eight inches, one foot above the 
point, nor less than twelve inches at cut-off. The shape of the pile may be — 
cylindrical, or conical, or a combination thereof, or it may be a succession — 
of cylinders of equal length, with the change in diameter of adjoining 

cylinders not exceeding one inch. . 

(2) For uncased poured-concrete piles (i.e., when no metal casing is 
left in the ground) the inside diameter of the drive-pipe shall be not less 

than fourteen and one half inches. , 

(3) The load on poured-concrete piles shall not exceed the allowable 
load specified in Section 2909, nor twenty-two and one half per cent of the 
twenty-eight day strength of the concrete, but not exceeding nine hundred 
pounds per square inch, when applied to the cross-sectional areas computed 
on the following bases: 






~ 
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I. For metal-cased piles driven to and into materials of Classes 1 to 4, 
inclusive, using the diameter measured one (1) foot above the point, 
except that when the rock is immediately overlain by a bearing stratum 

consisting of one or a combination of bearing materials of Classes 5 

and 6, using the diameter at the surface of the bearing stratum, and as 

further specified in Section 2912 (c) (1). 

II. For metal-cased piles, driven through compressible materials, 

including Classes 11, 12, 13, and 15 and into a bearing stratum consisting 

of one or a combination of bearing materials of Classes 5 to 10, inclusive, 
using the diameter at the surface of the bearing stratum and as further 

specified in Section 2912 (c) (1). 

III. For uncased piles driven to or into any bearing material, using 

the inside diameter of the drive-pipe minus three inches. 

IV. In no case shall the maximum load on a poured-concrete pile 

exceed ninety tons. 

(4) Immediately before filling with concrete, the inside of the casing 
shall be thoroughly cleaned to the bottom and inspected by lowering a 
light bu'b, or by means of a light beam. To be accepted: (a) the diameter 
shall not vary more than twenty per cent from the original value, (b) the 
point of the casing shall not deviate more than ten per cent of the length 
of the pile from the design alignment, and (c) the casing shall not deviate 
by more than four per cent of the length of the casing from a straight line 
connecting the midpoints of the ends of the casing. If the bottom of the 
casing is out of sight, the shape and alignment of the casing shall be surveyed 
with a suitable instrument. No load shall be allowed on a pile, the casing 
of which shows signs of buckling. 

(5) The spacing of poured-concrete piles shall be such as to ensure 
the preservation of the full cross-section. The spacing center-to-center 
shall be not less than two and one half times the outside diameter of the 
drive-pipe or of the casing at midlength. No casing or drive-pipe shall be 
filled with concrete until all casings or drive-pipes within a radius of seven 
feet, or within the heave range, whichever is the greater, have been driven 
to the required resistance. 

(d) Compacted Concrete Piles 

The load on compacted concrete piles shall be limited by the provisions of 
Section 2909 (g), except that the circumscribing polygon shall start at the 
junction of the shaft and the enlarged base, and the bearing area shall be 
taken at planes six feet or more below said junction; and the allowable load 
on a compacted concrete pile shall not exceed one hundred and twenty tons. 
The installation of such piles shall fulfill the following listed requirements: 

(1) The drive-pipe used for installing the pile shall be not Jess than 
twenty inches outside diameter. 

(2) The enlarged base of the pile shall be formed on or in bearing 
materials of Classes 1 to 8, inclusive. 

(3) The concrete shail have minimum compressive strength at twenty- 
eight days of four thousand pounds per square inch, shall be of zero slump, 
and shall be placed in batches not to exceed five cubic feet in volume. 

(4) ‘The last batch of concrete shall be driven into the enlarged base 

with not less than twenty blows, each of not less than one hundred and 
thirty thousand foot-pounds. 
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(5) As the drive-pipe is being withdrawn, not less than two blows of 
at least thirty thousand foot-pounds each shall be applied to compact 
each batch of concrete in an uncased shaft. 


(6) An uneased shaft shall not be formed through inorganic clay or 
inorganic silt unless an excavation at least equal to the inside diameter of 
the drive-pipe is first augered through such soil, or the individual piles 
are located more than nine feet apart. 

(7) An uncased shaft shall not be formed through peat or other organic 
soils, 

(8) A permanent metal-cased shaft, not less than sixteen inches in 
diameter, shall be installed through inorganic clay or inorganic silt if 
requirement (6) is not fulfilled. The permanent metal casing shall be 
fastened to the enlarged base in such a manner that the two will not sepa- 
rate. The concrete may be placed in the metal casing in the same manner 
as for poured-concrete piles. No metal casing shall be filled with concrete 
until after all piles within a radius of at least nine feet have been driven: 
The stresses in metal-cased shafts shall not exceed nine hundred pounds 
per square inch on the concrete and, in addition, eight thousand five hun- 
dred pounds per square inch on the steel casing, provided that its wall 
thickness is at least two-tenths of an inch. . 


(9) The center-to-center spacing of piles shall be not less than four 
feet and six inches. 


Sect. 2913. Steel and Steel=Concrete Piles.—(a) At locations where 
steel and steel-concrete piles will be in contact with cinders, slag, organic 
soils, or other materials that might cause corrosion of steel, one of the follow- 
ing procedures shail be used: 


(1) Remove all such objectionable material from within the area of 
the structure and replace with inorganic soil. 


(2) Deduct one-eighth of an inch in thickness from all surfaces in contact 
with the objectionable material when computing the area of steel for 
support of load. This reduction shall be applied from pile cut-off grade 
to a grade fifteen feet below the bottom of the objectionable material. 


(3) Effectively protect the steel surface from pile cut-off grade to a 
grade fifteen feet below the bottom of the objectionable materials; e.g., by 
means of cathodic protection or by a cover of at least three inches of con- 
crete. 


At locations where steel and steel-concrete piles will be in contact with sea 
water, the steel from a grade ten feet below the ground surface to at least 
five feet above mean high tide shall be protected by at least three inches of 
concrete. The maximum water-cement ratio and the minimum cement 
content of the concrete shall be four and one half gallons per sack, and eight 
sacks per cubic yard, respectively. 

(b) Concrete=Filled Pipe Piles 


(1) Piles consisting of steel pipes and concrete-filled after driving, 
shall have an outside diameter of not less than ten and three quarters inches 
and a pipe wall thickness of at least two-tenths of an inch. The material 
of the pipe shall meet the requirements for Grade 2 in Specifications for 
Welded and Seamless Steel Pipe Piles, (A252-59) of the American Society 
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for Testing Materials. Splices shall be welded to one hundred per cent of 
the strength of the pipe. Pipes may be driven open-ended or closed-ended, 
and the provisions of the section apply to both types. 

(2) After driving all pipes within a seven foot radius, and immediately 
before filling with concrete, the inside of the pipe shall be thoroughly 
cleaned to the bottom and inspected by lowering a light bulb, or by means 
of a light beam. To be acceptable: (a) the diameter shall not vary more 
than twenty per cent from the original value, (b) the point of the pile shall 
not deviate more than ten per cent of the length of the pile from the design 
alignment and (c) the pile shall not deviate by more than six per cent of the 
length of the pile from a straight line connecting the midpoints of the ends 
of the pile. If the bottom of the pile is out of sight, or cannot be seen be- 
cause the pile cannot be dewatered, the shape and alignment of the pile 
shall be surveyed with a suitable instrument. No load shall be allowed 
on a pile which shows signs of buckling. 

(3) Pipes shall be filled with concrete having a minimum compressive 
strength at twenty-eight days of three thousand pounds per square inch, 
and as further specified in Part 26. Concrete shall not be placed through 
water, except that the Commissioner may approve the use of a bottom-dump 
bucket for concreting a bottom section of a pile, provided that the pile is 
proven to be free of other materials. 

(4) The center-to-center spacing of concrete-filled pipe piles shall be 
not less than two and one half times the outside diameter of the pipe. 

(5) The load on concrete-filled pipe piles shall not exceed the allowable 
load determined in accordance with Section 2909, nor a load computed 
on the basis of stress in the concrete at twenty-two and one half per cent 
of the twenty-eight day strength, but not exceeding nine hundred pounds 
per square inch, and stress in the stcel at eight thousand five hundred 
pounds per square inch, nor shall the load carried by the steel on this basis 
exceed one half the total load on the pile. 

(c) H Piles 

(1) Rolled steel H or other approved sections shall meet the require- 
ments of the Specifications for Steel for Bridges and Buildings (A7-61T) 
of the American Society for Testing Materials. The minimum thickness 
of metal shall be four tenths of an inch. If piles are spliced, the splice 
shall develop one hundred per cent of the strength of the section. 

(2) The center-to-center spacing of such piles shall be not less than two 
and one half times the width of the flange or the depth of the section, 
whichever is the greater. 

(3) The load on such piles shall not exceed the allowable load deter- 
mined in accordance with Section 2909, nor a load based on stress of seven 
thousand five hundred pounds per square inch on the cross-section, 


(d) Concrete-Filled Pipes with Steel Cores 

(1) Conerete-filled pipes with steel cores may be used only when the 
pipes can be firmly seated in bedrock of Classes 1 or 2, and shall be of 
sufficient diameter to permit the inspection of the bedrock socket. Pipe 
shall meet the requirements stated in Section 2913 (b) (1). If pipes are 
_ spliced, the splices shall be welded to develop one hundred per cent of the 
strength of the pipe. 
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(2) A socket, approximately of the inside diameter of the pipe, shall 
be made in bedrock of Classes 1 or 2 to a depth that will assure load transfer 
when computed for a bearing on the bottom surface of the socket in ac- 
cordance with Section 2904 (b) and (c), acting together with a bond stress 
on the perimeter surface of the socket of one hundred pounds per square 
inch. Before placement of concrete, the socket and pipe shall be thoroughly 
cleaned and the rock inspected by a competent éngineer or geologist satis- 
factory to the Commissioner. This inspection may be performed by means 
of an underwater television camera, the position of which is readily con- 
trollable to permit thorough inspection of the exposed rock surface in the 
socket. 

(3) The steel core shall consist of a structural steel member. The 
mating ends of the sections shall be spliced so as to safely withstand the 
stresses to which they may be subjected. The steel core shall be centered 
in the steel pipe and shall rest in a layer of cement grout on the bottom 
of the socket. 

(4) The center-to-center spacing of such piles shall be not less than two 
and one half times the outside diameter of the pipe. 

(5) Concrete shall have a minimum compressive strength of four 
thousand pounds per square inch at twenty-eight days. It shall be so 
placed that it shall fill completely the space between the steel core and 
the pipe. In case the socket cannot be kept free from inflow of water, 
the pipe shall be filled to its top with clean water before placing the concrete. 

(6) The details of the design and the installation, including the cleaning 
and inspection of the socket, the placement of concrete under water or in 
the dry, the method of centering the steel core and all other phases of the 
work shall be submitted to the Commissioner for approval. 

(7) The load on concrete-filled pipe piles with steel cores shall not 
exceed the allowable load determined in accordance with the provisions of 
Section 2913 (d) (2) nor that computed on the basis of nine hundred pounds 
per square inch on the area of the concrete plus eight thousand five hundred 
pounds per square inch on the net area of the steel pipe plus fifteen thousand 
pounds per square inch on the area of the steel core. 


Sect. 2914. Composite Piles.—(a) A composite pile shall consist of a 
combination of not more than two of any of the different types of piles pro- 
vided for in this part. The pile shall fulfill the requirements for each type 
and in addition the provisions of this section. The connection between the 
two types of piles shall be constructed so as to prevent their separation, to 
maintain their alignment, to support the load, and to be watertight where 
concrete must be placed subsequent to the driving. The design and the 
details of the connection shall be subject to the Commissioner’s approval. 

(b) The requirements of Section 2912 (c) (4) shall apply to the entire 
length of a pipe-composite pile. 

(c) Wood-composite piles shall not be used for support of buildings ex- 
ceeding two stories in height. 

(d) The center-to-center spacing shall be governed by the larger of the — 
spacings, required in this part, for the types composing the pile. 

(e) The allowable load on composite piles shall be that allowed for the — 
weaker of the two sections. For wood-composite piles the allowable load shall 
not exceed eighty per cent of that allowed for the wood section alone.

Sect. 2915. Bearing Tests.—(a) Whenever the allowable bearing value 
on bearing materials on single piles or groups of piles is in doubt, the com- 
missioner may require bearing tests to be made and the results analyzed 
under the direction of a competent engineer approved by the commissioner. 

(b) Before any bearing test is started, a sketch of the proposed test 
arrangement and an outline of the procedure to be followed shall be sub- 
mitted to the commissioner and shall have his written approval. 


(c) Bearing tests shall be conducted in the presence of an inspector, quali- 
fied by experience and training, and who is satisfactory to the commissioner. 
A copy of the test results obtained and a graph of the time-settlement curve 
for each increment of load and of the load-settlement and rebound curve for 
the entire test shall be submitted to the commissioner at the completion of 
each test. 

(d) The load shall be applied by direct weight or by means of a newly 
calibrated hydraulic jack. The application of the test load shall be in steps 
equal to not more than one half the contemplated design load, to at least 
twice the contemplated design load, except as provided in Section 2915 (g). 
The unloading shall be in at least two steps, to the design load and then to 
zero load. During the loading cycle the contemplated design load and twice 
the contemplated design load shall be maintained constant for at least twenty- 
four hours and until settlement or rebound does not exceed two hundredths 
of an inch in twenty-four consecutive hours. The load for all other load steps 
including the zero load at the end of the test shall be maintained constant for 
a period of not less than four hours. Sufficient readings for each load step 
shall be made to define properly the time-defiection curve. 

(e) Observation of vertical movement shall be made with dial exten- 
someters graduated to at least one thousandth of an inch. The readings shall 
be sufficient in number to define the progress of the settlement or rebound 
and shall be referred to a beam, the ends of which rest on or are fixed to 
reliable supports located at least eight feet from the center of the test. In 
addition, the elevation of the supports shall be checked frequently with 
reference to a fixed benchmark. The entire measuring setup shall be pro- 
tected against direct sunlight, frost action, and other disturbances that 
might affect its reliability. Temperature readings, both inside and outside 
the test enclosure, shall be made when the verticak movements are recorded. 

(f) Additional Requirements for Soil Bearing Tests 

(1) Bearing tests shall be applied at the elevations of the proposed 
bearing surfaces of the structure, except that the load may be applied 
directly on the surface of compacted granular material, Class 14. 

(2) The excavation immediately surrounding an area to be tested shall 
be made no deeper than one foot above the plane of application of the test. 
The test plate shall be placed with uniform bearing. For the duration of 
the test, the material surrounding the test area shall be protected effectively 
against evaporation and frost action. 

(3) For bearing materials of Classes 1 to 5, inclusive, the loaded area 
shall be not less than one square foot and for other classes not less than 
four square feet. For bearing materials of Classes 1 to 3, inclusive, the 
commissioner may permit compression tests on rock cores to be substituted 

for bearing tests. Each test specimen shall have a height not less than 
twice its diameter. 
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(4) The proposed design load shall be allowed provided that the re- 
quirements of Section 2904 are fulfilled and the settlements under the 
design load and twice the design load do not exceed three eighths of an 
inch and one inch, respectively. 

(g) Additional Requirements for Pile-Bearing Tests 

(1) A single pile shall be load tested to not less than twice the design 
load. When two or more piles are to be tested as a group, the total load 
shall be not less than one and one half times the design load for the group. 

(2) Provided that the load-settlement curve shows no sign of failure 
and provided that the permanent settlement of the top of the pile, after 
removal of all load at the completion of the test, does not exceed one half 
inch, the maximum design load shall be the load allowed in this part for 
the type of pile or one half of the maximum applied load, whichever is less. 

(3) Whenever the soil conditions are such that substantial driving 
resistance and/or significant support of the pile test load is derived from 
soil strata overlying the intended bearing stratum, the results of the pile 
test shall be analyzed so as to evaluate the actual support furnished by 
the bearing stratum: 


Sect. 2916. Settlement Analysis.—(a) Whenever a structure is to 
be supported by medium or soft clay (materials of Classes 11 and 12), the 
settlements of the structure and of neighboring structures due to consolida- 
tion of the clay shall be given careful consideration, particularly if there are 
large variations in thickness of the clay or the structure has substantial 
variation in net load at foundation grade. The commissioner may require a 
settlement analysis to be made by a competent engineer with specialized 
training and experience in soil mechanics in case the live and dead loads of 
the structure, as specified in Part 23, minus the weight of the excavation, 
induce & maximum stress greater than four hundred pounds per square foot 
at midheight of the underlying soft clay, computed by means of a procedure 
that is generally accepted in soil mechanics. 

(b) The settlement analysis will be usually based on a computation of 
the net increase in stress that will be induced by the structure and realistically 
appraised live loads, after deducting the weight of excavated soil and other 
loads under which the clay was fully consolidated. The appraisal of the live 
loads may be based on surveys of actual live loads of existing buildings with 
similar occupancy. The soil compressibility data may be derived on the 
basis of one or more of the following data: 

(1) A review of settlement records and behavior of other buildings 
in Greater Boston having similar subsoil profiles. 

(2) Consolidation tests on undisturbed specimens with a diameter of 
at least two and one half inches. The report shall include a description 
of the method of sampling and of the quality of the samples. 

(3) Consolidation test data from other projects in Greater Boston 
where the clay is found to be similar when compared on the basis of the 
natural water content and the liquid and plastic limits. 

(c) Should the analysis indicate that the settlements would cause ex- 
cessive stresses in the structure or would impair its usefulness, the design 
of the foundation and/or the superstructure shall be modified so that the 
anticipated settlements will be reduced to tolerable values. 
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SECTION 2. Anything in section 38 of chapter 1 of the 
Revised Ordinances of 1961 to the contrary notwithstand- 
ing, this ordinance shall be published by the action of the 
City Council in passing the same.

In the Year Nineteen Hundred and Sixty-two. 


Be it ordained by the City Council of Boston, as follows: 

Section 1. Section 5 of chapter 10, and section 24 
of chapter 28, of the Revised Ordinances of 1961 are 
hereby repealed. 


SECTION 2. Section 1 of chapter 30 of the Revised 
Ordinances of 1961 is hereby amended by striking out 
clauses (44), (333), (335), (336), and (337). 

SECTION 3. Said section 1 is hereby further amended 
by striking out clause (334) and inserting in place 
thereof the following clause: 

(334) Sunday Entertainment License. The fee for a 
license granted by the mayor under section 4 of chapter 
136 of the General Laws for dancing on a Sunday or 
for a game, sport, fair, exposition, play, entertainment 
or public diversion on a Sunday shall be a primary 
fee of $10.00 and, if a payment or collection of money 
or other valuable consideration is made for the privilege 
of being present thereat or engaging therein and the

ADMINISTRATIVE SERVICES DEPARTMENT.

ASSESSING DEPARTMENT. 


SEcTION 1. Department and Divisions. There shall be in the 
city a department, known as the Assessing Department, which 
shall be under the charge of a board consisting of an officer, 
known as the Commissioner of Assessing, appointed by the 
mayor for a term expiring on the first Monday of the January 
following the next biennial municipal election at which a mayor 
is elected, and of two other officers, known as Associate Commis- 
sioners of Assessing, each appointed by the mayor for a like 
term. The mayor shall from time to time by a writing filed

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with the city clerk designate one of the associate commissioners 
of assessing as the associate commissioner of assessing for 
motor vehicle excises and the other as the associate commis- 
sioner of assessing for poll taxes. 

Said board shall divide the assessing department from time 
to time into a real estate appraisal division, a statistical re- 
search division, and such other divisions as said board shall 
adjudge necessary for the proper conduct of the department. 


Sect. 2. Powers and Duties of Commissioner of Assessing. 
The commissioner of assessing shall, for the assessing depart- 
ment including the board of review, exclusively have the 
power, and perform the duties, conferred or imposed by law 
on the assessor in existence immediately prior to the taking 
effect of this ordinance with respect to the acquisition and 
disposal of property, the making of contracts, and the appoint- 
ment, suspension, discharge, compensation and indemnification 
of subordinates. ‘The commissioner of assessing shall also 
have the powers and perform the duties conferred or imposed 
by law on the assessor and the board of review in the assessing 
department in existence immediately prior to the taking effect 
of this ordinance with respect to taxes other than poll and 
motor vehicle excise taxes, and shall further have the powers 
and perform the duties from time to time conferred or im- 
posed on assessors of cities in Massachusetts by general laws 
applicable to Boston with respect to taxes other than poll 
and motor vehicle excise taxes. 


Sect. 3. Powers and Duties of Associate Commissioners of 
Assessing. The associate commissioners of assessing shall have 
the powers and perform the duties conferred or imposed by 
law on the assessor in existence immediately prior to the 
taking effect of this ordinance with respect, in the case of the 
associate commissioner of assessing for motor vehicle excises, 
to motor vehicle excise taxes, and in the case of the associate 
commissioner of assessing for poll taxes, to poll taxes, and shall 
also have the powers and perform the duties from time to 
time conferred or imposed on assessors of cities in Massa- 
chusetts by general laws.applicable to Boston with respect, 
in the case of the associate commissioner of assessing for motor 
vehicle excises, to motor vehicle excise taxes, and in the case 
of the associate commissioner of assessing for poll taxes, to 
poll taxes. In addition, each associate commissioner of assess- 
ing may, at such time as he shall have been so authorized by

There shall be in the assessing 
department a board, known as the Board of Review, con- 
sisting of (1) such person in the service of the real estate 
appraisal division of the assessing department as the mayor, 
by a writing filed with the city clerk after the commencement 
of a municipal year, shall designate to serve ex officio on said 
board at his pleasure during such year, who, while so serving, 
shall be chairman of said board, (2) such person in the service 
of the statistical research division of the assessing depart- 
ment as the mayor in like manner shall designate to serve 
ex officio on said board at his pleasure during such year, and 
(3) such person as the mayor shall appoint from the public 
at large to serve on said board for a term expiring on the 
first Monday of the January following the next biennial mu- 
nicipal election at which a mayor is elected. 


It shall be the duty of the board of review to review every 
application for the abatement of a real estate or personal 
property tax and report to the commissioner of assessing 
its findings and recommendations with respect thereto, in- 
cluding such suggestion for settlement, if any, as, after discus- 
sion with the applicant, the board may think proper.

Sect. 36.* There shall be in the public works department 
a board, known as the Public Improvement Commission, 
consisting of the commissioner of public works, the commis- 
sioner of real property and the commissioner of traffic and 
parking, ex officiis. The public improvement commission 
shall not be subject to the supervision or control of the com- 
missioner of public works except as he acts as a member of 
said commission; but unless otherwise ordered by the mayor, 
the public improvement commission shall not communicate 
with the mayor, or make any annual or other report, except 
through the commissioner of public works. The public im- 
provement commission shall have all powers and perform all 
duties conferred or imposed by statute on the board of street 
commissioners except (a) those conferred or imposed on the 
committee on licenses in the public safety commission by 
section eleven of chapter nine of these ordinances, (6b) those 
conferred or imposed on the commissioner of public works by 
section three of this chapter, and (c) those conferred or imposed 
on the real property board by section one of chapter twenty- 
two of these ordinances. 


Sect. 37.{ For the purpose of plowing or removing snow 
from a street, the commissioner of public works or such subor- 
dinate or subordinates (as defined in clause Ninth of section 
four of chapter one) as he may from time to time designate 
may remove, or cause to be removed, to some convenient 
place, including in such term a public garage and an open-air 
parking space, any vehicle in such street interfering with the 
plowing or removal of snow therein, except a vehicle owned by 
the commonwealth or a political sub-division thereof or by the 
United States or an instrumentality thereof or registered by a 
member of a foreign diplomatic corps or by a foreign consular

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officer who is not a citizen of the United States and bearing a 
distinctive number plate or otherwise conspicuously marked 
as so owned or registered. At the time of such removal, a 
record in duplicate of the registration number of every vehicle 
removed under this section, a general description of such 
vehicle, the date and time of removal, and the place from which 
as well as the place to which the vehicle is removed shall be 
made by or for the commissioner, who shall keep one copy on 
file and forthwith send the other copy to the police commis- 
sioner. 

The owner of every vehicle removed under this section shall 
be liable for the cost of such removal and of the storage charges, 
if any, resulting therefrom; provided that the cost of removal 
shall not exceed twelve dollars and that the cost of storage 
shall not exceed fifty cents for the first hour (or fraction thereof), 
or ten cents for each subsequent hour (or fraction thereof), of 
storage.

Annual Sewer Use Charges. 


Sect. 8.* Under authority of section 16 of chapter 83 of 
the General Laws and every other authority hereunto enabling, 
the annual charge for the use of the common sewers of the city 
by every estate in the city having one or more particular sewers 
discharging into such common sewers is hereby established as a 
primary charge of five dollars, an additional charge of one 
dollar for every thousand cubic feet, in excess of five thousand 
cubic feet, of water supplied by the city to such estate and 
billed in the calendar year in which the charge established by

charge established by this section the quantity of water so 
used shall be deducted from the aggregate amount of water 
so supplied, derived or received during such period; provided 
further that in no case shall any charge be assessed under this 
section in excess of a just and equitable charge; and provided 
also that persons exempt from the payment of water rates and 
charges, but only such persons, shall be exempt from the charge 
established by this section. 

The quantity of water supplied by the city through a water 
meter in good working order shall be determined by the readings 
of such meter. The quantity of all other water shall be esti- 
mated by the commissioner of public works by any reasonable 
and equitable method apt in the circumstances of the particular 
case to determine the quantity of water discharged through 
the particular sewer or sewers of the estate into the common 
sewers of the city; provided, however, in the case of water not 
supplied by the city but derived or received by an estate from 
another source, and also in the case of water used on an 
estate in such a manner as not to enter the common sewers of 
the city, that if such water is measured by one or more water 
meters in good working order installed and maintained on the 
estate by the commissioner of public works at the request and 
expense of the owner or tenant of such estate, the quantity of 
water so derived or received, or the quantity of water so used, 
or both, as the case may be, shall be determined by the readings 
of such meter or meters. Water supplied by the city or any 
other source exclusively for fire pipe purposes shall not be 
included in determining the charge established by this section. 

During the last three months of every calendar year, the 
commissioner of public works shall assess upon every estate 
in the city having a particular sewer discharging into the com- 
mon sewers of the city the charge established by this section, 
and in January of the next following calendar year certify to 
the commissioner of assessing a list of such charges. Said 
commissioner shall in his order of assessment designate as the 
owner of a parcel assessed the person who was liable to assess- 
ment therefor on the preceding January first under the pro- 
visions of chapter fifty-nine of the General Laws.

Drar Mr. Mayor: 

In accordance with Chapter 3, Section 24, of the Re- 
vised Ordinances of 1947, we submit the third annual 
report of the Government Center Commission for the 
year 1961, January 1 through December 31, 1961. 

Changes occurred in the membership of the commis- 
sion. Mr. John P. McMorrow became your appointee 
in keeping with Section 2 of Chapter 652, Acts of 1960. 
Mr. Henry A. Scagnoli was appointed by your Honor in 
accord with Section 2, Chapter 624, Acts of 1958. 
Mr. Lawrence W. Costello, secretary pro tem, who had 
given so generously of his time and talents, was re- 
placed by Mr. John E. Deady, a member of the com- 
mission elected by the commission in keeping with the 
provisions of Chapter 624, Acts of 1958. 

In July, 1961, the commission voted unanimously to 
engage the services of the very well recommended Mrs. 
Ruth E. Sullivan as office head clerk. Another addition 
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to the office staff occurred in October when Chairman 
Morgan, acting by and for the commission, arranged 
for the temporary transfer of Mr. Michael J. Corrao, 
career employee of the city, to serve as executive 
secretary. In both instances the commission was fully 
observant of applicable law. 


Forty duly advertised meetings of the Government 
Center Commission were recorded in the year 1961. 
Twenty-one of these meetings were held in the quarters 
of the Boston Five Cent Savings Bank on January 13; 
February 17, 24; March 1, 10,17, 22, 24; April 24, 28; 
May 5, 11, 29; nae Li 7, Slay 2s aR, 6, 12, 19, 26; 
at 3:30 P.M. 


On August 2, 1961, at 1 Court Street, Room 62, the 
commission met for the first time in its own quarters, 
and eighteen succeeding meetings took place herein on 
August 9, 16, 23, 30; September 6, 8, 18, 20, 28; October 
4,11, 18; November 1, 15, 29; December 6, 13, 20 and 27. 

At the very start of the year the commission began to 
make positive decisions in the matter of arrangements 
for the building of the New City Hall in keeping with 
its obligation. 


The basic determination on the holding of a competi- 
tion to obtain the best possible design was made by 
unanimous vote of the commission and with the ap- 
proval of your Honor. The very necessary require- 
ments hinged to this step called for a selection of a 
professional advisor to conduct the competition, which 
was to be in two stages on a national basis, selection of 
a panel of experts in the field of architecture to select 
eight finalists, and the augmenting of the judging panel 
for determination of the very best contestant submission 
fr om the finalists. 

The commission acknowledges with deep cra tition 
the cooperation of the A.I.A., M.S.A.A.; and the B.S.A. 
as represented by Messrs. P. W. Bone Sherman 
Morss, J. W. Lawrence, Jr. Their explanation of the 
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architects competition code of the A.I.A. was most 
helpful. 

Candidates for the all important ‘‘ Professional Ad- 
visor’? under the control and certification of the com- 
mission were, viz.:- Messrs. Carney Goldberg, Eugene F’. 
Kennedy, Walter E. Campbell, Lawrence B. Anderson, 
Sherman Morss, Hugh A. Stubbins, George Holmes 
Perkins, Chester Wright, James Lawrence, Jr., Pietro 
Belluschi, and Edmund R. Purves. 

Background information on all aspirants was closely 
screened; some appeared before the commission and 
expressed their willingness to officiate as ‘‘ Professional 
Advisor.’? Some more preferred to compete and, by so 
doing, ruled themselves out of consideration in con- 
formity with the competition code. 

Finally, and unanimously, the commission voted 
on the selection of Professor Lawrence B. Anderson 
to be the ‘‘ Professional Advisor’? under the control 
and certification of the commission to run a national 
competition in accord with the rules of the competition 
code of the A.I.A. A contract drawn by the Corpo- 
ration Counsel was entered into with Professor Anderson 
after approval by your Honor and the unanimous 
approval of the commission. 

Throughout the year the full attention of the com- 
mission was addressed to questions such as the acquiring 
of office space and furnishing the same with proper 
equipment; the need of a consultant’s services to 
advise the commission in matters of assistance, organi- 
zation review, and advice in connection with the transfer, 
operations, and installations of equipment affecting 
all city departments to be housed in the New City Hall, 
oceasioning the unanimous vote of the commission, 
in cooperation with your Honor, to. avail ourselves of 
the services of Mr. James E. Enright; the acquiring 
of information pertinent to site, site planning, plaza, 
subway, gas, water, sewer, telephone, and the electrical 
utility services; the need for a degree of cooperation 
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from similar state and federal agencies as it related 
to harmony of design in the light of area development; 
the updating of the Becker & Becker Space Utilization 
report; the establishment of a liaison with the Boston 
Redevelopment Authority; the weekly requests of the 
professional advisor for information and _ his sitting 
in on many meetings enabling him to shape up the 
competition for a winning acceptable design; weighing 
the selection of a jury to judge the competition; the 
very serious question of providing fallout shelters; 
the acceptance of a time table in connection with the 
competition; the arranging for a committee to arrange 
meetings with the top men of each utility agency; the 
printing of the competition program; the registration 
of competitors starting September 25, 1961, and closing 
November 20, 1961, with additional time allowance 
for receipt of questions from all competitors in the 
preliminary stage to‘end on November 27, 1961. 

The duly advertised meeting of October 4, 1961, 
records the unanimous approval of a juror panel for 
the preliminary stage, to consist of Pietro Belluschi, 
F.A.I.A.; Harold Hodgkinson, Chairman of the Board, 
Wm. Filene’s & Sons; Walter A, Netsch, A.I.A., Chicago; 
Ralph Rapson, <A.I.A., Minneapolis; William W. 
Wurster, F.A.I.A., San Francisco; and, for the final 
stage, these five and O. Kelley Anderson, President 
of New England Life Insurance Company, Boston; 
Sidney R. Rabb, Chairman of the Board, Stop & Shop, 
Boston; Alternate, Hon. Charles Artesani, Judge of 
the Brighton District Court, Boston; the last three 
names being those of laymen, nonarchitects but out- 
standing citizens whose experience and judgement 
eminently qualified them to pass on submissions by 
contestants in the public interest. 

Arrangements were made by December to hold the 
first stage of the architectural exhibit in the Museum 
of Science on January 17, 1962, through January 25, 
1962. 
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The financial picture shows that the commission 
as of December 13, 1961, had: 


Total appropriation: $20,000,000 .00 
Total encumbrance $144,691.42 
Total disbursements 46,188.76 


Unencumbered balance $98,502.66 


Unexpended balance ~ $19,855,308. 58 


I am sure that your Honor will recognize that the 
commission is now well into the business of finalizing 
all considerations that must be resolved prior to actual 
contract letting after the competition has produced 
an outstanding, acceptable winning design. We express 
our gratitude to the several city departments and 
agencies and the ready cooperation of your Honor, 
where required in the matters of approval, and waivers 
of legal requirements all within applicable law to 
expedite the work of the commission. 

Details requiring research and development have 
dictated postponement of action by the commission 
on many questions. All of these questions and such 
others as will arise in 1962 we hope to resolve in time 
to meet a tentative deadline set for actual construction 
in the year 1963.

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ORDINANCES OF 1962 
CHAPTER 1. 


PROVIDING FuRTHER AGAINST LITTERED STREETS. 


Be wt ordained by the City Council of Boston, as follows: 

SECTION 1. Chapter 29 of the Revised Ordinances 
of 1961 is hereby amended by inserting after section 
49 the following sections: 

Section 49A. No person in control of a place of 
business abutting on a sidewalk shall knowingly suffer 
any rubbish, litter, filth, garbage or other refuse to 
remain on such sidewalk except in a receptacle or 
bundle placed on such sidewalk in accordance with 
the proviso in section forty-three. 

Section 49B. No person in control of a place of 
business abutting on a street shall knowingly suffer 
any rubbish, litter, or other refuse to remain in the 
open on the estate upon which such place of business 
is located except in a receptacle or bundle from which 
such rubbish, litter or refuse is not likely to be blown 
onto such street. 

Section 49C. No person in control of any estate 
abutting on a sidewalk shall knowingly suffer to remain 
uncut any overgrowth of grass planted therein by 
the City. 

SecTion 2. Said Chapter 29 is hereby further 
amended by striking out section 110 and inserting 
in place thereof the following :— 

Section 110. Any person violating any provision 
of section 41, 42, 43, 44, 45, 46, 49A, 49B, or 49C shall 
be punished by a fine not exceeding fifty dollars for 
each offense. Any person violating any other provision 
of this chapter shall be punished by a fine not exceeding 
twenty dollars for such offense, and not only the person 
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actually doing the prohibited thing, but also his em- 
ployer and every other person concerned in so doing 
shall be punished by such fine. 


Section 3. This ordinance shall take effect on 
January 1, 1962. [Approved February 6, 1962. 


CHAPTER 2. 


CONCERNING THE REMOVAL OF VEHICLES INTERFERING 
WITH THE PLOWING OR REMOVAL OF SNOW. 


Be tt ordained by the City Council of Boston, as follows: 


Chapter 21 of the Revised Ordinances of 1961 is 
hereby amended by striking out section 37 and inserting 
in place thereof the following section :— 


Sect. 37. For the purpose of plowing or removing 
snow from a street, the commissioner of public works 
or such subordinate or subordinates (as defined in 
clause Ninth of section four of chapter one) as he may 
from time to time designate may remove, or cause to 
be removed, to some convenient place, including in 
such term a public garage and an open-air parking 
space, any vehicle in such street interfering with the 
plowing or removal of snow therein, except a vehicle 
owned by the commonwealth or a political sub-division 
thereof or by the United States or an instrumentality 
thereof or registered by a member of a foreign diplomatic 
corps or by a foreign consular officer who is not a citizen 
of the United States and bearing a distinctive number 
plate or otherwise conspicuously marked as so owned 
or registered. At the time of such removal, a record 
in duplicate of the registration number of every vehicle 
removed under this section, a general description of 
such vehicle, the date and time of removal, and the 
place from which as well as the place to which the 
vehicle is removed shall be made by or for the com- 
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missioner, who shall keep one copy on file and forthwith 
send the other copy to the police commissioner. 

The owner of every vehicle removed under this section 
shall be liable for the cost of such removal and of the 
storage charges, if any, resulting therefrom; provided 
that the cost of removal shall not exceed twelve dollars 
and that the cost of storage shall not exceed fifty cents 
for the first hour (or fraction thereof), or ten cents for 
each subsequent hour (or fraction thereof), of storage.

FEES FOR THE PLAYING OF GOLF AT FRANKLIN

Clause (149) of Section 1 of Chapter 30 of the Revised 
Ordinances of 1961 is hereby amended by adding at 
the end thereof the following: 

Any person who has held a license for the five 
consecutive years immediately preceding his obtain- 
ing the age of 75 years shall thereafter be granted 
a license without payment of the fee provided herein 
for the playing of golf throughout the year. 


Clause (150) of Section 1 of Chapter 30 of the Revised 
Ordinances of 1961 is hereby amended by adding at the 
end thereof the following: 

Any person who has held a license for the five 
consecutive years immediately preceding his obtain- 
ing the age of 75 years shall thereafter be granted 
a license without payment of the fee provided herein 
for the playing of golf throughout the year.

(6) The clerk of committees of the city council, 
eighty-three hundred and forty dollars, and the two 
assistant clerks of committees, sixty-three hundred 
and fifteen dollars each. 

Said first paragraph of said section 5 of 
chapter 3, as amended, is hereby further amended by 
striking out clause (12) and inserting in place thereof 
the following clause: 

(12) The city messenger, eighty-eight hundred 
and fifteen dollars; the assistant city messenger, 
sixty-four hundred and forty dollars; the librarian- 
archivist, sixty-one hundred and fifteen dollars; the 
document clerk, fifty-six hundred and forty dollars;

RENDERED IN THE HospiTAL DEPARTMENT OF THE 
Ciry oF Boston. 

Be ut ordained by the City Council of Boston, as follows: 

SEcTION 1. Clause (168) of section 1 of chapter 30 
of the Revised Ordinances of 1961 is hereby amended 
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by striking out the last two sentences and inserting 
in place thereof the following sentences:—The charge 
to be paid for each admission to the accident floor 
at the city hospital for diagnosis or treatment shall 
be, in the case of a child under age thirteen, $3.00, 
and in the case of any other person, $4.00. The charge 
to be paid for each admission to the East Boston relief 
station for diagnosis or treatment shall be, in the case 
of a child under age thirteen, $3.00, and in the case 
of any other person, $4.00; provided, that such charge 
shall be waived in case of transfer of the patient to 
the accident floor at the city hospital. 

Section 2. Said section 1 is hereby amended by 
inserting after clause (168) the following clauses :— 

(168A) Hospital, Ambulance. The charge to be paid 
for each use of an ambulance for transporting a person 
from a place within the territorial limits of the city 
to the city hospital or from the city hospital to such 
a place shall be $15.00. The charge to be paid for each 
use of an ambulance for transporting a person to the 
city hospital from a place outside the territorial limits 
of the city but within twenty-five miles of the city 
hospital or to such a place from the city hospital shall 
be $25.00. The charge to be paid for each other use 
of an ambulance shall be such amount, not less than 
$25.00, as the director of hospitals shall determine 
approximates the cost thereof. 

(168B) Hospital, Anesthesia. The charge to be paid 
for each use of equipment at the city hospital for 
anesthesia, including all materials supplied in con- 
nection with such use, shall be such amount, not less 
than $5.00 nor more than $25.00, as the board of trustees 
in charge of the hospital department considering the 
nature of the procedure involved shall from time to 
time determine. 

SecTION 3. Clause (169) of said section 1 is hereby 
amended by striking out the first sentence and inserting 
in place thereof the following sentence:— The charge 
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to be paid for bed and board at the city hospital shall 
be, in the case of bed and board in a holding ward, 
$10.00 a day, in the case of bed and board in any other 
ward, $35.00 for every day of intense care and $20.00 
for every other day, in the case of bed and board in 
a semi-private room, $38.00 for every day of intense 
care and $23.00 for every other day, in the case of 
bed and board in a private room, $41.00 for every 
day of intense care and $26.00 for every other day, 
in the case of bed and board in a nursery for prematurely 
born infants, $12.00 for every day while the mother 
is furnished bed and board at the city hospital and 
$20.00 for every other day, and in the case of bed 
and board in a nursery for other new born infants, 
$5 for every day while the mother is furnished bed and 
board at the city hospital and $15.00 for every other 
day.

The charge to be paid 
for each use of a delivery room at the city hospital, 
exclusive of materials and equipment for anesthesia, 
shall be $25.00. 

(172) Hospital, Electrocardiogram at. The charge to 
be paid for the use of equipment at the city hospital 
for an electrocardiogram shall be $10.00. 

(173) Hospital, Electroencephalogram at. The charge 
to be paid for the use of equipment at the city hospital 
for an electroencephalogram shall be $25.00. 

(174) Hospital, Laboratory. The charge to be paid 
for each analysis made by a laboratory at the city 
hospital shall be such amount, not less than $1.00 
nor more than $50.00, as the board of trustees, in 
charge of the hospital department shall from time 
to time determine approximates the cost of handling 
and making such analysis. The charge to be paid 
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for each analysis made by another laboratory for a 
patient at the city hospital shall be the amount charged 
the city hospital by such laboratory and in addition 
thereto such amount, not less than $1.00 nor more than 
$10.00, as said board of trustees shall from time to 
time determine approximates the cost of handling 
such analysis at the city hospital. 


(175) Hospital Operating and Recovery Rooms. The 
charge to be paid for each use of an operating room 
at the city hospital, exclusive of materials and equip- 
ment for anesthesia and exclusive also of use of a 
recovery room, shall be such amount, not less than 
$10.00 nor more than $35.00, as the board of trustees 
in charge of the hospital department considering the 
nature of the operation or procedure shall from time 
to time determine. The charge to be paid for each 
use of a recovery room at the city hospital shall be 
$10.00. 


(176) Hospital Oxygen Mask, etc. The charge to be 
paid for each use of equipment for oxygen or inhalation 
therapy at the city hospital shall be such primary 
charge, not less than $3.00 nor more than $25.00, as 
the board of trustees in charge of the hospital depart- 
ment considering the nature of the equipment shall 
from time to time determine, and in addition thereto 
such further charge as said board shall from time to 
time determine approximates the cost of materials 
supplied in connection therewith. 


(177) Hospital, Pharmaceuticals, etc. The charge 
to be paid for any pharmaceutical preparation, biological 
product, intravenous solution, prosthesis, or medical 
or surgical supply furnished at the city hospital shall 
be such amount as the board of trustees in charge 
of the hospital department shall from time to time 
determine approximates the cost of furnishing such 
pharmaceutical preparation, biological product, in- 
travenous solution, prosthesis, or medical or surgical 


supply. 
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(178) Hospital, Plaster or Other Cast at. The charge 
to be paid for the supply of materials and the use of 
equipment in connection with the application of a 
cast at the city hospital, exclusive of materials and 
equipment for anesthesia, shall be such amount, not 
less than $10.00 nor more than $50.00, as the board 
of trustees in charge of the hospital department con- 
sidering the type of cast involved shall from time to 
time determine. The charge to be paid for the use 
of equipment at the city hospital in connection with 
the removal of a cast shall be $2.00. 


SecTION 5. Said section 1 is hereby amended by 
inserting after clause (178) as appearing in section 4 
of this ordinance, the following clauses :— 


(178A) Hospital, Physiotherapy. The charge to be 
paid for each use of equipment at the city hospital 
for physiotherapy, including all materials supplied 
in connection with such use, shall be such amount, 
not less than $3.00 nor more than $25.00, as the board 
of trustees in charge of the hospital department con- 
sidering the type of procedure involved, shall from time 
to time determine. 


(178B) Hospital, Radioactive Isotope Diagnosis and 
Treatment. The charge to be paid for the use of equip- 
ment at the city hospital for radioactive isotope diag- 
nosis or treatment, including materials supplied in 
connection with such use, shall be $35.00. 


SECTION 6. Said section 1 is hereby amended by 
inserting after clause (180) the following clause:— 

(180A) Hospital, Shock Room. The charge to be 
paid for each use of a shock room at the city hospital 
shall be $15.00. [Approved May 17, 1962. 
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CHAPTER 6.

CLERK FOR RECORDING A NOTICE oF A FEDERAL

SEcTION 1. Section 1 of chapter 30 of the Revised 
Ordinances of 1961 is hereby amended by inserting 
after clause (103) the following clause :— 

(103A) Federal Tax Lien. The fee of the city clerk 
for recording under section 24 of chapter 36 of the 
General Laws a notice of a federal tax lien, or a certificate 
of the discharge of such a lien, shall be $4.00. 

SECTION 2. Anything in section 3 of chapter 1 of 
the Revised Ordinances of 1961 to the contrary not- 
withstanding, this ordinance shall be published by the 
action of the city council in passing the same.

OBSOLETE BY THE REPEAL OF THE LoRD’s Day 
Law, So-CALLeED. 

Be it ordained by the City Council of Boston, as follows: 

SEcTION 1. Section 5 of chapter 10, and section 24 
of chapter 28, of the Revised Ordinances of 1961 are 
hereby repealed. 

SECTION 2. Section 1 of chapter 30 of the Revised 
Ordinances of 1961 is hereby amended by striking out 
clauses (44), (333), (335), (336), and (337). 

Section 3. Said section 1 is hereby further amended 

by striking out clause (334) and inserting in place 

thereof the following clause :-— 

(334) Sunday Entertainment License. The fee for a 
license granted by the mayor under section 4 of chapter 
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136 of the General Laws for dancing on a Sunday or 
for a game, sport, fair, exposition, play, entertainment 
or public diversion on a Sunday shall be a primary 
fee of $10.00 and, if a payment or collection of money 
or other valuable consideration is made for the privilege 
of being present thereat or engaging therein and the 
licensee or a predecessor of the licensee has previously 
in this city on a Sunday offered to view, set up, estab- 
lished or maintained similar dancing or a similiar game, 
sport, fair, exposition, play, entertainment or public 
diversion, an additional fee of $5.00 for each thousand 
of the average Sunday paid attendance during the 
last such dance, game, sport, fair, exposition, play, 
entertainment or public diversion so offered to view, 
set up, established or maintained; provided, however, 
that (a) in cases where the license is for a bowling 
alley or for billiard, pool or sippio tables, the fee shall 
be $5.00, (b) in cases where the license is solely for 
entertainment provided by not exceeding four in- 
strumentalists on premises where there is no admission 
or cover charge, the fee shall be $5.00, (c) in cases 
where the license is solely for entertainment through 
the use of television, radio and music provided by 
mechanical or electrical means, or any of them, on 
premises where there is no admission or cover charge, 
the fee shall be $2.00, (d) in cases where the license is 
for dancing at a wedding or celebration of a religious 
custom or ritual, the fee shall be $2.00, and (e) in 
eases where the license is for a game, sport, fair, ex- 
position, play, entertainment or public diversion con- 
ducted under the auspices of a religious society for a 
religious or charitable purpose in a place of worship 
or a hall used in connection therewith, there shall be 
no fee. The fee for an annual license granted by the 
mayor under said section 4 shall be: (2) in the case 
of a license for dancing, $200.00; (77) in the case of a 
license to offer to view motion pictures, $100.00; (722) 
in the case of a license for entertainment solely through 
the use of television, radio, and music provided by 
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mechanical or electrical means, or any of them, $50.00; 
and (iv) in the case of a license for a bowling alley or 
billiard, pool or sippio tables, a primary fee of $5.00 
and an additional fee of $5.00 for each alley, bed or 
table. The fees fixed by this clause shall be in addition 
to any sum payable to the state commissioner of public 
safety. [Approved October 23, 1962. 


CHAPTER 12. 


CONCERNING RESTRICTIONS ON PARK FRONTAGES AND 
SetT-Back RESTRICTIONS ON CERTAIN ESTATES 
FRONTING ON THE RIVERWAY. 


Be it ordained by the City Council of Boston, as follows: 


SECTION 1. Section 10 of Chapter 19 of the Revised 
Ordinances of 1961, as amended by Chapter 9 of the 
Ordinances of 1961, is hereby further amended by 
striking out the period at the end of said section and 
inserting in place thereof a semicolon and adding 
thereto the following: ‘‘provided further, however, 
that the prohibition of the use of any of said buildings 
and structures for a public garage and the restriction 
on the extreme height of said buildings or structures 
to 70 feet shall not apply to the lot of land bounded 
by the Riverway, Francis Street, and Brookline Ave- 
nue.”’

The first paragraph of section 8 of 
chapter 30 of the Revised Ordinances of 1961, as appear- 
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ing in chapter 11 of the Ordinances of 1961, is hereby 
amended by striking out, in the first sentence, the 
words ‘‘a primary charge of twelve dollars, an additional 
charge of one dollar for every thousand cubic feet, in 
excess of twelve thousand cubic feet’”’ and inserting in 
place thereof the words:—a primary charge of five 
dollars, an additional charge of one dollar for every 
thousand cubic feet, in excess of five thousand cubic feet. 
SecTION 2. This ordinance shall apply only to 
charges assessed under section 8 of chapter 30 of the 
Revised Ordinances of 1961 during the last three 
months of the year nineteen hundred and sixty-two 
and thereafter.

The third paragraph of section 8 of 
chapter 30 of the Revised Ordinances of 1961, as 
appearing in chapter 11 of the Ordinances of 1961, 
is hereby amended by striking out the first sentence 
and inserting in place thereof the following sentence:— 
During the last three months of every calendar year, 
the commissioner of public works shall assess upon 
every estate in the city having a particular sewer 
discharging into the common sewers of the city the 
charge established by this section, and in January 
of the next following calendar year certify to the com- 
missioner of assessing a list of such charges.
